Hartford,  December  31,  1900. 

To  His  Excellency, 

George  E.  Lounsbury, 

Governor: 

As  required  by  law,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  fourth 
annual  report  of  this  department  relating  to  Building  and  Loan 
Associations  and  Mortgage  Investment  Companies  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  State  on  the  30th  day  of  September,  1900,  together 
with  their  annual  returns  showing  their  financial  condition  on 
that  date. 

The  domestic  associations  are  the  same  as  were  engaged  in 
business  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  with  the  addition  of 
the  Fourth  Meriden  Mutual  Benefit  Building  and  Loan  Asso- 
ciation, which  company  was  organized  March  15,  1900. 

No'  foreign  associations  are  at  present  doing  business  in  this 
State,  although  two  or  three  have  expressed  a  desire  to  be  ad- 
mitted in  the  near  future. 

BUILDING    AND    LOAN    ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  returns  of  these  associations  show  a  continued  increase 
in  business  and  a  corresponding  increase  in  assets — facts  en- 
couraging both  to  themselves  and  the  State. 
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Comparative  tables  have  been  prepared  and  are  submitted 
herewith  showing  at  a  glance  the  condition  of  the  associations, 
individually  and  collectively,  and  also  as  compared  with  other 
years. 

The  total  assets  of  the  associations  for  the  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 30,  1900,  are  $4,157,804.16,  which  shows  an  increase  over 
September  30,  1899,  of  $383,277.76. 

The  mortgage  loans  increased  $223,792.10.  Loans  on  shares 
increased  $30,046.60.  Real  estate  increased  $69,287.46,  making 
the  holdings  of  the  associations  of  the  State  at  the  present  time 
$305,420.54. 

A  portion  of  this  real  estate,  viz.,  $26,820.92,  is  not  real  estate 
taken  by  foreclosure,  but  purchased  and  sold  on  contract,  the 
title  remaining  in  the  association  until  paid  for  by  the 
purchaser.  With  this  deduction,  however,  there  is  still  an  in- 
crease in  the  real  estate  holdings  of  the  associations,  and  the 
only  way  to  avoid  a  continued  increase  would  seem  to  be  a  more 
careful  and  conservative  appraisal  and  the  loaning'  of  a  smaller 
percentage  of  the  valuation. 

Stocks,  bonds,  securities  and  other  contracts  increased 
$154,101.93.     Cash  increased  $8,361.40. 

The  mortgage  loans  of  domestic  associations  comprise  of 
their  total  assets  .7812  per  cent. ;  loans  on  shares,  .0346  per  cent. ; 
real  estate,  .0734  per  cent. ;  cash,  .0357  per  cent. ;  stocks,  bonds, 
securities  and  other  contracts,  .0646  per  cent. ;  and  all  other  in- 
vestments, .0105  per  cent. 

The  liabilities  in  installments  paid  and  earnings  credited  of 
domestic  associations  show  an  increase  of  $160,662.09,  and  an 
increase  of  liability  on  single  payment  shares  of  $95,827.98. 
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The  operating  expense  of  the  associations  was  .0324  per  cent, 
of  the  total  receipts. 

From  the  returns  of  the  associations  reporting  as  to  these 
matters,  it  appears  that  the  total  number  of  shares  issued  by  the 
associations  during  the  year  was  20,771  ;  number  of  shares  with- 
drawn, 15,458;  in  force  at  end  of  year,  70,872%;  number  of 
shares  borrowed  upon,  24,842%  ;  number  of  borrowing  members, 
2,721;  number  of  non-borrowing  members,  10,426;  number  of 
shares  held  by  non-borrowing  members,  51,387;  non-borrowing 
members  holding  .725  per  cent,  of  the  stock. 

The  experience  of  the  past  year  as  of  the  years  preceding 
tends  to  prove  that  the  associations  of  the  State  have  been  in 
the  main  well  managed,  and  have  been  the  means  of  affording 
to  thousands  of  families  the  opportunity  of  acquiring  for  them- 
selves homes,  which,  for  lack  of  sufficient  capital,  they  would 
otherwise  have  been  unable  to  possess.

When  a  statute  repealing  another  is  afterwards  repealed, 
the  first  statute  shall  not  be  revived  without  express  words 
to  that  effect.

State,  or  of  any  town,  city,  or  borough  of  this  State,  or  in 
any  bonds,  stocks,  or  other  securities  which  the  savings 
banks  in  this  State  are  or  may  be  authorized  by  law  to 
invest  in,  or  may  be  deposited  in  savings  banks  incorporated 
by  this  State.

Unlawful  Waste  on  Mortgaged  Premises. 

Section  1445.  Every  person  claiming  the  right  of  pos- 
session, whether  as  mortgagor  or  otherwise,  to  any  land 
subject  to  any  mortgage  duly  executed  and  recorded,  who 
shall,  while  such  mortgage  is  unreleased  of  record,  impair 
the  value  of  the  premises  subject  to  such  mortgage  by  re- 
moving, destroying,  or  injuring  any  building  or  fixture  on 
the  land  so  mortgaged,  or  by  cutting  wood  not  necessary 
for  firewood  to  be  used  on  said  land  by  the  family  of  the 
mortgagor,  or  by  any  other  means,  without  the  consent  in 
writing  of  whoever  appears  of  record  to  be  the  owner  of  or 
interested  in  such  mortgage,  and  with  intent  to  defraud  any 
owner  or  person  interested  in  such  mortgage,  or  with  intent 
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to  lessen  the  value  of  the  property  subject  to  such  mortgage, 
to  the  injury  of  any  person  owning  or  interested  in  such 
mortgage,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
or  imprisoned  not  more  than  three  months,  or  both.

for  which  there  is  no  demand  for  loans  to  members,  with- 
drawing shareholders  or  matured  stock,  to  any  other  build- 
ing and  loan  association  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
Connecticut ;  to  make  loans  to  members  on  first  mortgage 
real  estate  security  situated  in  Connecticut,  or  on  its  own 
stock,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  provided  in 
the  constitution  and  by-laws ;  to  cancel  such  loans  and 
release  the  securities  on  such  terms  as  may  be  provided  in 
the  constitution  and  by-laws ;  tO'  accumulate  from  the  earn- 
ings a  reserve  fund,  as  hereafter  provided  for,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  contingent  losses ;  to  make  such  annual,  or  more 
frequent  distribution  of  the  earnings  as  the  constitution  and 
by-laws  may  provide ;  to  dissolve  the  corporation  when  its 
continuance  shall  be  deemed  by  a  majority  vote  of  its  mem- 
bers to  be  no  longer  desirable,  subject,  however,  to  the 
vested  rights  of  members ;  to  provide  by  constitution  and 
by-laws,  adopted  by  its  members,  for  the  proper  exercise 
of  the  powers  herein  granted,  and  the  conduct  and  manage- 
ment of  its  affairs.

The  comptroller  shall  apportion  the 
salary  and  expenses  of  said  commissioner  among  the  foreign 
and  domestic  building  and  loan  associations  and  mortgage 
investment  companies  doing  business  in  this  State,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  assets  of  each  of  the 
building  and  loan  associations,  according  to  their  average, 
as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  for  the  year  preceding,  and 
in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  capital  stock 
and  surplus  of  each  mortgage  investment  company ;  but  the 
amount  assessed  against  any  domestic  association  or  com- 
pany shall  not  exceed  an  amount  equal  to  one-eightieth  of 
one  per  centum  of  the  said  assets,  and  he  shall  notify  each 
by  mail  of  the  amount  apportioned  to  it,  and  it  shall  pay  the 
same  to  the  State  within  twenty  days  from  the  time  of  mail- 
ing such  notice ;  and  any  institution  which  shall  not  pay  the 
same  within  said  time  shall  forfeit  two*  hundred  dollars,  to- 
gether with  the  amount  so  apportioned,  to  the  State. 

Sec.  4.  Each  foreign  association  or  company  shall  also 
pay  the  actual  expenses  of  said  commissioner  while  making 
such  examination. 

Sec.  5.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed.

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REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  George  E.  Lounsbury, 

Governor  of  Connecticut: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  Forty-eighth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  for  the  year  1900,  comprising 
the  reports  of  the  operations  of  the  steam  railroad  and  street  rail- 
way companies  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  and  the  statis- 
tical tables  compiled  therefrom.  The  year  covered  by  this  report 
has  been  the  most  prosperous  of  any  in  the  history  of  the  railroads 
of  the  state  and  the  nation,  as  shown  by  the  gross  earnings  of  the 
roads  reporting  to  us,  which  have  been  $42,024,951.36,  as  com- 
pared with  $38,663,732.27  for  the  previous  year.  Of  this  amount 
$40,325,151.88  represents  the  earnings  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  $979,515.49  of  the  New 
London  Northern  Company,  $704,093.72  of  the  Central  New  Eng- 
land Company,  and  $16,190.27  of  the  South  Manchester  Company. 
The  revenue  derived  from  the  transportation  of  passengers  was 
$17,158,661.96,  and  that  derived  from  the  transportation  of  freight 
was  $20,630,051.03.  The  number  of  passengers  carried  has  been 
53,352,417,  being  3,082,949  in  excess  of  the  number  carried  the 
previous  year,  and  the  number  of  tons  of  freight  carried  has  been 
:7>393>459>  being  an  increase  of  1,501,817  tons.  This  large  in- 
crease in  the  volume  of  traffic  has  naturally  and  inevitably  resulted 
in  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  operating  expenses  of  the 
year,  for  additional  equipment  and  an  increased  number  of  train- 
men were  needed  to  move  such  an  increase  of  traffic,  and  the 
maintenance  of  both  equipment  and  roadway  were  proportionately 
increased.  As  stated  in  our  last  report,  the  Tarifrville  branch  of 
the  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company,  extend- 
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ing  from  Tarirrville  to  a  junction  with  the  Boston  &  Albany  Rail- 
road near  the  city  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  is  constructed  and  ready 
for  operation,  except  for  a  distance  of  about  330  feet  across  a 
certain  piece  of  property  in  the  town  of  Granby,  which  the  com- 
pany, being  unable  to  procure  by  purchase,  sought  to  condemn, 
but  the  legal  questions  involved  in  this  proceeding  were  taken  by 
the  contesting  party  to  the  Supreme  Court,  which  decided  that  the 
right  of  the  company  to  take  the  property  in  question  without  the 
consent  of  the  owner  had  lapsed.  Thereupon  the  company  pro- 
ceeded to  make  a  relocation  of  its  line  across  the  aforesaid  prop- 
erty, and  brought  an  application  for  our  approval  of  this  reloca- 
tion, which  was  stubbornly  resisted  by  the  opposing  party,  and 
after  due  consideration,  in  order  to  give  both  parties  full  oppor- 
tunity to  have  all  the  questions  connected  therewith  reviewed  and 
determined  by  a  competent  legal  tribunal,  we  granted  our  ap- 
proval of  the  relocation.  Proceedings  under  this  approval  are 
now  pending  in  the  courts.  For  information  as  to  the  questions 
already  determined  by  the  Supreme  Court  attention  is  called  to  the 
decision  published  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report.  The  work 
incident  to  the  abolition  of  the  grade  crossings  in  the  city  of 
Bridgeport,  which  was  in  progress  at  the  time  of  our  last  report, 
has  been  vigorously  prosecuted  during  the  time  which  has  inter- 
vened, and  that  portion  which  was  undertaken  between  Fairfield 
Avenue  on  the  west,  and  South  Avenue  on  the  east,  is  already  well 
advanced,  and  will  be  completed  early  in  the  coming  year.  That 
portion  now  under  construction  consists  of  a  viaduct  with  side 
walls  of  granite  masonry  raised  to  a  sufficient  height  for  the  streets 
to  pass  under  iron  bridges  erected  over  each  street  opening. 

Attention  is  called  to  a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  pub- 
lished in  the  Appendix,  in  the  case  of  William  P.  Dickerman  vs.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

SAFETY  APPLIANCES  UPON  BRIDGES. 

On  March  7,  1900,  we  issued  the  following  order  to  each  of  the 
steam  railroad  companies  operating  railroads  within  the  limits 
of  this  state,  which  needs  no  explanation  other  than  that  which 
the  order  itself  contains : 

"  Chapter  96,  Section  3427  of  the  General  Statutes,  requires 
the  Railroad  Commissioners,  when  they  deem  it  necessary  for  the 
safety  of  persons  traveling  upon  any  railroad  in  this  state,  that 
guard  rails  or  any  other  appliances  should  be  placed  upon  any 
bridge  belonging  to  such  railroad,  to  order  the  company  owning  or 
operating  such  railroad  to  place  such  additional  guards  upon  such 
bridges  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  proper  to  accomplish  the 
object  aforesaid. 

"  While  we  have  never  issued  a  formal  order  in  compliance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  foregoing  statute,  we  have  frequently, 
in  the  reports  of  our  semi-annual  inspections  to  the  companies, 
recommended  them  to  furnish  all  bridges  with  a  standard  floor, 
including  both  guard  rails  and  guard  timbers,  which  are  now 
considered  by  the  most  competent  bridge  experts  to  be  reasonable 
and  proper  safety  appliances  for  bridges,  and  the  various  com- 
panies have  cheerfully  complied  with  these  recommendations 
whenever  the  floors  of  the  various  bridges  on  their  respective  lines 
needed  renewing,  until  nearly  or  quite  all  important  bridges  are 
now  furnished  with  guard  timbers,  and  many  of  them  with  guard 
rails  also.  It  would  now  be  no  great  hardship  to  the  companies 
to  be  required  to  place  guard  rails  upon  all  those  bridges  not 
already  supplied  with  them.  Guard  rails  and  timbers  have  come 
into  such  general  use,  and  are  considered  such  essential  safe- 
guards on  bridges,  that  if  an  accident  should  occur  upon  a  bridge 
not  supplied  with  them  a  company  might  be  held  negligent  in  not 
equipping  its  bridges  with  such  appliances,   and  the   Commis- 
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sioners  might  be  censured  for  not  formally  requiring  them  to  be 
so  equipped. 

"  Therefore,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  96,  Section 
3427  of  the  General  Statutes  of  this  state,  we  deem  it  necessary  for 
the  safety  of  persons  traveling  upon  any  steam  railroad  in  this 
state  that  guard  timbers  and  guard  rails  should  be  placed  upon 
all  bridges  exceeding  a  span  of  twenty  feet.  In  order,  therefore, 
to  accomplish  the  object  of  the  aforesaid  statute  we  hereby  order 

the Railroad  Company  on  or  before  June  30,  1900, 

to  place  upon  all  bridges,  exceeding  a  span  of  twenty  feet,  guard 
timbers  outside  of  each  rail,  and  guard  rails  on  the  inside  of  each 
rail  of  its  tracks  used  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  on  all 
such  bridges  on  the  lines  of  its  road  within  this  state.  We  also 
order  and  direct  said  company  to  place  an  angle  plate  of  iron  or 
steel  on  the  upper  and  inner  edge  of  each  guard  timber  to  prevent 
the  wheels  of  a  derailed  car  from  gouging  into  the  edge  of  such 
timber,  and  mounting  the  same." 

As  it  was  represented  to  the  Commissioners  that  it  was  diffi- 
cult to  obtain  the  material  needed  to  comply  with  this  order  within 
the  time  required,  the  time  of  such  compliance  was  subse- 
quently extended  to  January  1,  1901. 

UNITED  STATES  FISH  COMMISSION. 
Upon  the  application  of  the  Acting  Commissioner  of  the 
United  States  Commission  of  Fish  and  Fisheries  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  it  was  ordered  that  the  specially  equipped  cars  of  the 
United  States  Fish  Commission  for  the  transportation  of  fish, 
when  enroute  on  passenger  trains  over  the  railroads  within  the 
limits  of  this  state,  be  exempted  from  the  requirements  of  an  order 
issued  by  this  Board  under  date  of  July  10,  1889,  concerning  the 
heating  and  lighting  of  cars. 

ESSEX. 
The  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Essex  on  January  2,  1900,  pre- 
sented a  petition  asking  that  the  highway  leading  from  Deep 
River  to  Centerbrook,  which  crossed  the  Valley  Division  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  at  two  points,  be  so 
changed  as  to  avoid  both  of  said  crossings.     After  due  notice  and 
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hearing  the  change  asked  for  was  granted,  and  one  of  the  cross- 
ings was  closed  and  the  other  left  open  to  give  access  to  certain 
property  located  near  the  same. 

MERIDEN,   SOUTHINGTON   &   COMPOUNCE  TRAMWAY 

COMPANY. 
Permission  having  been  granted  the  aforesaid  Tramway  Com- 
pany by  the  General  Assembly  to  cross  over  the  tracks  of  the 
Northampton  Division  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  at  a  point  in  the  town  of  Southington,  a  petition  was 
brought  to  us  by  the  company  on  April  7,  1900,  to  determine  the 
length,  width,  and  material  of  the  structure  necessary  to  carry  the 
tramway  over  the  railroad  at  the  point  of  crossing.  An  agree- 
ment having  been  made  between  the  tramway  company  and  the 
railroad  company,  at  their  joint  request  we  made  a  finding  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  agreed  upon,  and  the  bridge  has  been 
constructed  in  compliance  therewith. 


HARTFORD  &  CONNECTICUT  WESTERN  RAILROAD 

COMPANY. 

TARIFFVILLE  BRANCH. 

On  the  14th  day  of  May,  1900,  the  Hartford  &  Connecticut 
Western  Railroad  Company  applied  to  us  for  our  approval  of  the 
location  of  its  branch  railroad  across  the  land  of  one  Charles  C. 
Montague  in  the  town  of  East  Granby,  as  located  and  laid  out 
by  its  board  of  directors  on  May  2,  1900,  upon  which  application 
a  hearing  was  appointed  to  be  held  on  the  29th  day  of  May,  1900, 
and  notice  of  the  same  was  given  to  the  parties.  After  notice  had 
been  given  to  the  parties,  but  before  the  hearing  was  had,  on  the 
23d  day  of  May,  1900,  Charles  C.  Montague  conveyed  the  prop- 
erty described  in  the  application  to  one  Fred  C.  Wagner  of  the 
city  and  state  of  New  York,  who  was,  by  agreement  of  counsel, 
made^a  party  to  the  proceedings,  and  accepted  service.  The  hear- 
ing was  continued  from  time  to  time  until  June  15,  1900,  when  the 
parties  met,  and  the  counsel  for  the  defendant  moved  that  the 
application  be  dismissed  because  the  "  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 
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missioners  has  no  jurisdiction  to  grant  the  prayer  of  said  applica- 
tion or  act  upon  the  same,  since  it  appears  on  the  face  thereof  that 
the  Hartford  and  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company  did 
in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine  lay  out  and  finally 
locate  the  branch  railroad  authorized  by  the  amendment  to  its 
charter  referred  to  in  said  application,  and  that  the  Railroad  Com- 
missioners did  upon  the  application  of  said  company  in  said  year 
of  1889  approve  said  location  in  writing,  and  since  the  sole 
ground  of  this  application  is  merely  that  the  applicant  has  not 
acquired  the  said  land  of  the  defendant  within  said  location  as  duly 
made  and  approved  with  the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof,  and 
failed  to  exercise  its  right  to  condemn  the  same  within  two  years 
after  the  approval  of  the  location  of  the  route  of  said  branch  rail- 
road by  the  Railroad  Commissioners."  Counsel  were  duly  heard 
for  and  against  said  motion,  and  upon  due  consideration  we  de- 
cided to  overrule  the  motion  to  dismiss  the  application,  because 
we  considered  it  our  duty  "  to  approve,  or  withhold  our  approval 
of  the  location,  as  it  is  presented  to  us,  unless  it  should  appear  that 
the  layout  of  the  road  is  so  clearly  illegal  and  defective  as  not  to 
leave  a  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  Commissioners,  and  that  its  ap- 
proval would  be  an  idle  ceremony.  The  legal  questions  raised  by 
the  respondents  in  their  plea  as  to  our  right  to  entertain  such  ap- 
plication, should  we  sustain  them,  would  bar,  we  believe,  the 
petitioner  from  further  proceedings,  and  deprive  it  of  the  means 
of  having  our  action  reviewed  by  the  courts,  and  set  aside,  if 
erroneous,  in  which  event  its  branch  road  which  has  been  con- 
structed, excepting  over  the  land  in  question,  could  not  be  com- 
pleted and  put  in  operation  without  first  obtaining  legislative 
aid.  Whatever  may  be  our  opinion  as  to  the  legal  objections  to 
our  approval  of  the  layout,  we  realize  that  this  board,  as  defined 
by  the  highest  court  of  this  state,  is  net  a  court,  nor  do  we  believe 
the  legislature,  in  giving  to  it  limited  powers,  intended  that  it 
should  become  the  final  arbiter  of  important  judicial  questions 
which  involve,  as  in  this  case,  large  and  important  property 
rights."  We  were,  therefore,  inclined  "  to  so  dispose  of  the  case 
as  to  leave  a  way  open  for  a  full  adjudication  by  the  courts  of  the 
questions  of  law  arising  in  this  contention." 
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Subsequently,  on  the  9th  day  of  July,  1900,  we  met  again, 
when  the  respondents  filed  the  following  demurrer : 

"  Fred  C.  Wagner,  owner  of  the  land  described  in  said  ap- 
plication as  land  of  Charles  C.  Montague,  hereby  demurs  to  the 
application  of  the  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Com- 
pany for  the  written  approval  of  the  location  of  a  railroad  over  his 
land,  and  says  that  the  said  application  and  the  matters  therein 
contained  are  insufficient  in  law,  and  for  causes  of  said  demurrer 
assigns  the  following : 

"  1.  Because  it  appears  that  the  Hartford  and  Connecticut 
Western  Railroad  Company  did,  in  the  year  1889,  lay  out  and 
finally  locate  the  branch  railroad  authorized  by  the  amendment 
to  its  charter  referred  to  in  said  application,  and  the  Railroad  Com- 
missioners of  this  state  did,  upon  the  application  of  said  company 
in  said  year  1889,  approve  said  location  in  writing. 

"  2.  Because  it  appears  that  the  Hartford  and  Connecticut 
Western  Railroad  Company  did,  in  the  year  1889,  fully  exercise 
and  exhaust  such  power  and  authority  as  may  have  been  given 
to  it  by  the  amendment  to  its  charter  described  in  said  applica- 
tion to  locate  said  branch  railroad,  and  said  company  therefore 
had,  on  the  second  day  of  May,  1900,  no  power  or  authority  to 
locate  a  railroad  upo*n  said  land  described  in  the  alleged  vote  of  the 
directors  of  said  company  of  said  date. 

"  3.  Because  the  sole  ground  of  this  application  is  that  the 
applicant  has  not  acquired  with  the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof 
the  said  land  now  owned  by  this  defendant  within  the  location  of 
its  branch  railroad,  as  duly  made  and  approved  in  the  year  1889, 
and  failed  to  exercise  its  right  to  condemn  said  land  within  two 
years  after  the  approval  of  the  location  of  the  route  of  said  branch 
railroad  by  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  because  this  is  not 
sufficient  in  law  to  give  to  this  Honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners jurisdiction  to  grant  the  prayer  of  said  application,  or 
act  upon  the  same. 

"  4.  Because  said  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Hart- 
ford and  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company,  alleged  to 
have  been  passed  on  the  second  day  of  May,  1900,  does  not  pre- 
tend to  lay  out  and  locate  the  branch  railroad  authorized  by  said 
amendment  to  the  charter  of  said   company,   but  merely  pre- 
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tends  to  adopt  a  layout  and  location  of  a  railroad  for  a  distance  of 
three  hundred  and  thirteen  (313)  feet,  and,  therefore,  for  a  small 
part  of  the  route  of  said  branch  railroad,  and  is  not  a  layout  and 
location  of  any  such  branch  railroad  as  was  authorized  by  said 
amendment  of  applicant's  charter,  nor  a  change  of  such  a  layout 
or  location  or  of  any  part  or  section  thereof. 

"  5.  Because  the  said  vote  of  May  2,  1900,  appears  to 
have  been  passed  by  the  Directors  of  the  Hartford  and  Connecti- 
cut Western  Railroad  Company  outside  of  the  state  of  Connecti- 
cut, and  does  not  appear  to  have  been  passed  at  a  lawful  meeting 
of  said  board. 

"  6.  Because  it  appears  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Hartford  and 
Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company  held  on  the  9th  day  of 
July,  1889,  the  directors  were  authorized  and  instructed  to  lay 
out  and  construct  a  branch  railroad  into  the  city  of  Springfield, 
and  because  it  further  appears  that  the  directors  of  said  com- 
pany in  said  vote  of  May  2,  1900,  while  pretending  to  act  in  pur- 
suance of  said  vote  of  said  corporation  of  July  9,  1889,  are,  in 
fact,  laying  out  and  locating  said  piece  of  railroad  over  this  de- 
fendant's land,  not  as  a  part  of  a  branch  railroad  into  the  city  of 
Springfield,  but  merely  as  a  part  of  a  branch  railroad  to  the  town 
of  West  Springfield. 

"  7.  Because  it  does  not  appear  that  the  applicant  did,  before 
applying  to  this  Honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners 
for  their  approval  of  said  location,  deposit  with  the  state  treasurer 
a  sum  equal  to  eleven  dollars  per  mile  of  the  length  of  its  proposed 
road  in  this  state,  but  only  the  sum  of  eleven  dollars  for  one  mile 
or  a  fraction  thereof." 

After  hearing  the  counsel  upon  this  demurrer,  and  after  fur- 
ther consideration  we,  on  the  nth  day  of  July,  announced  our 
decision  upon  the  same  in  the  following  terms  : 

"  The  demurrer  to  the  application  raises  several  questions 
of  law  in  addition  to  those  presented  in  the  respondent's  plea  to  our 
jurisdiction.  The  view  taken  by  us,  and  the  reasons  expressed 
in  our  decision  in  overruling  that  plea,  apply  with  equal  force, 
we  believe,  to  the  questions  made  upon  the  demurrer.  We  are 
still  of  the  opinion  that  the  statute  limits  our  power  to  the  ap- 
proval or  withholding  our  approval  of  the  location  of  a  railroad, 
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and  that  the  legislature  did  not  intend  that  this  commission  should 
determine  the  numerous  questions  of  law  which  can  be  raised  as 
to  the  validity  of  the  layout  of  a  railroad.  The  demurrer  is, 
therefore,  overruled."  We,  therefore,  on  the  23d  day  of  July, 
1900,  proceeded  to  approve  in  writing  the  layout  described  in  the 
application.  As  the  case  is  a  peculiar  one,  and  raises  many  new 
and  interesting  questions  of  law,  we  have  reported  the  proceedings 
more  fully  than  is  usual  in  such  cases.  The  full  proceedings  be- 
fore the  Commissioners  are  reproduced  in  the  appendix. 

WINCHESTER. 
On  the  31st  day  of  July,  1900,  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of 
Winchester  presented  a  petition  asking  for  a  gate  or  flagman 
where  Rowley  Street,  in  said  town,  is  crossed  by  the  Central  New 
England  Railway,  and  hearing  upon  the  petition  was  ordered, 
but  before  the  hearing  was  held  the  railway  company  agreed  to 
maintain  a  flagman  at  the  crossing,  and  the  proposition  being 
satisfactory  to  the  town,  an  order  was  issued  by  us  to  that 
effect. 

HARTFORD. 

A  petition  was  presented  by  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council 
of  the  city  of  Hartford  requesting  that  the  gateman  stationed 
at  the  Flower  Street  crossing  in  said  city  be  required  to  remain 
on  duty  during  the  twenty-four  hours  of  each  day,  instead  of  from 
6  a.  m.  to  10  p.  m.  After  hearing  had  we  extended  the 
time  until  12  o'clock  midnight,  it  appearing  that  the  travel  upon 
said  street  between  midnight  and  6  a.  m.  was  so  slight,  and  the 
number  of  trains  during  those  hours  were  so  few,  that  it  could  not 
be  reasonably  claimed  that  public  safety  required  any  further  ex- 
tension of  the  hours  of  service. 

Upon  the  joint  petition  of  the  city  of  Hartford  and  the  Central- 
New  England  Railway  Company  presented  October  17,  1900, 
stating  that  the  city  and  the  railway  company  had  agreed  for  the 
execution  of  the  work  connected  with  the  extension  of  Sigourney 
Street  across  the  tracks  of  said  railway  company  in  a  manner  and 
upon  terms  satisfactory  to  themselves,  and  asking  us  to  modify 
our  decision  of  the  matter,  made  on  the  26th  day  of  April,  1899, 
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in  such  manner  as  to  embody  in  lieu  thereof  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  agreement  between  said  city  and  said  railway 
company,  we,  on  the  26th  day  of  October,  issued  an  order  direct- 
ing "  that  the  terms  and  conditions  stipulated  in  the  agreement  or 
contract  between  said  parties  be  and  they  are  hereby  substituted  " 
for  that  portion  of  our  finding  relating  to  the  same  matters. 

BRIDGEPORT. 

On  September  14,  1900,  we  received  a  communication  from 
his  Honor,  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Bridgeport,  stating  that 
through  oversight,  or  inadvertence,  plans  had  been  approved 
for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  over  Broad  Street  in  said  city 
with  a  span  of  only  fifty  feet,  whereas  the  street  is  fifty-five  feet 
wide,  and  asking  that  said  plans  be  modified  so  as  to  span  the  full 
width  of  the  street,  which  request  was  conceded  by  the  railroad 
company,  waiving  all  notice  of  hearing  that  otherwise  might  be 
required,  and  an  order  was  issued  by  us  directing  the  modification 
asked  for. 

Upon  the  petition  of  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  asking 
for  permission  to  lay  a  spur  track  extending  from  the  tracks  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  across  the  extreme 
easterly  end  of  Henry  Street  into  the  grounds  of  the  Locomobile 
Company  of  America,  the  permission  asked  for  was  granted,  no 
one  appearing  to  oppose  the  petition. 

DANBURY. 
The  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Danbury 
brought  a  petition  for  gates  or  a  flagman  to  be  ordered  at  Maple 
Avenue,  where  the  same  is  crossed  by  the  track  of  the  Highland 
division  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  after  hearing  the  parties  and  examining  the  crossing 
we  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  conditions  were  not  sufficiently 
dangerous  to  require  such  protection. 

PLYMOUTH. 
A  petition  is  now  pending  for  the  abolition  of  a  grade  crossing 
in  the  town  of  Plymouth  near  the  railway  station  in  Terryville  in 
said  town,  upon  which  two  hearings  have  already  been  held,  and 
the  case  is  continued  for  further  consideration. 
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SUNDAY  TRAINS. 

About  the  usual  number  of  applications  have  been  received  and 
granted  for  the  running  of  Sunday  trains  upon  the  grounds  of 
public  necessity  and  the  preservation  of  freight. 


ACCIDENTS. 

PASSENGERS. 

The  number  of  passengers  injured  by  the  steam  roads  during 
the  year  covered  by  this  report  is  21,  13  more  than  for  the  previous 
year,  one  of  whom  was  killed.  One  was  injured  in  a  collision ; 
nine  by  an  embankment  giving  way  under  a  train  on  March 
1,  1900,  at  night,  during  the  prevalence  of  a  freshet,  which  had 
evidently  scoured  out  and  washed  away  the  bulk  of  the  embank- 
ment, leaving  the  frozen  shell  standing  apparently  in  its  usual 
form,  which  collapsed  under  the  weight  of  the  engine  and  train, 
precipitating  both  down  the  bank,  instantly  killing  the  engineer, 
baggage  master,  and  one  passenger,  and  injuring  eight  others. 
One  passenger  was  injured  by  a  stone  thrown  through  a  car 
window,  one  by  falling  between  platforms  in  passing  from  one 
car  to  another,  one  by  falling  from  the  platform  of  a  car,  one  by 
stepping  off  the  platform  of  the  car  before  the  train  had  stopped, 
two  in  attempting  to  board  the  train  before  it  had  stopped,  and 
four  from  causes  not  definitely  stated. 

EMPLOYEES. 

The  number  of  employees  injured  has  been  197,  as  compared 
with  185  for  the  previous  year.  Of  this  number  32  were  killed. 
The  injuries  are  classified  in  the  report,  as  follows :  Trainmen, 
142;  switchmen,  watchmen,  and  flagmen,  10;  other  employees, 
45.  The  number  of  trainmen  killed  was  25,  as  compared  with  15 
last  year,  and  117  injured,  being  14  more  than  last  year.  No 
switchmen,  watchmen,  and  flagmen  were  killed,  whereas  four 
were  killed  the  previous  year,  but  ten  were  injured,  compared 
with  sixteen  for  the  year  previous.  Forty-five  of  the  trainmen 
were  injured  coupling  or  uncoupling  cars,  13  more  than  last  year 
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from  the  same  cause;  41  were  injured  falling  from  trains  or  en- 
gines, as  compared  with  26  for  the  previous  year;  9  were  struck 
by  overhead  structures,  3  more  than  last  year;  5  were  injured  at 
stations,  9  from  collisions,  7  from  other  train  accidents,  and  26 
from  various  other  causes.  Of  the  switchmen,  one  was  injured 
coupling  or  uncoupling  cars,  and  two  other  employees  from  the 
same  cause. 

TRESPASSERS. 
The  injuries  to  trespassers  upon  the  track  for  the  past  year 
have  been  138,  compared  with  117  for  the  previous  year,  of  which 
number  70  were  killed,  exceeding,  as  usual,  the  number  of 
fatalities  resulting  from  all  other  sources  combined.  The  results 
of  this  dangerous  practice  for  the  past  eight  years,  are  herewith 
appended: 
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NON-TRESPASSERS. 
The  number  of  non-trespassers  injured  has  been  43,  resulting 
fatally,  9. 

HIGHWAY  CROSSINGS. 
The  number  injured  at  highway  crossings  has  been  38,  being 
21  more  than  last  year,  12  of  whom  were  injured  fatally.  The 
total  number  of  highway  crossings  at  grade  within  the  state  is 
997,  one  less  than  last  year,  the  same  being  a  crossing  in  Stafford 
Springs  on  the  line  of  the  New  London  Northern  Railroad, 
which  has  been  eliminated  during  the  year.  Other  crossings  are 
in  process  of  being  abolished,  but  were  not  completed  at  the 
time  when  this  report  was  made,  as,  for  instance,  one  at  Bristol 
and  twelve  in  the  city  of  Bridgeport  on  that  portion  of  the  work 
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now  under  construction.  The  number  of  highway  crossings 
passing  under  the  track  is  259,  and  the  number  passing  over  the 
track  is  223.  The  number  of  grade  crossings  protected  with 
gates  is  118,  with  flagmen  31,  and  with  signal  bells  30. 


FINANCIAL  STATEMENT. 


CAPITAL  STOCK. 


The  total  capital  stock  of  all  the  companies  reporting  to  us  was 
on  June  30,  1900,  $103,343,268.38.  The  stock  of  the  Boston  & 
New  York  Air  Line  has  been  increased  $3,272.50,  the  Hartford 
&  Connecticut  Western,  $1,500.00,  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford,  $44,000.00,  and  the  Norwich  &  Worcester,  $230,- 
800.00,  making  a  total  increase  during  the  year  of  $279,572.50. 
The  capital  stock  issued  per  mile  of  road  is  $68,181.19. 

FUNDED  DEBT. 

The  Norwich  &  Worcester  Railroad  Company  has  increased 
its  funded  debt  $245,000.00,  making  the  total  funded  debt  of  all 
the  companies  reporting  to  us,  $39,444,000.00,  including  the 
mortgage  debt  of  the  New  York  &  New  England,  which  is  an 
underlying  lien  upon  the  property  of  the  New  England  Com- 
pany.    The  funded  debt  per  mile  of  road  is  $27,152.39. 

CURRENT  LIABILITIES. 

The  total  current  liabilities  of  the  companies  show  a  net  in- 
crease of  $407,826.18,  and  now  amount  to  $8,409,849.54,  being 
$5,548.38  per  mile  of  road.  This  increase,  amounting  to  $1,130,- 
517.96,  has  been  in  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford,  New 
London  Northern,  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Western,  and  South 
Manchester  Companies,  and  the  decrease,  amounting  to  $722,- 
691.78,  has  occurred  in  the  Central  New  England,  New  Eng- 
land and  Norwich  &  Worcester  companies,  making  the  total  net 
increase,  as  reported,  $407,826.18. 
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GROSS  EARNINGS. 

The  gross  earnings  for  the  year  have  been  $42,024,951.36,  an 
increase  of  $3,361,219.09  over  the  preceding  year.  Passenger 
earnings  were  $20,258,516.89,  an  increase  of  $1,402,811.32, 
amounting  to  $8,650.35  per  mile  of  road  operated. 

The  freight  earnings  have  been  $21,343,807.50,  an  increase  of 
$1,971,725.24,  being  $9,113.76  per  mile  of  road  operated. 

OPERATING  EXPENSES. 

The  operating  expenses  of  the  year  were  $29,517,485.39,  an  in- 
crease of  $2,848,369.74,  constituting  70.24  per  cent,  of  the  gross 
earnings. 

NET  EARNINGS. 
The  net  earnings  have  been  $12,507,465.97,  being  $512,849.35 
more  than  for  the  previous  year. 

TAXES. 

The  sum  of  $1,320,315.33  has  been  paid  for  taxes,  of  which 
amount  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  and 
its  leased  lines  have  paid  $1,255,326.22.  The  total  taxes  paid 
were  2.98  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings,  and  10.56  per  cent, 
of  the  net  earnings.  The  amount  of  taxes  paid  to  the  state  of 
Connecticut  was  $975,143.48. 

PASSENGERS  CARRIED  AND  PASSENGER  REVENUE. 

The  number  of  passengers  carried  during  the  year  has  been 
53,352,417,  an  increase  of  3,082,949  over  the  number  carried  the 
previous  year.  The  average  length  of  each  passenger  trip  has 
been  18.01  miles,  an  increase  of  0.54  miles  over  that  of  the  previous 
year. 

The  passenger  revenue  has  been  $17,158,661.96,  being  32.16 
cents  per  passenger  in  comparison  with  31.62  cents  for  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  average  receipts  per  passenger  per  mile  were 
$0.01785.  Passenger  earnings  per  mile  of  road  were  $8,650.35, 
an  increase  of  $559.34.  Passenger  earnings  per  train  mile  were 
$1.42963. 
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FREIGHT  CARRIED  AND  FREIGHT  REVENUE. 
The  number  of  tons  of  freight  carried  during  the  year  has  been 
17,393,459,  an  increase  of  1,501,817.  The  average  haul  was  82.28 
miles,  a  decrease  of  2.23  miles.  The  total  freight  revenue  was 
$20,630,051.03,  in  comparison  with  $18,729,241.80  for  the  previous 
year,  an  increase  of  $1,900,809.23.  The  average  amount  received 
for  each  ton  of  freight  was  $1.18608,  being  $0.0752  more  than 
the  last  year.  The  average  receipts  per  ton  per  mile  were  one 
cent  and  four  mills.  Freight  earnings  per  mile  of  road  were 
$9,113.76,  an  increase  of  $801.13.  Freight  earnings  per  train 
mile  were  $3.10047. 

TRAIN  MILEAGE. 

The  mileage  of  passenger  trains  was  14,170,505,  being  333,- 
822  miles  more  than  for  the  previous  year.  Freight  trains  ran 
6,884,058  miles,  being  178,567  miles  more  than  the  preceding  year. 
The  miscellaneous  mileage  was  5,999,389  miles,  an  increase  of 
663,885  miles.  The  total  mileage  of  all  trains  was  27,053,952, 
being  1,176,274  miles  more  than  last  year. 

PROPERTY  ACCOUNTS. 
The  property  accounts  of  all  the  companies  amount  to  $175,- 
823,433.90,  an  increase  of  $1,135,046.46.  The  amount  is  made 
up  of  the  following  items:  Cost  of  roads,  $119,129,451.41 ;  cost 
of  equipment,  $10,686,445.46;  bonds  and  stocks,  $10,762,685.81; 
other  permanent  investments,  $14,405,142.55;  cash  and  current 
assets,  $8,953,495.13;  other  assets,  $11,886,213.54.  The  average 
cost  of  road  is  $78,595.43  per  mile.  The  equipment  averages 
$7,050.36  per  mile. 

LENGTH  OF  ROADS. 

The  length  of  main  line  and  branches  in  the  state  is  1,013.35 
miles.  The  length  of  the  second  track  is  248.55  miles,  and  the 
length  of  the  third  and  fourth  tracks  is  42.44  miles,  making 
1,346.78  miles  of  single  track  in  main  line  and  branches.  There 
are  also  474.49  miles  of  sidings,  an  increase  of  2.06  miles,  making 
a  total  of  1,821.27  miles  of  single  track  and  sidings  in  the  state, 
an  increase  of  2.06  miles.

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EARNINGS  AND  EXPENSES  PER  MILE  RUN. 

The  gross  earnings  per  mile  run  were  $1,968,  and  the  operating 
expenses  per  mile  run  were  $1.38229,  making  the  net  earnings 
per  mile  run,  $0.58571. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  WAY  AND  STRUCTURES. 

The  sum  of  $5,640,194.46  was  expended  for  the  maintenance  of 
way  and  structures,  being  $459,252.84  more  than  for  the  pre- 
vious year,  amounting  to  $2,408.35  per  mile  operated,  and  26 
cents  per  mile  run. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  EQUIPMENT. 

The  sum  of  $4,883,755.22  has  been  expended  in  the  main- 
tenance of  equipment,  of  which  sum  $136,672.58  was  for  the  repairs 
and  renewal  of  marine  equipment,  leaving  $4,747,082.64  as  the 
amount  expended  for  the  repairs  and  renewals  of  railroad  equip- 
ment, which  shows  the  cost  per  mile  run  to  be  $0.2223,  and 
$2,026.99  per  mile  operated.

The  gross  earnings,  operating  expenses,  and  net  earnings 
have  been  compared  with  those  of  the  previous  year  elsewhere 
in  this  report,  and  need  not  be  repeated  here,  but  the  amounts  ex- 
pended for  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  and  for  new  ties 
and  steel  rails,  together  with  the  number  of  persons  employed  in 
the  maintenance  department,  all  have  a  direct  bearing  upon  the 
condition  of  the  roads,  and  should  be  closely  scrutinized  from  year 
to  year,  as  these  facts  unmistakably  indicate  whether  the  various 
railroad  properties  are  being  properly  maintained,  or  are  per- 
mitted to  depreciate  through  a  false  ambition  to  reduce  the  per- 
centage of  maintenance  expenses  to  the  total  operating  cost.  The 
total  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  for  the  past 
year  has  been  19. 11  per  cent,  of  the  total  operating  expenses,  as 
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compared  with  19.3  per  cent,  for  the  preceding  year,  and  amounts 
to  $1,564.26  per  mile  of  single  track,  exclusive  of  sidings.  The 
number  of  new  ties  laid  per  mile  of  single  track,  exclusive  of 
sidings,  has  been  495.  The  number  of  tons  of  steel  rails  laid 
during  the  year  has  been  11,915,  being  about  one-third  of  the 
quantity  laid  the  preceding  year,  when  an  unusually  large  renewal 
was  made.  There  has  been  a  decrease  of  755  in  the  number  of  em- 
ployees. 

The  total  number  employed  in  the  maintenance  of  way  and 
structures  has  been  22.42  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  em- 
ployees, as  compared  with  24.32  per  cent,  for  the  previous  year. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  the  number  of  persons  of  all  grades  of 
ability  and  skill  who  find  employment  in  the  operation  and  man- 
agement of  railroads.  The  four  operating  roads  reporting  to  us 
employ  27,456  persons,  making  more  than  nine  persons  to  every 
single  mile  of  track  operated,  and  to  whom  is  paid  more  than  two- 
fifths  of  all  the  gross  earnings.  The  number  of  railway  em- 
ployees in  the  whole  country  in  1899  was  928,924,  being  495 
persons  to  every  100  miles  of  road,  while  in  New  England  832 
persons  were  employed  for  every  100  miles  of  road. 


NEW  YORK,  NEW  HAVEN  &  HARTFORD  RAILROAD. 

WESTERN  DISTRICT. 

New  York  Division. 

The  most  important  and  expensive  change  now  in  progress 
on  this  division,  and,  in  fact,  in  the  state,  is  the  elevation  of 
the  tracks  through  the  city  of  Bridgeport  so  as  to  permit  the 
streets,  twenty-seven  in  number,  to  pass  under  the  railroad,  which 
is  referred  to  in  the  introduction  to  this  report.  When  this  im- 
portant work,  authorized  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1895,  and 
long  delayed  by  legal  complications,  is  completed,  a  four-track 
railroad,  equal  to  any  in  the  Country,  will  be  realized  between 
New  York  and  New  Haven,  a  distance  of  73J  miles,  without  a 
single  highway  crossing  at  grade.  Two  piers  west  of  the  draw- 
bridge at  Cos  Cob  are  being  rebuilt  this  season,  which  will  com- 
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plete  the  renewal  of  all  the  piers  west  of  the  draw.  Those  east 
of  the  draw  will  probably  be  renewed  later,  as  their  condition  may 
require. 

Hartford  Division. 

One  of  the  improvements  worthy  of  note  on  this  division  is 
the  abolition  of  a  grade  crossing  in  the  town  of  Newington,  called 
the  Wethersfield  crossing,  ordered  by  the  Commissioners  in  the 
year  1883,  the  highway  being  carried  over  the  railroad  on  an 
iron  bridge  with  suitable  approaches  on  each  side  thereof.  The 
passenger  station  building  at  Berlin  was  burned  during  the  year, 
and  is  now  being  rebuilt.  On  the  Valley  branch,  upon  the 
petition  of  the  selectmen  of  Essex,  as  elsewhere  stated,  the 
location  of  the  highway  leading  from  Deep  River  to  Centerbrook, 
crossing  the  railroad  twice,  was  by  our  order  changed  so  as  to 
avoid  both  crossings,  although  one  of  them  was  left  open  to 
furnish  access  to  property  on  the  discontinued  portion  of  the  high- 
way. The  change  ordered  is  now  being  made.  The  condition  of 
the  track  and  bridges  on  the  Middletown,  Meriden  &  Waterbury 
Railroad  has  been  greatly  improved  during  the  past  year.  The 
long  bridge  approaches  on  each  side  of  the  crossing  of  the  North- 
ampton Company  are  being  filled,  and  an  embankment  substituted 
therefor,  leaving  only  a  single  span  remaining  across  the  tracks 
of  that  road. 

Air  Line  Division. 

The  Quinnipiac  trestle,  originally  6,000  feet  in  length,  main- 
tained until  recently  since  the  first  construction  of  the  road,  has 
been  filled  and  converted  into  an  embankment,  except  a  single 
span  across  the  Quinnipiac  River.  As  mentioned  in  our  last  re- 
port, there  has  been  a  general  renewal  of  most  of  the  iron  bridges 
between  New  Haven  and  Willimantic,  which  had  become  too 
light  for  the  present  traffic,  the  bridge  over  the  Connecticut  River 
and  the  Rapallo  and  Lyman  viaducts  being  the  principal  ex- 
ceptions. 

New  London  Division. 

Stone  ballast  is  now  being  placed  under  the  track  of  this 
division,  beginning  with  the  end  of  the  present  stone  ballast  near 
East  Haven,  and  extending  eastwardly  at  the  rate  of  ten  miles 
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each  year.  It  has  already  been  extended  this  season  to  a  point 
near  Stony  Creek,  about  6-J  miles,  and  the  work  is  to  be  con- 
tinued so  long  as  the  weather  will  permit.  New  stringers,  8  x  16 
inches,  are  being  placed  under  the  original  track  on  all  pile  bridges 
on  the  line  to  conform  with  the  stringers  under  the  new  track. 
New  platforms  and  conveniences  for  handling  a  crowd  have  been 
erected  the  past  season  to  serve  the  purposes  of  the  Branford 
Driving  Park  at  a  point  near  Pine  Orchard. 

Naugatuck  Division. 

Important  changes  are  contemplated  on  the  line  of  this  division 
between  the  end  of  the  present  double  track  and  Waterbury,  in- 
volving certain  changes  in  the  line  through  Derby  and  Ansonia, 
and  the  extension  of  the  double  track  as  far  as  Waterbury.  The 
increasing  business  of  the  Naugatuck  valley  requires  additional 
facilities  to  properly  handle  it.  A  new  covered  platform  has 
been  erected  during  the  past  season  at  Naugatuck  Junction  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  increased  summer  travel  to  and  from  that 
point.  The  track  and  bridges  of  the  division  have  been  main- 
tained in  their  usually  good  condition. 

Northampton  Division. 

The  trestle  at  Collinsville  on  the  New  Hartford  branch  of  this 
division  is  now  being  rebuilt,  and  a  new  iron  girder  span  is  being 
erected  there  over  the  canal.  About  35,000  new  ties  have  been 
placed  under  the  track  in  Connecticut,  and  six  miles  of  the  track 
has  been  ballasted  this  season.  A  new  arch  culvert  with  a  span 
of  ten  feet  and  ten  feet  high  is  being  erected  between  Farmington 
and  Plainville  to  replace  the  culvert,  carried  away  by  the 
freshet  which  occurred  in  March  last,  causing  a  serious 
accident.  The  track  in  various  places  south  of  Cheshire  was  over- 
flowed and  washed  away  by  the  freshet  referred  to  above,  and 
the  grade  has  been  raised  so  as  to  avoid,  if  possible,  a  similar 
occurrence  in  the  future.  The  depot  building  at  the  junction  of 
this  division  with  the  Highland  division  was  burned  during  the 
past  season. 
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Berkshire  Division. 

The  track  and  bridges  are  generally  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
A  new  iron  girder  bridge  is  to  be  erected  in  place  of  a  wooden 
stringer  bridge  at  West  Cornwall,  and  a  new  pile  bridge  is  to  be 
substituted  for  the  Howe  truss  over  the  Still  River  near  Still  River 
Station.  General  repairs  have  been  made  on  various  bridges  on 
the  Derby  branch.  On  the  Botsford  branch  a  new  iron  bridge  is 
to  be  substituted  for  the  Howe  truss  bridge  over  the  canal  at 
Shelton,  and  such  repairs  as  were  needed  have  been  made  on 
the  various  trestles  between  Shelton  and  Botsford. 

Danbury  Division. 

No  material  change  has  been  made  in  the  condition  of  this 
division  during  the  past  season.  Such  repairs  as  were  needed 
have  been  made  upon  the  bridges,  which  are  mostly  iron,  and 
the  masonry  of  some  of  the  structures  has  been  repointed  and  put 
in  better  condition  than  heretofore.  On  the  Litchfield  branch 
the  wing  walls  of  an  arch  near  Bethel  which  showed  indications 
of  weakness  have  been  strengthened  by  building  brace  walls  in 
front  of  the  same.  Twenty  surface  cattle  guards  have  been  placed 
on  the  line,  and  the  cattle  guard  pits  have  been  filled;  some  of 
the  open  drains  have  had  iron  pipe  placed  in  them,  and  the  open- 
ings have  also  been  filled.  A  slight  change  has  been  made  in  the 
track  at  Bantam  Falls  to  avoid  rebuilding  a  high  retaining  wall, 
prompted  by  motives  of  both  economy  and  safety.  Much  of  the 
masonry  on  this  line  has  been  repointed,  and  in  all  respects  the 
branch  was  never  in  so  good  condition  as  now. 

Highland  Division. 

One  of  the  most  important  improvements  on  this  division  dur- 
ing the  past  season  is  the  abolition  of  the  Main  Street  crossing 
in  Bristol,  ordered  by  us  in  March,  1891,  which  is  now  sub- 
stantially completed,  although  some  delay  has  been  caused  by  the 
failure  to  deliver  the  iron  bridge  at  the  time  intended.  It  has 
been  an  unusually  expensive  crossing  to  eliminate,  when  both 
the  cost  of  construction  and  the  damages  to  adjoining  property 
are  considered.     The  removal  of  the  station  building  south  of  the 
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tracks,  on  the  outside,  rather  than  the  inside  of  the  curve,  the  en- 
largement and  rearrangement  of  the  station  grounds,  the  change 
of  tracks,  the  erection  of  covered  platforms,  the  increase  of 
station  facilities,  and  conveniences,  together  with  the  safe  and 
unobstructed  use  of  the  principal  street  in  the  center  of  the  town, 
are  some  of  the  advantages  which  will  be  appreciated  by  both  the 
public  and  the  railroad  company.  The  roadbed,  track  and  bridges 
of  this  division  and  of  the  Connecticut  Central,  Melrose  and 
Rockville  branches  are  in  good  condition. 

EASTERN  DISTRICT. 
Midland  Division. 

The  roadbed  and  track  of  this  division  are  in  excellent  con- 
dition in  all  respects.  One  of  the  bridges  on  the  line,  designated 
as  No.  52,  is  to  be  renewed  with  heavy  iron  girders  in  place  of 
those  which  are  too  light  for  the  present  traffic.  A  new  passenger 
and  freight  station  building  is  to  be  erected  at  Clark's  Corner. 
A  new  and  convenient  arrangement  for  coaling  engines  has  been 
provided  at  Putnam,  and  a  new  iron  overhead  bridge  has  been 
erected  at  Thompson  to  carry  the  highway  and  the  electric  road 
over  the  railroad. 

Central  Division. 

Two  of  the  wooden  Howe  truss  bridges  on  this  division  have 
been  replaced  with  iron  girder  bridges,  and  the  masonry  has 
been  rebuilt  to  provide  suitable  foundations  for  the  same.  The 
roadbed  and  track  have  been  maintained  in  good  condition.  Ad- 
ditional sidings  have  been  provided  at  Plainfield. 

Norwich  Division. 

The  iron  bridge  at  the  south  end  of  the  station  grounds  at 
Norwich,  230  feet  span,  having  become  too  light  for  the  present 
traffic,  has  been  replaced  by  a  steel  bridge  of  suitable  strength 
for  present  requirements.  Another  bridge  on  the  line  has  also 
been  replaced  by  an  iron  girder.  The  new  passenger  station  at 
Norwich  is  complete  in  all  modern  requirements  and  con- 
veniences,   and    the    grounds    surrounding    it    and    approaches 
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leading  to  it  are  in  the  most  approved  condition,  and  in  strik- 
ing contrast  with  the  conditions  which  preceded  it.  General  re- 
pairs have  been  made  as  needed  upon  the  various  bridges,  and 
the  track  and  roadway  are  in  excellent  condition. 

Stonington  Division. 

Two  short  Howe  truss  bridges  near  Stonington  are  to  be  re- 
placed with  plate  girders  this  season,  the  false  work  for  the 
erection  of  the  same  being  already  in  place.  Another  bridge  on 
the  line  is  to  be  furnished  with  a  new  floor,  the  material  for  the 
same  being  already  on  the  ground.  The  other  bridges  and  the 
track  are  in  good  condition. 

SUMMARY  OF  THE  OPERATIONS  OF  THE  NEW  YORK,  NEW 
HAVEN  &  HARTFORD  SYSTEM  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING 
JUNE  30,  1900. 

The  gross  earnings  for  the  year  have  been  $40,325,151.88, 
being  $3,181,234.81  more  than  for  the  preceding  year.  The 
passenger  earnings  were  $19,764,754.77,  and  the  freight  earnings, 
$20,164,753.37.  The  operating  expenses  were  $28,224,839.84, 
being  $2,643,583.55  more  than  for  the  previous  year,  and  con- 
stitute 69.99  Per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings.  The  net  earnings 
were  $12,100,312.04,  which  are  $537,651.26  more  than  last  year. 
The  amount  expended  for  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  has 
been  $5,372,404.12,  being  $403,813.38  more  than  the  amount  ex- 
pended for  the  same  purpose  last  year,  and  amounts  to  $1,908.83 
per  mile  of  single  track,  exclusive  of  sidings,  being  19.03  per  cent, 
of  the  total  operating  expenses.  The  number  of  new  ties  placed 
in  the  track  has  been  1,417,656,  being  504  ties  per  mile  of  single 
track,  excluding  sidings,  and  the  number  of  tons  of  steel  rails  laid 
has  been  8,583.71.  The  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  equipment  has 
been  $4,725,090.77,  which  includes  the  sum  of  $1,093,792.03 
charged  to  operating  expenses  for  40  locomotives,  500  coal  cars, 
equipment  for  Bay  state  limited  trains,  one  car  float,  electric 
motors  and  cars  and  part  cost  of  seven  baggage  cars.  The  whole 
number  of  employees,  including  officers,  is  26,151,  being  466  less 
than  for  the  previous  year,  to  whom  the  sum  of  $16,712,223.21  has 
been  paid  for  services  rendered.     The  number  employed  in  the 
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maintenance  of  way  and  structures  has  been  5,771,  being  608  less 
than  for  the  previous  year,  to  whom  the  sum  of  $2,945,677.69  has 
been  paid  as  compensation  for  work  done. 

CENTRAL  NEW  ENGLAND  RAILWAY. 
The  condition  of  the  track,  roadbed,  and  bridges  of  this  line 
has  been  greatly  improved  during  the  past  few  years,  and  this 
work  has  been  continued  during  the  past  season.  A  new  freight 
station  has  been  erected  at  Simsbury,  the  New  Hartford  trestle, 
heretofore  composed  mostly  of  wood,  has  been  entirely  renewed 
with  iron  girders  supported  at  each  end  by  iron  trestles  resting 
upon  masonry  pedestals,  in  a  very  substantial  manner;  a  new 
iron  bridge  is  being  erected  over  the  Housatonic  River,  con- 
sisting of  two  spans  of  iron  girders,  each  80  feet  long,  and  two 
other  spans,  each  30  feet  long,  and  a  new  iron  girder  bridge  is 
also  to  be  substituted  for  a  wooden  trestle  near  Lakeville,  also  in 
place  of  the  Howe  truss  over  a  highway  adjoining  Lakeville 
Station.  Seventeen  miles  of  the  track  of  this  road  have  been 
ballasted  this  season,  and  twenty-nine  openings  through  the  road- 
bed have  had  iron  pipe  placed  in  them,  and  a  solid  embankment 
placed  over  them.  These  improvements,  with  others  re- 
cently made  and  noticed  in  our  last  report,  place  this  line  in 
better  condition  than  ever  before  in  its  history.  The  gross  earn- 
ings for  the  year  have  been  $704,093.72,  the  operating  expenses 
$557,976.15,  and  the  net  earnings  were  $146,117.57,  show- 
ing an  increase  in  gross  earnings  of  $26,887.16,  an  in- 
crease in  the  operating  expenses  of  $86,035.86,  with  a  re- 
duction of  $59,148.70  in  the  net  earnings.  The  amount  expended 
in  the  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  is  $167,161.38,  being 
$49,839.03  in  excess  of  the  amount  expended  for  this  purpose  last 
year,  and  amounts  to  $906.76  per  mile  of  single  track,  exclusive 
of  sidings,  and  constitutes  29.96  per  cent,  of  the  total  operating 
expenses.  The  number  of  new  ties  placed  in  the  track  has  been 
86,766,  being  470  ties  per  mile  of  single  track,  exclusive  of 
sidings.  The  number  of  employees,  including  officers,  is  598, 
to  whom  $320,501.11  has  been  paid  for  their  services.  The  num- 
ber employed  in  the  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  has  been 
249,  who  have  received  for  their  services  $97,186.69. 
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NEW  LONDON  NORTHERN  RAILROAD. 

Operated  by  the  Central  Vermont  Railway  Company.  The 
track  of  this  road  from  Norwich  to  the  Massachusetts  line  is 
being  relaid  this  season  with  new  steel  rails  weighing  72  pounds 
per  yard,  which  involves  laying  a  large  number  of  new  ties,  and 
following  the  new  rails,  the  track  is  to  be  thoroughly  reballasted 
with  gravel.  Contracts  have  also  been  made  for  the  erec- 
tion of  eight  new  iron  bridges  on  the  line  in  this  state,  and 
plans  are  also  being  prepared  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  draw- 
bridge at  New  London.  A  siding  has  been  laid  east  of  the  track 
at  Eagleville  Station  on  which  freight  can  be  received  and  de- 
livered without  crossing  the  track,  and  the  station  building  has 
been  renovated  and  improved.  These  improvements  will  put 
this  line  in  better  condition  than  heretofore.  The  grade  cross- 
ing north  of  the  village  of  Stafford  Springs  has  been  carried 
under  the  railroad  in  accordance  with  our  order.  The  gross  earn- 
ings for  the  year  have  been  $979,51549,  which  is  $150,045.26  more 
than  for  the  previous  year.  The  operating  expenses  have  been 
$722,175.09,  being  $119,009.63  more  than  last  year,  constituting 
73.73  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings.  The  net  earnings  have  been 
$257,340.40,  being  $31,035.63  more  than  for  the  preceding  year. 
The  amount  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  way  and  structures 
has  been  $97,277.26,  being  $803.94  per  mile  of  single  track,  ex- 
clusive of  sidings,  and  is  13.47  per  cent,  of  the  total  operating  ex- 
penses. The  number  of  new  ties  placed  in  the  track  has  been  41,- 
454,  being  342  ties  per  mile  of  single  track,  exclusive  of  sidings, 
and  the  number  of  tons  of  new  steel  rails  laid  has  been  465.  The 
number  of  employees,  including  officers,  is  693,  whose  yearly 
compensation  amounts  to  $289,336.17,  of  whom  131  have  been 
employed  in  the  maintenance  of  way  and  structures,  who  have 
received  $40,190.60  for  their  services. 

SOUTH  MANCHESTER  RAILROAD. 
This  road  and  its  equipment  is  maintained  in  excellent  con- 
dition for  the  service  required  of  it.  Its  gross  earnings  for  the  past 
year  have  been  $16,190.27,  the  passenger  earnings  being  $4,251.50, 
and  the  freight  earnings,  $11,938.77,  showing  an  increase  in  the 
receipts  of  the  year  of  $3,051.86.     The  operating  expenses  have 
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been  $12,494.31,  being  $259.30  less  than  the  preceding  year,  mak- 
ing the  net  income  from  the  operation  of  the  road  for  the  year 
$3,695.96,  as  compared  with  $384.80  for  the  previous  year. 
The  amount  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  way  and  structures 
has  been  $3,351.70,  which  is  $323.95  less  than  the  amount  ex- 
pended for  the  same  purpose  last  year.  The  number  of  new 
ties  placed  in  the  track  has  been  1,397.  The  number  of  em- 
ployees and  officers  is  14,  and  their  compensation  has  been 
$8,842.65,  of  which  number  4  have  been  employed  in  the  main- 
tenance of  way  and  structures,  receiving  for  their  services  $2,- 
168.65. 

RIDGEFIELD  &  NEW  YORK  RAILROAD. 
We  are  in  possession  of  no  information  as  to  the  future  pros- 
pects of  this  road,  whose  corporate  existence  was  continued  until 
July  4,  1903. 

STREET  RAILWAYS. 

On  March  7,  1900,  the  following  order  was  issued  by  us  to  all 
the  street  railway  companies  requiring  certain  safeguards  on  all 
bridges  and  causeways  where  they  could  be  installed  without  ob- 
struction to  highway  travel : 

"  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  221,  Section  1  of  the 
Public  Acts  of  1895,  we  deem  it  necessary  for  the  safety  of  persons 
traveling  upon  any  street  railway  in  this  state,  that  all  bridges 
and  causeways,  exceeding  a  span  of  ten  (10)  feet,  and  used  ex- 
clusively for  street  railway  purposes,  should  be  furnished  with 
guard  timbers  and  guard  rails. 

"  In  order,  therefore,  to  accomplish  the  object  of  the  afore- 
said statute,  we  hereby  order  the Company 

on  or  before  June  30,  1900,  to  place  upon  all  such  bridges  and 
causeways,  exceeding  a  span  of  ten  (10)  feet,  and  used  exclusively 
for  street  railway  purposes,  guard  timbers  outside  of  each  rail, 
and  guard  rails  inside  of  each  rail  of  the  tracks  of  said  railway 
across  all  such  bridges  on  the  lines  of  its  road  within  this  state. 
We  also  order  that  an  angle  plate  of  iron  or  steel  be  placed  on  the 
upper  and  inner  edge  of  all  guard  timbers  to  prevent  the  wheels  of

a  derailed  car  from  gouging  into  the  edge  of  such  timbers  and 
mounting  the  same. 

"  In  the  case  of  bridges  and  causeways  used  for  street  railway 
and  highway  purposes  combined  the  foregoing  arrangement  of 
guard  timbers  and  guard  rails  cannot  be  used  without  seriously 
obstructing  highway  travel.  In  such  cases  the  conditions  are  so 
varied  that  no  uniform  rule  can  be  prescribed,  except  that  cars 
should  always  run  over  such  bridges  and  causeways  at  such  re- 
duced speed  as  to  be  under  complete  control.  For  the  purposes 
of  this  order,  a  causeway  is  construed  to  be  a  roadway  with 
perpendicular  sides  of  masonry  raised  above  the  level  of  the 
ground  to  such  a  height  as  to  be  dangerous  if  a  derailed  car  should 
be  precipitated  therefrom.  An  embankment  of  earth  with  sloping 
sides  is  not  a  causeway  in  the  sense  intended." 

After  issuing  this  order,  the  time  for  compliance  therewith  was 
extended  until  January  I,  1901,  on  account  of  the  difficulty  of  ob- 
taining the  angle  plates  needed  therefor.  So  far  as  we  have  been 
able  to  observe  the  order  has  been  complied  with  by  the  various 
companies.  At  the  request  of  the  officials  of  the  Hartford  Street 
Railway  Company  we  inspected  its  tracks  on  the  temporary  bridge 
across  the  Connecticut  River,  and  suggested  and  recommended 
a  guard  timber  to  be  placed  on  the  bridge  south  of  its  track,  where 
it  would  not,  in  our  judgment,  interfere  with  highway  travel,  to 
prevent  a  derailed  car  from  collision  with  the  bridge  truss, 
considering  it  to  be  a  wise  precaution  to  be  adopted.  We  have 
been  invited  by  the  officials  of  several  street  railway  companies  in 
different  parts  of  the  state  to  inspect  their  lines  of  road,  but  we 
were  reluctant  to  appear  to  assume  an  authority  not  conferred 
upon  us,  although  we  have  unofficially  inspected  the  lines  of  the 
Hartford  Street  Railway,  the  Hartford,  Manchester  &  Rockville 
Tramway,  and  a  portion  of  the  Branford  Electric  Railway  upon 
the  invitation  of  the  officials  of  those  companies. 

The  steady  growth  from  year  to  year  of  the  street  railway 
system  of  the  state,  and  the  increasing  number  of  people  who 
are  availing  themselves  of  its  frequent  and  cheap  service  are 
unmistakable  evidence  that  it  is  meeting  a  demand  which  no 
other  mode  of  transportation  supplies.  It  is  bringing  the  busi- 
ness, educational,  and  social  advantages  of  the  larger  cities  within 
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the  reach  and  enjoyment  of  the  adjacent  towns,  and  is  practically 
extending  the  limits  and  influence  of  the  cities  from  which  they 
radiate.  It  is  making  country  homes  for  city  residents  possible, 
and  furnishing  city  advantages  for  country  residents.  As  the 
lines  multiply  and  increase  we  note  the  tendency  to  a  concentra- 
tion of  ownership  and  management  in  the  hands  of  a  few  com- 
panies, similar  to  the  consolidation  of  steam  railroads,  which 
thus  far,  we  think,  has  been  conducive  to  the  public  benefit  in 
both  cases. 

All  applications  for  vestibules  during  the  year  have  been  met 
by  the  agreement  of  the  various  companies  to  furnish  the  same 
without  a  formal  hearing  or  order. 

Upon  the  petition  of  the  Meriden,  Southington  &  Compounce 
Tramway  Company  on  May  16,  1900,  we  approved  the  dimensions 
and  plans  of  a  bridge  to  carry  its  road  over  the  tracks  of  the  North- 
ampton Division  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road in  the  town  of  Southington,  as  agreed  upon  by  the  two  com- 
panies, and  the  bridge  has  been  erected  in  accordance  with  the 
plans  approved. 

LENGTH  OF  STREET  RAILWAYS. 
The  total  length  of  the  street  railways  in  operation  and  report- 
ing to  us  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  is  470.970  miles,  ex- 
clusive of  sidings,  and  499.766  miles,  including  sidings,  making  the 
length  of  sidings  to  be  28.796  miles.  This  shows  an  increase 
during  the  year  of  54.737  miles  in  the  length  of  main  tracks,  and 
2.525  miles  in  the  length  of  sidings.  The  People's  Tramway 
Company  with  a  mileage  of  15.740,  extending  through  Thompson, 
Putnam,  and  Killingly,  and  the  Montville  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany with  a  mileage  of  10.463,  extending  through  Norwich,  Mont- 
ville, Waterford,  and  New  London,  have  been  added  to  the  list  of 
operating  roads  since  our  last  report.  In  addition  to  the  mileage 
of  these  two  new  roads,  the  New  Britain  road  has  increased  its 
length  3.750  miles;  the  Waterbury  road,  1.760  miles;  the  Derby 
Street  Railway,  1.2 10  miles;  the  Fair  Haven  &  Westville  Railroad, 
1. 319  miles;  the  Hartford  Street  Railway,  5.959  miles  ;  the  Meriden 
Electric  Railroad,  1.000  mile;  the  Meriden,  Southington  & 
Compounce  Tramway,  4.000  miles;  the  Milford  Street  Railway, 
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0.300  mile ;  the  New  London  Street  Railway,  0.865  mi^e  I  the 
Norwich  Street  Railway,  0.271  mile;  the  Shelton  Street  Rail- 
way, 9.150  miles;  the  Stamford  Street  Railroad,  0.360  mile;  the 
Westport  &  Saugatuck  Street  Railway,  0.280  mile ;  the  Winchester 
Avenue  Railroad,  0.160  mile,  making  a  total  increase  for  the  year 
of  56.587  miles.  The  Bridgeport  Traction  Company  reports 
1.650  miles  less  than  last  year,  and  the  Middletown  Street  Rail- 
way Company  0.200  mile  less,  showing  a  net  increase  of  54.737 
miles  during  the  year. 

CAPITAL  STOCK. 

The  total  amount  of  capital  stock  authorized  is  $21,467,000.00, 
and  the  amount  issued  is  $12,143,448.00,  making  the  amount 
issued  per  mile  of  road,  excluding  sidings,  $25,783.90,  and  the 
amount  issued  per  mile,  including  sidings,  $24,298.27.  The 
amount  of  stock  issued  for  cash  is  $4,529,940.00. 

BONDS  ISSUED. 
The  total  amount  of  bonds  issued  is  $10,592,800.00,  amounting 
to  $22,491.45  per  mile,  excluding  sidings,  and  $21,195.52,  includ- 
ing sidings.     Cash  realized  on  amount  issued  $7,584,864.19. 

FLOATING  INDEBTEDNESS. 
The  amount  of  floating  indebtedness  is  $841,908.64,  which  is 
$499,405.67  less  than  last  year,  being  $1,787.60  per  mile,  excluding 
sidings,  and  $1,684.60  per  mile,  including  sidings.  The  total 
stock,  bonds,  and  floating  indebtedness  per  mile,  excluding  sid- 
ings, is  $50,062.97,  and  including  sidings,  $47,178.39. 

COST  OF  CONSTRUCTION  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

The  total  cost  of  construction,  as  reported,  is  $20,571, i66.po, 
which  is  $43,678.29  per  mile,  excluding  sidings,  and  $41,161.59 
per  mile,  including  sidings.  The  cost  of  equipment  reported  is 
$2,550,757.03,  being  $5,415.96  per  mile,  excluding  sidings,  and 
$5,103.90  per  mile,  including  sidings.  The  total  cost  of  con- 
struction and  equipment  is  $23,121,923.03,  being  $49,094.26  per 
mile,  excluding  sidings,  and  $46,265.49  per  mile,  including  sidings. 
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These  figures  include  the  cost  of  electric  lighting  plants  in  several 
companies,  which  it  is  claimed  cannot  be  separated  from  the  cost 
of  road  and  equipment. 

GROSS  EARNINGS. 
The  gross  earnings  for  the  year  were  $3,297,405.20,  being 
$7,001.31  per  mile  operated,  $0.2066  per  mile  run,  and  $0.0514 
per  passenger  carried. 

OPERATING  EXPENSES. 

The  operating  expenses  for  the  year  were  $2,031,507.12,  being 
61.60  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings.  The  average  expense  per 
mile  operated  has  been  $4,313.45,  and  the  expense  per  mile  run 
has  been  $0.1272,  and  the  expense  per  passenger  carried  has  been 
$0.0317. 

NET  EARNINGS. 

The  net  earnings  for  the  year  have  been  $1,265,998.08.  The 
net  earnings  per  mile  operated  were  $2,688.06,  per  mile  run  were 
$0.0794,  and  per  passenger  carried  were  $0.0197. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Dividends  were  paid  by  10  out  of  the  31  companies  report- 
ing, amounting  to  $322,800.48  upon  $7,325,000.00  of  capital  stock, 
while  no  dividends  have  been  paid  on  $4,818,448.00  of  capital 
stock. 

INTEREST. 

The  amount  paid  for  interest  was  $471,469.60,  which  is  about 
4^  per  cent,  of  the  total  bonded  debt  of  all  the  companies. 

TAXES. 
The  amount  of  taxes  paid  has  been  $174,911.95,  which  is 
about  8/10  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  reported  cost  of  the  construc- 
tion of  the  roads,  5  3/10  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings,  and  about 
13  per  cent,  of  the  net  earnings.  The  amount  of  taxes  paid  to  the 
state  of  Connecticut  was  $157,450.93. 
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MILES  RUN. 
The  number  of  miles  run  is  reported  to  be  15,964,168.     The  ap- 
proximate cost  of  operation  per  mile  run  was  $0.1272,  and  the 
gross  earnings  per  mile  run  were  $0.2066. 

PASSENGERS  CARRIED. 
The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  has  been  64,109,819, 
as  compared  with  53,352,417  carried  by  the  steam  roads.  The 
number  of  passengers  carried  per  mile  run  has  been  4.02,  the 
average  revenue  per  passenger  carried  has  been  $0.0514,  and  the 
average  cost  of  transporting  each  passenger  has  been  $0.0317. 

ACCIDENTS. 

Accident  statistics,  to  be  of  any  value,  should  be  uniformly 
reported  by  all  the  companies.  The  requirements  of  the  statute 
are  that  all  accidents  attended  with  personal  injury  shall  be  re- 
ported, stating  the  nature  of  the  injury,  with  the  causes  of  the 
same.  The  number  of  persons  reported  injured  during  the  year 
was  217,  of  whom  39  were  killed.  There  have  been  32  passengers 
killed,  and  116  injured.  Of  this  number  28  passengers  were 
killed  and  14  injured  in  the  accident  at  Peck's  Mills  on  the  Shelton 
Street  Railway,  referred  to  in  our  last  report.  No  employees  have 
been  killed,  and  only  5  have  been  injured.  Seven  other  persons 
have  been  killed,  and  57  injured.

Andrews,  C.  J., 
Torrance,  Baldwin,  Hamersley,  and  Hall,  Js. 

An  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners  for  the  elimination  of  a  high- 
way grade  crossing  is  not  per  se  a  "  taking  "  of  land,  nor  does  it 
give  the  adjoining  proprietor  a  present  right  of  action  for  damages 
to  his  premises  because  of  the  contemplated  change  in  the  grade 
of  the  street. 

Whenever  an  action  appears  upon  the  face  of  the  complaint  to  have 
been  prematurely  brought,  the  defect  may  be  taken  advantage  of 
upon  demurrer. 

In  an  action  at  law  the  plaintiff's  case  can  be  supported  only  on  the 
facts  as  they  existed  when  it  was  begun. 

Argued  June  14th  —  decided  October  5,  1899. 

Action  to  recover  damages  for  an  alleged  taking  of  plaintiff's 
land  in  effecting  the  removal  of  a  grade  crossing,  brought  to  the 
Superior  Court  in  New  Haven  County  and  reserved  by  that 
court,  Prentice,  J.,  upon  a  demurrer  to  the  amended  and  supple- 
mental complaint,  for  the  consideration  and  advice  of  this  court. 
Judgment  advised  for  defendants. 

The  complaint  in  this  case  was  dated  the  8th  day  of  Febru- 
ary, 1888,  and  made  returnable  to  the  Superior  Court  in  New 
Haven  County  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  the  following  March.  It 
alleged  that  the  plaintiff  was  the  owner  of  a  tract  of  land  in  the 
city  of  New  Haven  on  the  north  side  of  Chapel  Street  and  on 
both  sides  of  the  "  freight  branch  "  track  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company.  At  that  time  the 
street  crossed  the  said  track  at  grade. 

The  complaint  further  alleged  that  on  the  17th  day  of  June, 
1886,  the  railroad  commissioners  passed  their  certain  order  re- 
specting the  said  crossing,  which  order  on  appeal  to  the  Superior 
Court  was,  with  one  or  two  verbal  changes,  on  the  18th  day  of 
November,  1887,  affirmed  by  said  court,  and  was  as  follows: 
'  This  court  having  re-examined  the  question  of  the  propriety 
and  expediency  of  the  order  appealed  from,  finds  that  public 
safety  requires  the  alteration  of  the  said  highway,  and  that  said 
alteration  is  a  matter    of    public    convenience    and    necessity. 
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Whereupon  it  is  adjudged  that  the  said  order  of  the  railroad 
commissioners  be  and  hereby  is  modified,  so  that  said  order  when 
modified  shall  read  as  follows,  and  the  same  is  made  an  order 
of  this  court:  Ordered,  that  the  highway  known  as  Chapel 
Street  in  the  city  and  town  of  New  Haven  be  so  altered  as  to 
cross  over  the  '  freight  branch/  so-called,  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Eailroad,  by  a  bridge,  instead  of  crossing  at 
grade,  as  at  present,  the  height  of  said  bridge  above  the  rails 
to  be  not  less  than  15  feet  in  the  clear;  and  in  order  that  the 
grade  of  the  approaches  may  be  as  light  as  possible  we  do  direct 
that  the  tracks  at  said  crossing  be  lowered  twenty  (20)  inches; 
the  work  of  lowering  said  tracks  to  be  done  by  said  railroad 
company,  and  all  other  work  incident  to  said  alteration,  includ- 
ing the  building,  making,  and  constructing  of  the  bridge  abut- 
ments, embankments,  and  approaches,  to  be  done  and  performed 
by  the  city  of  New  Haven,  in  general  accordance  with  the  plan 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  railroad  commissioners  of  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  marked  l  Proposed  bridge  at  Chapel  Street,  over  the 
N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  E.  R,  New  Haven,  Conn.,  June  17,  1886, 
Albert  B.  Hill,  City  Engineer.'  All  of  said  alterations  are  to  be 
made  and  completed  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  this  order, 
and  including  the  land  damages,  if  any,  incident  to  said  altera- 
tions, to  be  at  the  joint  expense  of  the  said  city  and  railroad 
company,  each  in  the  first  instance  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  altera- 
tions ordered  to  be  made  by  it,  and  the  land  damages  as  they 
may  be  assessed.  And  on  the  completion  of  said  alterations  and 
the  payment  of  said  costs  and  land  damages,  if  it  shall  appear 
that  the  amount  paid  by  the  city  is  in  excess  of  that  paid  by  the 
railroad  company,  then  said  company  to  pay  said  city  one- 
half  of  said  excess;  but  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  amount  paid 
by  said  company  is  in  excess  of  that  paid  by  said  city,  then  said 
city  shall  pay  to  said  company  one-half  of  said  excess." 

The  sixth  paragraph  of  the  complaint  is  this :  "  That  by 
reason  of  said  order  of  said  railroad  commissioners  and  of  said 
judgment  of  said  Superior  Court,  the  property  and  estate  of 
the  plaintiff  has  been  taken  by  said  defendants  for  the  purposes 
of  said  bridge  abutments,  embankments,  and  approaches,  to 
the  great  damage  of  the  plaintiff." 

To  this  complaint  both  the  defendants,  on  the  day  of  May, 
1888,  demurred,  their  reason  being,  in  general,  that  the  com- 
plaint did  not  set  forth  a  cause  of  action.  This  demurrer  was 
sustained  pro  forma  by  the  court.  The  cause  was  thereafter 
continued  from  time  to  time  until  the  24th  day  of  December, 
1898,  when  the  plaintiff  filed  an   amended  and  supplemental 
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complaint;  and  on  the  third  day  of  March,  1899,  an  amend- 
ment to  the  said  amended  and  supplemental  complaint. 
The  amendments,  both  of  them  so  far  as  the  facts  therein 
are  material,  set  forth  only  such  facts  as  had  happened 
since  the  beginning  of  the  suit.  These  amendments  were 
allowed  to  be  filed  against  the  protest  of  the  defendant.  After- 
wards, on  the  3d  day  of  March,  1899,  the  defendants  moved 
that  both  of  them  be  stricken  from  the  files,  and  on  the  same  day 
filed  a  demurrer  to  both  the  said  supplemental  amendments. 
Thereupon,  by  the  agreement  of  the  parties,  the  case  was  re- 
served for  the  advice  of  this  court.  The  reservation  is  in  these 
words :  "  With  the  consent  of  all  the  parties  to  said  cause,  and  at 
their  request,  the  protests  of  the  defendants  against  the  allow- 
ance of  the  amended  and  supplemental  complaint  and  the  amend- 
ment thereto  are  overruled  pro  forma,  and  the  amended  supple- 
mental complaint  and  amendment  thereto  are  allowed  pro  forma, 
and  the  motion  to  strike  out  the  same  are  denied  pro  forma,  and 
all  the  questions  of  law  arising  upon  the  demurrer  to  said 
amended  and  supplemental  complaint,  and  which  may  arise 
upon  the  record  in  said  cause,  and  as  to  what  advice  shall  be 
given  or  what  judgment  should  be  rendered  in  said  cause,  are 
hereby  reserved  for  the  consideration  and  advice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Errors  to  be  held,"  etc.

Andrews,  C.  J.  The  sixth  paragraph  of  the  complaint  avers 
"  that  by  reason  of  said  order  of  said  railroad  commissioners  and 
of  said  judgment  of  said  Superior  Court,  the  property  and  estate 
of  the  plaintiff  has  been  taken  by  the  defendants  for  the  purpose 
of  said  bridge  abutments,  embankments,  and  approaches,  to  the 
great  damage  of  the  plaintiff."  There  is  in  the  complaint  no 
averment  that  any  property  of  the  plaintiff  has  been  taken  or  in 
anywise  injured,  so  that  therefrom  he  has  suffered  damage  other 
than  is  set  forth  in  this  paragraph.  There  is  no  averment  that 
either  of  the  defendants  had  taken  any  step  towards  the  carry- 
ing out  of  the  said  order;  and  we  know  from  the  supplemental 
complaint  that  no  such  step  was  taken  until  nearly  ten  years 
after  the  suit  was  commenced. 
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This  order  was  not  itself  a  taking  of  land.  It  did  not 
authorize  the  "  taking "  of  any  land  anywhere.  It  did  not 
contemplate  the  interference  with  any  land  outside  the  limits 
of  Chapel  Street.  It  did  contemplate  and  command  a 
change  in  the  grade  of  that  street.  But  such  change  in  the 
grade  was  not  then  made;  and  when  made  it  was  not  the  "  tak- 
ing "  of  land.  The  damages  to  which  a  party  is  entitled  by 
reason  of  the  change  in  the  grade  of  a  highway,  accrue  not  be- 
cause any  land  has  been  taken,  but  because  his  land  outside 
of  the  highway  which  has  not  been  taken  has  been  injured. 
General  Statutes,  Sec.  2703;  Holley  vs.  Torrington,  63  Conn., 
426. 

Although  the  order  was  an  authoritative  one,  and  one  which 
the  defendants  would  in  all  probability  be  compelled  to  perform, 
it  was  not  in  itself  a  damage  to  the  plaintiff.  Every  complaint  in 
an  action  at  law  must  show  a  cause  of  action;  that  is,  it  must 
show  a  present  right  to  have  the  relief  claimed.  If  the  right  to 
have  the  relief  claimed  has  not  yet  come  into  existence,  then 
the  action  is  prematurely  brought.  This  suit  was  prematurely 
brought.  It  appeared  by  the  complaint  itself  that  at  its  date 
the  cause  of  action  had  not  accrued  to  the  plaintiff.  A  demurrer 
was  a  proper  pleading  to  take  advantage  of  that  defect.  Gould's 
Pleadings,  Chap.  V.,  Sec.  138;  Smith  vs.  Jewell,  71  Conn.,  473; 
Bailey  vs.  Bussing,  29  id.  1,  6. 

After  the  demurrer  to  the  original  complaint  had  been  sus- 
tained the  plaintiff  filed  an  amended  complaint,  which  he  styled 
an  amended  and  supplemental  complaint,  and  a  little  later  an 
amendment  to  that  one.  The  defendants  objected  to  these 
amendments,  but  the  court  pro  forma  overruled  the  objections 
and  allowed  them  to  be  filed.  Afterwards  the  defendants  moved 
that  both  these  amendments  be  stricken  from  the  record.  This 
motion  was  pro  forma  overruled.  The  defendants  then  de- 
murred to  both  these  amendments. 

These  amendments  do  not,  either  of  them,  set  forth  any  acts 
of  the  defendants,  or  any  fact  by  reason  of  which  the  plaintiff 
has  suffered  damages,  other  than  such  acts  and  facts  as  have 
happened  since  this  suit  was  brought.  This  is  an  action  at  law. 
In  such  an  action  the  plaintiff's  case  can  be  supported  only  on 
the  facts  as  they  existed  when  it  was  brought.  Woodbridge  vs. 
Pratt  &  Whitney  Co.,  69  Conn.,  304-334. 

An  independent  cause  of  action  which  does  not  mature  until 
after  the  commencement  of  the  suit  cannot  be  made  the  basis 
of  an  additional  count  or  supplemental  pleading  in  an  action  at 
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law,  even  though  it  sprung  out  of  the  transaction  set  forth  in  the 
original  pleadings.  Goodrich  vs.  Stanton,  71  Conn.,  418,  419. 
The  Superior  Court  is  advised  to  sustain  the  demurrer  to  the 
supplemental  amendments,  to  affirm  the  demurrer  to  the  original 
complaint,  and  to  render  judgment  for  the  defendants.  The 
costs  in  this  court  will  be  taxed  in  favor  of  the  defendants. 

In  this  opinion  the  other  judges  concurred.

Third  Judicial  District,  New  Haven,  June  Term,  1899.    Andrews,  C.  J., 
Torrance,  Baldwin,  Hamersley,  and  Hall,  Js. 

The  elimination  of  a  grade  crossing  ordered  by  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners and  by  the  Superior  Court  upon  appeal,  was  finally  effected 
by  the  defendants  after  a  peremptory  writ  of  mandamus  had  issued 
against  them.  Held  that  the  improvement  must  be  regarded  as 
having  been  made  pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners, although  not  carried  out  within  the  time  originally  fixed 
nor  in  precise  conformity  to  every  detail  of  the  prescribed  plan. 

Chapter  100  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1884  empowered  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners to  remove  grade-crossings  and  to  determine  and  direct  by 
whom,  at  whose  expense,  and  within  what  time  the  improvement 
should  be  made.  Acting  under  this  statute  an  order  for  the  removal 
of  a  grade  crossing  provided  that  the  expense  thereof,  including 
incidental  land  damages,  should  be  paid  by  the  defendants.    Held:  — 

1.  That  such  damages  sustained  by  an  adjoining  proprietor  were  not 
damnum  absque  injuria,  as  claimed  by  the  defendants,  but  became 
a  statutory  obligation  payable  by  them  in  the  proportion  fixed  by 
the  commissioners. 

2.  That  the  landowner  was  entitled  to  an  allowance  in  the  nature  of 
interest  on  the  amount  of  his  damage,  from  the  time  that  was 
definitely  ascertained  —  in  this  case  the  date  wmen  the  committee's 
report  was  filed  — to  the  date  of  final  judgment.  (Two  fudges  dis- 
senting.) 

Argued  June  14th  —  decided  October  5,  1899. 

Appeals  from  an  assessment  of  benefits  and  damages  result- 
mg  from  a  change  of  grade  in  a  highway  of  the  defendant  city

taken  to  the  Superior  Court  in  New  Haven  County  and  referred 
to  a  committee  by  whom  the  facts  were  found  and  reported;  the 
court,  Robinson,  J.,  overruled  pro  forma  remonstrances  filed  by 
the  defendants  against  the  acceptance  of  the  report  and  reserved 
all  questions  of  law  arising  upon  the  record  for  the  con- 
sideration and  advice  of  this  court.  Judgment  advised  for  the 
plaintiff  in  each  case. 

These  two  cases  depend  on  the  same  facts.  The  first-named 
plaintiff  is  the  owner  of  a  tract  of  land  on  the  south  side  of 
Chapel  Street  and  east  of  East  Street,  and  which  extends  easterly 
more  than  800  feet  from  said  East  Street.  The  second-named 
plaintiff  is  the  executor  and  trustee  under  the  last  will  of  Wil- 
liam P.  Dickerman,  late  of  New  Haven,  and  as  such  executor  and 
trustee  he  is  the  owner  of  a  tract  of  land  in  said  city  of  New 
Haven  on  the  north  side  of  said  Chapel  street  and  easterly  of 
East  Street,  and  extending  more  than  800  feet  from  said  East 
Street.  The  "  freight  branch  "  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  Company  is  laid  across  said  Chapel  Street 
and  across  the  lands  of  each  of  the  plaintiffs. 

The  facts  appearing  in  the  record  of  these  cases,  somewhat 
condensed  and  stated  historically,  are  these :  On  the  6th  day  of 
June,  1886,  the  railroad  commissioners  issued  their  order  of 
notice,  in  which  they  stated  that  "  It  having  been  represented  to 
us  that  public  safety  requires  an  alteration  of  the  highway  in 
the  city  of  New  Haven  known  as  Chapel  Street,  now  crossed 
at  grade  by  the  '  freight  branch  '  track  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  and  that  the  same  shall 
be  so  changed  as  to  be  carried  over  the  track;  "  and  then  fol- 
lowed their  order  of  notice  to  all  persons  in  interest  and  to  all 
the  parties  in  these  suits,  that  they  appear  and  be  heard  on  said 
matters  on  the  17th  day  of  June  then  next.  And  the  commis- 
sioners thereupon,  on  said  last-named  day,  made  their  finding 
that  said  order  of  notice  was  served,  and  that  on  said  day  all  the 
parties  appeared  and  were  fully  heard,  and  made  their  order  in 
the  premises  as  follows :  "  And  now  after  such  hearing  we  do 
deem  best  and  determine  that  said  highway  or  Chapel  street, 
so-called,  be  so  altered  as  to  cross  over  said  railroad  by  a  bridge 
instead  of  crossing  at  grade,  as  at  present,  the  height  of  said 
bridge  above  the  rails  to  be  not  less  than  15  feet  in  the  clear; 
and  in  order  that  the  grade  of  the  approaches  may  be  as  light  as 
possible  we  do  direct  that  the  tracks  at  said  crossing  be  lowered 
twenty  (20)  inches.  The  work  of  lowering  said  tracks  to  be 
done  by  the  said  railway  company,  and  all  the  other  work  inci- 
dent to  said  alterations,  including  the  building,  making,   and 
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construction  of  the  bridge,  abutments,  embankments,  and  ap- 
proaches, to  be  done  and  performed  by  said  city,  in  general  ac- 
cordance with  the  plan  on  file  in  this  office  marked  6  Proposed 
Bridge  at  Chapel  Street  over  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  K.  R,  New 
Haven,  Conn.,  June  17,  1886,  Albert  B.  Hill,  City  Engineer.' 
All  of  said  alterations  to  be  made  and  completed  within  one  year 
from  the  date  of  this  order,  and  including  the  land  damages,  if 
any  incident  to  said  alterations,  to  be  at  the  joint  expense  of  said 
city  and  railroad  company,  each  in  the  first  instance  to  pay  the 
cost  of  the  alterations  ordered  to  be  made  by  it,  and  the  land 
damages,  as  they  may  be  assessed.  And  on  the  completion  of 
said  alterations  and  the  payment  of  said  costs  and  land  damages, 
if  it  shall  appear  that  the  amount  paid  by  the  city  is  in  excess  of 
that  paid  by  the  railroad  company,  then  said  company  to  pay 
said  city  one-half  of  said  excess;  but  if  it  shall  appear  that  the 
amount  paid  by  said  company  is  in  excess  of  that  paid  by  said 
city,  then  said  city  to  pay  said  company  one-half  of  said  excess." 

There  was  an  appeal  from  said  order  of  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners taken  to  the  Superior  Court,  and  the  said  court,  on  the 
18th  day  of  November,  1887,  rendered  its  judgment  upon  the 
matters  appearing  in  said  appeal,  to  wit :  "  This  court  having  re- 
examined the  question  of  the  propriety  and  expediency  of  the 
order  appealed  from,  finds  that  public  safety  requires  the  altera- 
tion of  the  said  highway,  and  that  said  alteration  is  a  matter  of 
public  convenience  and  necessity.  Whereupon  it  is  adjudged 
that  said  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners  be  and  hereby  is 
modified,  so  that  said  order  when  modified  shall  read  as  follows, 
and  the  same  is  made  an  order  of  this  court."  The  order  so 
made  was  word  for  word  the  order  made  by  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners, except  that  the  time  was  two  years  instead  of  one  year 
within  which  the  work  was  to  be  done  and  completed. 

Neither  the  city  of  New  Haven  nor  the  said  railroad  com- 
pany performed  or  took  any  measures  towards  the  performance 
of  the  said  order  within  one  year  or  within  two  years,  nor  within 
any  reasonable  time  thereafter. 

On  the  6th  day  of  November,  1896,  the  Superior  Court  in 
and  for  the  county  of  New  Haven,  upon  the  complaint  of  Wil- 
liam H.  Williams,  Esq.,  attorney  for  the  State  in  said  county, 
issued  a  peremptory  writ  of  mandamus  to  the  said  city  and  the 
said  railroad  company,  requiring  and  enjoining  them  to  com- 
ply with  the  said  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners  so  affirmed 
by  the  said  Superior  Court.  The  mandatory  part  of  said  writ 
is  in  these  words :  "  Therefore,  that  due  and  speedy  justice 
may  be  done  in  this  behalf,  it  is  hereby  required  and  enjoined 
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of  you,  the  said  city  of  New  Haven,  and  of  you,  the  said  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  that  you 
and  each  of  you  do  forthwith  comply  with  and  carry  out  the 
directions  and  provisions  of  said  modified  and  confirmed  order, 
and  erect  and  construct  said  bridge,  abutments,  embankments, 
and  approaches  thereto,  and  pay  all  the  expenses  thereof,  includ- 
ing land  damages,  if  any,  in  the  manner  and  according  to  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  said  modified  and  confirmed  order  of 
the  railroad  commissioners,  and  that  you  and  each  of  you  obey 
and  conform  in  all  respects  to  said  order." 

This  peremptory  order  was  served  on  both  these  defendants 
on  the  7th  day  of  November,  1896.  As  soon  as  was  practicable 
after  the  service  of  that  writ  the  city  began  preparations  for 
doing  the  work  therein  commanded;  making  plans,  engaging 
contractors  and  workmen.  On  the  12th  day  of  December,  1896, 
it  was  ordered  by  the  common  council  "  that  the  board  of  public 
works  take  immediate  measures  for  the  construction  of  the 
Chapel  Street  bridge,  in  conformity  to  the  mandamus  of  the 
Superior  Court  as  promulgated;  "  and  from  time  to  time  other 
orders  respecting  the  same  matter  were  passed.  On  the  12th 
day  of  May,  1897,  the  board  of  public  works,  having  been 
ordered  to  cause  a  survey  of  Chapel  Street  to  be  made,  reported 
such  a  survey  showing  the  grade  and  line  in  Chapel  Street  in 
conformity  with  the  plans  for  said  new  bridge,  which  plans  were 
adopted;  and  on  the  same  day  the  bureau  of  compensation  was 
ordered  to  assess  the  benefits  and  damages  to  the  owners  of  all 
property  affected  by  the  change  of  grade  between  East  Street 
and  a  point  800  feet  east  of  East  Street  on  Chapel  Street,  and 
by  the  construction  of  the  bridge  over  the  railroad  tracks,  and 
the  retaining  walls,  in  accordance  with  the  plans  adopted  and  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  city  engineer.  On  the  2d  day  of  May, 
1898,  the  bureau  of  compensation  reported  that  they  had 
attended  to  said  duty,  had  given  notice  to  all  such  persons  to 
appear  and  be  heard,  that  all  persons  had  been  fully  heard,  and 
that  they  had  assessed  (to  each  of  the  plaintiffs  herein)  the 
damages  and  benefits  as  equal.  This  report  was  accepted  by 
the  common  council.  Erom  this  action  by  the  city  the  present 
complaints  or  appeals  were  taken. 

The  complaints  in  the  two  cases  are  in  substance  the  same. 
Each,  after  describing  the  land  belonging  to  the  plaintiff  therein, 
contains  averments  in  these  words :  "  Said  city  of  New  Haven 
has  changed  the  grade  of  said  Chapel  Street  in  front  of  said  land 
and  property  of  your  applicants  and  raised  the  same  about  sixteen 
(16)  feet  in  height  at  the  highest  point,  and  has  constructed  a 
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bridge  over  said  railroad  track  of  said  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company,  and  bnilt  retaining  walls,  erected 
masonry  and  earth  work,  occupying  the  whole  of  said  Chapel 
Street  in  front  of  your  applicant's  property,  and  wholly  ob- 
structed and  prevented  access  to  said  Chapel  Street  from  your 
applicants'  said  property.  The  bureau  of  compensation  of  said 
city  of  New  Haven  assessed  and  determined  that  the  damages 
and  benefits  accruing  to  your  applicants  by  reason  of  said  change 
in  grade  between  said  East  Street  and  a  point  eight  hundred 
(800)  feet  east  of  East  Street  on  said  Chapel  Street,  and  of  the 
construction  of  said  bridge  over  said  railroad  tracks,  and  said 
retaining  walls,  were  equal,  and  said  bureau  duly  made  its  re- 
port of  the  same.  Afterwards  the  court  of  common  council  of 
said  city  .  .  .  accepted  said  report,  passed  the  order,  and 
laid  said  assessments,  .  .  .  and  on  the  6th  day  of  October, 
1898,  the  mayor  of  said  city  duly  approved  of  said  action  of  said 
court  of  common  council.  The  damages  to  accrue  to  the  appli- 
cants by  reason  of  the  change  of  grade  between  East  Street  and 
a  point  eight  hundred  feet  east  of  East  Street  on  said  Chapel 
Street  in  front  of  the  property  of  your  applicants,  and  of  the 
construction  of  said  bridge  over  said  railroad  tracks,  and  said  re- 
taining walls,  are  greatly  in  excess  of  any  benefits  that  may 
accrue  to  them  by  reason  of  the  same,  and  said  property  of  your 
applicants  has  been  specially  damaged  thereby.  Your  appli- 
cants are  aggrieved  by  said  order  of  said  court  of  common  council 
in  accepting  said  report  .  .  .  and  in  laying  said  assessment 
as  aforesaid,  and  in  determining  that  the  damages  and  benefits 
accruing  to  your  applicants  are  equal." 

The  applicants  prayed  the  court  itself  to  assess  and  determine 
the  amount  of  damages  and  special  damages  to  their  property 
by  reason  of  said  change  of  grade,  etc. 

The  answer  by  each  defendant  was  the  same,  and  was  in  two 
defenses.  The  first  admitted  most  of  the  complaint.  It  denied 
that  the  whole  of  Chapel  Street  was  taken,  denied  that  the 
damages  were  greater  than  the  benefits,  and  that  the  property 
of  the  plaintiffs  had  been  specially  damaged. 

The  second  defense  was  this :  "  1.  The  change  of  grade, 
construction  of  bridge,  and  building  of  retaining  walls,  described 
in  the  application  for  relief,  were  all  made  and  done  under  and 
in  pursuance  of  a  certain  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners  of 
the  State  of  Connecticut,  dated  June  17,  1886,  a  copy  of  which 
is  hereto  annexed,  marked  Exhibit  i  A,'  and  a  judgment  of  the 
Superior  Court,  dated  November  18,  1887,  affirming  said  order, 
of  which  a  copy  is  hereto  annexed,  marked  Exhibit '  B.'     (These 
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are  the  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners  and  the  judgment 
of  the  Superior  Court  above  set  out.)  2.  The  assessment 
whereby  the  applicant  claims  to  be  aggrieved  was  made  by  the 
court  of  common  council  of  the  city  of  New  Haven,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  the  amount  of  benefits  and  land  damages, 
if  any,  which  might  be  due  from  or  to  any  party  by  reason  of  the 
construction  of  said  bridge  and  approaches,  pursuant  to  said 
order  and  judgment." 

The  replication  was  in  each  case  a  denial  of  the  second  de- 
fense. 

Both  these  cases  were  referred  to  the  same  committee,  who 
heard  them  together,  and  made  reports  finding  the  issues  in  each 
case  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  setting  forth  all  the  facts  which 
appeared  on  the  trial.  These  reports  differ  only  so  far  as  it  is 
made  necessary  by  the  fact  that  one  of  the  plaintiffs  asked 
damages  for  land  on  the  north  side  of  Chapel  Street,  and  the 
other  plaintiff  for  damages  to  land  on  the  south  side  of  the  same 
street.  Each  of  the  defendants  remonstrated  against  the  report 
in  each  case,  and  there  was  a  reply  to  these  by  the  plaintiffs. 
The  cases  were  thereupon  reserved  for  the  consideration  and  ad- 
vice of  this  court. 

Henry  Stoddard  and  John  W.  Bristol,  for  the  plaintiffs. 

George  D.  Watrous,  for  the  defendant,  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company. 

William  H.  Ely,  for  the  defendant,  the  City  of  New  Haven. 

Andrews,  C.  J.  The  record  in  these  cases  shows  that  the 
city  of  New  Haven  changed  the  grade  of  Chapel  Street,  a  much- 
frequented  highway  in  that  city.  The  report  of  the  committee 
finds  that  each  of  the  plaintiffs  was  damaged  by  that  change  of 
the  grade  of  said  street  to  a  very  substantial  amount;  and  each 
of  the  plaintiffs  seeks  to  recover  his  own  damage.  The  de- 
fendants say  that  whatever  they  or  either  of  them  did  in  or  about 
the  changing  of  the  grade  in  the  said  street,  they  did  pursuant  to 
and  by  reason  of  the  order  made  by  the  railroad  commissioners 
of  the  State,  modified,  approved,  and  affirmed  by  the  Superior 
Court,  directing  them  to  make  such  change  of  grade,  and  coerced 
thereto  by  a  writ  of  peremptory  mandamus  lawfully  issued  and 
duly  served  upon  them;  that  in  whatever  they  did  in  the  matter 
they  acted  in  obedience  to  the  command  of  the  sovereign  power 
of  the  State  in  the  performance  of  a  police  duty  and  that  they  are 
not  liable  to  the  plaintiffs  for  any  damages  which  the  plaintiffs 
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may  have  suffered  by  reason  of  their  performance  of  the  duty  so 
commanded.  The  plaintiffs,  in  reply  to  this  claim  of  the  de- 
fendants, say:  First,  that  the  defendants  did  not  act  in  pur- 
suance to  the  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners,  but  proceeded 
of  their  own  motion,  and  therefore  are  liable  for  the  damages 
they  have  caused;  and,  second,  that  even  if  they  did  act  pursuant 
to  the  order  of  the  commissioners,  they  are  equally  liable  for  the 
damages  —  made  so  by  the  laws  of  the  State. 

It  is  upon  the  correctness  of  these  claims  that  the  right  of 
the  plaintiffs  to  recover,  depends.  Moreover,  these  claims  em- 
brace the  substance  of  all  the  questions  made  by  the  remon- 
strance to  the  committee's  report. 

In  that  series  of  events  which  resulted  in  the  change  of  the 
grade  in  Chapel  Street,  the  initial  step  was  the  proceeding  by 
the  railroad  commissioners.  To  that  proceeding  all  persons 
supposed  to  be  interested  were  made  parties  by  the  notice  given 
by  the  commissioners.  From  that  proceeding  issued  the  order 
that  the  change  in  the  grade  of  Chapel  Street  should  be  made, 
directing  the  city  and  the  railroad  company  to  do  the  work,  and 
apportioning  the  payments  to  be  made.  Then  followed  the 
judgment  of  the  Superior  Court,  and  later  the  peremptory  man- 
damus. Both  these  last  named  proceedings  were  based  upon  the 
order  made  by  the  commissioners,  and  commanded  the  per- 
formance by  the  defendants  of  the  work  therein  ordered  by  the 
commissioners  to  be  done.  In  the  light  of  these  successive 
orders,  decrees,  and  commands,  it  is  impossible  to  come  to  any 
other  conclusion  than  that  "  the  change  of  grade,  construction  of 
bridge,  and  building  of  retaining  walls,  described  in  the  com- 
plaint, were  all  made  and  done  under  and  in  pursuance  of  the 
said  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners."  That  the  work  was 
not  done  within  two  years  after  the  order  was  made,  and  that  the 
bridge  is  a  trifle  wider  than  the  layout  of  the  street,  were  im- 
material variances  which  should  have  been  disregarded. 

The  order  here  in  question  was  one  designed  to  remove  a 
dangerous  grade  crossing  in  Chapel  Street  in  the  city  of  New 
Haven.  Every  grade  crossing  is  a  menace  to  human  life.  The 
legislature,  in  enacting  those  statutes  which  empower  the  railroad 
commissioners  to  order  the  removal  of  such  crossings,  and  the 
commissioners  in  making  such  orders,  are  exercising  the  police 
powers  of  the  State  for  the  preservation  of  life.  The  extinction 
of  grade  crossings,  when  ordered  by  the  legislature,  is  within 
the  police  powers  of  the  State.  W csfbrook's  Appeal,  57  Conn., 
95,  104.  An  order  made  pursuant  to  such  legislation  is  an 
exercise  of  the  police  powers.     The  defendants  say  that  because 
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they  acted  pursuant  to  an  order  of  the  State  in  the  exercise  of 
its  police  powers  to  abate  a  nuisance  they  are  not  liable  in 
damages  to  the  plaintiffs  for  any  injury  that,  in  consequence  of 
their  act,  may  have  been  done  to  the  plaintiff's  property.  They 
say  that  if  property  is  injured  or  destroyed  by  the  State,  or  the 
agents  of  the  State,  in  the  lawful  execution  of  a  police  regulation, 
the  owner  cannot  recover  for  such  damage;  that  it  is  damnum 
absque  injuria.  As  a  general  statement  we  suppose  this  to  be 
correct.  It  is  very  likely  that  there  is  no  common-law  liability 
upon  the  defendants  to  pay  damages  to  the  plaintiffs. 

But  the  legislature  may  and  often  does  authorize  or  even 
direct  acts  to  be  done  which  are  harmful  to  individuals,  which, 
without  such  authority,  would  render  the  persons  doing  the  acts 
liable  to  pay  damages.  If,  however,  in  such  cases  the  statute 
authorizing  or  directing  the  act  to  be  done  is  one  which  the 
legislature  has  the  power  to  pass,  the  acts  are  lawful,  and  the 
party  doing  them  is  not  liable  in  damages  unless  the  power  has 
been  exceeded.  But  in  such  statutes  there  may  also  be  given 
to  those  who  suffer  consequential  damages  the  right  to  recover 
therefor;  and  when  so  given,  the  right  to  recover  compensation 
is  a  creature  of  statute;  and  the  injured  person  may  recover 
accordingly.  Transportation  Co.  vs.  Chicago,  99  U.  S.,  635, 
640;  Rowe  vs.  Granite  Bridge  Co.,  21  Pick.,  344;  Darlington 
vs.  Mayor,  31  K  Y.,  164;  Allegheny  Co.  vs.  Gibson,  90  Pa.  St., 
397.  The  legislature,  having  the  power  to  order  the  act  to  be 
done,  may  provide  compensation  for  the  property  injured  by 
the  doing  of  the  act,  in  such  mode  and  to  such  extent  as  it  deems 
wise.  Instances  of  such  legislation  are  very  numerous.  The 
Acts  of  1875  and  l£f80  authorizing  the  board  of  agriculture  or 
its  commissioners  to  cause  animals  supposed  to  be  infected  by 
some  contagious  disease  to  be  killed,  and  providing  compensa- 
tion to  the  owner  of  such  animals,  are  statutes  of  this  kind.  See 
also  General  Statutes,  Rev.  of  1875,  pp.  18  and  19;  Public 
Acts  of  1880,  Chap.  73;  id.  1885,  Chap.  106;  id.  1887,  Chap. 
70.  And  in  all  cases  where  compensation  is  so  provided,  the 
party  doing  the  act  which  causes  the  damages  must  have  the 
damages  ascertained  and  pay  them;  otherwise  the  party  injured 
may  bring  an  action  therefor.  Holley  vs.  Torrington,  63  Conn., 
426;  Cullen  vs.  New  York,  N.  II.  &  H.  R.  Co.,  66  id.,  211,  226. 

Chapter  100  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1884  is  also  a  statute  of 
the  same  kind.  It  is  as  follows :  "  The  railroad  commissioners 
may,  when  in  their  opinion  public  safety  requires  an  alteration 
of  any  highway  crossed  at  grade  by  a  railroad,  after  a  hearing 
had  upon  such  notice  as  they  shall  deem  reasonable  to  the  rail- 
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road  company  owning  or  operating  said  railroad,  and  to  the 
selectmen  of  the  town,  mayor  of  the  city,  or  warden  of  the 
borough  within  which  said  highway  is  situated,  and  to  the  owners 
of  the  land  adjoining  said  crossing,  order  such  alterations  in  such 
highway  as  they  shall  deem  best,  and  shall  determine  and  direct 
by  whom  such  alterations  shall  be  made,  at  whose  expense,  and 
within  what  time."  This  Act  was  an  amendment  of  a  similar 
Act  passed  the  previous  year.  See  Public  Acts  of  1833,  Chap. 
107,  Sec.  3.  And  the  latter  statute  was  an  extension  of  an  Act 
passed  in  1876,  Chap.  36.  See  also  the  General  Statutes  of 
1875,  p.  232. 

This  was  the  statute  in  force  when  the  order  made  by  the 
railroad  commissioners  in  this  case  went  into  effect.  Acting 
upon  the  authority  so  given  them,  and,  as  appears  from  their  re- 
cital, upon  their  own  opinion  that  the  public  safety  required  it, 
the  railroad  commissioners  made  the  order  in  the  present  case. 
They  ordered  the  grade-crossing  in  Chapel  Street  to  be  changed, 
and  that  in  the  changing  of  such  crossing  the  street  be  raised 
sixteen  feet  for  some  distance  in  front  of  the  land  of  the  plaint- 
iffs. They  also  ordered  that  all  of  the  said  alterations  should  be 
made  and  completed  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the 
order,  and  that  the  expense  thereof,  "  including  the  land 
damages,  if  any,  incident  to  said  alterations,"  should  be  at  the 
"  joint  expense  of  the  said  city  and  railroad  company."  A  part 
of  the  land  damages  "  incident  to  said  alterations ,:  was  the 
damage  done  to  the  present  plaintiffs  by  raising  the  grade  of  the 
highway  to  which  their  lands  were  adjacent.  This  was  a  damage 
which  the  city  was  by  law  bound  to  pay  to  them.  General 
Statutes,  Rev.  of  1875,  p.  236;  Public  Acts  of  1882,  Chap.  73. 
The  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners  provides  for  the  pay- 
ment of  these  damages,  and  at  whose  expense.  The  defendants 
are  therefore  under  a  statutory  liability  to  pay  to  the  plaintiffs 
their  damages;  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  between  the  de- 
fendants as  is  specified  in  the  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners. 

The  city  of  New  Haven,  recognizing  its  liability  under  the 
?aid  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners,  after  the  work  was 
completed  directed  the  bureau  of  compensation  to  assess  to  all 
parties  interested  the  benefits  and  the  damages  to  accrue  by  the 
change  of  grade  in  Chapel  Street.  That  board  acted  in  the 
premises  and  made  its  report,  finding  the  damages  and  benefits 
to  each  of  the  plaintiffs  to  be  equal.  The  present  complaints  are 
each  an  appeal  from  that  assessment.  The  committee  of  the 
Superior  Court,  has  found  that  the  damages  to  the  plaintiffs 
largely  exceed  the  benefits  to  them.     We  think  the  defendants 
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are  by  the  statute  made  liable  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  damages 
so  ascertained. 

The  Superior  Court  is  advised  to  accept  the  reports  of  its 
committee  and  to  render  judgment  in  favor  of  the  New  Haven 
Steam  Saw  Mill  Company  for  the  sum  of  $22,762.84,  and  in 
favor  of  John  S.  Cannon,  executor,  for  the  sum  of  $12,444.95. 

The  costs  in  this  court  will  be  taxed  in  favor  of  the  re- 
spective plaintiffs. 

In  this  opinion  the  other  judges  concurred. 

At  the  opening  of  the  next  term  of  the  court  held  in  the 
judicial  district  (October,  1899),  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs  ap- 
peared and  asked  leave  to  file  a  motion  that  argument  might  be 
ordered  on  the  question  whether  interest  could  be  added  to  the 
sums  for  which  judgment  had  been  advised,  unless  the  court  by 
its  rescript  intended  to  determine  against  the  allowance  of  inter- 
est, and,  in  that  case,  that  the  Superior  Court  be  advised  more 
definitely  as  to  that  point.  After  hearing  counsel  for  the  de- 
fendants, leave  was  granted,  and  such  a  motion  was  filed  and 
subsequently  argued.

George  D.  Watrous  and  A.  Heat-on  Robertson,  for  the  de- 
fendants. 

Per  Curiam.  The  question  whether  interest  should  be  al- 
lowed, in  addition  to  the  principal  sums  reported  by  the  com- 
mittee, was  not  made  the  subject  of  argument  by  counsel  nor 
consideration  by  the  court,  when  the  cause  was  heard  at  the 
June  term.  The  terms  of  the  rescript  which  were  sent  down 
are  such  as  to  exclude  its  allowance.  Upon  consideration  of  the 
present  motion,  we  are  of  opinion  that  no  allowance  should  be 
made  in  the  nature  of  interest  from  any  date  prior  to  that  of  the 
filing  of  the  committee's  report. 

At  that  date,  however,  the  damage  which  the  plaintiffs  have 
suffered  was  definitely  ascertained.  The  delays  which  have  fol- 
lowed are  not  attributable  to  their  fault.  To  give  them  just  com- 
pensation for  the  injury  which  has  been  occasioned  to  them  for 
the  public  good,  it  is  necessary  to  make  them  an  allowance  in  the 
nature  of  interest  from  the  period  when  their  damages  were 
liquidated  to  that  when  they  are  put  into  formal  judgment. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  that  in  recording  the  judgments  of 
this  court  in  said  causes,  the  advice  given  be  entered  as  advice 
to  render  judgment  in  favor  of  the  New  Haven  Steam  Saw  Mill 
Company  for  the  sum  of  $22,762.84,  and  in  favor  of  John  S. 
Cannon,  executor,  for  the  sum  of  $12,444.95,  with  legal  interest 
on  said  respective  amounts  from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  com- 
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mittee's  report,  and  costs ;  and  that  the  costs  of  this  court  be  also 
taxed  in  favor  of  the  respective  plaintiffs. 

From  this  opinion  Andrews,  C.  J.,  and  Hamersley,  J., 
dissented. 

Hamersley,  J.  The  statutory  liability  for  damages  caused 
by  change  of  grade  involves  no  liability  for  interest,  until  the 
amount  of  the  damage  is  determined  according  to  law.  Non- 
payment by  the  parties  responsible  for  the  damage,  before  that 
time,  is  not  a  breach  of  duty  for  which  interest  can  be  allowed. 

In  this  opinion  Andrews,  C.  J.,  concurred. 


LOUISA   A.    NEWTON    vs.    THE    NEW    YORK,    NEW 
HAVEN  &  HARTFORD  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

Third  Judicial  District,  Bridgeport,  Oct.  Term,  1899.    Andrews,  0.  J., 
Torrance,  Baldwin.  Hamersley,  and  Hall,  Js. 

The  peculiar  right  or  interest  which  an  adjoining  landowner  has  in  a 
highway  is  confined  to  that  portion  of  the  street  in  front  of  his 
premises;  and. an  obstruction  or  discontinuance  of  the  highway  at 
another  place,  although  it  may  indirectly  affect  the  value  of  his 
property  by  requiring  a  longer  and  more  circuitous  route  to  reach 
it,  is  not  an  injury  or  tort  for  which  the  landowner  can  maintain  a 
private  action. 

In  removing  a  grade  crossing  pursuant  to  an  order  of  the  railroad  com- 
missioners made  under  statutory  authority,  a  railroad  company  is 
not  acting  for  its  own  benefit  under  its  charter  privileges,  but  for 
the  public  good  and  in  obedience  to  the  command  of  the  sovereign 
power  of  the  state,  and  is  answerable  for  consequential  damages 
only  when  and  so  far  as  made  liable  by  statute. 

Argued  October  26th  —  decided  November  28,  1899. 

Action  to  recover  damages  for  injury  to  and  depreciation  in 
the  value  of  land  of  the  plaintiffs  testator,  caused  by  the  elimina- 
tion of  a  grade  crossing,  brought  to  the  Superior  Court  in  New 
Haven  County  where  a  demurrer  to  the  complaint  was  overruled 
(Elmer,  J.)  and  the  cause  was  afterwards  tried  to  the  jury  before 
Shumway,  J.;  verdict  and  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  for  $2,200, 
and  appeal  by  the  defendant  for  alleged  errors  in  the  rulings  and 
charge  of  the  court.     Error  and  new  trial  granted. 

The  plaintiff  is  the  executrix  of  Thomas  E.  Newton,  late  of 
the  town  of  Orange.  In  her  complaint  she  avers  that  as  such 
executrix  she  is  the  owner  of  a  certain  piece  of  land  in  the  bor- 
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ough.  of  West  Haven,  in  said  town,  bounded  east  by  Union 
Street  207  feet  more  or  less;  that  said  Union  Street  was  a  high- 
way running  substantially  north  and  south,  about  a  mile  in 
length,  and  was  one  of  the  principal  thoroughfares  in  the  said 
borough;  that  the  defendant  is  a  steam  railroad  corporation 
operating  a  line  of  steam  railway  running  through  Connecticut 
and  through  the  said  town,  which  crosses  said  Union  Street  at  a 
place  about  fifty  feet  south  of  the  plaintiff's  land.  The  com- 
plaint then  proceeds  as  follows  : 

"  5.  Some  time  during  the  year  1894  the  defendant  closed 
up  said  street  near  the  said  premises  of  said  Thomas  E.  Xewton, 
where  its  railroad  crossed  said  Union  Street,  and  diverted  the 
course  of  said  Union  Street  adjoining  the  premises  of  the  said 
'Thomas  E.  Xewton  to  the  west,  alongside  and  substantially 
parallel  with  the  defendant's  tracks  for  a  distance  of  about  five 
hundred  (500)  feet,  and  then  excavated  under  the  railroad  tracks 
of  the  defendant,  and  thereby  changed  the  grade  of  said  Union 
Street,  and  ran  said  street  under  said  tracks  coincident  with  a 
certain  street  in  said  town  of  Orange  known  as  Washington 
Avenue,  and  after  passing  under  said  railroad  tracks  said  street 
ran  alongside  and  substantially  parallel  to  the  defendant's  tracks, 
on  the  south  side  thereof,  for  about  five  hundred  (500)  feet  to 
the  east,  and  to  the  original  location  of  said  Union  Street,  on 
the  south  side  of  said  track. 

'  6.  Prior  to  the  time  when  said  Union  Street  was  closed 
as  aforesaid,  the  premises  of  the  said  Thomas  E.  Xewton  had 
been  and  at  that  time  were  and  are  improved  by  two  dwelling- 
houses,  barns,  and  other  valuable  buildings,  which  had  a  large 
rental  value,  and  there  were  several  building  lots  upon  said 
Union  Street  frontage  which  were  of  great  value. 

"  7.  By  reason  of  the  said  acts  of  the  defendant  the  access 
to  and  egress  from  the  said  property  wTas  seriously  interfered 
with;  said  street  is  no  longer  a  public  thoroughfare,  or  of  such 
convenience  to  the  said  property  as  it  was  theretofore.  The  said 
property  was  rendered  permanently  inaccessible  and  of  less  value 
for  rental  purposes,  and  was  greatly  depreciated  and  damaged 
because  of  the  said  acts  of  the  defendant. 

"  8.  The  said  property  of  the  said  Thomas  E.  Xewton  was 
rendered  permanently  of  much  less  value  than  before  said  acts 
of  the  defendant,  and  was  damaged  thereby  to  the  extent  of  three 
thousand  dollars." 

There  were  various  motions  and  rulings  thereon ;  a  demurrer 
which  was  overruled,  and  a  substitute  answer  as  follows : 

"  1.  As  to  paragraphs  1,  2,  and  6,  the  defendant  has  no 
knowledge  or  information  sufficient  to  form  a  belief.     2.     The 
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allegation  of  paragraph  3,  that  Union  Street  was  one  of  the 
principal  thoroughfares  in  said  borough  of  West  Haven  and 
in  said  town  of  Orange,  is  denied.     As  to  whether  said  Union 
Street  was  a  highway  the  defendant  has  no-sufficient  knowledge 
or  information  to  form  a  belief.      3.     Paragraph  4  is  admitted 
as  to  the  existence  of  the  defendant  corporation  and  operation 
of  its  lines  of  tracks;  and  defendant  avers  that  said  line  of  rail- 
way is  its  four-tracked  main  trunk  line  between  New  Haven  and 
New  York;  but  as  to  the  existence  of  any  highway  known  as 
Union  Street  at  the  place  where  the  tracks  of  the  defendant  are 
located,  the  defendant  has  no  knowledge  or  information  sufficient 
to  form  a  belief,  except  that  it  is  denied  that  at  the  time  when 
said  railroad  was  laid  out  and  constructed  any  highway  or  other 
way  whatever  existed  at  said  place ;  and  it  is  denied  that  the  de- 
fendant's line  of  railway  crosses  or  is  run  across  any  such  high- 
way or  way.     4.     Paragraph  5  is  denied,  except  that  at  or  near 
the  place  mentioned  in  paragraph  4  where  Union  Street,  so- 
called,  is  alleged  to  cross  the  tracks  of  the  defendant  at  grade, 
viz.,  fifty  feet  or  more  southerly  of  the  premises  of  said  Newton, 
and  southerly  of  the  new  street  hereinafter  referred  to  running 
from  Union  Street  to  Washington  Avenue,  north  of  defendant's 
tracks,  the  defendant,  acting  under  and  in  pursuance  of  an  order 
of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  of  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut, dated  the  1st  day  of  February,  1894,  made  under  and  by 
virtue  of  Chapter  220  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1889,  closed  said 
Union  Street,  so-called,  to  the  public,  at  a  point  about         feet 
from  the  defendant's  line  of  railway,  and  prevented  access  to 
and  travel  over  its  tracks  within  the  lines  of  Union  Street,  so- 
called,   thereby  abolishing  a   dangerous  grade-crossing   at   said 
place.     And  except  further,  that  on  or  about  said  clay  the  de- 
fendant constructed  and  opened  upon  its  own  land  and  about 
feet  from  defendant's  line  of  tracks,  and  wholly  at  its  own  ex- 
pense at  grade,  a  street  forty  feet  in  width,  running  westerly 
from  Union  Street,  so-called,    in  a  straight  line  to  Washington 
Avenue,  one  of  the  main  thoroughfares  of  said  borough,  upon 
which  the  station  of  the  defendant  is  situated,  said  new  street 
being  practically  an  extension  easterly  of  York  Street,  and  being 
about       feet  northerly  of  defendant's  line  of  railway,  said  street 
being  immediately  southerly  of  and  adjoining  the  premises  of 
said  Newton,  without  changing  the  grade  of  any  portion  of  Union 
Street,  or  closing  or  obstructing  the  same  at  any  point  where 
the  land  of  said  Newton  abuts  upon  said  Union  Street,  or  upon 
said  new  street  opened  by  the  defendant.     And  except,  further, 
that  under  and  in  pursuance  of  said  order  the  defendant  changed 
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the  grade  of  Washington  Avenue  by  lowering  the  same  so  that 
it  passes  under  the  tracks  of  the  defendant,  at  a  distance  of  five 
hundred  feet,  more  or  less,  from  said  Union  Street,  and  that  the 
defendant  further  opened  and  constructed  a  new  street  southerly 
of  its  tracks,  and  about  feet  therefrom,  running  from  Wash- 
ington Avenue  to  said  Union  Street,  so  as  to  connect  Wood 
Street  with  said  Washington  Avenue,  said  street  being  prac- 
tically an  extension  westerly  of  Wood  Street.  5.  Paragraph  7 
is  denied;  and  it  is  further  averred  that  access  to  or  egress  from 
said  property  was  in  no  way  or  to  any  degree  interfered  with  as 
alleged,  and  that  said  property  was  in  no  degree  rendered  inac- 
cessible.     6.     Paragraph  8  is  denied." 

The  plaintiff  denied  all  the  new  matter  in  the  answer. 

There  was  a  trial  to  the  jury  and  the  plaintiff  had  a  verdict 
for  substantial  damages.     The  defendant  appeals. 

Henry  Stoddard  and  George  D.  Watrous,  with  whom  was 
Harry  G.  Bay,  for  the  appellant  (defendant). 

William  II .  Williams  and  Seymour  C.  Loomis,  for  the  ap- 
pellee (plaintiff). 

Andrews,  C.  J.  The  plaintiff  alleges  in  her  complaint  that 
as  executrix  of  Thomas  E.  Newton  she  is  the  owner  of  a  tract 
of  land  in  the  town  of  Orange  which  abuts  on  its  easterly  side  a 
certain  highway  known  as  Union  Street.  It  appears  in  the  case 
that  the  defendant  is  a  railroad  corporation  operating  a  four- 
track  railroad  through  the  said  town  of  Orange  and  across  the 
said  Union  Street  at  grade.  Acting  in  pursuance  of  an  order 
of  the  railroad  commissioners  made  for  the  purpose  of  removing 
the  said  grade  crossing  and  another  like  crossing  in  an  adjacent 
street,  the  defendant  closed  a  portion  of  the  said  street,  at  a  part 
of  it  where  the  land  of  the  plaintiff  did  not  abut,  and  changed 
the  line  of  the  street  so  as  to  enable  travelers  to  pass  around 
the  closed  portion.  The  situation  can  be  readily  seen  from  a 
diagram  printed  in  the  brief  of  the  plaintiff's  counsel. 

That  part  of  Union  Street  from  A  to  B  was  closed  by  the 
said  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners,  and  the  grade  crossing 
at  that  place  was  obviated.  The  new  highway  from  A  to  C  and 
from  D  to  B  furnished  means  of  travel.  Washington  Avenue 
from  C  to  D  was  lowered  so  that  the  highway  passed  under  the 
track.  The  grade  crossing  there  was  avoided;  so  two  grade 
crossings  were  eliminated. 

The  plaintiff  thus  states  her  cause  of  action :  "  By  reason 
of  the  said  acts  of  the  defendant  the  access  to  and  egress  from 
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the  said  property  was  seriously  interfered  with;  .  .  .  and 
the  said  property  was  rendered  permanently  inaccessible  and  of 
less  value  for  rental  purposes,  and  was  greatly  depreciated  and 
damaged." 

The  statement  of  the  case  shows,  and  it  is  admitted,  that 
nothing  was  done  in  that  part  of  Union  Street  where  the  plaint- 
iff's land  abuts.  The  access  to  her  land  in  the  immediate  front 
is  unchanged.  It  is  true  that  distant  travel  to  her  land  from  the 
south  must  take  a  somewhat  longer  course.  It  is  found  and  it 
is  admitted  that  whatever  the  defendant  did  it  did  pursuant  to  a 
lawful  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners  to  eliminate  the  grade 
crossing  in  Union  Street  and  a  like  crossing  in  Washington 
A  venue. 

The  defendant  made  several  requests  to  charge.  Of  these 
we  have  occasion  to  take  note  of  but  two  or  three.  One  of  these 
is  that  "  the  acts  of  the  defendant  in  eliminating  the  grade 
crossing  in  Union  Street  .  .  .  and  in  closing  Union  Street, 
away  from  the  land  of  the  plaintiff's  testator,  done  under  and 
pursuant  to  said  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners,  in  them- 
selves furnish  no  right  of  action  for  which  damages  are  re- 
coverable by  the  plaintiff."  Another  request  was  that  "  de- 
preciation in  the  value  of  the  plaintiffs  land  caused  or  occa- 
sioned by  the  elimination  of  the  grade  crossing  in  question,  is 
not  '  special  damage  '  for  which  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  re- 
cover." The  defendant  also  requested  the  court  to  instruct  the 
jury  that  upon  the  whole  case  their  verdict  should  be  for  the 
defendant.  The  court  did  not  charge  in  accordance  with  these 
requests,  but,  in  substance,  charged  the  opposite. 

"  A  highway  is  nothing  but  an  easement,  comprehending 
merely  the  right  of  all  the  individuals  in  the  community  to  pass 
and  repass,  with  the  incidental  right  in  the  public  to  do  all  the 
acts  necessary  to  keep  it  in  repair."  Peck  vs.  Smith,  1  Conn., 
103,  132,  Swift,  J.  Every  landowner  whose  land  abuts  on  a 
highway  is  supposed  to  be  the  owner  of  the  soil  to  the  middle 
of  the  highway,  in  fee,  subject  to  the  easement  of  the  public 
travel,  and  may  do  in  the  highway  on  his  side  of  the  middle  line 
anything  which  the  owner  in  fee  of  land  may  do,  if  he  does  not 
interfere  with  that  easement.  3  Kent's  Conim.,  432.  Such  an 
abutting  landowner  has,  by  reason  of  that  ownership,  some  privi- 
leges in  the  highway  which  are  not  common  to  the  public  gen- 
erally. "  Any  occupant  of  land  abutting  on  a  highway  may  do 
many  things  in  the  highway  by  reason  of  such  occupancy.  Such 
an  occupant  would  undoubtedly  have  the  right  of  free  ingress 
and  egress,  and  for  that  purpose  might  grade  the  surface  of  the 
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highway,  if  he  did  not  thereby  render  the  surface  unfit  for  public 
travel.  He  might  ordinarily  construct  a  sidewalk,  set  hitching 
posts,  place  a  stepping-stone  to  enable  passengers  to  enter  or 
alight  from  a  carriage  more  readily,  or  set  out  shade  trees."  Fitch 
vs.  New  York,  P.  &  B.  R.  Co.,  59  Conn.,  414,  420;  Hubbard  vs. 
Deming,  21  id.,  356,  360:  Cullen  vs.  New  York,  N.  H.  &  II. 
R.  Co.,  $6  id.,  211;  Kane  vs.  New  York  E.  R.  Co..  125  K  Y., 
164.  The  abutting  landowner  may,  of  course,  use  the  easement 
of  passing  and  repassing  in  the  highway  to  the  same  extent  that 
any  individual  of  the  community  may;  but  the  privileges  just 
mentioned,  which  such  owner  has,  are  possessed  by  him  as  an 
abutting  landowner,  and  are  in  addition  to  the  privileges  which 
belong  to  him  as  one  member  of  the  community. 

The  plaintiff's  land  abuts  on  the  highway  called  Union 
Street.  She  has  in  that  highway  certain  rights  in  common  with 
all  others  of  the  community.  For  any  injury  to  these  rights 
she  could  not  bring  a  private  action.  Clark  vs.  Saybrook,  21 
Conn.,  313,  327.  She  has  also  the  other  rights  in  that  highway 
as  an  abutting  owner  which  we  have  mentioned,  and  which 
may  be  spoken  of  collectively  as  the  easement  of  access.  It  is 
an  easement  upon  an  easement.  The  abutting  land  is  the 
dominant  estate,  and  the  land  in  the  highway  where  the  public 
easement  of  passing  and  repassing  exists,  is  the  servient  estate. 
These  two  uses  may  well  exist  together.  This  easement  of 
access  includes  the  right  of  ingress,  egress,  and  regress;  a  right 
of  way  from  a  locus  a  quo  to  the  locus  ad  quern,  and  from  the 
latter  forth  to  any  other  spot  to  which  the  party  may  lawfully 
go,  or  back  to  the  locus  a  quo.  Somerset  vs.  Great  Western  Ry. 
.  Co.,  46  L.  T.  K  S.,  883,  884.  The  character  of  this  easement 
and  the  relation  of  the  estates  between  which  it  exists,  show  that 
it  is  confined  to  the  street  in  front  of  the  lot;  and  that  a  remote 
obstruction,  if  it  does  not  affect  the  easement  of  access  at  that 
place,  is  not  a  legal  injury  or  tort,  even  though  the  access  be 
necessitated;  and  such  we  understand  to  be  the  law.  The  cases 
are  very  numerous  and  are  substantially  unanimous  to  that  effect. 
Smith  vs.  Boston,  7  Gush.,  254;  Castle  vs.  Berkshire,  11  Gray, 
26;  Davis  vs.  County  Com'rs,  153  Mass.,  218;  Hammond  vs. 
County  Comers,  154  id.,  509;  Stanwood  vs.  Maiden,  157  id.  17; 
Rand  vs.  Boston,  164  id.,  354;  Gerhard  vs.  Bridge  Com'rs,  15 
K.  I.,  334;  Coster  vs.  Mayor,  43  X.  Y.,  399,  414;  Fearing  vs. 
Irwin,  55  id.,  486;  McGee's  Appeal,  114  Pa.  St.,  470;  Barr  vs. 
Oskaloosa,  45  Iowa,  275;  Heller  vs.  Atchison,  etc.,  R.  Co.,  28 
Kan.,  625;  Chicago  vs.  Union  Bldg.  Asso.,  102  111.,  379; 
Dantzer  vs.  Indianapolis  Union  Ry.  Co.,  141  Ind.,  604;  East 
St.  Louis  vs.  O'Flynn,  119  111.,  200;  Polack  vs.  San  Francisco 
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Orphan  Asylum,  48  Cal.,  490;  Kimball  vs.  Homan,  74  Mich., 
699;  Dill,  on  Mom.  Corp.  (4th  ed.),  Sec.  660. 

It  has  been  said  a  little  above,  that  for  an  injury  to  such 
rights  in  Union  Street  as  the  plaintiff  enjoyed  in  common  with 
the  community  generally,  she  could  not  bring  a  private  action, 
while  for  any  injury  to  the  easement  of  access  to  her  land  abut- 
ting on  that  highway  she  might  bring  such  an  action.  Whether 
the  injury  for  which  the  present  action  is  brought  is  of  the 
former  or  of  the  latter  kind  can  perhaps  be  tested  by  an  ex- 
ample. Let  it  be  supposed  that  some  person  other  than  the  de- 
fendant had  erected  a  barrier  across  Union  Street  within  a  few 
feet  of  the  railroad  track.  Travel  along  Union  Street  would 
be  as  effectually  stopped  by  such  a  barrier  as  it  is  by  the  act  of 
the  defendant.  But  if  such  a  barrier  did  injury  to  the  plaintiff 
it  would  be  an  injury  for  which  she  could  not  maintain  a  private 
action.     Atwood  vs.  Partree,  56  Conn.,  80. 

It  seems  to  this  court  entirely  clear  that  the  facts  appearing 
in  this  case  do  not  show  any  right  in  the  plaintiff  to  recover  dam- 
ages of  the  defendant. 

The  plaintiff  rested  her  claim  that  the  defendant  was  liable 
to  her  for  the  injury  she  says  she  has  suffered,  mainly  on  the 
provisions  of  the  defendant's  charter  as  found  in  4  Private  Laws, 
p.  1021,  Sec.  7.  We  think  that  claim  cannot  be  sustained.  In 
doing  the  acts  of  which  the  plaintiff  complains  the  defendant  was 
not  proceeding  under  that  part  of  its  charter.  It  was  proceeding 
in  obedience  to  the  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners  to  re- 
move a  grade  crossing.  It  was  proceeding  according  to  the 
command  of  the  sovereign  power  of  the  State  to  abate  a  danger- 
ous nuisance.  Public  Acts  of  1889,  Chap.  220;  New  York  & 
N.  E.  R.  Co.'s  Appeal,  62  Conn.,  527;  New  York  &  N.  E.  R. 
Co.  vs.  Bristol,  151  U.  S.,  556.  In  the  doing  of  such  acts  the 
defendant  is  liable  for  consequential  damages  only  so  far  as  the 
sovereign  power  makes  it  liable,  that  is,  only  so  far  as  the  statute 
points  out.  New  Haven  Steam  Saw  Mill  Co.  vs.  New  Haven, 
ante,  pp.  276,  284.  It  is  not  liable  to  the  plaintiff  for  any  of 
these  acts,  for  the  reason  that  the  statute  has  not  made  it  liable. 

The  substance  of  the  defendant's  requests  to  charge,  here- 
inbefore quoted,  should  have  been  given  to  the  jury. 

There  are  numerous  other  errors  assigned;  but  the  view  we 
have  taken  of  the  controlling  questions  in  the  case  makes  it  un- 
necessary to  consider  any  of  them. 

There  is  error,  the  verdict  and  judgment  is  set  aside  and  a 
new  trial  is  granted. 

In  this  opinion  the  other  judges  concurred. 
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THE    HAKTFORD    AND    CONNECTICUT    WESTERN 
RAILROAD  COMPANY  vs.  CHARLES  C.  MONTAGUE. 

First   Judicial  District,  Hartford,  March  Term,  1900.    Andrews,  C.  J., 
Torrance,  Baldwin,  Hamersley,  and  Hall,  Js; 

The  two  years  limitation  for  bringing  condemnation  proceedings  under 
General  Statutes,  Sec.  3439,  applies  to  railroad  companies  acting 
under  special  charters  as  well  as  to  those  organized  under  the  gen- 
eral railroad  law,  in  the  absence  of  any  charter  provision  to  the 
contrary. 

Advantage  may  be  taken  in  condemnation  proceedings  of  the  statute  of 
limitations  upon  demurrer,  if  the  application  shows  that  by  lapse 
of  time  the  plaintiff's  claim  cannot,  under  any  circumstances,  be 
maintained. 

A  general  authority  from  the  legislature  to  revise  the  public  statutes 
implies  a  duty  on  the  part  of  the  revisers  to  report  such  a  codifica- 
tion and  correction  of  the  existing  law  as  will  make  it  clear,  cer- 
tain, and  reasonably  uniform  in  operation. 

Argued  March  7th  —  decided  April  4,  1900. 

Application  for  the  appointment  of  appraisers  .to  estimate 
the  damages  accruing  to  the  defendant  from  the  taking  and 
occupation  of  his  land  for  railroad  purposes,  brought  to  and 
heard  by  the  Hon.  Samuel  0.  Prentice,  a  judge  of  the  Superior 
Court;  facts  found  and  judgment  rendered  in  favor  of  the  plaint- 
iff, and  appeal  by  the  defendant  for  alleged  errors  in  the  rulings 
of  the  judge.     Error  and  judgment  reversed. 

The  facts  are  sufficiently  stated  in  the  opinion.

Charles  E.  Perkins  and  Arthur  L.  Shipman,  with  whom 
was  Charles  E.  Gross,  for  the  appellee  (plaintiff). 

Baldwin,  J.  This  is  an  application,  brought  in  1899,  to 
take  land  of  the  defendant  as  part  of  the  site  of  a  branch  railroad 
to  run  from  Tariffville  northeasterly  to  the  line  of  Massachusetts, 
which  the  plaintiff  was  authorized  to  construct  by  an  amendment 
to  its  charter,  made  in  1887.  The  allegations  are  that  in  1889 
the  stockholders  of  the  company  voted  that  it  proceed  forthwith 
to  construct  such  a  branch ;  that  the  board  of  directors  thereupon 
made  a  location  of  it  embracing  the  land  in  question;  and  that 
this  location  was  duly  approved  by  the  railroad  commissioners, 
after  due  notice  to  the  plaintiff's  grantors,  in  August  of  that  year. 
The  defendant  moved  that  the  application  be  dismissed,  and 
also  filed  a  demurrer,  because  it  showed  upon  its  face  that  it  was 
not  brought  until  more  than  nine  years  after  the  order  of  ap- 
proval. 
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The  General  Statutes,  Revision  of  1888,  Chapter  212,  Sec. 
3439,  declare  that  no  land  shall  be  taken  for  railroad  purposes, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  that  chapter,  "  without  the  con- 
sent of  its  owner,  except  within  two  years  after  the  approval  of 
the  location  of  the  route  by  the  railroad  commissioners."  This 
was  the  law  in  force  when  this  proceeding  was  instituted  and 
must  control  its  disposition. 

It  is  urged  that  an  examination  of  the  history  of  this  statute 
shows  that  it  is  not  to  be  construed  as  applicable  to  railroad  com- 
panies acting,  like  the  plaintiff,  under  the  authority  of  a  special 
charter.  Until  18 G  7  there  was  no  general  law  imposing  upon 
such  companies  any  limitation  of  time,  with  reference  to  con- 
demnation proceedings.  In  that  year  it  was  enacted  that  "  when 
the  survey  of  any  railroad  company  shall  have  been  accepted 
by  the  railroad  commissioners,  said  company  shall  procure  and 
pay  for  the  right  of  way  of  all  lands  through  which  they  may 
pass,  within  twelve  months,  or  make  satisfactory  arrangements 
with  the  parties  owning  said  lands,  or  said  acceptance  by  said 
commissioners  shall  be  void."  Public  Acts  of  1867,  p.  98,  Chap. 
84.  This  was  held  to  present  a  defense  available  to  any  land- 
owner after  the  lapse  of  the  time  specified,  independently  of  any 
action  by  the  State.  New  York,  H.  &  N.  R.  Co.  vs.  Boston, 
II.  &  E.  R.  Co.,  36  Conn.,  196,  202,  In  1871  the  first  general 
incorporation  law  for  railroad  companies  was  passed.  It  gave 
(Public  Acts  of  1871,  p.  666,  Chap.  106,  Sec.  6)  power  to  such 
organizations  to  enter  upon  real  estate,  for  purposes  of  survey, 
and  to  construct  and  maintain  a  railroad  on  such  route  as  they 
might  select;  adding  that  they  should  be  "  vested  with  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  enjoyed  by  all  other  railroad  companies  in 
this  state,  subject  to  all  the  statutes  which  are  now  or  may  here- 
after be  enacted  for  the  government  of  railroad  companies,  and 
all  the  immunities,  rights,  privileges,  and  powers  given  in  this 
act  shall  be  enjoyed  by  the  railroad  companies  at  present  existing 
in  this  State:  provided,  the  same  do  not  conflict  with  the  special 
provisions  of  any  charter."  By  Sec.  10  it  was  further  provided 
that  "  any  railroad  company  may  lay  out  and  locate  its  road,  and 
take  any  lands  for  the  various  purposes  thereof,  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  general  statute  laws  of  this  State ;  but  no  land 
shall  be  taken  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof,  except 
within  twelve  months  after  the  approval  of  the  location  of  the 
route  by  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners." 

It  is  evident  that  this  Act  was  intended  in  some  respects  to 
affect  companies  holding  a  special  charter.  There  were,  at  the 
date  of  its  passage,  no  railroad  companies  of  any  other  description 
organized  in  this  State;  and  there  could  have  been  none.     Sec- 
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tion  6  gave  all  the  then  existing  companies  the  same  privileges 
and  immunities  which  were  offered  to  such  future  ones  as  might 
be  incorporated  under  the  Act.  It  also  invested  the  latter  with 
all  the  privileges  enjoyed  by  all  the  former,  and  subjected  them 
to  the  same  general  statutory  restrictions.  One  of  these  would 
have  been  that  laid  down  by  the  Act  of  1867,  the  language  of 
which  has  been  quoted,  had  it  not  been  for  Sec.  10.  That,  as 
to  the  companies  embraced  in  its  terms,  while  imposing  a  twelve- 
month time  limit  for  condemnation  proceedings,  unlike  the  Act 
of  1867,  prescribed  no  special  sanction  in  case  of  delay. 

In  the  Revision  of  1875,  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1871 
were  distributed  under  several  articles,  in  the  part  concerning 
railroad  companies  (p.  315).  That  Article  entitled  "  Organiza- 
tion of  companies  "  contained  the  portion  of  Sec.  6  relating  to 
entries  on  land  for  purposes  of  survey,  but  made  it  applicable 
to  "  every  railroad  company  "  as  regards  "  the  route  specified  in 
its  charter  or  articles  of  association  " ;  placing  next  after  it  as  a 
separate  section  that  clause  of  Sec.  10  imposing  a  time  limit  for 
eminent  domain  proceedings,  the  language  of  the  original  statute 
being  kept  substantially  unaltered.  No  other  provision  for  such 
a  limitation  was  incorporated  in  that  Revision.  Of  the  other 
sections  in  the  Act  of  1871,  several  were  placed  in  the  Article 
on  "  Steam  Railroads,"  for  the  government  of  all  railroad  com- 
panies "  except  when  otherwise  specially  provided  in  their 
charters." 

Obviously  the  revisers  understood  it  to  be  the  purpose  of 
the  legislature  by  the  Act  of  1871  to  put  all  railroad  companies 
substantially  on  the  same  footing  in  respect  to  the  exercise  of  the 
power  of  eminent  domain,  except  so  far  as  special  charters  might, 
in  any  particular  case,  otherwise  prescribe.  It  is  incredible  that 
they  would  else  have  failed  to  retain  the  twelve-month  limita- 
tion of  the  Act  of  1867,  since  to  strike  it  out  without  replacing 
it  by  any  other  would  have  withdrawn  the  protection  of  a 
remedial  statute  of  great  importance  from  landowners  through- 
out the  State.  In  our  opinion  they  did  not  misconceive  the  legis- 
lative intent. 

In  1882  an  Act  was  passed  entitled  "  An  Act  amending  an 
Act  concerning  Railroad  Companies."  Of  this,  the  operation 
of  the  first  three  sections  was  expressly  confined  to  companies 
organized  under  the  general  railroad  law,  the  other  three  were 
in  terms  applicable  to  all  railroad  companies.  Section  1  of  this 
Act  reads  thus:  "  Every  railroad  company  organized  under  the 
general  railroad  law  may  take  land  subject  to  the  law  in  such 
case  provided,  at  any  time  within  two  years  after  the  approval 
of  the  location  bv  the  railroad  commissioners."      Section   2  al-

lowed  the  commissioners  to  extend  this  time  for  two  years  -more, 
in  favor  of  any  of  the  companies  so  organized,  proceedings  by 
which  might  have  been  delayed  by  litigation  or  other  opposition. 
In  the  Revision  of  1888,  Sec.  1  is  reproduced  by  Sec.  3439  in 
Cliap.  212,  in  the  form  already  stated.  The  saving  clause  in 
Sec.  3439  referred  to  Sec.  3440,  in  which  was  contained  the 
power  of  extending  the  time  limit  in  favor  of  companies  or- 
ganized under  the  general  railroad  law,  given  by  Sec.  2  of  the 
Act  of  1882. 

Here  again  the  authors  of  the  Revision  evidently  and  rightly 
considered  it  to  be  the  true  design  of  the  legislature  to  place  all 
railroad  companies  on  the  same  general  footing  as  respects  the 
time  for  commencing  condemnation  proceedings.  It  would  be 
unreasonable  to  suppose  that  unchartered  companies  were  in- 
tended to  have  for  this  purpose  a  year  more  than  chartered  com- 
panies. It  would  have  been  equally  unreasonable  to  suppose 
that  chartered  companies  had  been  left  for  thirteen  years  with- 
out any  limitation  at  all  in  this  respect. 

The  Resolution  under  which  the  revisers  were  appointed 
authorized  them  to  "revise  the  public  statutes  and  prepare  a 
new  edition  for  publication/'  reporting  their  doings  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  1887.  10  Special  Laws,  185.  As  no 
specific  directions  as  to  the  mode  of  revision  wTere  thus  prescribed, 
it  must  be  presumed  that  they  were  expected  to  proceed  in  the 
manner  which  has  been  usual  in  this  State.  What  this  is  suffi- 
ciently appears  in  the  prefaces  found  in  most  of  our  Revisions. 
The  revisers  have  generally  been  particularly  instructed  by  the 
terms  of  their  appointment.  Thus,  the  commission  of  those 
who  had  prepared  the  previous  Revision  (that  of  1875),  had  been 
that  they  should  "  as  far  as  practicable,  consolidate  all  Acts  re- 
lating to  the  same  subject-matter,  correct  ambiguities,  supply 
all  manifest  omissions,  insert  such  notes  and  references  to  the 
judicial  decisions  in  this  State  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  an- 
nexing thereto  all  statutes  heretofore  enacted  relating  to  the 
settlement  of  inhabitants,  if  deemecl  expedient,  arranging  said 
edition  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  best,  and  report  their 
doings  to  the  next  General  Assembly."  Revision  of  1875,  Pre- 
face, xi.  Similar  terms  had  been  used  in  the  resolutions  provid- 
ing for  the  two  last  preceding  revisions.  Rev.  of  1866,  Pre- 
face, iv;  Rev.  of  1849,  Preface,  iii;  Cf.  Rev.  of  1821,  Preface, 
viii.  But,  whatever  may  have  been  the  precise  terms  used  by 
the  legislature,  the  general  intent  has  always  been  the  same. 
The  end  in  view  was  to  secure  such  a  codification  and  correction 
of  the  existing  law  as  would  make  it  clear,  certain,  and  reason- 
ably uniform  in  operation.     This  it  was  for  the  revisers  to  pre- 
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pare  and  the  legislature  to  adopt,  or  as  it  might  think  proper,  to 
modify  or  reject. 

The  Revision  of  1888,  by  the  section  under  consideration, 
carried  out  what  had  undoubtedly  been  the  general  intent  of 
the  legislature,  and  its  approval  by  the  General  Assembly  in 
1887  made  it  the  law  of  this  case. 

There  is  nothing  inconsistent  with  this  view  in  the  provisions 
of  an  "  Act  concerning  Railroads,"  passed  in  1895.  Public 
Acts  of  1895,  p.  542.  This  makes  the  principal  sections  of 
Chap.  214  (concerning  the  "  Location  and  Construction  of  Rail- 
roads "),  of  the  General  Statutes  part  of  the  charter  of  every 
company  incorporated  by  the  General  Assembly  to  construct, 
own,  or  operate  a  steam  railroad  in  this  State.  That  some  of 
these,  at  least,  were  applicable  to  chartered  companies  has  been 
previously  determined  by  this  court.  CockcrofVs  Appeal,  60 
Conn.,  161,  164.  This  Act  of  1895  seems  designed  to  further 
the  policy  of  treating  all  steam  railroads  alike  in  respect  to  the 
mode  of  their  construction;  and  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose 
that,  had  the  attention  of  the  legislature  then  been  called  to  the 
provisions  of  Chap.  212  which  are  now  in  question,  it  would  not 
have  included  them  also  within  the  terms  of  the  new  law,  had 
this  been  thought  necessary  to  give  the  benefit  of  them  to  land- 
owners as  against  chartered  companies. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  determine  whether  there  was  error  in 
denying  the  defendant's  motion  to  dismiss  the  application. 
Ordinarily  such  a  motion  can  be  granted  only  when  the  proceed- 
ing is  either  totally  void,  or  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  tribu- 
nal before  which  it  is  brought.  But  the  demurrer  should  have 
been  sustained.  The  application  showed  upon  its  face  that  it 
was  brought  seven  years  too  late.  ISTo  justification  for  the  delay 
was  stated  and  none  could  have  been.  When. the  effect  of  a 
statute  of  limitation  can  be  avoided  by  a  new  promise,  it  is  the 
proper  subject  of  a  plea  or  answer,  so  that  the  plaintiff  may  have 
an  opportunity  to  reply.  But  a  proceeding  of  the  character 
of  that  at  bar  rests  on  no  contract,  and  is  stricti  juris.  The 
plaintiff  stated  its  claim  fully,  and  the  statement  showed  that  it 
could  not,  under  any  circumstances,  maintain  it  against  the  de- 
fendant's objection.  It  was  therefore  his  right  to  set  this  up 
by  demurrer.  Rhode  Island  vs.  Massachusetts,  15  Pet.,  233, 
272;  O'Connor  vs.  Waterbury,  69  Conn.,  206,  210. 

There  is  error,  the  judgment  is  set  aside,  and  the  cause  re- 
manded to  the  judge  of  the  Superior  Court  for  the  entry  of  a 
judgment  in  favor  of  the  defendant  on  his  demurrer. 

In  this  opinion  the  other  judges  concurred.

Finding  and  Order  of  the  Railroad 
Commissioners. 

Be  it  remembered  that  The  Hartford  and  Connecticut 
Western  Railroad  Company  by  its  application  dated  the  14th 
day  of  May,  1900,  applied  to  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of 
the  state  of  Connecticut  showing  among  other  things  that  its 
directors  at  a  meeting  duly  warned  and  held  in  the  city  and 
state  of  New  York  on  the  2d  day  of  May,  1900,  laid  out  and 
finally  located  its  branch  railroad  across  the  land  of  one 
Charles  C.  Montague  in  the  town  of  East  Granby,  in  the  state

And  your  applicant  shows  that  on  or  about  the  4th  day  of 
November,  1898,  under  the  provision  of  the  statute  in  such 
case  made  and  provided,  your  applicant  brought  its  applica- 
tion, to  the  Honorable  Samuel  O.  Prentice,  a  Judge  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  the  state  of  Connecticut,  against  one 
Charles  C.  Montague  of  the  town  of  Amherst,  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  for  the  appointment  of  appraisers  to 
estimate  all  damages  that  might  arise  to  any  person  from 
the  taking  and  occupation  of  a  certain  piece  of  real  estate 
owned  by  said  Montague  and  situated  within  the  said  town 
of  East  Granby,  and  comprised  within  the  location  of  said 
branch  railroad,  as  your  applicant  had  not  been  able  to 
acquire  said  right  for  railroad  purposes  by  agreement  with 
said  Montague,  whereupon  such  proceedings  were  subse- 
quently had  that  on  the  26th  day  of  December,  1899,  the 
said  Samuel  O.  Prentice  as  a  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  ap- 
pointed Hon.  Geo.  M.  Woodruff  of  Litchfield,  John  J.  Jen- 
nings of  Bristol,  and  James  H.  Webb  of  New  Haven,  ap- 
praisers to  estimate  all  damages  that  might  arise  to  the  said 
Charles  C.  Montague  from  the  taking  and  occupation  for 
railroad  purposes  of  the  real  estate  described  in  said  applica- 
tion. 

And  your  applicant  further  shows  that  subsequently  said 
Montague  took  an  appeal  from  said  judgment  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Errors  of  this  state,  which  reversed  said  judgment  on 
the  ground  that  said  proceedings  had  not  been  commenced 
within  two  years  after  the  approval  of  tne  location  of  the  route 
by  the  Eailroad  Commissioners. 

And  your  applicant  further  shows  that  as  above  stated  said 
former  location  so  far  as  the  same  crossed  said  land  so  owned 
by  said  Montague  has  lapsed  and  become  void  and  of  no  effect, 
and  that  a  new  location  has  become  necessary  in  order  to  con- 
struct said  road. 

And  your  applicant  further  shows  that  since  the  approval 
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of  said  layout  it  has  acquired  by  agreement  of  all  the  parties 
in  interest  the  right  of  way  over  and  along  all  other  portions 
of  said  location,  and  has  constructed  on  said  right  of  way  so 
acquired  as  aforesaid  a  railroad  at  an  actual  cost  of  over 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars  expended  within  the  limits 
of  the  state  of  Connecticut. 

And  your  applicant  further  shows  that  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  said  company,  duly  warned  and  held  in 
the  city  of  New  York  and  state  of  ISTew  York  on  the  2d  day 
of  May,  1900,  the  following  vote  was  unanimously  passed: 

Whereas,  in  pursuance  of  a  vote  passed  by  this  Board  on 
the  17th  day  of  July,  1889,  this  company  has  hitherto  laid  out 
and  located  a  branch  railroad  from  a  point  on  its  main  line 
near  TarifTville,  in  the  town  of  Simsbury  and  state  of  Con- 
necticut, northeasterly  through  the  towns  of  Simsbury,  East 
G-ranby,  and  Suffield,  to  a  point  on  the  boundary  line  between 
the  states  of  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts  under  the  author- 
ity of  an  amendment  to  the  charter  of  this  company  passed 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  Connecticut  at  its  January 
session,  1887,  which  layout  and  location  was  subsequently  on 
the  14th  day  of  August,  1889,  approved  by  the  Railroad 
Commissioners  of  the  state  of  Connecticut,  and  has  also  laid 
out  and  located  a  continuation  of  said  branch  railroad  from 
said  point  on  said  boundary  line  northeasterly  to  a  point  on 
the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  in  the  town  of  West  Spring- 
field in  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  whence  said  branch  rail- 
road has  connection  into  the  city  of  Springfield. 

And  Whereas,  this  company  has  acquired  the  right  of  way 
over  and  along  the  entire  layout  of  said  branch  railroad,  ex- 
cept over  that  portion  of  said  layout  which  crossed  land  now 
or  lately  standing  of  record  in  the  name  of  Charles  C.  Mon- 
tague of  Amherst,  Mass.,  which  land  is  situated  in  the  town 
of  East  Granby,  and  extends  from  station  known  as  177  on 
the  center  line  of  said  layout  and  location  to  a  point  known  as 
180x13,  a  distance  of  three  hundred  and  thirteen  feet  (313).

follows,  to  wit: 

The  center  line  of  said  branch  railroad  across  said  lands  of 
said  Montague  begins  at  a  point  in  the  southerly  line  of  said 
Montague's  land  at  a  point  in  the  center  line  of  said  branch 
railroad  as  now  constructed  according  to  the  layout  and  loca- 
tion thereof  as  aforesaid  at  a  point  known  as  station  177; 
thence  the  center  line  of  this  layout  and  location  across  said 
Montague's  land  runs  by  a  tangent  bearing  north  17°  15'  east 
for  a  distance  of  three  hundred  and  thirteen  (313)  feet  to  a 
point  in  the  northerly  line  of  said  Montague's  land,  which 
latter  point  is  in  the  center  line  of  said  branch  railroad  as  now 
constructed  at  station  180x13.

Opinion  of  Commissioners  on  Plea  to  their 

Jurisdiction. 

The  question  raised  by  the  plea  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commissioners  to  entertain  this  application  have  been  con- 
sidered by  us  in  connection  with  the  able  arguments  pre- 
sented in  support  of  the  same. 
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Section  3460  of  the  General  Statutes,  1888,  provides  that 
"  every  railroad  company  may  lay  out  its  road  not  exceeding 
six  rods  in  width,  .  .  .  and  no  railroad  shall  lay  out  and 
finally  locate  its  road  without  the  written  approbation  of  the 
location  by  said  commissioners." 

Sec.  3439  limits  the  time  for  taking  land  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  owner  to  within  two  years  of  the  time  of  the  ap- 
proval of  the  layout  by  the  commissioners. 

In  this  case  the  time  having  lapsed  before  the  proceedings 
were  commenced  to  take  the  land  in  question,  it  follows,  as 
determined  by  the  Supreme  Court,  that  no  compulsory  meas- 
ures can  be  legally  employed  to  obtain  the  right  of  way 
over  the  respondent's  land  under  the  former  location. 

The  applicant's  branch  road  was  laid  out,  and  the  same 
was  approved  by  the  commissioners  during  the  year  1889, 
since  which  time  it  has  obtained  by  agreement  with  the 
owners  of  the  land,  excepting  the  respondent's  land,  the  right 
of  way  within  the  limits  of  said  location,  and  has  constructed 
its  road  over  the  land  so  acquired. 

The  applicant  has  been  unable  to  acquire  by  agreement 
a  right  of  way  for  its  railroad  over  respondent's  land.  It 
did  on  May  2,  1900,  relocate  its  branch  railroad  over  the  land 
of  the  respondent,  and  thereupon  brought  its  application  be- 
fore this  board  for  its  approval  of  such  location. 

Several  important  legal  objections  have  been  made  by  the 
respondents  as  to  the  power  and  right  of  the  commissioners  to 
entertain  said  application. 

As  we  interpret  the  statutes  it  requires  as  preceding  our 
action  a  reasonably  definite  layout  and  location  of  a  railroad 
by  the  company;  that  it  must  be  in  a  suitable  location  for  the 
public  interest  and  appear  to  be  made  fairly  and  in  good  faith 
before  the  commissioners  approve  of  such  layout. 

If  we  find  affirmatively  upon  these  and  other  facts  which 
might  properly  appear  to  influence  the  action  of  this  board 
in  giving  its  approval,  it  would  of  course  be  our  duty  to 
approve  of  the  location.  If,  however,  it  should  appear  on 
the  contrary  that  it  would  be  against  the  public  interest  and 
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unjust  to  property-owners  to  sanction  such  layout,  it  would  be 
our  duty  to  withhold  our  approval. 

It  appears  to  us  that  we  have  no  other  power  to  exercise 
than  a  discretion  upon  the  facts  and  circumstances  as  they 
appear  to  us,  —  either  to  approve  or  to  withhold  our  approval 
of  the  location,  as  it  is  presented  to  us,  unless  it  should  appear 
that  the  layout  of  the  road  is  so  clearly  illegal  and  defective 
as  not  to  leave  a  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  commissioners, 
and  that  its  approval  would  be  an  idle  ceremony. 

The  legal  questions  raised  by  the  respondents  in  their  plea 
as  to  our  right  to  entertain  such  application,  should  we  sus- 
tain them,  would  bar,  we  believe,  the  petitioner  from  further 
proceedings  and  deprive  it  of  the  means  of  having  our  action 
reviewed  by  the  courts  and  set  aside,  if  erroneous,  in  which 
event  its  branch  road  which  has  been  constructed,  excepting 
over  the  land  in  question,  could  not  be  completed  and  put  in 
operation  without  first  obtaining  legislative  aid. 

Whatever  may  be  our  opinion  as  to  the  legal  objections 
to  our  approval  of  the  layout,  we  realize  that  this  board  as 
defined  by  the  highest  court  of  this  state  is  not  a  court,  nor 
do  we  believe  the  legislature  in  giving  to  it  limited  powers, 
intended  that  it  should  become  the  final  arbiter  of  important 
judicial  questions  which  involve,  as  in  this  case,  large  and 
important  property  rights. 

In  State  vs.  New  Haven  &  Northampton  K.  E.  Co.,  43 
Conn.,  381-382,  the  court  says:  "The  commissioners  are 
nowhere  in  the  statute  called  or  referred  to  as  judges  by  the 
legislature.  Manifestly,  therefore,  they  are  not  regarded  as 
judges  by  the  legislature.  Their  duties,  except  in  a  very 
limited  sense,  are  not  judicial." 

"  It  is  not  their  duty,  and  they  have  no  power  to  ascertain 
and  determine  the  rights  and  enforce  the  relative  duties  of 
the  contending  parties.  Their  whole  power,  and  conse- 
quently the  whole  duty  in  respect  to  the  matter  now  under 
consideration  was  to  give  or  withhold  their  assent  to  the 
proposition  of  the  railroad  company.  Their  duties  are  not 
to  enforce  rights  and  redress  wrongs  as  a  court  of  justice." 

There  remains  a  sufficient  doubt  in  our  minds,  in  view 
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of  the  legal  questions  presented,  and  the  large  property  rights 
involved,  incline  us  to  so  dispose  of  the  case  as  to  leave  a  way 
open  for  a  full  adjudication  by  the  courts  of  the  question  of  law 
arising  in  this  contention. 

The  plea  to  our  jurisdiction  is  therefore  overruled.

C.  Wagner,  owner  of  the  land  described  in  said  ap- 
plication as  land  of  Charles  C.  Montague,  hereby  demurs  to 
the  application  of  The  Hartford  and  Connecticut  Western 
Eailroad  Company  for  the  written  approval  of  the  location  of 
a  railroad  over  his  land,  and  says  that  the  said  application  and 
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the  matters  therein  contained  are  insufficient  in  law,   and 
for  causes  of  said  demurrer  specially  assigns  the  following: 

1.  Because  it  appears  that  The  Hartford  and  Connecticut 
Western  Railroad  Company  did  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-nine  lay  out  and  finally  locate  the  branch  railroad 
authorized  by  the  amendment  to  its  charter  referred  to  in  said 
application,  and  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  this  state  did 
upon  the  application  of  said  company  in  said  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-nine  approve  said  location  in  writing. 

2.  Because  it  appears  that  The  Hartford  and  Connecticut 
Western  Railroad  Company  did  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-nine  fully  exercise  and  exhaust  such  power  and 
authority  as  may  have  been  given  to  it  by  the  amendment 
to  its  charter  described  in  said  application  to  locate  said 
branch  railroad,  and  said  company  therefore  had  on  the  2d 
day  of  May,  1900,  no  power  or  authority  to  locate  a  rail- 
road upon  said  land  described  in  the  alleged  vote  of  the 
directors  of  said  company  of  said  date. 

3.  Because  the  sole  ground  of  this  application  is  that 
the  applicant  has  not  acquired  with  the  consent  of  the  owner 
thereof  the  said  land  now  owned  by  this  defendant  within  the 
location  of  its  branch  railroad  as  duly  made  and  approved  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  and  failed  to 
exercise  its  right  to  condemn  said  land  within  two  years 
after  the  approval  »of  the  location  of  the  route  of  said  branch 
railroad  by  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  because  this  is 
not  sufficient  in  law  to  give  to  this  Honorable  Board  of  Rail- 
road Commissioners  jurisdiction  to  grant  the  prayer  of  said 
application  or  act  upon  the  same. 

4.  Because  said  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  The 
Hartford  and  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company  al- 
leged to  have  been  passed  on  the  2d  day  of  May,  1900,  does 
not  pretend  to  lay  out  and  locate  the  branch  railroad  authorized 
by  said  amendment  to  the  charter  of  said  company,  but  merely 
pretends  to  adopt  a  layout  and  location  of  a  railroad  for  a  dis- 
tance of  three  hundred  and  thirteen  (313)  feet,  and  there- 
fore for  a  small  part  of  the  route  of  said  branch  railroad, 
and  is  not  a  layout  and  location  of  any  such  branch  railroad 
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as  was  authorized  by  said  amendment  of  applicant's  charter 
nor  a  change  of  such  a  layout  or  location  or  of  any  part  or 
section  thereof. 

5.  Because  the  said  vote  of  May  2,  1900,  appears  to  have 
been  passed  by  the  directors  of  The  Hartford  and  Connecticut 
Western  Railroad  Company  outside  of  the  state  of  Connecti- 
cut, and  does  not  appear  to  have  been  passed  at  a  lawful 
meeting  of  said  board. 

6.  Because  it  appears  that  at  a  meeting  of  The  Hart- 
ford and  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company  held  on  the 
9th  day  of  July,  1889,  the  directors  were  authorized  and  in- 
structed to  lay  out  and  construct  a  branch  railroad  into  the 
city  of  Springfield,  and  because  it  further  appears  that  the 
directors  of  said  company  in  said  vote  of  May  2,  1900,  while 
pretending  to  act  in  pursuance  of  said  vote  of  said  corporation 
of  July  9,  1889,  are  in  fact  laying  out  and  locating  said  piece 
of  railroad  over  this  defendant's  land  not  as  a  part  of  a  branch 
railroad  into  the  city  of  Springfield,  but  merely  as  a  part  of  a 
branch  railroad  to  the  town  of  West  Springfield. 

7.  Because  it  does  not  appear  that  the  applicant  did  be- 
fore applying  to  this  Honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners for  their  approval  of  said  location  deposit  with  the 
state  treasurer  a  sum  equal  to  eleven  dollars  per  mile  of  the 
length  of  its  proposed  road  in  this  state,  but  only  the  sum  of 
eleven  dollars  for  one  mile  or  a  fraction  thereof.

And  counsel  were  duly  heard  upon  these  demurrers,  and 
thereupon  we  adjourned  said  hearing  until  the  16th  day  of

And  be  it  further  remembered  that  upon  due  consideration 
we  overruled  said  demurrers  as  set  forth  in  the  following 
memorandum  of  our  decision  thereon,  to  wit :

Office  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners, 

Hartford,  July  11,  1900. 
In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Hartford  &  Con- 
necticut Western  Railroad  Company. 

The  demurrer  to  the  application  raises  several  questions  of 
law  in  addition  to  those  presented  in  the  respondent's  plea  to 
our  jurisdiction.  The  view  taken  by  us  and  the  reasons  ex- 
pressed in  our  decision  in  overruling  that  plea  apply  with 
equal  force,  we  believe,  to  the  questions  made  upon  the  de- 
murrer. We  are  still  of  the  opinion  that  the  statute  limits  our 
power  to  the  approval  or  withholding  our  approval  of  the  loca- 
tion of  a  railroad,  and  that  the  legislature  did  not  intend  that 
this  commission  should  determine  the  numerous  questions  of 
law  which  can  be  raised  as  to  the  validity  of  the  layout  of  a 
railroad. 

The  demurrer  is  overruled.

Important  Changes  during  the  Year. 

There  was  an  increase  in  mileage  of  the  Boston  &  Providence  Railroad  by 
changes  at  Boston  to  connect  with  the  new  terminal  station.  The  connection 
with  the  Park  Square  Station  was  abandoned,  and  the  road  extended  to  the  tracks 
of  The  Boston  Terminal  Company,  the  net  increase  in  mileage  being  thirty-nine 
hundredths  of  a  mile. 

The  Warwick  Branch,  owned  by  the  N.  Y.,  K  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.,  9.90 
miles,  was  sold  during  the  year. 

The  above  changes  made  a  net  decrease  of  9.51  miles  of  road  operated  by  the 
N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co. 

No  leases  taken  or  surrendered. 

No  consolidations  or  re-organizations  effected. 

There  were  440  shares  of  the  Company's  stock  issued  during  the  year  in 
exchange  for  stock  of  the  New  England  Railroad  Company. 

No  new  bonds  issued. 
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Contracts,  Agreements,  etc. 

The  Adams  Express  Company  operates  over  the  road.  The  compensation  is 
a  percentage  of  the  gross  earnings. 

The  mail  service  is  performed  in  accordance  with  Acts  of  the  Congress,  and 
for  the  compensation  fixed  by  the  Post-office  Department. 

Sleeping,  parlor,  and  buffet  cars  are  owned  and  operated  by  this  company. 

Joint  lines  are  operated  in  connection  with  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  for 
both  parlor  and  sleeping  cars,  each  road  furnishing  its  quota,  based  on  mileage. 

Pullman  sleepers  and  Parlor  cars  are  operated  between  Boston  and  Harlem 
River,  filling  joint  lines  with  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  between  Boston,  Phila- 
delphia, and  Washington. 

Three  dining  cars  are  operated  between  Boston  and  New  London,  owned  and 
leased  by  this  company. 

The  company  has  arrangements  with  its  connections  for  the  interchange  of 
freight  and  passengers  whereby  it  receives,  in  some  cases  its  local  rates,  and  in 
other  cases  a  proportion  of  the  through  rate  based  on  the  relative  mileage.  There 
is  also  a  contract  (to  which  this  company  is  a  party)  between  the  rail  and  water 
transportation  lines  between  New  York  and  Boston  which  regulates  passenger 
and  freight  rates. 

Contract  with  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  for  the  transaction  of 
the  telegraph  business,  under  which  the  Railroad  Company  furnishes  operators 
at  stations,  carries  telegraph  material,  etc.,  and  receives  a  proportion  of  the  gross 
receipts.  Also  contract  with  the  Connecticut  River  Telegraph  Company,  cover- 
ing the  Valley  Branch  from  Hartford  to  Saybrook  Point.  The  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  furnish  operators,  carry  material,  etc.,  and  Telegraph  Company  to  trans- 
mit Railroad  Company  messages. 

Contracts  with  the  New  England  Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company,  Southern 
Massachusetts  Telephone  Company,  Providence  Telephone  Company,  Southern 
New  England  Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company,  New  York  Telephone  Com- 
pany, Hudson  River  Telephone  Company,  and  the  American  Telephone  &  Tele- 
graph Company,  for  exchange  service  with  the  usual  terms  granted  to  Railroad 
Companies.

May  27,  1900.  At  12.30  a.  m.  car  No.  3  was  southbound  and  just  coming  to  a 
standstill  in  turnout  at  Dayville,  when  carriage  with  occupants  suddenly 
came  into  sight  around  corner  from  direction  of  Attawaugan.  Horse  turned 
abruptly  to  the  south  and  overturned  carriage.

He  fell,  striking 
his  head  on  the  ground,  and  subsequently  died  in  the  Day-Kimball  Hospital 
from  concussion  of  the  brain. 

June  24,  1900.  Car  No.  19,  southbound  and  nearing  Wildwood  Park.  Buggy 
with  man  and  woman,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hector  Le  Claire,  going  north.  Horse 
gave  no  signs  of  fright  at  approaching  car,  and  forward  part  of  car  passed 
buggy  at  rate  of  five  miles  per  hour,  approximately.  Horse  subsequently 
shied  away  from  car,  but,  responding  to  rein,  backed,  striking  side  of  car. 
Buggy  overturned  and  woman  sustained  slight  bruises  on  face.

The  phrase  u  railroad  company  "  shall  be  construed  to 
mean  and  include  all  corporations,  trustees,  receivers,  or 
other  persons,  that  lay  out,  construct,  maintain,  or 
operate  a  railroad  operated  by  steam  power,  unless  such 
meaning  would  be  repugnant  to  the  context  or  to  the 
manifest  intention  of  the  General  Assembly. 


Section  1.  Section  296  of  the  general  statutes  is

Sec.  3504.  Every  railroad  company  shall  construct 
suitable  cattle-guards  and  fences  therefrom  at  all  cross- 
ings of  passways  or  highways,  to  prevent  cattle  from 
passing  upon  its  railroad,  except  when  the  railroad 
commissioners  deem  it  unnecessary. 

Sec.  3505.  Every  railroad  company  shall  erect  and 
maintain  fences  on  the  sides  of  the  railroads  operated  by 
it  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  railroad  commissioners 
shall  direct;  and  every  railroad  company  operating  any 
railroad  constructed  under  any  act  of  incorporation 
passed  since  the  first  Wednesday  of  May,  1850,  or  here- 
after constructed,  shall  cause  sufficient  fences  to  be

FIFTH    ANNUAL    REPORT. 


This  year  is  singularly  a  marked  epoch  in  the  history  of  the 
"Good  Roads'  Movement,"  and  opened  auspiciously  with  the 
timely  message  of  Governor  Lounsbury,  in  which  he  said : 

"Of  the  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  annually  appropriated 
by  this  State  for  the  improvement  of  its  highways,  over  ninety 
nine  thousand  dollars  were  spent  last  year  under  the  law.  Forty- 
eight  miles  of  road  were  thus  improved.  At  this  rate  it  will  take 
more  than  fifty  years  to  build  up  a  general  system  of  good  roads 
throughout  the  State.  Within  the  last  half  century  enough  has 
been  wasted  in  the  unwise  building  and  repair  of  roads  to  con- 
struct a  first-class  highway  between  all  the  hamlets,  the  villages, 
and  the  cities  of  the  State.  If  you  can  stop  this  vast  waste,  and 
then,  to  the  money  thus  saved  add  State  appropriation  increased 
by  one-third  of  what  you  can  save  by  wise  retrenchment  in  other 
lines  of  State  expense,  you  can  have  an  unbroken  system  of  ex- 
cellent roads  in  less  than  twenty  years.  State  aid,  wisely  offered, 
will  excite  local  interest,  and  local  interest  once  aroused  becomes 
the  strongest  factor  in  solving  the  problem  of  good  roads.  To 
the  road  improvement  of  every  town  there  should  be  offered  a 
State  supervision  which  gives  to  each  town  the  benefit  of  the 
experience  of  all  the  towns,  and  which  enlightens  local  authority 
rather  than  supersedes  it. 

"The  poorer  towns  of  the  State  are  already  burdened  in  keep- 
ing open  and  making  passable  their  many  miles  of  highway. 
For  improvement  of  roads  in  these  towns  the  State  should  bear 
three-fourths  of  the  expense  instead  of  one-half.  We  can  cer- 
tainly afford  to  give  to  our  poor  towns  a  proportion  of  aid,  which 
neighboring  States  give  to  rich  and  poor  alike.  The  money 
spent  on  roads  in  these  towns  should  be  used,  as  far  as  possible. 
(5) 
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in  giving  work  to  their  unemployed  laborers.  In  this  way  the 
money  goes  from  the  rich  State  into  the  poor  town,  and  after  it 
has  done  its  beneficent  work,  flows  back  into  the  State  again  over 
the  highway  which  it  has  built.  There  is  no  real  increase  in 
burdens,  and  the  less  fortunate  share  in  the  general  prosperity. 

ft 

The  poor  hill  towns  are  rich  in  beautiful  sites  for  summer  homes, 
and  good  roads  are  the  best  ways  for  opening"  up  these  sites  to 
the  world." 

We  very  seldom  find  a  great  subject  touched  and  left  so 
quickly,  where  the  subject  has  been  so  fully  understood,  plainly 
stated,  and  yet  so  completely  covered. 

The  Governor's  message  was  followed  very  shortly  by  a  report 
of  the  special  committee,  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
1897,  to  investigate  the  subject  of  State  road  improvement.  This 
committee  held  meetings  in  every  county  of  the  State,  at  which 
all  the  questions  surrounding  road  improvement  were  freely  dis- 
cussed and  suggestions  offered  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on 
the  work  of  road  improvement,  so  that  it  might  reach  the  con- 
ditions existing  in  the  several  towns  of  the  State. 

The  committee  had  been  carefully  selected  with  a  view  to 
treating  the  question  broadly,  and  remedy  whatever  evils  were 
found  to  exist  under  the  laws  of  1895  and  1897.  After  the  hear- 
ings had  been  closed  the  committee  formulated  the  result  of  their 
investigations  in  the  following  report : 

"REPORT 

OF    THE

"State  of  Connecticut, 

"General  Assembly, 

"January  Session,  1899. 
"To'  the  General  Assembly  : — 

"The  undersigned,  appointed  a  committee  under  the  following 
resolution,  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
viz. : 
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"  'General  Assembly, 
"  'January  Session,  A.  D.  1897. 
"  'Resolved  by  this  Assembly  : — 

"  'That  a  joint  Committee  of  nine,  composed  of  one  Senator 
and  eight  Representatives,  one  to  be  from  each  county,  be  raised, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  investigate  the  subject  of  State  road 
improvement,  and  to  recommend  to  the  next  General  Assembly 
such  plan  as  they  may  deem  advisable  for  a  general  system  of 
road  improvement,  and  providing  means  for  the  payment  there- 
for. Said  committee  shall  serve  without  pay  or  expense  to  the 
State.' 
"Beg  leave  to  report : 

"That  in  pursuance  of  the  purpose  of  their  appointment  they 
have  held  public  meetings  in  each  of  the  several  counties  of  the 
State,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  which  meetings  were  given 
to  the  selectmen  and  other  officials  of  neighboring  towns,  to  the 
county  commissioners,  and  to  the  officers  of  banks  and  other 
financial  institutions,  besides  which  public  invitation  was  given  to 
all  persons  interested  in  the  subject  matter  of  the  resolution,  to 
appear  at  such  meetings,  and  to  be  heard  before  this  committee. 

"The  meetings  so  held  were  largely  attended,  and  a  large  de- 
gree of  interest  was  manifested  in  the  matter  under  consideration. 
We  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  great  mass  of  public 
sentiment  throughout  the  State  is  strongly  favorable  to  road  im- 
provement. While  the  work  heretofore  done,  under  the  State 
laws, has  not  in  all  the  individual  cases  been  of  a  satisfactory  char- 
acter, we  find  that  the  principal  objections  relate  to  the  work  done 
in  the  earlier  stages  of  the  system,  and  that  the  subsequent  work 
has  been  of  a  satisfactory  character,  and  that  the  experience 
gained  in  the  progress  of  the  work  has  been  valuable  both  as  to 
methods  and  economy  of  construction. 

"The  committee  requested  from  the  selectmen  of  each  of  the 
towns  in  the  State  an  estimate  of  the  number  of  miles  of  inter- 
town  highways  in  their  several  towns,  together  with  the  opinion 
of  the  selectmen  as  to  the  kinds  of  road  best  adapted  to  the 
locality,  with  the  mileage  of  each  kind,  and  furnishing  blanks  for 
reply.     From  the  answers  we  estimate  the  total  mileage  of  inter- 
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town  roads  to  be  about  2,300,  and  that  of  this  mileage  about  one- 
half  should  be  macadam,  and  one-half  gravel  (Telford)  construc- 
tion. As  macadam  highway  now  costs  about  $4,700  per  mile 
and  gravel  about  $1,600,  and  as  it  is  estimated  the  number  of 
miles  of  each  will  be  about  equal,  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the 
average  cost  per  mile  will  be  about  $3,150.  The  total  estimated 
cost  of  entire  construction  is  $6,000,000. 

"Under  the  law  of  1895  there  has  been  constructed  Jj  miles 
of  macadam,  and  under  that  of  1897,  91  miles.  Of  the  168  towns 
in  the  State,  120  have  availed  themselves  of  State  aid,  at  cost  to 
the  State  of  $332,784.33. 

"The  original  law  of  1895  provided  that  one-third  of  the  ex- 
pense of  construction  should  be  borne  by  the  State,  one-third  by 
the  county,  and  one-third  by  the  town.  The  county  tax  im- 
posed under  this  law  having  been  deemed,  in  many  instances,  un- 
just, the  Assembly  of  1897  substituted  the  present  law,  which 
divides  the  cost  equally  between  the  State  and  town. 

"This  committee  has  given  long,  earnest,  and  serious  consid- 
eration to  the  matter  of  a  proper  distribution,  between  town  and 
State,  of  the  cost  of  inter-town  road  construction.  Public  dis- 
cussion thereof  was  especially  invited  at  each  of  our  meetings, 
and  the  financial  condition  of  the  towns  has  been  carefully  in- 
quired into.  Our  conclusion,  based  upon  existing  conditions 
and  having  in  mind  solely  the  best  interest  of  the  State  at  large, 
with  the  desire  to  do  full  justice  to  the  several  towns,  and  im- 
posing no  hardship  upon  the  smaller  or  the  least  financially 
prosperous  towns,  is  that  the  State  should  pay  more  than  one-half 
and  the  individual  town  the  balance  of  the  cost. 

"The  consideration  of  this  subject  necessarily  involves  an 
inquiry  into  the  sources  of  State  revenue.  The  report  of  the 
State  Treasurer  for  the  last  current  year  shows  the  moneys  to 
have  been  received  from  the  following  sources :

"A  short  reflection  will  demonstrate  that  but  a  very  trifling 
portion  of  the  total  amount  could  by  any  possibility  have  been 
paid  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  smaller  towns,  the  burden  beings 
almost  exclusively  upon  the  more  wealthy  and  populous  ones. 

"We  believe  that  the  general  welfare  will  be  promoted  by  a 
complete  system  of  improved  inter-town  highways,  and  that  the 
benefit  of  the  people  of  these  wealthier  towns,. upon  whom  will 
fall  the  larger  part  of  the  cost  thereof,  will  recompense  them  for 
this  outlay. 

"We  likewise  believe  that  with  the  great  advantages  of  good 
over  poor  roads  are  so  apparent  as  to  need  no  mention,  it  will  be 
a  matter  of  economy  in  the  smaller  towns  to  pay  a  small  portion 
of  the  cost  of  good  road  construction,  rather  than  to  continue 
the  present  system  of  maintaining  what  at  best  are  in  many  cases 
indifferent,  if  not  absolutely  poor,  highways. 

"The  committee  has  given  serious  consideration  of  the  ques- 
tion of  discrimination  in  favor  of  towns  of  a  grand  list  of  less 
than  $1,000,000.  If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  General  Assembly, 
such  discrimination  should  be  made,  then  our  recommendation 
is  that  the  State  should  pay  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  improved 
highways  for  towns  with  a  grand  list  of  $1,000,000,  or  over,  and 
three-fourths  for  those  whose  grand  list  is  less  than  $1,000,000. 

"We  believe  that  experience  has  demonstrated  that  it  is  always 
advisable  that  there  shall  be,  in  matters  of  government  or  admin- 
istration, a  responsible  head,  to  which  proper  recognition  of  well- 
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performed  duties  may  be  made,  or  to  which  mal-administration 
may  be  charged,  as  the  case  may  be.  We  therefore  recommend 
a  single  head  to  the  Roads  Commission,  that  there  may  be  no. 
shifting  or  evasion  of  responsibility.  Suitable  provision  should 
be  made  for  the  proper  inspection  of  work  as  it  progresses,  and 
we  recommend  that  this  supervision  be  under  State  control,  both 
for  economic  reasons  and  because  this  only  can  insure  practical 
supervision  and  best  results. 

"A  large  saving  in  cost  of  construction  may  be  effected  by 
authorizing  the  Commissioner  to  consent  to*  individual  contracts 
by  towns  amounting  in  the  whole  to<  the  full  allowance  of  the 
town's  appropriation  for  the  current  and  the  next  ensuing  year, 
whenever  the  town  shall  advance  to  the  contractor  the  moneys 
required  for  the  payment  of  that  portion  of  the  appropriation 
which  otherwise  would  have  been  made  in  the  second  year.  In 
such  a  case  the  payment  of  the  State  appropriation  should  be 
divided  and  paid  by  the  State  as  though  said  work  had  been  done 
in  the  two  years'  separate  appropriation. 

"In  many  sections  of  the  State  the  reduction  of  the  grades 
of  highways  is  a  matter  of  great  importance,  and  we  recommend 
that,  with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner,  State  aid,  in  the 
same  proportion  as  in  road  construction,  be  furnished  the  towns 
for  the  purpose  of  such  reduction. 

"We  also  recommend  that  the  matter  of  survey  in  cases  of 
reduction  or  change  of  grade,  with  an  estimated  cost  not  exceed- 
ing $500.  for  such  change  or  reduction,  be  left  with  the  Commis- 
sioner, such  survey  to  be  dispensed  with  by  him  in  his  discretion. 

"Provision  should  be  made  SO'  that  where,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  selectmen  and  the  Commissioner,  a  Telford  road  is  more  prac- 
ticable, and  its  construction  more  desirable  than  macadam,  such 
Telford  road  may  be  constructed. 

"Bids  for  road  construction  should  be  opened  in  the  presence 
of  the  selectmen  and  the  Commissioner,  and  the  award  made  by 
their  joint  action. 

"In  view  of  past  experience,  the  committee  recommends  an 
annual  appropriation  by  the  State  of  $250,000.  for  the  purposes 
of  road  improvement.     WTe  believe  that  this  sum  will  be  fairly 
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adequate  for  the  next  two  years,  and  that  this  appropriation  can 
be  met  from  the  State  treasury  without  resorting  to  a  State  tax, 
or  to  the  issuance  of  bonds,  to  either  of  which  recourse  should 
not  be  had  unless  unavoidable. 

"This  sum,  with  the  amount  to  be  added  by  the  towns,  will 
build  upwards  of  eight)'  miles  of  road  each  year,  and  leave  about 
$30,000.  to  other  towns  for  the  reduction  of  grades,  and  for  the 
expenses  of  administration. 

"If  the  above  appropriation  is  continued  from  year  to  year, 
we  may  expect  that  within  twenty-five  years  the  whole  State  will 
be  covered  with  a  network  of  modern  roads. 

"We  recommend  that  a  provision  should  be  made  prohibiting 
selectmen  of  towns  from  having  any  personal  pecuniary  interest 
in  State  road  construction. 

"The  maintenance  of  improved  highways  is  nearly  as  im- 
portant as  their  construction,  as  travel  and  the  weather  will  de- 
velop slight  defects  in  even  the  best  constructed,  and,  unless 
proper  repairs  are  made  in  time,  a  costly  highway  may  become  as 
rough  and  useless  as  a  back  country  road.  It  has  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  your  committee  that  some  of  the  roads  built  under 
the  law  of  1895  have  been  wholly  neglected  by  the  towns  in 
which  they  are  located,  the  town  authorities  evidently  assuming 
that  an  improved  highway  ought  to  care  for  itself.  Neither  the 
Iawr  of  1895  or  that  of  1897  makes  any  provision  for  the  care  of 
the  highways  after  they  are  built,  presuming  that  the  towns 
would  care  for  them,  as  they  would  for  roads  built  entirely  with 
the1  town's  money. 

"It  certainly  belongs  to  the  towns  to  care  for  and  maintain 
the  roads  built  in  part  by  money  furnished  by  the  State.  Should 
they  fail  to  do  that,  the  State  should  take  the  matter  in  hand 
and  compel  the  towns  to  do  their  duty  in  the  matter. 

"Your  committee  recommend  that  the  Highway  Commis- 
sioner be  instructed  to  inspect  from  time  to  time  all  highways 
built  in  part  by  money  furnished  by  the  State.  Should  he  find 
that  proper  repairs  are  not  being  made  upon  the  same,  he  should 
be  authorized  to  notify  the  selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  they 
are  located  to  cause  the  same  to  be  repaired  forthwith,  in  a  manner 
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indicated  by  him.  Should  they  neglect  to  comply  with  his  orders, 
he  should  then  go  on  and  repair  same,  and  charge  the  expense  to 
the  town,  provision  being  made  for  collecting  same  from  the 
town, 

"The  members  of  this  committee  will  hold  themselves  in 
readiness  to  appear  before  any  committee  of  this  Assembly,, 
should  their  presence  be  deemed  desirable. 

"In  concluding  this  report  we  desire  tO'  express  our  earnest 
hope  that  the  General  Assembly  will  continue  the  work  of  inter- 
town  road  improvement  until  communication  may  be  had  from 
every  town  in  the  State  to  every  other  town  therein,  over  good 
substantial,  permanent  roads.  We  believe  that  in  no  other  way 
can  our  State  make  its  towns  and  villages  as  attractive  to  the 
people  of  other  states,  and  desirable  for  residence  purposes  or 
business  pursuits ;  that  in  no  other  way  can  money  be  so  well 
expended  for  the  reasonable  and  proper  advancement  of  the 
pleasure  and  recreation  of  the  general  public,  and  that  in  this  and 
the  advanced  material  prosperity  of  the  individual  towns  and  of 
the  commonwealth,  which  should  be  the  objects  of  our  solicita- 
tion, will  have  fully  justified  the  expenditure  incurred.

The  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Roads,  Bridges 
and  Rivers,  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1899.  It  was  printed 
and  forwarded  to  every  town  in  the  State.  The  best  evidence  of 
the  thoroughness  of  their  work  and  the  complete  understanding 
of  the  mind  of  the  people  of  the  State  is  that  at  the  first  public 
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hearing  of  the  Committee  on  Roads,  Bridges  and  Rivers,  and  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations,  in  joint  session,  not  a  single  dis- 
senting voice  was  heard  in  opposition  to  the  recommendations 
of  the  committee. 

Several  bills  were  introduced  by  the  members  of  the  House, 
and  referred  to  this  committee.  After  carefully  considering  the 
question,  the  bill  introduced  by  Representative  Ellsbree  of  Meri- 
den  was  recommended  as  follows : 

CHAPTER  CLXXV. 

AN  ACT 

TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  IMPROVEMENT  OF 

PUBLIC  ROADS. 

General  Assembly, 
January  Session,  A.  D.   1899. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and   House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened  : — 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  before  the  rising  of  this 
General  Assembly,  and  every  four  years  thereafter,  on  or  before 
May  first,  a  Highway  Commissioner,  who  shall  hold  office  for 
four  years  from  the  first  day  of  July  next  succeeding  his  appoint- 
ment and  until  his  successor  is  chosen  and  qualified.  If  any 
vacancy  occur,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  a  Highway  Commis- 
sioner to  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  rising  of  the  next  succeed- 
ing General  Assembly. 

Sec.  2.  The  Commissioner  shall  be  a  capable  and  experienced 
road-builder,  and  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand 
dollars  and  shall  be  allowed  his  actual  traveling  expenses  while 
officially  employed,  not  to  exceed  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
in  any  one  year,  and  shall  be  allowed  his  office  expenses  not  to 
exceed  three  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

Sec.  3.  The  Comptroller  shall  furnish  the  Commissioner  with 
a  suitable  office  at  the  Capitol,  with  the  necessary  furniture  and 
stationery  for  the  same,  where  his  records  shall  be  preserved, 
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and  which  office  shall  be  kept  open  at  such  times  as  the  business 
of  the  Commissioner  shall  require. 

Sec.  4.  The  Commissioner  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  proceed- 
ings and  orders  pertaining  to  the  matters  under  his  direction 
and  copies  of  all  plans,  specifications,  and  estimates  submitted 
to  him.  The  Commissioner  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the 
General  Assembly  an  annual  report  of  his  doings. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  any  town  shall  have  declared  its  intention 
to  build  a  public  road  or  section  thereof,  within  such  town,  or  to 
improve  the  same,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Selectmen 
of  such  town,  with  the  approval  of  the  Highway  Commissioner, 
shall  select  a  highway  or  portion  thereof  to  be  so  built  or  im- 
proved, and  shall  cause  all  necessary  surveys  to  be  made  and  sub- 
mit the  same  to'  the  Highway  Commissioner  for  approval.  Speci- 
fications shall  be  prepared  by  the  Highway  Commissioner  and 
shall  require  the  construction  of  a  macadamized,  or  Telford  or 
other  stone  road,  or  other  road  satisfactory  to  the  Highway  Com- 
missioner and  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  the  road  is  to 
be  constructed,  and  shall  be  so  prepared  that  an  approximate 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  proposed  improvement  can  be  ascer- 
tained. For  improvements  to  cost  five  hundred  dollars  or  less  it 
shall  be  discretionary  with  the  Commissioner  to  allow  the  town 
to  do1  the  work  without  competition ;  but  where  the  cost  of  the 
improvement  is  to  be  over  five  hundred  dollars  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  after  the  approval  of  the  plans  by  the 
Commissioner,  to*  advertise  in  two>  daily  newspapers  having  a  cir- 
culation in  the  County  in  which  such  town  is  located,  for  a  period 
of  one  week,  for  bids  to>  do  the  work  according  to  the  plans  and 
specifications  prepared.  Such  advertisements  shall  state  the 
place  where  the  bidder  can  see  the  plans  and  specifications,  and 
the  amount  of  the  bond  which  must  accompany  a  bid,  and  shall 
name  the  place  where  the  Selectmen  will  meet  to  receive  bids 
and  the  time  for  opening  the  same.  Every  such  bid  shall  be  ac- 
companied with  a  bond  signed  by  the  bidder  and  one  or  more 
sureties  satisfactory  to'  the  Selectmen,  in  such  sum,  not  less  than 
one-third  of  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  work,  as  the  Se- 
lectmen shall  determine,  conditioned  that,  if  the  contract  shall  be

awarded  to  the  bidder,  he  will,  when  required  by  the  Selectmen, 
execute  an  agreement  in  writing  to  perform  the  work  according 
to  said  plans  and  specifications.  All  bids  so  submitted  shall  be 
immediately  and  publicly  read  at  the  time  for  opening  the  same 
as  stated  in  said  advertisements,  and  referred  to>  the  Highway 
Commissioner  for  his  approval.  The  Selectmen  and  the  Com- 
missioner shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids,  if,  in  their 
opinion,  good  cause  exists  therefor,  but  otherwise  they  shall 
award  the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder.  The  successful  bidder 
shall  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  ability  to  perform  the  con- 
tract and  shall  also  furnish  a  bond  for  one-third  of  the  amount  of 
the  cost  of  construction  of  the  work,  conditioned  that  the  work 
shall  be  performed  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications 
and  terms  of  the  contract,  and  no  member  of  the  firm  bidding  on 
the  work  shall  be  accepted  as  a  bondsman.  When  the  contract 
is  executed  by  the  Selectmen,  the  Highway  Commissioner,  and 
the  successful  bidder,  a  copy  of  the  contract,  with  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  work,  shall  be  forthwith  filed  with  the  Highway  Com- 
missioner. Whenever  the  Selectmen  of  any  town  shall  desire, 
in  behalf  of  such  town,  to  do  the  work  of  improving  a  public  road 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  they  shall  submit  their  bids  to 
the  Highway  Commissioner  at  least  one  day  prior  to  the  day 
specified  for  the  opening  of  the  other  bids,  as  stated  in  the  ad- 
vertisement for  bids ;  and  all  bids  submitted  in  behalf  of  towns 
shall  be  subject  to  the  requirements  made  and  provided  for  in 
this  Act.  No  bids  in  behalf  of  towns  shall  be  opened  by  the 
Highway  Commissioner  until  after  the  other  bids  for  the  same 
work  shall  have  been  publicly  opened  and  read  by  the  Selectmen, 
as  required  by  this  Act,  and  forwarded  to  said  Commissioner.  If 
the  Highway  Commissioner  shall  find,  from  the  bids  so  submitted, 
that  the  bid  in  behalf  of  the  town  is  the  lowest,  the  Commissioner 
shall  thereupon  award  the  contract  to  such  town,  whereupon  the 
Selectmen  shall  forthwith  file  with  the  Highway  Commissioner 
a  statement  setting  forth  the  work  to  be  done  and  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  same,  and  they  shall  fulfill  all  the  requirements  and 
terms  of  the  specifications,  according  to  the  plans  for  said  work 
under  which  their  bid  was  submitted. 
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Sec.  6.  Whenever  any  road  shall  be  constructed  in  any  town 
having  a  grand  list  of  over  one  million  dollars,  two-thirds  of  the 
cost  of  such  construction  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  State  Treas- 
ury to  such  town,  and  whenever  any  road  shall  be  constructed 
under  this  Act  in  any  town  having  a  grand  list  of  one  million 
dollars  or  less,  three-fourths  of  the  cost  of  such  construction  shall 
be  paid  as  aforesaid  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  and  the  basis  of 
award  shall  be  the  grand  list  last  made  and  completed  as  revised 
by  the  Board  of  Equalization ;  but  the  whole  amount  so>  paid 
by  the  State  shall  not,  in  any  one  year,  exceed  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  7.  Any  town  with  the  consent  of  the  Highway  Commis- 
sioner may  use  the  full  amount  of  the  appropriation  of  such  town 
for  the  current  and  next  ensuing  year,  whenever  such  town  shall 
advance  to  the  contractor  the  money  required  for  the  payment 
of  that  portion  of  the  appropriation  which  otherwise  would  have 
been  made  in  the  second  year.  In  such  a  case  the  State  appro- 
priation shall  be  divided  and  paid  by  the  State  as  though  said 
work  had  been  done  in  the  two  years  under  separate  appropria- 
tions. 

Sec.  8.  When  a  road  has  been  constructed  in  any  town  under 
this  Act,  such  town  shall  thereafter  keep  such  road  in  proper  re- 
pair, to  the  acceptance  of  the  Highway  Commissioner,  and  in  case 
of  neglect  to  make  such  repairs,  after  one  month's  notice  by  the 
Highway  Commissioner  that  such  road  is  in  need  of  repairs,  the 
Commissioner  is  authorized  to  make  such  repairs  as  may  be  re- 
quired, and  such  town  shall  pay  the  cost  of  the  same. 

Sec.  9.  The  Highway  Commissioner  may  appoint  inspectors,, 
if  he  deem  it  necessary,  to  supervise  the  construction  of  all  roads 
built  under  this  Act,  and  shall  prescribe  the  salaries  which  such 
inspectors  shall  receive;  but  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  said 
inspectors  shall  not  exceed  six  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year, 
and  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  from  the  annual  appropriation  pro- 
vided for  in  Section  six  of  this  Act.  The  inspectors  shall  require 
all  provisions  of  the  contracts  and  specifications  to  be  strictly 
adhered  to  by  the  contractors,  and,  immediately  after  the  com- 
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pletion  of  each  contract  and  before  the  State  appropriation  is 
paid,  the  inspectors  shall  make  oath  that  all  plans  have  been 
completed  according  to  contract. 

Sec.  10.  A  certificate  of  the  cost  of  every  road  constructed 
under  this  Act  shall  be  filed  with  the  Highway  Commissioner  by 
the  Selectmen  or  by  the  authorized  authority  over  the  work  of  the 
town  in  which  such  road  shall  have  been  constructed,  and  the 
Highway  Commissioner  shall,  between  December  fifteenth  and 
thirty-first  in  each  year,  certify  to  the  Comptroller  the  amounts 
to  be  paid  to-  each  town  for  such  year,  and  the  Comptroller  shall 
thereupon  draw  his  orders  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  the  re- 
spective towns  for  the  sums  certified  as  aforesaid,  and  the  Treas- 
urer shall  pay  the  same  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated ;  but  no  order  shall  be  drawn  by  the 
Comptroller  except  upon  a  certificate  of  the  Highway  Commis- 
sioner that  the  highway  for  which  the  payment  is  called  for  has 
been  duly  inspected  and  completed  according  to  contract. 

Sec.  11.  If  the  improvements  upon  any  highway  shall  not  be 
completed  before  the  close  of  the  season  in  which  they  are  com- 
menced, the  Highway  Commissioner  may  order  the  same  to  be 
completed  at  the  beginning  of  the  following  season,  under  the 
same  provisions  and  conditions  as  were  existing  at  the  close  of 
the  preceding  season ;  and  on  certificate  of  the  inspector  and  Se- 
lectmen, approved  by  the  Commissioner,  the  Comptroller  shall 
draw  his  order  in  favor  of  such  town  for  one-half  of  the  amount 
that  has  been  paid  or  is  due  from  such  town  to  the  contractor  at 
the  time  of  the  closing  up  of  the  work,  and  when  said  improve- 
ments are  completed  as  ordered,  said  Highway  Commissioner 
may  make  such  certificates  thereto  as  are  required  by  this  Act  in 
other  cases,  and  the  cost  of  making  said  improvements  shall  be 
charged,  reckoned,  and  paid  for  as  though  they  were  completed 
in  the  year  in  which  they  were  commenced. 

Sec.   \2.  No  sum  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  forty-five  hun- 
dred dollars  shall  be  expended  in  any  one  town  in  any  one  year 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 
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Sec.  13.  The  term  "public  roads"  as  used  in  this  Act  shall 
be  construed  to  mean  and  include  only  the  main  highways  lead- 
ing from  one  town  to  another. 

Sec.  14.  Chapter  CCXXIX.  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1897  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.   15.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

This  bill  unanimously  passed  the  House  and  the  Senate. 
Owing  to  the  many  calls  for  State  money,  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  felt  compelled  to  reduce  the  appropriation  recom- 
mended by  the  Committee  on  Roads,  Bridges  and  Rivers.  Im- 
mediately after  the  bill  had  received  the  signature  of  the  Gov^ 
ernor,  it  was  printed  and  sent  to<  every  town  in  the  State. 

Accompanying  the  bill  was  the  following  circular  letter : 

"Hartford,  June  16th,  1899. 
"Board  of  Selectmen, 

"Town  of 

"Gentlemen : — 

"I  enclose  you  with  this  communication  the  new  law,  entitled 
'An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Improvement  of  Public  Roads.' 

"In  very  many  respects  it  is  superior  to  other  laws  under 
which  the  improvement  of  roads  have  been  made.  I  would  most 
respectfully  ask  you  to  note  all  its  provisions,  as  they  differ  very 
materially  from  the  other  laws.  It  will  be  necessary  for  your 
town  if  it  desires  to  participate  in  State  aid,  to  comply  with  all  its 
provisions. 

"It  is  my  purpose,  so  far  as  possible,  to  attend  town  meetings 
when  requested  to  so  do,  and  explain  the  new  law  and  the  atti- 
tude of  the  State  in  reference  to  towns  desiring  assistance  to  im- 
prove their  roads. 

"The  first  step  for  the  towns  to  take  is  to  call  a  town  meeting 
and  make  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  cover  not  only  the 
amount  to-  be  spent  on  the  part  of  the  town,  but  also  the  amount- 
that  the  State  will  allot ;  for  the  simple  reason  that  the  State  will 
not  reimburse  the  towns  until  December,  and  the  contractor  will 
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have  to  be  paid  when  the  contract  is  finished.  In  other  words, 
if  your  grand  list  is  over  one  million  dollars  and  your  town  de- 
sires to  expend  $1,500,  the  State  will  contribute  $3,000;  it  will  be 
necessary  for  your  vote,  however,  to<  be  $4,500,  as  the  State  con- 
tributes to  all  towns  having  a  grand  list  of  over  one  million  dol- 
lars two-thirds.  But  if  on  the  other  hand  your  grand  list  is  one 
million  dollars  and  under,  the  State  will  contribute  three-quarters ; 
in  other  words,  if  your  town  wishes  to  appropriate  from  the  town 
treasury  $1,000,  the  State  will  contribute  $3,000,  but  your  vote 
would  have  to  read  $4,000.  These  are  only  examples  however, 
and  it  is  a  difficult  matter  to  say  if  the  maximum  amount  of 
$4,500  under  this  law  will  be  available.  This  can  only  be  deter- 
mined after  the  number  of  towns  applying  for  State  aid  has  been 
disclosed  at  the  final  day  on  which  all  applications  have  to  be 
filed ;  and  so  that  all  towns  may  have  ample  opportunity  to  apply. 
I  will  appoint  the  first  day  of  August,  1899,  as  the  final  day 
on  which  the  towns  may  apply.  This  will  give  ample  time  for  the 
towns  to  take  advantage  of  the  new  law  if  they  so  desire. 

"I  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  towns  who  have  not 
as  yet  taken  advantage  of  State  aid,  that  this  law  has  been  drawn 
to  especially  overcome  some  of  the  objections  or  hinderances  that 
were  found  to  exist  in  the  old  laws.  In  the  first  place,  increased 
liberal  allowance  to  towns  that  are  not  financially  strong.  I  do 
not  believe  that  there  is  a  good  roads  law  in  force  in  any  State 
that  is  more  'fair  in  its  treatment  of  the  poorer  towns  than  this 
law.  No*  matter  how  poor  the  town  may  be  financially,  this  law 
is  drawn  to*  meet  its  condition.  The  attitude  of  the  State  will  be 
to  encourage,  by  as  wide  a  latitude  as  possible,  the  participation  of 
any  town  that  desires  to>  take  advantage  of  State  assistance. 

"The  message  of  the  Governor  very  plainly  called  the  atten- 
tion of  the  legislature  to  a  broad  and  liberal  treatment  of  the  poor 
towns  of  the  State.  The  committee  on  good  roads,  after  two 
years'  investigation,  in  their  report,  recommended  to  the  legisla- 
ture a  policy  to  pursue ;  and  the  committee  on  roads,  bridges  and 
rivers  of  the  present  legislature  reported  the  present  bill  and  the 
House  and  Senate  unanimously  passed  it,  and  it  is  the  intention 
of  the  Commissioner  in  carrying  out   the  letter  of  the  law   to 
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broadly  interpret  its  spirit  in  the  interest  of  the  towns  that  may 
desire  to  work  under  its  provisions. 

"A  wise  provision  is  embodied  in  this  law,  namely,  all  towns 
who  only  desire  a  small  appropriation,  not  exceeding  $500,  to 
make  some  improvement  on  their  roads,  the  Commissioner  has 
discretionary  power  to  let  the  contract  direct  to  the  towns  with- 
out competition  from  outside  parties. 

"This  feature  of  the  bill  should  be  very  popular  and  taken  ad- 
vantage of  by  many  towns.  Oftentimes  a  great  deal  of  good  can 
be  done,  as  has  been  demonstrated  in  the  past,  by  the  intelligent 
use  of  a  few  hundred  dollars. 

"The  season  for  road  building  is  well  advanced,  and  some  of 
the  towns  in  the  State  may  feel  that  it  is  too  late  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  appropriation  this  year,  as  the  work  can  not  be 
finished  before  the  season  closes.  I  do-  not  think  it  would  be 
wise  on  this  account  for  any  town  to  neglect  to  take  advantage 
of  the  law  upon  this  ground,  first,  because  of  the  fact  there  is  a 
loss  of  the  appropriation,  and  second,  the  law  provides  that  'if  the 
improvements  upon  any  highway  shall  not  be  completed  before 
the  close  of  the  season  in  which  they  are  commenced,  the  High- 
way Commissioner  may  order  the  same  to>  be  completed  at  the 
beginning  of  the  following  season/  and  also  provides  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  money  allotted  as  though  they  were  completed  in  the 
year  in  which  they  were  commenced.  While  the  law  limits  towns 
to  the  maximum  amount  of  $4,500,  the  law  does  not  limit  any 
town  in  the  State  in  making  any  appropriation  below  this 
amount,  whether  it  be  one  dollar  or  one  thousand  dollars. 

"The  reason  for  placing  the  maximum  amount  at  $4,500,  was 
that  the  financially  strong  towns  could  not  exhaust  the  appropria- 
tion to'  the  detriment  of  the  towns  not  financially  strong. 

"I  append  a  list  of  all  towns  in  the  State  with  an  apportion- 
ment made  in  accordance  with  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Equali- 
zation. This  report  is  the  last  one  made  by  the  Board,  and  will 
be  the  basis  of  apportionment  by  the  State. 

"You  will  notice  this  law  encourages  towns  to  continue  the 
policy  of  the  State  begun  two>  years  ago,  to  reduce  the  grades 
found  on  many  of  our  roads.     A  special  effort  being  made  in  this 
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direction  in  1897,  in  which  twenty-three  towns  accepted  a  small 
appropriation  to  reduce  the  grades  existing  on  their  roads. 

"The  results  accomplished  in  this  branch  of  the  work  was 
found  to  be  very  satisfactory,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Com- 
missioner to  call  special  attention  to>  this  important  and  very 
necessary  branch  of  road  improvement.  Very  many  of  our 
towns  can  not  afford  to  put  in  an  expensive  system  of  road  im- 
provement, while  on  the  other  hand  there  is  no  good  reason  why 
any  town,  no  matter  how  low  the  funds  of  the  town  may  be,  but 
what  can  take  advantage  of  the  present  law  to<  reclaim  springy 
pieces  of  roads,  clean  out  boulders  in  the  traveled  part  of  the  road, 
and  also  out  of  the  margins  and  widen  out  the  road,  thus  allow- 
ing for  proper  drainage  and  convenience  and  comfort  in  traveling, 
also  remove  one  of  the  greatest  evils  found  in  the  State,  unneces- 
sary hill  climbing. 

"In  nearly  every  town  in  the  State  the  main  roads  leading 
from  one  town  to  another  have  a  great  many  unnecessary  lifts  in 
the  road  that  can  be  removed  with  very  little  expense.  This  im- 
portant part  of  the  work  has  been  sadly  neglected  and  no  perfect 
system  of  roads  can  ever  be  accomplished  until  our  roads  have 
been  graded  properly,  and  these  mole  hills  subdued,  so  as  to>  pro- 
vide proper  drainage  and  easement  to  travel. 

"No  branch  of  road  construction  is  so  important  as  this  one. 
and  no  part  of  the  work  SO'  little  thought  about  or  so  much 
neglected.  We  have  become  so  accustomed  to  the  up  and  down 
hill  course  of  the  average  road,  that  we  have  learned  to<  tolerate 
this  condition  of  affairs  as  a  necessary  evil. 

"The  new  law  was  designed  to  open  the  door  to  future  road 
improvement  to  all  towns  who  desire  to-  use  State  money,  as  wide 
as  possible,  so  that  towns  may  have  the  privilege  of  using  State 
money  in  grading  the  roads  of  the  State  properly. 

"You  will  notice  that  Section  5,  from  line  nine  to  line  fourteen, 
reads  as  follows  :  'Specifications  shall  be  prepared  by  the  High- 
way Commissioner  and  shall  require  the  construction  of  a  mac- 
adamized or  Telford  or  other  stone  road,  or  other  road  satis- 
factory to  the  Highway  Commissioner.' 

"The  attitude  of  the  State  in  interpreting  this  clause  in  the

law,  will  be  to  allow  the  widest  range  possible  in  road  improve- 
ment, consistent  with  good,  substantial,  economical  road  improve- 
ment, leading  up  to  the  ultimate  perfection  of  a  first-class  road 
system  in  the  State  of  Connecticut. 

"The  specifications  will  be  so  drawn  that  the  simplest  form 
of  intelligent  road  treatment  may  be  had,  so  as  to  continue  on  the 
policy  so  well  begun  during  the  last  three  years,  of  making  good 
roads  without  bankrupting  either  the  State  or  the  town. 

"Before  taking  a  vote  in  your  town,  perhaps  it  would  be  well 
tO'  call  your  attention  to  one  very  important  clause  in  the  bill, 
for  it  may  have  some  bearing  upon  the  appropriation  some  of  the 
towns  may  make. 

"You  will  notice  in  Section  7,  that  any  town  may  use  the  ap- 
propriation for  the  current  and  also  the  next  ensuing  year.  This 
is  a  new  feature,  and  will  be  very  helpful  not  only  in  its  tendency 
to  reduce  the  contract  price  for  the  work,  but  also  giving  the 
traveling  public  and  the  people  of  the  towns  an  earlier  use  of 
the  road  than  under  the  old  law.  It  will  also  remove,  in  a  very 
marked  degree,  an  evil  that  has  existed,  of  dividing  an  already  too 
small  appropriation  in  the  interest  of  'keeping  peace  in  the 
family,'  as  is  often  done  by  the  towns. 

"I  presume  that  in  the  interest  of  harmony,  that  notwith- 
standing the  fact  of  an  increased  appropriation,  that  the  appro- 
priation may  still  be  divided,  one-half  going  to  one  part  of  the 
town,  and  the  other  half  to<  be  used  in  some  other  place.  This 
cannot  very  well  be  stopped,  but  will  readily  adjust  itself  as  we 
make  progress  in  road  improvement  throughout  the  State. 

"This  circular  is  only  intended  to  furnish  information  relative 
to  what  is  necessary  to<  be  done  by  the  towns  of  the  State  to>  par- 
ticipate in  the  allotment  of  the  money  appropriated  by  the  State. 

"This  circular  letter  will  be  followed  by  others  at  the  proper 
time.  I  also  enclose  a  form  of  application  which  you  will  kindly 
fill  out  and  return  to  my  office,  together  with  the  vote  of  the 
town. 

"When  the  application  is  received,  it  will  be  placed  on  file, 
and  when  the  allotment   is  made,  your  town  will  receive  due 
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notice  of  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  State  and  full  particu- 
lars how  to  proceed  further. 

"If  this  communication  is  not  clear,  I  shall  be  very  much 
pleased  to  have  you  write  me  and  I  will  try  and  furnish  further 
information  when  desired.

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APPROPRIATIONS  OF  1899  AND  1900. 

The  day  named  for  the  final  closing  was  as  early  as  it  was 
wise  to  make  it,  as  it  came  right  in  the  busy  time  of  the  summer 
work  of  the  towns.  The  six  weeks  that  elapsed  from  the  sending 
out  of  the  order  to  the  final  day  on  which  applications  were  to 
be  received  for  State  aid,  was  profitably  used  in  the  inspection 
of  the  work  that  remained  unfinished  from  the  two  previous 
seasons,  and  in  attending  town  meetings  to  explain  the  new  law. 

It  was  with  a  good  deal  of  satisfaction  that  we  found  one 
hundred  and  fifteen  towns  had  applied  for  State  aid  in  so<  short 
a  time.  Although  it  was  somewhat  difficult  to  satisfy  the  de- 
mands of  the  towns,  inasmuch  as  the  maximum  amount  in  any 
one  year  was  found  to  be  totally  inadequate.  The  total  amount 
of  money  asked  for  was  $301,888 — very  nearly  the  entire  appro- 
priation for  the  two  years.  But  the  law  had  very  wisely  provided 
for  such  an  emergency,  and  the  full  appropriation — where  it  did 
not  exceed  forty-five  hundred  dollars — was  allowed  each  town 
according  to  their  vote.  This  arrangement  of  the  money  met 
the  approval  of  the  towns,  and  not  a  single  town  refused  State 
assistance  under  this  plan. 

The  three  principal  reasons  leading  up  to  this  great  demand 
for  State  assistance  was,  first,  a  growth  of  sentiment  during  the 
last  four  years ;  second,  the  very  liberal  assistance  offered  by  the 
State ;  and  third,  the  broad  plan  on  which  the  money  could  be 
spent.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  appropriations  made  that  the  balance 
of  the  money  remaining  out  of  the  two  years'  appropriation  will 
be  thirty-six  thousand  one  hundred  and  twelve  ($36,112)  dollars, 
which  will  be  used  in  giving  access  to  the  fifty-three  towns  that 
did  not  apply  this  year  for  an  appropriation. 

The  towns  that  received  an  appropriation  last  August  will 
not  be  allowed  to  have  any  part  of  this  money  until  these  towns 
refuse  to  take  advantage  of  this  appropriation.  After  the  time 
expires  on  which  they  may  apply,  then  the  money  will  be  offered 
to  all  towns  that  have  had  a  small  appropriation  last  year  so  that 
all  may  be  placed  on  the  same  footing. 

SUMMARY  OF  WORK  DONE. 

Of  the  43  roads  unfinished  at  the  close  of  the  year,  35  have 
been  completed  and  accepted  and  the  money  paid  to  the  towns. 
There  have  been  51  contracts  awarded  this  year,  of  which  24  are 
for  macadam  construction  and  27  for  grading  or  gravel.  There 
are  quite  a  number  of  towns  whose  plans  and  specifications  have 
been  approved,  and  the  contracts  will  be  let  in  the  spring.  While 
quite  a  number  of  the  roads  have  been  practically  finished,  the 
State  did  not  think  it  wise  to  accept  these  roads,  preferring  to 
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test  the  work  this  winter  and  have  them  finished  in  the  spring. 
Quite  a  few  contracts  are  to  be  awarded  in  the  spring  from  the 
August  appropriation.  This  number  will  be  increased  after  the 
April  appropriation  is  made  from  the  money  that  is  still  available 
from  the  general  appropriation.

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OUTLINE    OF    THE   WORK    AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 

It  was  very  fortunate  for  the  work  contracted  this  year  that 
the  weather  was  so  favorable  this  fall.  This  fact  extended  the 
work  fully  a  month  longer  than  usual. 

Last  year  the  work  stopped  with  the  storm  of  November  26th 
and  some  of  our  work  could  not  be  left  safe  or  convenient  for 
travel.  This  year  our  work  was  left  in  splendid  condition  to  be 
carried  on  in  the  spring  and,  in  nearly  every  case,  no  interruption 
to  travel  through  the  winter  months  will  occur. 


NECESSITY  FOR  EARLY  PASSAGE  OF  THE  LAW. 

The  most  serious  interruption  to  the  work  of  the  State  occurs 
every  two  years  when  amendments  to  the  law  are  made  and  the 
appropriation  for  good  roads  voted. 

The  short  season  which  occurs  every  year  following  the  ad- 
journment of  the  legislature  disorganizes  the  work  and  throws 
road  building  into  the  late  fall,  which  is  disastrous  to  the  proper 
construction  of  the  road  and  does  not  give  the  proper  time  for 
the  State  to  inquire  into  all  matters  connected  with  the  work. 

There  was  a  good  reason  for  delay  in  the  early  or  experimental 
stages  of  the  movement  as  a  full  and  complete  discussion  of  the 
question  was  necessary. 

It  would  seem  wise  to  pass  all  amendments  to<  the  good  roads* 
law  and  make  the  appropriation  not  later  than  February  15th,  so 
that  the  money  could  be  apportioned  to  the  towns  not  later  than 
the  15th  of  April.  Two  months  would  be  ample  time  to  hold 
town  meetings  in  and  get  the  appropriations  made.  I  hope  that 
some  steps  will  be  taken  to  bring  this  about. 


HIGHWAY    COMMISSIONER'S    REPORT    FOR    1899.  $? 

FINANCIALLY   STRONG  TOWNS  STILL   IN   THE 

MAJORITY. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  financially  strong  towns  still  con- 
tinue  to  take  the  full  limit  or  the  maximum  amount  allowed  by 
the  State.  This  has  always  been  the  case,  and  it  was  hoped  that 
the  provision  in  the  law  making  a  discrimination  in  favor  of  the 
small  towns,  that  they  would  take  advantage  of  it,  and  while  a 
larger  percentage  than  ever  before  accepted  State  aid,  the  stronger 
towns  are  still  in  the  majority.  This  should  not  continue  to  be 
so,  as  the  small  towns  are  in  the  majority  in  our  State,  for  ninety 
of  the  towns  have  a  grand  list  under  a  million  dollars  while 
seventy-eight  have  a  grand  list  of  over  one  million  dollars. 

On  general  principles,  towns  having  a  grand  list  of  a  million 
dollars  or  over  are,  in  the  main,  able  to  make  improvements  on 
their  roads  without  State  assistance,  while  the  smaller  towns  do 
need  the  State  to  assist  them  in  improving  their  roads ;  and  I 
hope  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  these  towns  shall  accept 
their  privileges  in  this  direction.  As  will  be  seen  by  the  schedule, 
quite  a  number  of  towns  have  taken  the  contract  from  the  State 
to  do  the  work  in  their  town. 

It  ought  to  be  a  matter  of  congratulation  for  the  people  of 
the  State  to  know  that  the  present  law,  in  making  a  discrimina- 
tion in  favor  of  the  poorer  towns,  is  original  with  Connecticut,  as 
no  other  State  in  the  Union  makes  such  discrimination.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  other  States  will  follow  the  example  of  our  State 
in  this  respect,  as  it  certainly  is  worthy  of  emulation. 

BENEFITS  TO  TOWNS  TAKING  CONTRACTS. 

Contracts  taken  by  the  towns  give  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction,, 
not  only  to  the  State  but  also  to  the  towns  in  which  the  improve- 
ments are  made. 

The  town's  acceptance  of  contracts  is  for  the  most  part  grad- 
ing, and  no  fault  can  be  found  with  the  character  of  the  work ;  it 
is  on  the  whole  up  to  the  standard.  The  State  and  the  town 
money  remaining  at  home  assists  the  townspeople  materially, 
and  this  state  of  affairs  will  be  encouraged  by  the  State  in  every 
way  possible. 
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INCREASE  IN  THE  NUMBER  OF  TOWNS  GRADING. 

It  will  be  noticed  in  looking  at  the  tables  that  show  the  char- 
acter of  the  work  under  contemplation,  that  there  has  been  a 
wonderful  increase  in  the  number  of  towns  using  their  appro- 
priation for  grading  this  year.  In  fact,  the  largest  proportion  to 
the  total  number  of  towns  participating  in  any  one  year  is  shown 
this   year. 

The  total  number  of  towns  applying  for  State  assistance  is 
115;  of  this  number  58  have  applied  for  macadam  treatment,  4 
for  part  macadam  and  part  grading,  and  53  towns  will  use  their 
appropriation  for  grading  and  graveling  roads. 

Under  this  head  we  find  there  has  been  a  growth  in  sentiment 
towards  this  very  necessary  method  of  road  treatment. 

In  1895  only  two  towns  used  their  appropriation  for  this 
purpose;  in  1896,  eight  towns;  in  1897,  thirty  towns;  in  1898, 
twenty-one  towns ;  so  that  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a 
steady  growth  of  favor  towards  using  the  appropriation  for  this 
purpose. 

THE  POLICY  OF  THE  STATE. 

The  "open  door  policy1'  of  the  State,  in  giving  wide  latitude 
to  the  towns  in  methods  of  construction,  is  the  only  wise  policy  to 
pursue,  both  from  the  financial  standpoint  of  the  towns,  the  char- 
acter of  the  road,  and  the  material  to>  be  used. 

It  is  not  the  policy  of  the  State  to>  force  in  any  way  upon  any 
town  the  acceptance  of  State  assistance,  preferring  to  have  the 
towns  take  up  the  matter  themselves,  believing  that  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  movement  can  be  best  subserved  by  a  "make 
haste  slowly"  policy,  rather  than  placing  a  heavy  burden  of  taxa- 
tion on  the  towns  in  the  improvement  of  their  roads,  so  that 
towns  may  have  improved  roads  as  their  means  will  allow,  and  if 
there  is  any  increase  in  taxation  by  reason  of  this  fact  it  will  be 
practically  imperceptible. 

The  wise  policy  of  the  State  in  moving  cautiously  in  this 
movement  is  shown  every  day  by  the  appreciated  sentiment  and 
the  practically  unanimous  approval  of  all  towns  in  the  State. 
Certainly  the  majority  of  the  towns  have  heartily  endorsed  the 
good  roads'  movement. 
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SCOPE  OF  THE  WORK. 

The  popular  mind  of  the  people  has  seemed  to  regard  the 
work  of  the  State  as  beginning  and  ending  with  macadam  treat- 
ment. This  is  a  fallacy,  as  macadam  is  only  one  of  the  many 
features  engaging  the  thought  of  the  State,  indeed,  the  least 
essential  of  any  of  the  other  great  things  leading  up  to  permanent 
road  construction. 

The  first  and  most  important  part  of  an  intelligent  system 
of  road  construction  is  to  reduce  all  grades  to<  a  minimum ; 
second,  proper  drainage ;  third,  the  surface  of  the  road,  with  a 
due  regard  for  shortening  the  distance  by  the  removal  of  un- 
necessary length  to  reach  a  given  point.  The  State  expects  to 
find  the  work  of  grade  reduction,  the  removal  of  boulders,  the 
proper  care  of  surface  and  under  drainage,  the  straightening  of 
roads  as  far  as  possible,  and  gravel' construction,  becoming  more 
popular  every  day,  as  it  is  an  utter  impossibility  for  the  poor 
towns  of  the  State  to  use  their  money  more  wisely,  and  to  a  better 
advantage,,  than  along  the  lines  suggested. 

SPECIAL  FIVE  HUNDRED   DOLLAR  APPRO- 
PRIATIONS. 

The  privilege  accorded  towns  under  the  new  law  to<  accept 
•contracts  without  competition,  to  the  extent  of  five  hundred 
{$500.)  dollars,  was  taken  advantage  of  by  six  towns.  It  is  safe 
to  say  that  these  six  towns  would  not  have  come  in  under  any 
other  provisions  of  the  law. 

The  work  done  by  these  towns  under  this  new  feature  is  not 
only  very  satisfactory  to  the  State,  but  receives  the  approval  of 
the  people  who  reside  in  these  towns ;  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
it  will  not  be  difficult  to  secure  a  vote  for  road  improvement 
whenever  the  matter  is  brought  up  again. 

MACADAM  ROADS. 

Macadam  roads  still  continue  to  be  popular,  and  are  so  by 
choice  of  the  towns,  and  it  is  wise  where  material  can  be  had  at 
not  too  great  an  expense,  to  build  macadam  roads.

TOWN  ROADS. 

A  marked  improvement  is  noticeable  in  the  method  of  work- 
ing the  roads  of  the  State  to-day  over  that  of  the  methods  em- 
ployed prior  to  the  beginning  of  State  work.  Roads  have  a 
neater  appearance  on  the  margins,  hills  are  being  cut  down, 
water  being  taken  care  of  better  in  the  way  of  under  drainage 
and  also<  for  surface  water. 

Many  towns  are  making  improvements,  townwise,  without 
State  assistance,  and  follow  very  closely  the  methods  employed  by 
the  State,  and  with  hardly  a  single  exception  of  the  one  hundred 
and  thirteen  towns  visited  by  the  Commissioner  this  summer,  I 
found  this  state  of  affairs  to  exist. 

STATE  ROADS— THEIR  CARE  AND  MAINTENANCE. 

The  work  of  the  last  four  years  is  beginning  to  show,  and 
is  the  subject  of  remark  from  people  who  have  to  go  through 
our  State. 

As  link  after  link  is  added  to  the  chain,  the  work  of  the  State- 
begins  to  be  more  apparent,  and  if  the  work  is  continued  it  will 
not  take  a  great  many  years  before  all  of  our  main  highways, 
will  be  in  splendid  condition. 

The  Commissioner  has  been  over  this  year  nearly  all  of  the 
roads  built  during  the  last  four  years,  and  finds  them  in  a  very 
fair  state  of  preservation,  some  of  them  just  as  good  as  when 
finished,  while  others  showed  neglect. 

Under  the  present  law  the  Commissioner  has  a  right  to  order 
repairs  where  roads  have  been  neglected  that  are  now  being 
built  with  State  assistance. 

This  is  certainly  a  very  wise  provision  in  the  law  and  will 
insure  continuance,  as  all  the  roads,  no  matter  with  what  material 
they  may  be  constructed  of,  need  attention,  as  nothing  yields  a 
greater  return  for  the  money  invested  than  the  repairing  of  a 
road  at  the  proper  time,  and  with  the  proper  material. 

No  business  can  be  successfully  or  profitably  carried  on  with- 
out attention  being  given  to  it.  No  machinery,  no  matter  how 
strong,  expensive  or  useful,  can  be  neglected  and  retain  its  use- 
fulness.    Anything  in  constant  use  will  wear  out,  but  its  life  may- 
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be  extended  by  intelligent  care.  So  with  our  roads,  unless  they 
are  properly  taken  care  of  and  at  the  proper  time,  the  State 
would  more  wisely  spend  her  money  in  the  education  of  the 
people  of  the  State  of  how  to  properly  build  their  roads,  and 
how  to  care  for  them  when  built,  than  in  spending  money  for 
'Construction. 

The  care  and  maintenance  of  a  road  is  as  essential  and  nec- 
essary as  the  proper  construction,  for  no  matter  how  well  built 
a  road  may  be,  it  will  soon  go<  to  destruction  except  it  is  taken 
care  of  when  it  needs  it.  While  all  roads  need,  whether  of  mac- 
adam or  gravel,  to  have  this  rule  applied,  it  is  more  expensive  if 
the  rule  is  neglected  on  macadam  than  on  any  other  method  of 
road  construction  now  employed  by  the  State. 

The  folly  and  the  great  waste  of  public  money  in  the  methods 
of  repair  on  macadam  roads  in  some  places  must  be  apparent  to 
all.  I  have  seen  a  macadam  road  neglected  so  long  that  deep 
pockets  and  ruts  appeared  all  over  the  surface,  so  that  it  was 
necessary  to  break  up  the  entire  surface  with  the  use  of  a  steam 
roller  with  steel  points  on  the  wheels,  and  re-surface  the  entire 
road.  Such  a  necessity  should  never  have  existed  and  such  a 
course  of  treatment  would  not  have  been  necessary  had  the  road 
been  treated  when  it  first  began  to*  show  signs  of  wear. 

It  has  been  said  that  macadam  is  very  expensive  to  take  care 
of.  I  do  not  think  that  this  is  of  necessity  so,  if  macadam  was 
treated  at  the  proper  time  and  in  the  proper  way. 

Not  only  should  the  State  have  the  right  to>  order  repairs  to 
be  made  but  also*  the  right  to  say  how  the  repairs  should  be  made 
and  the  material  to  be  used. 

I  have  already  seen  some  of  the  State  roads  covered  over  with 
a  mixture  of  loam  and  gravel  from  four  to  six  inches  deep ;  such 
a  treatment  will  result  in  from  four  to  six  inches  of  mud  in  the 
fall  and  spring,  and  froin  four  to  six  inches  of  dust  through  the 
hot  summer  season. 

The  old  principle  used  in  the  budding  of  seed  fruit  on  seed 
fruit  and  stone  fruit  on  stone  fruit  is  the  same  principle  to  apply  in 
the  matter  of  material  toi  use  in  repairing  roads ;  stone  on  stone 
for  macadam,  and  gravel  on  gravel,  for  they  do  not  take  kindly 
to  the  misalliance.

HOW  STATE  AID  EXTENDS  TO  ALL  ROADS. 

I  have  often  been  asked  the  question  in  town  meetings,  "How 
will  the  people  who  reside  on  the  side  or  feeder  roads  be  benefited 
under  this  law  as  the  money  is  only  used  on  the  main  highways?" 

My  answer  is,  that  from  my  knowledge  and  experience  in 
visiting  the  towns,  that  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  each 
year  by  the  town  is  totally  inadequate  to  properly  treat  all  of 
the  roads  as  they  deserve  or  require,  and  that  in  very  many  of 
the  towns  I  find  the  entire  appropriation  for  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  town  roads  is  used  very  largely  on  the  main  highways, 
and  that  this  has  been  the  practice  for  many  years.  The  direct 
results  to  all  of  the  people  residing  on  side  or  feeder  roads  from 
State  assistance  will  be,  that  when  the  main  roads  have  been 
improved  with  State  assistance,  very  little,  except  for  repairs,  will 
be  required  on  the  part  of  the  town  on  these  main  highways,  and 
then  the  appropriations  from  the  towns  for  the  improvement  of 
their  highways,  instead  of  being  used  on  the  main  highways  as 
heretofore,  can  be  used  in  improving  the  side  or  feeder  roads, 
demonstrating  clearly,  that  the  influence  of  State  assistance  for 
road  improvement,  although  used  on  main  highways,  will  extend 
to  every  road  in  the  town  ultimately. 

STATE  SUPERVISION  OVER  CONTRACTS  AND 

INSPECTION. 

State  supervision  over  the  letting  of  contracts  has  already 
shown  itself  to*  be  very  helpful  in  the  conduct  of  the  work  and 
insures  uniformity  of  contracts  and  the  saving  of  a  large  amount 
of  money. 

In  every  instance  where  a  re-advertisement  has  been  ordered 
by  the  State,  the  result  has  been  a  saving  from  five  hundred 
dollars  to  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  and  there  has  been  quite  a 
number  of  instances  of  this  kind. 

While  the  appropriation  for  inspectors  was  not  adequate  to 
appoint  inspectors  on  all  of  the  work,  they  have  proved  of  great 
assistance  to  the  Commissioner  in  protecting  the  work  in  the  in- 
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terval  occurring  between  his  visits  to-  the  towns.  Proper  inspec- 
tion  is  necessary,  and  when  the  system  becomes  general  the  work 
of  the  inspectors  will  be  fully  appreciated  by  the  character  of  the 
work  done  by  contractors. 

LARGER  APPROPRIATION  DESIRED. 

One  pleasant  feature  of  this  year's  work  is  the  fact  that  for 
the  first  time  since  the  advent  of  the  movement  in  1895  there 
has  not  been  a  rescinded  vote,  which  demonstrates  very  con- 
clusively that  the  people  of  the  towns  of  the  State  of  Connecticut 
have  fully  agreed  that  the  improvement  of  highways  with  State 
assistance  meets  the  approval  of  the  people.  The  only  dissatis- 
faction heard  is  that  the  appropriation  was  not  made  larger  so 
that  all  towns  might  have  access  to  it  for  a  second  appropriation. 

I  think  it  is  universally  conceded  that  a  return  to  a  State  tax 
for  the  improvement  of  roads,  or  any  other  matter  requiring 
State  care,  is  not  advisable. 

It  is,  however,  an  established  fact,  as  shown  by  the  quick  re- 
sponse of  the  towns  asking  for  State  aid  for  road  improvement, 
and  the  large  amount  of  money  required  which  the  State  was 
unable  to  give,  that  a  larger  appropriation  for  this  purpose  would 
be  very  acceptable  to  the  towns.  How  an  increased  appropria- 
tion can  be  brought  about  is  a  matter  for  future  consideration. 

It  was  thought  at  the  outset  of  the  movement  that  seventy- 
five  thousand  ($75,000.)  dollars  was  as  much  as  the  State  could 
apply  from  her  treasury  for  this  purpose,  but  in  1897  an  increase 
of  twenty-five  thousand  ($25,000.)  dollars  a  year  was  given  to<  this 
department  without  impairing  the  efficiency  of  any  other  depart- 
ment or  denying  the  State  sufficient  funds  in  any  way  to  carry 
on  its  regular  work. 

In  1899  the  appropriation  was  increased  seventy-five  thousand 
($75,000.)  dollars  a  year,  with  a  total  of  three  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  {$350,000.)  dollars  for  two  years,  without  resorting  to 
a  State  tax  or  injuring  in  any  way  any  of  the  interests  under  the 
care  of  the  State. 

We  are  satisfied  that  with  our  experience  in  the  past  in  regard 
to  sufficient  funds  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  department,  that 
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some  way  will  be  found  when  the  matter  is  considered  next  year 
by  the  legislature,  whereby  an  increase  of  an  appropriation  will 
be  granted  and  the  work  of  road  reformation  carried  on  under 
more  favorable  financial  conditions  than  now  exists.  The  in- 
creased revenue  from  various  sources  I  think  will  make  this 
possible  without  resorting  to  a  State  tax. 


TRUNK  LINES. 

Suggestions  have  been  made  through  the  year  and  questions 
asked  relative  to  the  plan  or  policy  of  the  State  leading  ultimately 
to  trunk  lines  through  the  State. 

The  effort  of  the  State  has  been  directed  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  under  which  we  have  worked,  to  the  improvement  of  the 
present  existing  main  highways,  and  it  will  be  some  time  before 
the  present  existing  highways  are  brought  into  proper  condition 
necessary  to  accommodate  the  travel  with  convenience  and  com- 
fort. Indeed,  any  policy  removed  from  this,  with  the  main  high- 
ways needing  attention  so1  much,  would  not  be  wise. 

While  these  highways,  as  they  now  exist,  are  not  at  all'  times 
as  direct  for  through  travel  as  we  would  wish  to  have  them,  they 
fully  answer  the  purpose  originally  intended,  of  communication 
between  the  farm  and  the  market. 

Nearly  every  large  city  has  from  eight  to>  ten  trunk  lines 
leading  out  in  different  directions,  widening  out  as  they  leave 
the  outer  edges  of  the  town,  each  highway  draining  the  trade  from 
these  districts  into  the  large  cities ;  as  the  circle  widens  they 
connect  with  other  roads  until  they  extend  in  devious  ways  to>  the 
borders  of  the  State,  draining  the  trade  from  each  outlying  farm- 
ing community  into  the  larger  market  places. 

In  the  main,  our  large  cities  are  located  so  that  the  average 
distance  will  not  exceed  eight  miles  required  to  bring  the  produce 
of  the  farm  to  the  market  place.  I  speak  of  this  distance  as  an 
average  haul ;  a  number  of  towns  have  less  and  some  have  con- 
siderably more. 

No  trunk  line  through  the  State  east  or  west,  north  or  south, 
laid  independently  of  the  main  highways  now  existing,  would 
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answer  the  purpose  of  assisting  produce  to*  market  as  well  as  the 
now  existing  main  highways. 

The  longest  trunk  line,  running*  through  the  State,  begins  at 
Port  Chester  and  ends  at  Westerly,  Rhode  Island,  following  very 
closely  the  shore  and  the  railroad  for  the  entire  distance. 

This  highway  covers  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  twenty 
miles,  and  it  may  be  of  interest  to<  know  that  every  town  crossed 
by  this  highway,  with  the  exception  of  two,  has  applied  for  a 
State  appropriation  this  year  and  all  of  these  towns  will  be  at 
work  next  year.  The  major  portion  of  them  will  use  their  appro- 
priation on  this  highway. 

The  majority  of  these  towns  have  used  their  appropriation 
for  several  years  on  this  trunk  line  road,  so  that  we  may  expect 
in  the  very  near  future  to  have  a  first-class  road,  properly  graded 
and  drained,  of  sufficient  width,  with  a  good  surface,  covering  the 
entire  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles. 

When  the  main  highways  now  existing  have  all  been  im- 
proved, it  may  be  thought  wise  to  build  an  independent  trunk 
line,  but,  for  the  present,  the  State  money  and  all  our  energy 
should  be  used  on  what  we  have  to  improve  without  laying  out 
any  new  work. 

TOO  MANY  ROADS. 

In  the  Commissioner's  travels  through  the  several  towns  of 
the  State  he  has  been  impressed  with  the  fact  that  our  little 
State  is  overloaded  with  roads,  and  that  the  towns  are  wasting  a 
good  deal  of  money  in  taking  care  of  thousands  of  miles  of  roads 
that  are  wholly  unnecessary.  If  the  fifteen  thousand  miles  of 
roads  now  laid  out  in  the  State  had  been  divided  by  two,  there  is 
many  a  town  indebtedness  that  would  not  be  as  much  as  it  is 
to-day.  Roads  laid  out  here,  and  laid  out  there,  through  wood 
lots,  meadows,  and  over  hills,  never  should  have  been  accepted 
as  a  town  charge. 

Even  our  main  highways  it  is  very  hard,  many  times,  to  give  a 

very  good  reason  for  the  layout  as  it  now  exists,  as  hundreds  of 

hills  and  miles  of  swamp  holes  could  have  been  avoided  had  the 

town  used  better  judgment  in  the  layout  of  the  road.     Many  of 
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these  roads  the  towns  themselves  recognize  as  being  unnecessary 
and  a  burden  of  expense,  some  of  them  covering  a  distance  of 
seven  or  eight  miles  on  which  only  one  or  two  houses  are  built. 
They  cannot  be  closed  up  now  without  excessive  land  damages 
being  paid,  and  a  thorough  satisfaction  made  to  all  the  parties  in 
interest,  so  they  must  remain  to  add  to  the  already  overtaxed  resi- 
dents of  the  town. 

But  there  is  a  compensation  in  this  universally  acknowledged 
evil  that  the  towns  of  the  State  are  not  making  many  new  roads 
or  accepting  any  more  privileges  along  this  line. 

WIDE  ROADS. 

It  is  already  apparent  that  a  provision  should  be  incorporated 
in  the  law  regulating  the  maximum  width  of  all  roads  in  this 
State.  Quite  a  large  number  of  the  large  towns  desire  State 
assistance  to  accomplish  very  wide  roads  while  the  poorer  towns 
are  very  well  content  with  the  narrow  road.  There  are  extremes 
in  both  cases,  but  the  maximum  width  of  the  traveled  part  of  any 
road  in  the  State,  for  which  State  money  is  to  be  used,  should  not 
exceed  sixteen  feet. 

GUIDE  POSTS. 

A  very  helpful  feature  to  all  having  to  use  the  roads  of  the 
State  is  the  placing  of  guide  posts  at  the  intersection  of  roads. 
With  the  perfect  network  of  roads  in  our  State,  persons  driving 
through  the  State  would  have  considerable  difficulty  finding  their 
way  without  the  assistance  of  guide  boards.  This  difficulty,  I 
am  happy  to  say,  is  fast  becoming  removed,  for  in  my  travels 
through  the  State  I  find  at  the  intersection  of  the  roads  guide 
posts,  not  only  telling  where  the  road  leads  to,  but  also  the  char- 
acter of  the  roads.  This  condition  has  been  brought  about  by 
the  co-operation  of  the  town  officials  and  the  League  of  American 
Wheelmen.  The  public  find  these  guides  so  useful  that  it  is 
difficult  to  understand  how  it  was  possible  to>  travel  without  their 
assistance,  and  why  it  was  not  recognized  as  a  general  necessity 
before. 
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IMPROVEMENTS  IN  BRIDGES  AND   GRADE 

CROSSINGS. 

A  radical  reformation  is  noticed  in  the  construction  of  bridges. 
Old  wooden  bridges  are  fast  being  destroyed  and  replaced  by 
good  substantial,  well  built  iron  bridges,  and  wherever  timber 
is  used  in  the  construction  of  bridges,  they  are  made  stronger 
and  wider  than  ever  before,  all  of  which  goes  to  show  that  the 
makeshift  toy  bridge  of  the  past  will  not  be  tolerated  in  the  days 
to  come. 

Indeed,  the  trend  of  the  public  mind  in  the  towns  of  the  State, 
is  to  build  for  permanency,  and  no  better  evidence  of  that  fact 
can  be  shown  than  the  handsome,  strong  and  well  built  town 
houses  and  the  large,  roomy,  well  lighted  and  substantial  school- 
houses  that  are  to  be  found  all  over  our  State  to-day. 

One  of  the  results  growing  out  of  road  improvement  is  the 
elimination  of  quite  a  number  of  grade  crossings,  and  the  State 
has  had  the  privilege  of  seeing  some  of  them  removed  and  has 
several  more  under  advisement.  The  management  of  some  of 
the  railroads  has  very  pleasantly  assisted  in  this  much  needed 
reform  to  the  safety  of  public  travel  on  our  highways. 

PRICES  OBTAINED  AND  FALL  CONTRACTS. 

The  prices  obtained  for  the  work  during  the  past  few  months 
still  continue  to  be  very  satisfactory.  On  comparison  with  the 
prices  obtained  for  work  in  other  States  of  a  similar  character, 
we  have  nothing  to  complain  of. 

It  has  been  found  to  work  to  great  advantage  in  the  saving  of 
money  to  the  town  and  State,  to  let  out  contracts  in  the  late  fall, 
for  better  prices  can  be  had  for  grading  in  the  fall  than  in  the 
busy  season  of  the  year ;  and  also  for  the  reason  that  towns  taking 
their  own  contracts,  townspeople  having  very  little  to*  do  in  the 
way  of  anything-  connected  with  outdoor  farm  work  during  the 
winter,  can  profitably  use  their  time  assisting  in  building  roads 
in  the  town ;  and  no  injury  can  come  to'  the  road  from  the  weather 
as  frozen  lumps  are  put  on  the  outside  of  embankments  and  the 
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filling  is  done  in  courses,  while  the  advantage  of  allowing  the 
towns  to  construct  their  roads  in  the  winter  are  many  and  fully 
appreciated  by  townspeople. 


REASONS  FOR  DELAY. 

It  was  a  physical  impossibility  to  get  all  the  towns  at  work 
this  fall ;  indeed,  a  number  of  the  towns,  on  account  of  the  divided 
appropriation,  preferred  to  wait  until  next  spring.  Many  towns 
did  not  care  to  do  anything  until  after  the  October  election,  while 
other  towns  immediately  went  to  work. 

The  practice  of  the  Commissioner  has  been  to  visit  a  town  in 
which  the  work  was  to<  be  done  before  commencing  to>  do  any- 
thing. This  was  found  to  be  very  wise  and  has  resulted  in  being 
very  beneficial  to  the  towns  in  the  treatment  of  the  work,  and 
while  it  may  cause  some  delay  in  getting  to<  work,  the  results 
have  more  than  compensated  for  the  lost  time  and  the  system  will 
be  continued  on  all  future  work. 


OUR  STATE  A  SUMMER  RESORT. 

The  natural  features  of  our  State,  with  the  elevations  found 
and  access  to  our  splendid  water  privileges,  has  made  the  State 
very  desirable  as  a  summer  resort,  and  people  are  coming  to 
reside  within  our  borders  by  reason  of  this  fact,  and  as  a  result 
we  find  our  towns  are  materially  assisted  not  only  in  an  appre- 
ciated grand  list  but  the  products  of  the  farm  find  a  near  market 
with  satisfactory  prices. 

Indeed,  many  of  our  towns  in  which  the  summer  visitor  is 
found  is  not  the  most  fertile  in  the  State,  and  are  also<  remote  from 
large  markets.  In  such  towns  summer  residents  are  a  great 
assistance  financially  for  they  are  in  no  sense  a  burden  on  ths 
town.  They  do  not  use  the  schools  or  poorhouses,  and  are  in 
no  way  a  town  charge.  They  do  require,  however,  the  pleasure 
of  riding  over  a  good  piece  of  road. 

In  this  connection  it  is  universally  acknowledged  that  our 
State  furnishes,  through  nature's  handiwork,  an  unlimited  choice 
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of  villa  sites,  beautiful  in  situation  and  so  diversified  that  they 
cannot  fail  to  suit  the  taste  or  desire  of  any  one  looking  for  a 
site  for  a  home.  The  introduction  to  these  places  are  of  neces- 
sity by  road,  and  the  character  of  the  road  has  very  much  to  do 
with  the  choice ;  and  when  it  is  made  and  the  house  erected,  it 
will  not  only  appreciate  the  grand  list  which  in  turn  helps  every 
taxpayer,  but  it  also  increases  the  value  of  all  the  surrounding 
property. 

The  interests  of  these  towns  suggest  that  this  class  of  people 
be  favored,  so  far  as  possible  along  this  line,  as  the  money  in- 
vested in  catering  to  them  will  insure  not  only  their  return,  but 
through  their  influence  others  will  be  induced  to>  come,  who  will 
in  turn  assist  these  towns  a  hundred  fold  for  any  expense  the 
town  may  incur  in  the  construction  of  a  pleasant  piece  of  road  for 
them  to  drive  over. 


TAX  PAID  FOR  POOR  ROADS. 

There  are  many  other  and  more  important  reasons  for  the 
improvement  of  the  roads  of  the  State,  for  the  summer  visitor 
affects  financially  only  certain  sections  of  the  State.  The  most 
important  matters  to  be  remedied  by  road  improvement  are,  the 
additional  number  of  horses  required  to  carry  the  produce  to 
market,  the  weight  of  the  load,  the  number  of  loads,  loss  of  time, 
wear  and  tear  on  horses,  wagons  and  harnesses,  the  denial  of 
access  to<  market  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  and  the  thousands  of 
dollars  annually  spent  in  rounding  up  the  mud  roads,  whose 
only  return  for  the  money  so  used  is  to  furnish  an  easy  prey  for 
the  elements  to  wash  away  with  every  storm  the  farmers'  hard 
earned  dollars.  This  great  waste  of  money  has  been  tolerated 
for  years  and  the  burden  of  taxation  has  grown  larger  every  year. 
I  have  heard  in  very  many  town  meetings  all  of  these  facts 
stated. 

Farmers  are  fast  beginning  to  realize  the  fact  that  no*  matter 
how  fertile  the  soil  or  how  abundant  the  yield,  how  well  built 
their  houses,  how  large  or  convenient  their  barns  may  be  or  how 
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securely  his  land  is  fenced,  that  transportation  must  be  had  to  the 
market  place  at  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

No  business  can  be  successfully  carried  on  where  a  bank  in 
which  the  merchant  has  deposited  his  money  fails  to  honor  his 
check  when  presented.  It  is  safe  to*  say  that  such  a  bank  would 
be  shunned  by  depositors  and  soon  will  have  to-  close  its  doors. 
The  farms  in  which  the  farmers  have  placed  their  money  cannot 
be  continued  profitably  except  they  are  accessible  to  market  at 
all  times  of  the  year.  If  they  are  not  made  so,  sooner  or  later  the 
owner  will  have  to  go  out  of  business.  To  no<  class  of  people  in 
our  State  is  uninterrupted  access  to>  the  market  so  essential  and 
necessary  as  to>  the  farmers  whose  farm  is  remote  froni  railroads 
and  whose  only  communication  with*the  market  is  by  road. 

But  there  has  been  a  great  uprising  of  the  farmers  all  over 
the  State  against  the  continuance  any  longer  under  the  old  condi- 
tions. And  we  may  expect  a  radical  reformation  to  take  place 
in  all  future  work. 

INFLUENCE  OF  STATE  WORK. 

Too  many  people  in  looking  at  the  question  of  road  improve- 
ment, only  look  at  it  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  improvements 
made  with  the  money  appropriated  by  the  State  and  seem  to 
forget  that  it  is  not  that  particular  piece  of  town  road  upon  which 
the  State  money  is,  or  may  be  spent,  that  we  look  to  for  all  the 
results  or  a  return  for  the  money  invested,  but  on  the  contrary, 
to  the  roads  that  have  not  been  improved  and  perhaps  may  never 
enjoy  State  assistance.  These  roads  are  of  the  most  importance 
for  there  never  has  been  a  time,  and  I  very  much  question  if  there 
will  ever  be,  in  which  the  aggregate  of  the  money  spent  by  the 
towns  of  this  State  will  not  exceed  by  thousands  of  dollars  the 
money  appropriated  by  the  State  for  road  improvement,  so>  that 
the  best  work  of  the  State  is  the  educational  part  of  the  work  in 
which  right  methods  of  road  treatment  will  be  practiced,  so  that 
the  money  now  wasted  will  be  intelligently  used. 

In  by  far  too  many  towns  the  disposition,  yes,  and  the  prac- 
tice is  evident,  to  use  the  money  over  too  large  a  territory  in  the 
vain  desire  to  please  everybody,  with  the  general  result  of  pleas- 
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ing  nobody,  and  instead  of  one  or  two.  miles  of  good,  substan- 
tial, well  built  road  each  year  being  accomplished,  it  is  the  con- 
tinuance of  perhaps  a  hundred  miles  of  brushed  over,  poor  roads, 
with  the  ultimate  end  of  permanently  built  roads  never  to  be  an 
accomplished  fact  under  this  system. 


CO-OPERATION  OF  SELECTMEN. 

A  very  pleasant  feature  of  this  department  in  its  work  is  the 
disposition  of  town  officials  to  assist  the  State  in  making  the 
movement  popular  in  the  towns,  and  in  no  place  is  their  interest 
along  this  line  shown  to*  greater  advantage  than  where  private 
interests  have  been  injured  in  any  way. 

It  is  not  possible  at  all  times  in  some  of  the  radical  changes 
in  grade  and  line  of  the  road,  in  the  making  of  improvements,  to 
avoid  injury  to  abutting  property,  and  we  have  found  where  such 
injury  has  been  inflicted  that  it  has  been  the  practice  in  every 
instance  of  this  kind  for  the  selectmen  to  adjust  all  differences 
pleasantly.  In  nearly  every  instance  the  possibility  of  a  resort 
to  the  courts  has  been  avoided,  thereby  materially  assisting  the 
State  in  its  policy,  that  a  public  highway  being  a  public  possession 
and  for  the  use  of  the  general  public,  no  private  interests  should 
suffer  without  compensation. 
. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  last  century  had  developed  more  hidden  causes  than  ever 
before  in  the  world's  history,  and  with  the  progress  made  in  other 
things  the  Cood  Roads'  Movement  has  made  rapid  strides,  so 
that  to-day  we  find  twenty  States  at  work  with  commissions  or 
under  some  method  for  Road  Improvement,  and  we  are  pleased 
to  know  that  our  little  State  is  keeping  step  with  other  States  in 
this  respect. 

A  movement  has  been  started  asking  for  an  appropriation 
from  the  national  government  for  five  millions  of  dollars 
($5,000,000.)  for  road  improvement  throughout  the  country,  and 
a  bill  will  be  shortly  introduced  in  congress  for  that  amount. 
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There  is  a  righteousness  in  this  for  the  reason  that  no  class, 
of  men  work  harder  or  longer  hours,  and  from  whose  labor  bene- 
fits come  so  directly  to  so  many  as  from  the  farmers  of  the  coun- 
try. And  if  in  the  fostering  care  of  a  great  government  any  busi- 
ness pursuit  is  to  receive  recognition  by  the  government,  the 
farmers  of  the  country  certainly  deserve  consideration. 

The  benefits,  through  road  improvements  under  this  appro- 
priation, accruing  to  the  farmers  will  be  retroactive,  for  no<  ele- 
ment of  cost  in  the  production  of  food  is  of  more  importance  than 
the  cost  of  bringing  the  produce  of  the  farm:  to>  market. 

It  is  not  so  many  years  ago,  that  a  few  men  controlled  all  of 
the  available  grain  in  the  country  and  held  it  in  their  elevators, 
thus  controlling  the  entire  wheat  market,  and  the  price  of  flour 
went  up  ruinously  high.  The  key  to  the  situation  which  could 
not  be  used  to  unlock  the  doors  of  these  elevators  was  good 
roads ;  for  contained  in  the  bins  all  over  the  West  was  enough 
grain,  could  it  have  been  brought  to  market,  to  have  supplied  the 
necessities  of  the  hour  and  relieve  the  situation,  but  the  roads, 
were  so  impassable  that  it  was  utterly  impossible  for  the  farmers 
to  bring  their  g*rain  to  market,  and  as  a  consequence,  every  loaf 
of  bread  was  increased  in  price  and  a  great  nation  paid  this  large- 
tax  on  account  of  poor  roads. 

The  United  States  Government  spends  millions  of  dollars 
every  year  for  river  and  harbor  improvements,  and  properly  so^ 
and  it  is  a  very  wise  expenditure  of  money,  but  it  is  nevertheless, 
a  fact  that  very  few  freight  carrying  vessels  could  be  maintained 
as  a  paying  property  to  their  owners  a  single  month  if  the 
tributaries  over  which  the  freight  is  first  brought  were  closed. 

The  government  has  done  practically  nothing  toward  this 
great  question  since  appropriations  were  discontinued  on  the 
Cumberland  road,  except  to*  organize  a  Department  of  Road 
Inquiry  under  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  This  department 
although  having  a  very  small  appropriation!  from  the  government 
has  been  doing  splendid  work  under  the  able  direction  of  General 
Roy  Stone. 

The  work  of  the  department  has  been  to  distribute  literature 
containing  information  along  the  line  of  intelligent   road  con- 
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struction,  also  giving  some  examples  in  a  practical  way  in  road 
building,  but  the  department  has  never  been  able  to  do  as  much 
as  it  might  have  done  had  the  appropriation  been  more  liberal. 

A  fund  on  the  part  of  the  government  of  five  million  dollars, 
intelligently  administered,  either  in  assisting  or  improving  the 
main  highways  of  the  country,  and  apportioned  on  the  basis  that 
our  State  money  in  Connecticut  is  apportioned  in  making  a  dis- 
crimination in  favor  of  the  States  with  small  grand  lists,  the  same 
as  we  do  for  our  poor  towns,  would  be  a  great  assistance  and 
would  result  in  a  splendid  return  to  our  government  in  appre- 
ciated values  for  the  money  invested. 

Of  the  115  towns  that  applied  for  State  assistance  this  year. 
17  are  towns  which  have  never  asked  for  State  aid  before;  this 
makes  a  total  of  137  towns  that  have  participated  in  State  as- 
sistance since  the  commencement  of  the  movement.  So  that  out 
of  a  total  of  168  towns  in  our  State  all  but  30  towns  have  had 
State  assistance  for  road  improvement.  These  30  towns  are  for 
the  most  part  poor  towns  and  have  small  grand  lists.  It  is  per- 
fectly safe  to  say  that  a  number  of  these  towns  will  apply  next 
year  for  an  appropriation  as  new  towns  have  come  in  every  year 
since  the  beginning  of  State  aid. 

The  favorable  conditions  surrounding  the  movement  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  have  accomplished  every  thing  they  prom- 
ised, and  the  retrospect  is  pleasant  as  the  State  has  no  little  satis- 
faction at  the,  results  of  the  year's  work.  And  we  look  forward 
confidently  to  the  work  of  next  year,  for  we  believe  it  will  show 
more  progress  than  ever  before.

SIXTH   ANNUAL  REPORT. 


In  respectfully  submitting  my  sixth  annual  report  of  the  work 
that  has  been  done  in  my  department  I  am  very  much  pleased  to 
report  that,  in  many  ways,  the  sixth  year  is  a  very  satisfactory  one 
in  comparison  with  the  preceding  five  years. 

While  every  year  develops  new  experiences  and  reveals  many 
conditions  not  found  in  other  years,  there  is,  to  a  very  large 
degree,  a  great  deal  of  similarity  in  the  character  of  the  work  to 
be  done  in  each  year.  Comparing  one  year's  work  with  another 
it  is  an  increase  or  enlargement  of  the  work  done  in  other  years. 
However,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure,  at  this  time,  to  say,  that 
with  long,  easy,  swinging  strides,  the  little  State  of  Connecticut 
is  marching  on  to  the  general  improvement  of  her  roads. 

What  was  at  first  an  experiment,  with  the  future  an  uncer- 
tainty, has  become  a  fixed  principle  and  a  certainty.  We  have 
had  since  my  last  report  an  accession  of  42  towns  asking  for 
State  aid  in  the  improvement  of  their  roads. 

The  policy  of  the  State  has  been  almost  universally  accepted 
as  a  wise  one  by  the  towns.  The  present  lawT  has  been  accepted 
by  39  towns  who  have  never  before  participated  in  State  aid, 
making  a  total  of  153  towns  who  have  applied  for  State  as- 
sistance under  this  law.  This  fact  demonstrates  that  the  law  of 
1899  is  the  most  popular  one  under  which  we  have  worked. 
This  is  principally  due  to>  the  liberal  assistance  by  the  State  and 
the  wise  provision  in  the  law  allowing  the  Commissioner  to>  meet 
the  conditions  by  which  each  town  is  surrounded. 

Almost  all  of  the  objections  offered  by  the  towns  in  regard 
to  former  laws  are  removed  under  the  present  law.  It  will  be 
impossible,  however,  toi  draft  any  law  that  will  be  entirely  free 
from  objection,  for  it  is  impossible  to  build  any  law  that  cannot 
be  improved  in  some  respects.

86  HIGHWAY    COMMISSIONER'S    REPORT    FOR    I9OO. 

The  present  season,  although  handicapped  by  a  late  spring, 
has  been  a  very  favorable  one  for  road  building.  We  have  had 
very  little  interruption  to  our  work  on  account  of  bad  weather. 
The  only  delay  in  the  work  has  been  from  the  inability  of  the 
Commissioner  to  get  such  a  large  amount  of  work  properly 
started.  The  task  of  getting  all  the  towns  started  has  been  a 
difficult  one.  With  so  many  towns  to  look  after  the  danger  was 
great,  as  towns  were  very  anxious  to  commence  once  the  appro- 
priation was  allotted,  and  their  zeal  was  met  with  as  much 
promptness  as  time  and  the  best  interest  of  the  town  and  State 
would  permit. 

The  present  law,  governing  as  it  does  the  whole  of  the  action 
of  the  State  and  town  on  a  liberal  plan  of  financial  assistance, 
and  broadening  the  policy  of  the  State  in  the  method  of  con- 
struction, and  also  keeping  well  within  control  of  the  State  the 
whole  movement,  has  enlarged  the  field  of  work  for  the  Com- 
missioner and  has  reduced  somewhat  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
towns  accepting  State  aid ;  but  so  far,  every  change  from  the  laws 
of  1895  and  1897  has  been  very  much  more  beneficial  to  the  towns 
and  throws  around  the  whole  movement  safe-guards  that  has 
already  demonstrated  its  worth. 

It  has  never  been  the  policy  of  the  State  to  be  unpleasantly 
arbitrary  in  her  dealings  with  the  towns,  although  at  the  outset 
of  the  movement  it  was  difficult  to  have  all  towns  understand  this. 
As  the  work  has  progressed,  and  the  towns  have  been  brought 
into  a  full  knowledge  of  the  attitude  of  the  State,  misapprehen- 
sion and  suspicion  has  promptly  given  place  to  confidence  and 
an  increased  desire  for  the  State  to  come  in  and  assist  in  the 
improvement  of  their  roads. 

The  additional  power  conferred  on  the  Commissioner,  and 
the  large  number  of  towns  asking  State  assistance,  added  very 
much  to  the  work  of  the  highway  department.  Every  new  law 
requires  not  only  a  large  correspondence  in  its  explanation,  but, 
in  addition,  very  often  the  personal  visits  of  the  Commissioner 
at  town  meetings.  As  more  than  one-half  of  the  towns  applying 
for  State  aid  are  only  reached  by  road,  a  larger  amount  of  time 
is  consumed  in  visits  than  formerly ;  in  fact,  few  towns  can  now 
be  visited  without  having  recourse  to  the  assistance  of  horses. 
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for  the  reason  that  during  the  first  four  years  of  the  movement 
a  great  many  of  the  towns  built  their  roads  either  through  or 
near  the  center  of  population. 

Now  having  improved  these  roads  the  result  is  the  pushing 
out  of  road  improvements  into*  the  country,  away  from  the 
boroughs  or  villages  into  the  less  thickly  populated  parts  of  the 
town.  This  fact  is  very  encouraging,  as  it  more  nearly  carries 
out  the  original  intention  of  all  our  laws,  which  is  to  construct 
inter-town  roads  and  bring  our  villages  into  a  more  pleasant  and 
close  relationship. 

It  was  at  first  thought  by  many  people  of  our  State  that  when 
the  roads  through  the  villages  were  improved,  the  interest  would 
die  out  and  that  a  vote  for  the  improvement  of  other  roads  would 
not  be  had.  On  the  contrary,  the  desire  for  a  general  improve- 
ment of  the  roads  in  all  towns  in  which  we  have  constructed 
roads  is  increasing  rather  than  diminishing,  which  fact  speaks 
well  for  the  future  of  the  "Good  Roads'  Movement." 

One  of  the  best  evidences  we  have  of  the  permanency  of  the 
desire  for  State  assistance  is  the  fact  that  only  six  towns  that  had 
received  aid  heretofore  have  neglected  to  apply  this  year  under 
this  appropriation,  showing  very  conclusively  that  the  movement 
is  popular  and  appreciated.  The  refusal  of  these  six  towns  to 
•accept  State  aid  may  be  from  reason^  other  than  lack  of  friend- 
ship or  opposition  to  State  aid.  However,  it  makes  no  difference 
what  has  been  the  reason  of  their  failure  to  secure  State  as- 
sistance. The  ratio  of  towns  that  have  taken  advantage  of  State 
aid  for  the  improvement  of  their  roads  every  year  to  those  towns 
refusing,  is  so  large  that  their  neglect  to  ask  for  State  aid  does 
not  retard  the  progress  of  the  movement  to  any  great  extent. 

It  is  certainly  a  very  proud  position  for  Connecticut  to  occupy, 
that  with  the  movement  for  road  improvement  only  five  years 
and  six  months  old,  to  find  that  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  out 
of  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  towns  have  signified  a 
desire  to  take  advantage  of  their  privilege,  looking  to  the  im- 
provement of  their  highway  system.  Certainly,  in  this  respect, 
Connecticut  is  the  banner  State  of  the  Union.  No  other  State 
in  the  Union  has  so  generally  accepted  and  taken  part  in  a  State 
movement  for  the  improvement  of  their  highways. 
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TOWNS  ACCEPTING  CONTRACTS. 

One  of  the  most  pleasant  developments  in  the  progress  of 
the  work  is  the  increased  number  of  towns  accepting  contracts 
and  constructing  their  own  work  without  the  assistance  of  out- 
side contractors.  This  is  very  gratifying,  as  it  gives  employ- 
ment to  townspeople  and  is  a  practical  education  in  road  building. 
In  no  part  of  State  work  is  there  a  larger  return  for  the  money 
invested  than  in  towns  accepting  the  contract  and  doing  their 
own  work. 

We  have  had  during  the  past  year  36  towns  which  have 
accepted  contracts.  This  is  a  greater  number  than  ever  before 
in  the  history  of  the  movement.  A  great  assistance  to  the  ac- 
complishment of  this  feature  of  the  work  has  been  the  provision 
in  the  law  allowing  no  outside  competition  where  the  improve- 
ment did  not  cost  over  five  hundred  dollars. 

During  the  last  year  the  Commissioner  felt  that  the  full 
meaning  and  intention  of  the  law  is  that  where  a  town  did  not 
receive  an  amount  in  excess  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  a  two 
years'  appropriation,  that  it  was  equivalent  to  simply  a  double 
appropriation  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  he  decided  to  remove 
outside  competition  and  let  the  contract  direct  to  the  town  where 
the  amount  did  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars.  This  has  re- 
sulted in  a  greater  number  of  towns  accepting  contracts  than 
ever  before. 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  Commissioner,  in  these  cases,  to  make 
the  survey  personally,  and  estimate  the  amount  of  money  at 
which  the  contract  is  to  be  let,  thereby  saving  the  expense  of 
surveying  and  other  incidental  expenses  that  the  town  would 
otherwise  have  had  to  pay. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  this  part  of  the  work  is  appreciated 
as  being  very  helpful  to  the  towns  enjoying  this  privilege.  This 
has  taken  up  considerable  of  the  Commissioner's  time  in  getting 
these  small  towns  started,  and  has  kept  back  some  of  the  work 
froni  being  commenced  earlier.  However,  the  benefits  accruing 
to  these  little  towns  is  more  than  a  compensation  for  any  loss  of 
time  in  extending  this  method  of  work. 

The  small  appropriations  to  the  casual  observer,  or  any  one 
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not  acquainted  with  the  financial  conditions  of  the  towns  in 
which  the  small  appropriation  is  so1  gratefully  received  and  so 
carefully  expended,  has  very  little  conception  of  the  large  amount 
of  splendid  assistance  accorded  these  little  towns  by  these  small 
appropriations. 

I  have  many  times  improved  four,  five,  and  six  sections  on 
a  main  highway  with  an  appropriation  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
and  while  each  section  would  not  extend  over  many  lineal  feet 
of  road,  the  sections  selected  are  places  that  had  been  for  years 
a  weak  spot  on  the  road,  and  would  have  been  improved  long 
ago  had  the  town  been  financially  able  to>  so>  do.  It  stands  to 
reason,  that  if  a  road  having  five  or  six  bad  places  at  different 
points  on  a  road  six  miles  long,  and  these  bad  sections  can  be 
removed  for  one  thousand  dollars,  thereby  reclaiming  and  mak- 
ing a  good  road  of  the  five  or  six  miles,  it  is  money  well  invested. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  largest  return  for  the  money  invested  is 
the  improvement  of  these  sectional  pieces  of  road  throughout 
the  State. 

FALL  CLEANING  TIME. 

One  of  the  practices  that  does  not  give  any  return  for  the 
money  invested  and  the  time  spent  is  the  one  of  putting  new  soil 
on  the  roads  in  the  fall  of  the  year.  The  fall  rains  only  serve  to 
make  a  mud  paste  of  the  dry  dirt  applied,  and  the  frost  coming 
a  little  later  congeals  the  mud  into  frozen  ruts,  in  which  condi- 
tion they  remain  all  winter. 

The  better  practice  would  be  simply  to  clean  out  the  gutters 
and  let  the  road  alone  until  the  weather  had  settled  in  the  spring, 
except  in  cases  of  extreme  necessity,  such  as  washouts,  or  some 
other  disturbance  of  the  road  by  the  elements.  I  have  been  in 
a  great  many  towns  and  seen  this  practice  of  putting  the  fresh 
dirt  on  the  road  in  the  fall  of  the  year  and  with  the  results  I  have 
suggested,  and  it  has  always  seemed  to  me  a  great  waste  of  time 
and  money,  without  any  appreciable  benefit.  It  would  be  wise 
to  discontinue  this  practice. 

Another  method  that  is  quite  common  is  taking  the  wash- 
ings that  come  down  from  the  hills  and  find  lodgment  at  their 
base,  and  drawing  it  back  again.     I  remember  asking  an  offi- 
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■cial  who  had  charge  of  the  work  in  one  town,  why  it  was  that 
the  wash  was  put  back  on  the  hill,  and  he  said,  "Well,  it  helped 
to  cover  over  the  rocks,  and  that  it  was  the  nearest  place  to 
get  rid  of  it  and  that  it  would  save  money  in  not  having  to  cart 
it  away."  In  another  town  I  saw  two  yoke  of  oxen  carting  dirt 
from  the  base  of  a  hill  up  on  to  the  hill,  and  it  did  not  occur  to 
the  man  at  work  that  if  a  hill  was  so  steep  as  to  require  two1  yoke 
of  oxen  to  cart  dirt  up  the  hill,  it  was  not  good  judgment  to  in- 
crease the  grade  by  carting  additional  dirt.  These  are  not 
isolated  cases,  and  are  due,  perhaps,  to  custom  and  practice  in 
vogue  in  the  town  in  their  method  of  road  improvement. 

When  the  towns  of  the  State  fully  appreciate  that  it  is  not 
good  judgment  or  a  wise  expenditure  of  money  to  do  one  hun- 
dred miles  of  roads  for  from  one  thousand  to  fifteen  hundred 
dollars,  and  work  them  all  for  that  sum,  and  instead  of  so  doing 
use  a  portion  of  their  money  every  year  in  improving  permanent- 
ly a  half  mile  or  a  mile  of  road,  from  that  moment  the  towns  will 
begin  to  draw  interest  from  the  money  invested  and  begin  a  bank 
account  that  will  grow  every  year  into  a  great  saving  to  the 
townspeople. 

The  extreme  dry  weather,  with  freedom  from  even  an  oc- 
casional shower  during  the  last  season,  made  the  roads  of  the 
State  very  uncomfortable  to  travel  over.  The  dirt  roads  had 
the  appearance  in  their  loose  and  shifting  condition  of  the  char- 
acter of  an  ash  heap.  Freedom  from  our  usual  heavy  storms 
this  year,  following  a  long  dry  period,  was  the  only  thing  that 
saved  the  towns  of  the  State  from  a  loss  of  thousands  of  dollars. 

I  have  seen  thousands  of  dollars  wasted  with  this  old-time 
practice  of  putting  the  washings  from  the  road  back  on  to  the 
roads.  The  road  scraper,  properly  used,  is  a  great  assistance  to 
our  country  roads  and  a  saving  of  a  large  amount  of  money  and 
time  if  it  is  intelligently  used.  The  old  drag  scraper  system  is  a 
back  number  and  should  remain  so.  It  is  the  lack  of  knowledge 
of  how  to  use  a  road  scraper  and  not  the  road  scraper  that  is  to 
be  condemned.  It  would  be  better  in  the  use  of  the  road  scraper, 
when  the  sand  washings  are  found  in  the  gutter,  to  lift  up  the 
blade  and  let  the  washings  lie  where  the  rain  left  them,  and  go 
on  and  drop  the  blade  only  into  good  material,  and  thus  leave  the 
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road  in  a  passable  condition  instead  of  eight  inches  deep  as  I 
have  often  seen  it,  with  worn  out  road  scrapings. 

I  have  noticed,  in  a  great  many  towns  in  the  State,  during 
my  travels,  that  the  plow  is  becoming  a  lost  art.  Its  return  will 
yield  a  great  assistance  in  securing  live  material  with  which  to 
dress  over  the  roads.  Its  absence  results  in  an  impoverished 
condition  in  the  character  of  the  material  with  which  roads  are 
repaired. 

This  is  a  reform  most  devoutly  to  be  hoped  for  as  it  is  one  of 
the  least  expensive  methods  employed  in  road  improvement 
that  can  be  made  by  a  town,  and  does  not  entail  a  large  outlay 
of  money  and  the  results  attained  are  permanent  in  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  roads  in  a  first-class  condition. 

The  practice  of  encouraging  all  towns  to  reduce  grades  to  a 
minimum,  and  a  careful  attention  to  the  question  of  over  and 
under  drainage,  has  been  continued  throughout  the  past  year. 

It  is  astonishing  with  what  a  cheerful  response  towns  assist 
the  State  along  the  lines  we  have  suggested.  If  our  State  is  to 
ever  have  a  future  in  an  intelligent  development  of  the  road  sys- 
tem, it  must  come  through  the  channel  of  a  radical  change  in  the 
cheap  methods  employed  by  the  towns.  Before  the  inaugura- 
tion of  the  State's  method  of  work,  the  old  policy  to  fix  the  road 
and  do  it  over  again,  with  the  work  hardly  if  ever  well  done, 
suggests  too  plainly  that  reformation  was  needed  in  road  im- 
provement. 

MACADAM  SYSTEM. 

It  will  be  impossible  for  the  towns  of  the  State  of  Connecticut 
of  themselves,  to  have  a  macadam  system  on  the  main  highways 
of  the  State  universally  adopted ;  first,  because  of  the  financial 
condition  of  many  of  the  towns ;  second,  lack  of  material  in  the 
town  with  which  to  build  stone  roads ;  third,  remoteness  from 
railroad  facilities  to  import  stone;  and  fourth,  the  very  heavy 
grades  to  overcome.  A  complete  and  universal  macadam  system 
in  the  State  of  Connecticut  would  have  to  be  built  entirely  by  the 
State.  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  wise  to  undertake  to  build  a 
macadam  system  throughout  the  entire  State.  It  would  re- 
quire a  very  large  amount  of  money  to  build  such  a  system  and 
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it  would  cost  a  great  deal  of  money  to  maintain  it.  The  State 
has  not  striven  to  extend  the  macadam  system  other  than  in  its 
natural  growth,  and  have  only  laid  macadam  when  towns  re- 
quested her  to  so  do.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  in  nearly  one  hundred 
towns  in  the  State  a  macadam  system  would  not  be  desired.  The 
popular  demand  of  the  towns  of  the  State  is  for  gravel  or  natural 
earth  roads.  Indeed,  if  the  State  were  to  require  that  the  money 
expended  by  the  towns  for  road  improvement  must  be  for  mac- 
adam, and  that  was  the  only  system  under  which  State  aid  would 
be  given,  the  extension  of  our  inter-town  roads  in  connecting 
lines  would  not  be  possible. 

Under  our  present  system  of  allowing  the  towns  of  their  own 
volition  to  choose  the  kind  of  road  they  desire,  the  response  by 
the  towns  shows,  beyond  a  doubt,  that  the  policy  of  the  State 
meets  the  wishes  of  the  townspeople. 

QUESTION  OF  LOCATION. 

The  question  of  location  of  each  piece  of  improved  road  with 
State  assistance  will  always  continue  to  be  more  or  less  the  bone 
of  contention  in  many  towns.  While  this  is  not  so*  general  as  it 
was  in  the  beginning  of  the  movement,  we  have  still  some  feeling 
of  jealousy  to-day  that,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  finds  its  best  definition 
in  a  "dog  in  the  manger"  policy.  We  have  had  to  contend  with 
some  of  that  feeling  this  past  year. 

It  is  so  difficult  to  make  some  people  understand  that  the 
"Good  Roads'  Movement"  is  not  going  to  stop  with  the  improve- 
ment of  one  section  in  a  town,  but  on  the  contrary,  that  it  has 
come  to  stay  and  extend  its  helpful  influence  over  all  the  main 
roads  in  town,  and  that  it  is  only  a  question  of  to-day  or  to- 
morrow, when  these  roads  will  be  improved.  But  I  suppose  that 
just  as  long  as  human  nature  is  human  nature,  these  things  will 
continue  to  a  greater  or  less  extent.  May  we  hope  that  it  may 
be  rather  less  than  more. 

INSPECTORS. 

Under  the  present  law  inspectors  have  been  employed  prin- 
cipally from  the  residents  of  the  towns  in  which  the  work  was 
under  construction. 

A  general  system  of  inspection  was  not  possible  owing  to  a 
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lack  of  sufficient  funds  to  employ  inspectors.     Inspectors  were 
chiefly  used  in  looking  after  macadam  construction. 

Only  in  a  very  few  instances  have  outside  inspectors  been 
employed,  and  in  these  few  instances  they  were  men  of  road 
building  knowledge,  whose  ability  was  of  great  assistance  to 
the  towns  in  which  work  was  being  done. 

The  employment  of  a  local  inspector  is  one  that  should  be 
continued  for  several  reasons.  First,  whatever  knowledge  in 
road  building  he  may  gain  will  remain  as  a  possession  to  the 
town  in  which  he  resides ;  second,  the  expense  of  railroads,  car- 
riage hire,  and  hotel  bills  are  removed ;  and  third,  residing  in 
the  town  he  has  an  added  interest  in  the  proper  construction  of 
the  work  that  might  not  be  felt  by  an  inspector  from  outside 
the  town. 

The  system  of  inspection  is  by  no  means  perfect,  and  as  it 
is  a  new  feature  and  men  have  to  be  secured  that  have  had  hardly 
any  experience  in  State  methods,  it  will  take  some  little  time 
before  they  will  attain  that  degree  of  experience  which  is  so 
essential  to  intelligent  road  inspection. 

The  character  of  the  work  done  by  inspectors  this  year  has 
in  the  main  been  very  satisfactory.  The  reports  of  the  in- 
spectors sent  to  the  office  have  been  very  valuable  to  the  Com- 
missioner in  furnishing  information  every  week  of  the  progress 
of  the  work.  With  the  increased  number  of  towns  the  Com- 
missioner had  to  inspect,  it  would  have1  been  a  physical  impossi- 
bility to  have  gotten  the  number  of  towns  that  are  at  work  into 
working  order  without  the  assistance  of  these  inspectors. 

The  State  will  make  no  mistake  in  extending  this  system  as 
every  dollar  spent  by  the  State  for  inspection  will  return  a  hun- 
dred fold  in  the  length  of  life  of  the  road,  and  iri  this  respect  the 
money  is  well  invested. 

TRAVELING  BY  NIGHT. 

The  roads  in  Europe  are  in  use  quite  as  much  by  night  as 
in  the  day  time.  This  custom  has  grown  up  on  account  of  the 
large  business  centers  being  so  far  from  the  farms.     A  farmer 
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will  often  go  a  journey  of  three  or  four  days  to  reach  his  nearest 
and  best  market. 

Our  markets  for  farm  products  are  reached!  on  an  average  of 
not  over  eight  miles,  so  that  it  is  hardly  if  ever  necessary  for  our 
farmers  to  travel  very  often  at  night ;  in  fact,  in  my  visits  between 
towns,  I  am  compelled  to  travel  many  times  after  dark  and 
hardly  ever  meet  any  one  on  the  road.  I  have  often  felt  that 
if  our  roads  were  in  better  condition  they  would  be  used  more  in 
the  summer  time  at  night  than  is  the  practice  now. 

The  dense  growth  of  trees  along  some  of  our  roads  may  be 
picturesque  and  cool  in  a  hot  July  or  August  day,  but  a  dense 
growth  of  trees  at  night  is  anything  but  a  thing  to  be  desired. 

It  is  an  open  question  if  it  would  not  be  wiser  for  comfort 
and  convenience  in  traveling,  and  also  for  the  good  of  the  road 
when  roads  are  most  in  demand  by  the  farmers  of  our  State,  to 
thin  out  where  these  trees  grow  SO'  thickly  and  let  in  some  sun- 
light and  air  to<  the  roads.  Roads  running  through  dense  groves 
are  very  dangerous  at  night,  and  they  are  no  help  to  the  road  in 
low,  wet  places,  as  the  frost  is  held,  and  the  moisture  retained, 
making  the  roads  mire  holes  and  dangerous  to  use.  This  sug- 
gestion is  made  more  especially  for  our  main  highways  and  does 
not  refer  at  all  to  our  side  or  feeder  roads,  so  that  all  who  love 
the  shady  nook  and  the  beauties  of  nature,  can  still  enjoy  their 
favorite  rambles,  but  our  main  highways  should  be  made  safe 
and  as  pleasant  as  possible  to  drive  on  both  by  night  as  well  as 
by  day. 

There  are  many  miles  of  roads  in  the  State  that  are  very 
dangerous  to  travel  over  at  night  on  account  of  the  lack  of  pro- 
tection on  the  sides  of  the  roads  where  the  banks  are  very  steep. 
In  many  cases  only  a  very  slight  railing  is  found  that  will  hardly 
stand  contact,  while  in  other  places  I  have  found  none,  which 
fact  is  a  constant  menace  to  life,  or  might  result  in  a  very  serious 
injury  to  persons  if  an  accident  was  to  occur.  These  places  have 
been  so  long  neglected  that  they  are  allowed  to>  remain  until 
someone  goes  over  the  bank  and  a  large  bill  for  damages  is  the 
result,  which  brings  the  matter  sharply  to  the  attention  of  the 
town  authorities  and  then  a  safeguard  is  erected.  It  would  be 
wiser  to  'lock  the  door  before  the  horse  is  stolen."     Unless  banks 
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are  very  steep  and  require  a  very  large  amount  of  filling  the 
necessity  for  a  railing  should  be  removed. 

On  many  of  our  main  highways  great  heaps  of  stone  are  seen 
that  represent  the  house-cleaning  of  the  farms  for  many  years. 
The  farmers  owning  the  abutting  land  on  the  road  have  used  the 
margin  of  the  highway  as  a  dumping  ground,  and  these  piles 
have  grown  year  after  year  so  large  that  they  have  dropped  down 
into  the  gutter  and  stopped  the  water  course,  not  to  speak  of 
destroying  access  to  the  soil  on  the  margins,  that  could  have 
been  used  to  repair  the  road  with.  If  these  useless  and  un- 
sightly heaps  of  stone  were  to  be  used  for  filling  out  the  roads 
on  heavy  slopes  or  for  filling  mire  holes,  a  great  deal  of  good 
would  be  accomplished. 

This  system  of  out  of  the  lot  and  over  the  fence  and  on  to  the 
road  may  be  a  good  thing  for  the  farm,  but  a  very  bad  one  for 
the  road.     This  practice  should  be  discontinued. 

CONTRACT  SYSTEM. 

The  contract  system  still  prevails  and  it  is  a  difficult  problem 
to  solve.  The  contract  system,  if  properly  managed  under  a 
definite  and  first-class  specification,  would  be  of  great  advantage 
to  the  towns,  but  as  now  practiced  it  is  a  delusion  and  a  snare, 
and  a  great  waste  of  money.  From  my  knowledge  of  the  towns 
in  which  contracts  are  made  for  the  care  of  town  roads,  the  prin- 
cipal reason  given  for  the  letting  of  town  roads  by  contract  is 
that  it  removes  the  possibility  of  exceeding  the  appropriation 
and  fixes  definitely  the  amount  of  money  to  be  used  for  road 
purposes — this  is  the  theory ;  now  the  fact  is  that  in  nearly  every  • 
town  in  which  the  contract  system  prevails  the  principal  reason 
is  that  the  contracts  for  the  keeping  of  the  roads  is  far  below  what 
the  town  has  heretofore  had  to  pay  for  maintaining  their  roads, 
and  townspeople  look  upon  that  fact  as  a  great  saving  of  money 
and  hasten  to  let  the  contracts  only  to  find  that  after  a  few  years 
the  roads  are  in  such  a  deplorable  condition  that  it  costs  more  to 
bring  them  back  to  the  condition  they  were  in  at  the  time  of 
letting  the  contracts  than  it  would  have  cost  the  town  had  they 
continued  under  their  board  of  selectmen. 

The  contract  system  has  developed  the  too  narrow  road,  the 
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never  clean  culverts,  the  rotten  plank  bridges,  the  choked  gut- 
ters, and  the  too  much  used  gutter  scrapings,  not  to  speak  of 
the  bare  stones  on  the  surface  of  the  road.  Money  can  never 
be  saved  or  towns  helped  in  the  permanent  improvement  of  their 
roads  under  the  present  system  of  letting  out  the  work,  for  no 
matter  how  low  the  price,  a  contractor  is  not  fixing  roads  for  his 
health,  and  he  in  justice  to  himself  is  in  duty  bound  to  save  some 
of  the  price  for  himself  and  in  so  doing  the  roads  must  suffer. 

It  would  be  wiser  to  use  the  town  money  under  the  manage* 
ment  of  the  town  officials,  holding  them  to  a  strict  accounting 
for  the  money  spent,  and  if  they  do  not  satisfy  the  townspeople, 
elect  others,  until  the  right  men  are  chosen,  and  then  keep  them 
in  office  during  good  behavior,  irrespective  of  their  politics. 

How  often  during  the  past  five  years  have  I  seen  men  of  good 
judgment  and  intelligence  in  road  affairs  turned  out  of  office  for 
no  reason  except  that  a  little  more  money  was  spent  than  by  a 
former  board  who  did  not  do  practically  anything  except  shape 
up  the  roads  so  as  to  make  a  showing  at  the  annual  town  meet- 
ing. Towns  should  not  forget  that  good  things  cost  money, 
and  you  can't  buy  a  gold  dollar  for  eighty  cents. 

If  all  the  towns  in  the  State  would  follow  the  example  of  our 
forefathers  in  clearing  up  their  land,  one  acre  or  two  each  year 
as  their  time  and  means  allowed,  what  a  saving  of  money  and  a 
splendid  system  of  roads  we  would  now  have.  One-half  mile 
of  road  each  year  would  not  mean  a  large  outlay,  and  with  the 
benefits  accruing  every  year  with  each  half  mile  addition,  no  one 
would  feel  the  expense  and  the  interest  that  would  accrue  no 
man  can  compute. 

With  the  contract  system  no  permanent  improvement  is  pos- 
sible ;  in  fact,  in  several  instances,  a  State  appropriation  has  been 
voted  down  because  the  roads  were  under  contract,  for  fear  the 
contractor  would  have  less  to  do  or  the  town  would  be  paying 
money  over  again  for  the  same  work,  when,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
there  is  always  plenty  to  do  after  the  contractor  has  put  on  his 
usual  veneer  and  turned  the  road  over  as  a  finished  product. 

During  the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years  the  roads  in  the  State 
have  narrowed  up  by  neglect,  due  principally   to  the   contract 
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system  of  getting  over  as  many  miles  of  roads  with  as  little  ex- 
pense as  possible  to  the  contractor. 

A  student  of  road  matters,  going  over  our  country  roads, 
can  discover  traces,  in  many  instances,  of  the  gutter  line  plainly 
marked  ten  or  twelve  feet  distant  from  the  gutters  found  on  many 
•of  our  roads  to-day,  but  since  the  beginning  of  State  assistance 
and  the  establishment  by  the  State  of  a  proper  width  to  the  road, 
with  clearly  defined  gutters,  properly  shaped  banks,  and  a  true 
flow  line  for  the  water  to  be  carried  away,  a  general  improve- 
ment is  noticed  throughout  the  towns  in  which  the  State  has  had 
access  in  the  improvement  of  their  roads.  A  reform  on  this 
system  is  needed  and  that  speedily ;  the  longer  it  is  continued  the 
poorer  the  roads  grow  and  the  greater  the  expense  to  bring 
them  under  a  first-class  system  of  improved  highways. 


DIRT  ROADS. 

When  roads  were  laid  out  originally  throughout  the  State 
the  thought  seemed  to  be  to  reach  some  given  point  irrespective 
of  any  consideration  of  direction  or  the  character  of  the  road 
over  which  people  had  to  travel. 

An  investigation  of  the  quality  of  the  roads  does  not  disclose 
any  intelligent  forethought  of  their  future  use.  Many  of  our 
roads  were  laid  out  through  fields  rich  in  abundant  garden  loam. 
The  soil  would  be  splendid  for  garden  purposes,  but  a  very  poor 
and  uncertain  footing  for  all  time  for  horse  or  wagon  in  the  late 
fall  or  early  spring. 

We  also  find  very  many  roads  running  through  valleys  rich 
in  mud,  where  at  certain  seasons  in  the  year  the  roads  are  hub 
deep  with  mud  or  completely  covered  by  water.  It  is  not  un- 
usual to  find  some  of  our  roads  abandoned  in  the  spring,  and 
the  farmers  making  a  detour  of  several  miles  to  reach  the  market. 
We  are  dealing  with  this  class  of  roads  with  every  appropriation, 
furnishing  a  good  stone  base  for  the  loam  roads  and  lifting  up 
and  reclaiming  those  water-soaked. 

A  road  that  is  not  good  to  use  for  365  days  in  the  year  is 
only  a  makeshift  road  at  the  best.  These  roads  can  be  reclaimed 
and  brought  into  a  first-class  degree  of  usefulness  without  going 
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into  an  expensive  construction.  A  good  all-year  road  can  be 
built  for  a  not  very  large  outlay  of  money,  if  certain  rules  be 
followed : 

First :  It  is  necessary  to  get  the  water  out  of  the  road  and  into, 
the  ditch  and  away  as  fast  as  it  requires  to  be  taken  care  of. 

Second :  Make  a  foundation  upon  which  to  build  your  road 
competent  to  sustain  the  travel  of  that  particular  road  you  are- 
building. 

The  surface,  after  a  good  foundation  has  been  built,  can  be 
made  of  almost  any  material  in  common  use.  It  is  certainly 
true — no  drainage,  no  road. 

It  is  also  equally  true,  without  a  foundation,  a  road  is  of  very 
little  use.  Both  of  these  methods  are  not  expensive,  but  too 
little  attention  has  been  paid  to  them  throughout  the  State  in 
the  past ;  they  are  very  necessary  and  essential  adjuncts  to*  suc- 
cessful road  building. 

One  of  the  most  expensive  and  also  most  difficult  roads  to 
keep  in  first-class  condition  is  the  road  built  entirely  of  loam, 
and  more  money  has  been  wasted  on  this  class  of  roads  than  on 
any  other  kind  of  road  in  the  State  of  Connecticut  and  with  less, 
practical  results. 


CULVERTS. 

The  neglect  of  culverts  is  still  found  in  very  nearly  every- 
town.  Culverts  are  put  in  generally  too  small  and  not  built  with 
reference  to  the  amount  of  water  they  will  be  required  to  take- 
care  of,  and  seem  to-  be  built  from  the  same  mold,  as  rarely  is  the 
size  changed,  no  matter  what  the  demand  may  be. 

The  roads  under  which  these  culverts  run  might  possibly 
bear  even  this  treatment  if,  when  these  culverts  are  put  in,  they 
were  cleaned  out  when  they  need  it.  Either  those  in  authority 
wilfully  neglect  this  duty  or  the  fund  for  road  improvement  is  so 
small  that  they  cannot  afford  to<  give  them  the  attention  they 
need.  Whatever  may  be  the  reason  for  culvert  neglect,  some 
thorough  system  of  inspection  and  attention  should  be  given  the 
culverts  of  the  State  or  abandon  building  any  more  culverts,  and 
thus  save  the  expense  of  building  and  use  the  money  thus  saved 
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for  the  town  poor,  or  town  schools,  where  some  return  will  be 
had  for  the  money  expended. 

I  remember  on  one  of  my  visits  to  a  town  meeting  that  the 
road  over  which  I  traveled  had  between  the  station  and  the  town 
hall,  a  distance  of  some  five  miles,  twenty-six  culverts,  and  twen- 
ty-three out  of  the  twenty-six  were  practically  useless,  being  en- 
tirely rilled  with  sand. 

If  culverts  were  built  on  the  plan  of  making  them  double  the 
capacity  of  their  carrying  power  for  the  water  they  are  required 
to  take  care  of,  there  would  be  compensation  in  the  increased 
size  by  being  able  to  stand  neglect,  as  they  could  fill  up  with  sand 
one-half  and  still  be  useful.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  better  to 
err  in  building  a  culvert  too*  large  than  building  it  too  small. 

GENERAL  CONDITIONS. 

Each  town  has  its  own  peculiarities  of  the  conditions  sur- 
rounding their  roads.  Some  towns  are  bridged  to<  death ;  others 
stoned,  muddied,  sanded,  or  hilled  to  death,  each  requiring  a  large 
outlay  oi  money  to<  bring  them  under  intelligent  control.  These 
are  natural  conditions  and  require  bending  into*  some  system 
that  will  remove  these  evils  permanently. 

The  State  is  hard  at  work  with  these  problems  and  solving 
them  as  fast  as  State  money  and  the  town  will  permit,  under 
methods  as  economical  as  the  town  can  extend  in  future  road 
building.  With  so  many  varied  interests  and  conditions,  and 
the  large  amount  of  roads  to<  be  improved,  it  is  no<  small  task 
to  bring  all  of  these  things  into  any  degree  of  perfection  at  once. 

Experience  has  taught  us  that  evils  in  road  construction  ex- 
tending so  many  years,  will  require  a  great  deal  of  time  and  a 
large  amount  of  money  to  remedy,  but  we  can  be  comforted  by 
the  fact  that  as  each  section  of  poor  road  is  permanently  im- 
proved, we  are  slowly  but  surely  extending  our  system  of  good 
roads. 

There  has  been  considerable  delay  in  getting  started  owing 
to  the  small  number  of  contractors  offering  prices  for  the  work, 
many  of  our  contractors  have  gone  into*  adjoining  States  where 
the  contracts  are  larger  and  prices  better. 

The   character   of  the   improvements,    during   the   past    two 
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years,  are  very  naturally  expensive  to  do,  as  the  choice  of  the 
section  to  be  improved  is  made  principally  on  the  ground  of  need- 
ing improvement  more  than  any  other  section  of  road  in  town, 
the  preference  always  being  given  to  these  sections ;  this  has  a 
tendency  to  make  the  work  difficult,  and  expensive,  and  as  an 
appropriation  is  limited,  a  modification  of  plans  has  often  to<  be 
resorted  to  so  as  to  keep  within  the  appropriation.  The  final 
acceptance  or  rejection  of  all  bids  having  been  under  this  law 
placed  in  control  of  the  State  has  resulted  in  a  large  saving  of 
money  in  the  letting  of  contracts.  The  total  amount  thus  far 
saved  to  the  State  and  town  during  the  past  two  years  from  re- 
jection of  bids  and  re-advertising  has  been  nearly  $30,000.,  which 
has  been  used  in  increasing  the  mileage  covered  by  improved 
roads  to  a  considerable  extent. 


THE  APPROPRIATIONS  OF  1899  AND  1900. 

The  increase  in  the  appropriation  during  the  past  two  years 
furnishes  food  for  thought  in  many  respects.  Although  the 
amount  of  money  appropriated  by  the  State  is  larger  by  $150,000. 
than  ever  before,  the  increase  in  the  number  of  miles  of  finished 
road  will  not!  be  up  to>  what  the  increase  of  appropriation  would 
suggest,  for  the  reason  that  with  the  increase  in  appropriation 
came  the  increased  proportion  paid  by  the  State  to  the  towns. 

This  effects  the  larger  towns  to  a  greater  degree  than  it  does 
the  small  towns  for  the  reason  that  under  the  other  appropria- 
tions when  the  State  was  paying  less  money  and  the  towns  more 
than  under  this  appropriation,  the  large  towns  were  enabled  to 
receive  $1,500.  each  year,  which  added  to  the  same  amount  by 
the  town,  allowed  them  to  lay  $3,000.  worth  of  macadam  each 
year,  which  would,  in  two  years,  amount  to  $6,000.  worth  of 
work,  while  under  the  appropriation  this  year  these  same  towns 
can  only  receive  $4,500.,  thus  shortening  up  the  distance  in  the 
large  towns  to  the  amount  of  $1,500.,  while  the  small  towns  are 
helped  to  a  larger  amount  of  money  than  ever  before,  with  less 
expense  to  the  towns,  thus  insuring  them  a  larger  section  of 
improved  roads  without  depleting  the  town  treasury  to  any  great 
extent ;  in  other  words,  the  aggregate  of  State  and  town  money 
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in  1897  and  1898  was  $400,000.,  while  the  money  available  in 
1899  and  1900  was  only  $481,300.,  although  the  State  exceeded 
the  appropriation  of  1897  and  1898  by  $150,000.,  and  while  not 
so  much  macadam  road  was  built  during  the  last  two  years  as 
during  1897  and  1898,  the  money  has  been  used  for  roads  other 
than  macadam  and  has  been  more  widely  distributed  throughout 
the  State  and  has  not  been  centralized  in  the  larger  towns  as 
heretofore  under  other  appropriations ;  in  other  words  the  ap- 
propriation has  been  used  for  other  methods  of  construction  of 
road  improvement,  but  what  has  been  a  loss  to  the  larger  towns 
has  been  a  gain  to  the  little  towns. 

The  indications  are  that  small  towns  will  ask  for  the  same 
appropriations  next  year,  although  some  of  these  towns  may  ask 
for  a  small  increase.  Large  towns  generally  ask  for  the  full 
limit.  A  large  increase  in  the  appropriation  will  not  be  taken 
up  by  the  small  towns ;  as  a  rule,  the  larger  towns  have  their 
roads  in  very  fair  condition  and  do  not  need  State  assistance  to 
the  extent  that  the  little  towns  do.  It  is  better  to  have  the  little 
towns  grow  closer  to  the  larger  towns  with  their  system  of  road 
improvement  before  increasing  the  appropriation  to  any  great 
extent. 

Generally  speaking,  macadam  is  used  almost  entirely  to  the 
exclusion  of  other  kinds  of  material  in  large  towns,  and  it  is  often 
the  case'  that  a  road  is  improved  with  a  macadam  treatment  laid 
over  a  surface  that  would  be  accepted  as  a  first-class  road  by 
many  small  towns;  it  is  a  case  of  a  little  better  road.  My  point 
is  simply  this — that  when  so'  many  of  our  small  towns  are  lying 
in  the  mud  or  obliged  to  climb,  climb  the  never  surmounted  hill, 
that  large  towns  with  fairly  good  roads  can  afford  to  wait  until 
the  towns,  not  so  favorably  situated,  are  helped  into  a  better  con- 
dition of  affairs. 

With  the  roads  in  large  towns  we  find  so  few  poor  roads  that 
we  never  hear  of  a  contention  in  regard  to  a  choice  of  where 
to  expend  State  aid ;  but  it  is  the  exception  in  small  towns  not 
to  find  a  conflict  of  opinion  in  regard  to  the  road  to  be  improved, 
and  the  feeling  is  very  often  so-  bitter  that  it  results  in  a  rescinded 
vote  of  the  entire  appropriation,  and  the  town  is  thereby  denied 
any  assistance.     As  a  matter  of  fact  the  greatest  opposition  to 
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road  improvement,  since  the  commencement  of  State  aid,  has 
come  from  towns  needing  State  aid  most,  and  while  all  of  the 
towns  receiving  State  aid  came  into  closer  relationship  with  the 
State  during  the  past  two  years  than  ever  before,  the  greatest 
care  must  be  taken  to  continue  that  feeling  so  well  begun,  so 
that  the  movement  will  remain  a  town  possession  to  be  con- 
tinued until1  all  the  main  highways  are  reclaimed  and  made  con- 
venient for  travel. 


THE  NEED  OF  EARLY  LEGISLATION. 

The  increase  in  amount  of  State  aid  to  all  towns  participating 
has  developed  a  strong  desire  to  commence  work  before  the 
work  has  been  fully  considered  and  carefully  arranged  for. 

This  activity  on  the  part  of  the  towns  has  made  the  work 
of  my  department  extremely  arduous,  and  a  great  deal  of  diffi- 
culty has  been  encountered  in  making  towns  understand  that 
with  the  increase  of  appropriation  and  a  greater  number  of  towns 
to  provide  for,  the  work  of  the  department  has  been  enlarged 
beyond  its  accomplishment  during  the  first  year  of  the  appropria- 
tion. The  principal  work  of  the  Commissioner  cannot  very  well 
be  transferred  to  other  hands.  It  is  in  the  main,  technical,  and 
many  times  calls  for  a  personal  visit.  The  work  is  varied  in  its 
character.  In  many  instances  more  technical  knowledge  and 
time  is  required  in  arranging  for  a  proper  and  economical  way  to 
use  an  appropriation  of  five  hundred  dollars  than  is  necessary  in 
an  appropriation  of  forty-five  hundred  dollars,  which  is  generally 
used  for  macadam  construction.  In  addition  to  the  time  devoted 
to  construction  during  the  past  two  years,  the  Commissioner  has 
been  in  attendance  at  35  town  meetings,  explaining  the  law,  and 
has  also  personally  made  the  surveys  in  29  towns. 

A  large  amount  of  the  time  used  in  promoting  the  movement 
during  the  past  two>  years  will  not  be  required  again,  and  also 
some  of  the  details  in  getting  new  towns  started  will  not  have 
to  be  done,  as  every  year  brings  towns  into  a  -more  familiar 
knowledge  of  what  is  required,  so  it  is  safe  to  say  that  more  time 
can  be  given  to  other  departments  of  the  work  next  year. 

A  considerable  part  of  the  clamor  of  the  towns  was  due  to 
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the  erroneous  impression  that  the  appropriation  to  the  towns 
•expired  by  limitation  with  the  sitting  of  the  legislature  of  1901, 
while,  on  the  contrary,  the  appropriations  of  1899  and  1900  do 
not  become  non-available  until  six  months  after  the  first  day  of 
October,  1901.  However,  in  all  fairness,  it  must  be  said  that  on 
the  whole  town  officials  have  been  considerate  of  the  difficulties 
with  which  the  Commissioner  has  had  to  contend,  and  have  been 
very  patient,  under  the  pressure  of  the  citizens  of  the  towns,  to 
hurry  matters  along. 

The  legislature  should  pass  the  appropriation1  just  as  early  as 
possible  and  not  wait  until  the  last  month  of  the  session,  as  every 
month  is  valuable  and  can  be  used  with  profit  in  expediting  the 
work. 

The  law,  under  which  we  are  at  work,  did  not  come  into  my 
hands  until  nearly  the  middle  of  June,  and  the  appropriations 
could  not  be  made  until  August,  so  that  several  months  of  good 
road  building  weather  was  lost.  Six  weeks  is  ordinarily  re- 
quired for  towns  to  hold  town  meetings  and  apply  for  an  appro- 
priation, and  it  would  be  more  profitable  if  the  six  weeks  used 
was  in  the  early  spring,  at  a  time  that  cannot  be  used  for  road 
building.  There  is  no  good  reason  for  delaying  the  appropria- 
tion to  the  last  moment  of  the  session.  Other  matters  do  not 
suffer  with  delay  as  does  the  "Good  Roads'  Movement."  The 
delay  in  this  respect,  by  all  former  legislatures,  has  always  re- 
tarded the  work  and  forced  two  years'  work  into  one,  which  is  a 
dangerous  practice  and  does  not  allow  that  wise  treatment  and 
careful  attention  to  detail  that  is  so<  vital  to  every  piece  of  road 
to  be  built.  We  are  not  building  for  to-day,  but  for  all  time, 
and  every  precaution  and  safeguard  should  be  taken  or  centered 
around  the  movement  to-  prevent  any  money  being  wasted  on  a 
road  not  properly  laid  out  or  constructed.  There  is  grave  danger 
in  crowding  too  much  work  into  too  short  a  time.  I  earnestly 
call  the  attention  of  the  legislature  to>  this  matter,  so  that  all  the 
time  may  be  taken  advantage  of  during  the  next  two  years. 

PORTABLE  CRUSHERS. 

One  of  the  worst  conditions  the  State  has  to*  contend  with  is 
towns  in  which  no  gravel  is  to  be  found  and  are  far  removed  from 
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railroad  access.  In  many  of  these  towns  there  is  good  stone,, 
either  in  the  fields  or  in  fences  or  ledges,  and  the  only  method 
of  road  improvement  seems  to  be  the  use  of  stone  of  which  there- 
is  such  an  abundance. 

It  is  not  quite  possible  for  these  towns  to  purchase  a  stone 
crushing  plant,  and  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  asked  for 
by  these  towns  is  hardly  sufficient  to  have  suggested  the  attempt 
at  macadam  construction,  and  it  has  occurred  to  the  Commis- 
sioner that  inasmuch  as  there  are  quite  a  number  of  towns  so 
situated,  that  it  might  be  well  for  the  State  to  own  a  few  portable 
crushers  and  go  into  these  towns  and  crush  stone  and  leave  them 
to  be  used  by  the  town  for  the  improvement  of  their  roads.  The 
outlay  on  the  part  of  the  State  would  not  be  very  large  and  the 
incidental  expense  of  running  the  crusher  and  going  from  town 
to  town  and  crushing  stone  would  not  be  very  great.  Prior  to 
the  visit  of  the  stone  crushing  plant  the  stone  could  be  brought 
to  the  district  where  the  crusher  was  to  be  set  up  by  the  farmers, 
and  left  so  that  no  time  need  be  lost  in  assembling  the  stone.. 
Each  town  receiving  State  aid  in  this  way  could  apply  for  State 
aid  the  same  as  is  now  done  and  the  amount  of  their  appropria- 
tion could  be  used  in  the  crushing  of  the  stone.  The  method, 
of  construction  in  the  use  of  the  stone  could  be  furnished  through 
a  State  specification. 

I  know  of  no  way  that  the  system  of  improved  roads  through- 
out our  State  could  be  extended  better,  and  how  useless  material 
could  be  utilized  in  a  more  intelligent  way  than  in  the  methods 
suggested. 

It  might  be  well  to>  set  aside  a  part  of  the  annual  appropria- 
tion for  this  purpose  and  towns  invited  to  express  a  desire  for 
assistance,  and  if  a  sufficient  number  of  towns  expressed  a  wish 
for  assistance  in  this  way,  to  purchase  a  few  stone  crushing 
plants  and  commence  operations. 

This  may  not  be  thought  wise,  but  a  thorough  acquaintance 
with  the  conditions  surrounding  many  of  our  towns  would  seem 
to  point  to  this  feature  of  road  improvement  as  necessary,  and 
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I  am  satisfied  that  if  it  is  once  started  it  will  become  a  part  of  our 
State  system  of  road  improvement. 

Trap  rock  is  acknowledged  to  be  the  best  material  with 
which  to  build  macadam  roads  but  there  are  many  of  our  towns- 
in  which  trap  rock  is  not  to  be  found.  We  have  used  in  some 
of  our  macadam  construction  stone  other  than  trap  which  has 
given  very  good  satisfaction,  so  that  the  question  of  the  stone 
to  be  used  would  not  offer  any  very  serious  objection  to'  the  kind 
of  stone  found  in  these  towns.  Certainly,  all  o{  the  stone  found 
in  the  State  when  crushed  and  put  upon  the  road  is  by  far  prefera- 
ble to  mud  roads. 

There  would  be  no  difficulty  in  providing  a  system  to  organize 
and  carry  on  the  work  successfully.  Certainly,  this  matter  is 
worthy  of  careful  consideration  and  mature  thought. 

The  improvements  have  been  more  distributed  over  the  towns 
than  ever  before,  towns  preferring  to>  improve  several  bad  sec- 
tions rather  than  extend  one  road;  This  may  have  had  its. 
foundation  from  the  desire  to  please  the  different  parts  of  the 
towns,  but  it  certainly  has  done  full  as  much  good,  if  not  more, 
than  if  concentrated  on  one  section  of  road,  for  I  am  familiar 
with  all  of  the  improvements,  having  personally  visited  each 
town  and  advised  with  the  selectmen  in  regard  to  the  selection 
of  the  road  and  the  character  of  the  improvement.  The  dis- 
tribution has  been  intelligently  made  and  the  selection  has  been, 
in  favor  of  that  section  needing  attention  most.  It  would  be 
impossible  in  many  towns  to  secure  a  vote  if  such  a  course  was 
not  pursued,  and  to  persons  familiar  with  town  methods  of  work 
and  the  character  of  some  of  the  roads,  it  is  not  strange  that 
they  should  desire  to  be  relieved  from  sonic  of  the  evils  they  have 
had  to  contend  with.  As  the  approval  of  these  sections  rests  with 
the  State,  considerable  time  of  the  Commissioner  has  been  taken 
to  visit  the  different  sections,  which  fact  is  responsible  for  a 
considerable  part  of  the  delay  in  getting  work  started,  while  in 
several  of  our  larger  towns  where  macadam  is  the  construction 
used,  the  work  has  been  divided,  it  is  not  so  general  as  in  towns 
using  their  appropriation  for  grading  and  graveling. 
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An  appreciation  of  how  far  this  division  of  work  has  extended 
can  best  be  shown  in  the  fact  that  while  153  towns  applied  for 
State  aid  during  the  last  two  years,  the  money  appropriated  and 
arranged  for,  will  extend  over  242  sections  of  roads.  While  this 
practice  may  not  make  the  same  showing  to-day  that  it  would 
if  all  sections  were  continuous,  there  is  no  question  but  what  the 
divided  appropriation  brings  more  miles  of  road  under  immediate 
control  than  if  the  entire  appropriation  was  used  on  one  road, 
for  the  reason  that  very  few  roads  in  the  State  demand  at  once 
the  improvement  of  the  entire  road  from  town  to  town,  while  on 
the  other  hand,  the  small  sections  improved  are  imperative,  and 
every  day  they  remain  are  a  menace  to  life  or  a  damage  to 
property,  not  to  speak  of  the  inconvenience  to  travel. 

The  system  of  dividing  the  appropriation  has  been  the  prac- 
tice throughout  the  State  since  the  beginning  of  the  "Good  Roads' 
Movement,"  and  was  condemned  by  a  great  many  people  as 
unwise,  but  as  the  improvements  have  continued  from  year  to 
year,  the  links  are  coming  together,  and  the  chain  of  good  roads 
is  increasing  in  distance  as  link  after  link  is  added,  but  it  must 
not  be  understood  that  the  policy  of  the  State,  in  allowing  a  divi- 
sion of  the  money,  neglects  in  any  way  the  complete  and  perma- 
nent improvement  of  that  particular  section  treated ;  on  the  con- 
trary, no  improvement  is  commenced  except  it  can  be  fully  com- 
pleted before  it  is  left  or  it  is  not  treated  at  all. 

The  policy  of  the  State  in  this  respect  is,  if  we  only  do  twenty- 
five  feet,  do  it  well  or  not  at  all.  The  desire  of  the  towns  in  divid- 
ing the  appropriation  will  be  continued  so  long  as  the  best  in- 
terest of  the*  State  and  towns  advise  its  continuance. 

RECAPITULATION. 

In  addition  to  the  work  that  has  been  done  during  the  past 
two  years  under  this  appropriation,  there  was  remaining  un- 
finished 33  towns  to  be  finished  the  first  year  of  the  appropria- 
tion, which  represented  20  miles. 

The  amount  of  money  that  will  be  used  in  the  appropriations, 
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on  the  part  of  the  State  and  town  during  the  past  two  years,  will 
be  $467,550. 

The  total  number  of  towns  that  have  applied  for  State  aid 

is  153- 

The  total  number  of  contracts  awarded  during  the  two  years 
is  151. 

The  total  number  of  new  towns  that  have  come  in  during  the 
past  two  years,  which  have  never  before  participated  in  State 
aid,  is  39. 

The  total  number  of  towns,  accepting  contracts  on  the  part 
-of  the  town»,  is  51. 

During  the  past  two  years — 

Eighty-eight  sections  o>f  macadam  have  been  contracted  for. 

Seventy  sections  have  been  finished  and  accepted. 

Thirteen  sections  are  very  nearly  finished. 

Four  sections  partially  finished  and  one  section  just  started. 

There  has  also  been  let  154  sections  for  grading  and  graveling. 

Eighty  sections  have  been  finished  and  accepted. 

Thirty-three  sections  are  very  nearly  finished. 

Eighteen  sections  partially  so>,  and  25  sections  just  started. 

The  total  number  of  miles  that  will  be  finished,  with  the  ap- 
propriation under  the  contracts  let  for  the  past  two  years,  is  109. 

The  total  amount  o>f  money  available  to  the  26  towns, 
which  have  not  as  yet  commenced  work,  is  $49,000.,  and  the 
total  amount  of  money  left  from  the  appropriations  of  1899  and 
1900  is  $10,620.31.  This  amount  will  be  given  access  to>  towns 
that  have  not  had  any  of  the  appropriations  of  1899  or  1900. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  "Good  Roads'  Movement,"  in 
1895,  all  towns  in  the  State  have  enjoyed  State  aid,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  nine  towns,  making  a  total  of  159  towns  up  to  date. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  a  greater  number  of  towns  have  ap- 
plied during  the  past  two  years  than  ever  before,  and  that  while 
macadam  has  remained  popular  in  the  towns  that  have  been 
heretofore  building  macadam  roads  under  former  appropriations, 
there  has  been  a  very  large  increase  in  the  number  of  towns 
using  their  appropriations  for  grading  purposes ;  and  also  that 
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more  towns  than  ever  before  are  accepting  contracts  of  them- 
selves, thus  keeping  all  of  the  State  and  town  money  at  home; 
and  also  that  a  greater  number  of  new  towns  have  applied  than 
ever  before,  and  that  with  the  addition  of  nine  towns,  that  the 
entire  State  will  be  at  work,  with  State  assistance,  in  the  improve- 
ment of  their  roads.  This  insures,  if  the  same  policy  is  con^ 
tinued  that  has  been  extended  to>  the  towns,  that  the  movement 
has  become  a  part  of  the  regular  business  of  the  State,  to  be  car- 
ried on  until  every  main  highway  in  the  State  will  be  smooth 
and  firm  and  convenient  for  travel  at  all  seasons  of  the  year.

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EPITOME  OF  NOTABLE  IMPROVEMENTS, 

1899    AND    1900. 

ANDOVER. 

The  town  of  Andover  accepted  its  first  appropriation  in  1896 
and  has  not  participated  since  that  time  until  1899.  The  im- 
provement made  with  this  appropriation  was  on  the  main  high- 
way towards  Mansfield  and  Bolton,  and  also  on  the  same  highway 
towards  Columbia.  The  difficulty  to  be  overcome  was  sharp, 
short  gardes  and  poor  surface  and  lack  of  protection  from  water 
sheds ;  all  of  these  have  been  taken  care  of  now  in  the  section 
improved,  and  a  good,  well-drained  gravel  road  is  the  result. 
The  work  was  done  at  a  reasonable  figure.  The  expense  of  the 
improvement  was  $1,571.90;  the  distance  improved  is  2,858  feet. 

AVON. 

This  is  the  second  appropriation  accepted  by  the  town  of 
Avon.  The  first  appropriation  was  in  1896.  This  appropriation 
was  used  on  three  sections  of  roads ;  the  first  section  is  located 
on  the  main  highway  to<  Farmington  and  the  improvement  on 
this  section  was  the  building  of  a  retaining  wall  made  necessary 
by  the  straightening  of  the  road.  The  wall  is  125  feet  long  and 
at  its  greatest  depth  15  feet  at  the  front.  A  stone  culvert  was  built 
38  feet  long  in  the  improvement,  which  also  included  the  reduc- 
tion of  a  very  high  grade.     This  section  cost  $1,200. 

The  second  section  is  located  on  the  main  road  to  Unionville 
at  a  point  called  Merriman  hill.  The  bend  was  taken  out  of  the 
road  and  a  heavy  cut  made  in  the  hill,  and  the  material  was 
used  in  lifting  up  the  level  to  further  reduce  the  grade.  This 
improvement  is  considered  as  one  of  the  best  in  town.  The  cost 
of  the  improvement  was  $1,360. 

The  third  section  is  on  the  main  highway  leading  to  Sims- 
bury  and  included  grade  reduction  and  drainage,  and  lifting  a 
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swamp  land  into  a  dry,  firm  footing.  The  entire  road  was  then 
treated  with  a  good  surface  of  gravel. 

These  three  sections  cost  the  sum  of  $1,954.;  and  covers  a 
distance  of  3,550  lineal  feet. 

The  location  of  these  three  sections,  on  the  three  main  high- 
ways of  the  town,  will  benefit  not  only  all  townspeople  but  the 
traveling  public  as  well. 

BEACON  FALLS. 

The  town  of  Beacon  Falls  accepted  her  first  appropriation 
in  1897.  This  appropriation  is  the  second  they  have  received 
and  the  section  of  road  to  be  improved  is  on  the  main  highway 
from  Seymour  to  Naugatuck  near  High  Rock  grove,  and  is 
known  as  the  "river  road."  This  appropriation  is  to  be  used 
to  extend  the  improvement  made  in  1897  and  consists  of  widen- 
ing the  road  and  reducing  the  grade. 

The  road  is  not  only  the  connecting  link  between  Naugatuck 
and  Seymour  for  farmers  to  dispose  of  their  produce,  but  in 
addition  it  is  very  popular  for  pleasure  driving  as  it  skirts  the 
river  the  entire  distance.  From  time  to  time  improvements  will 
be  made  under  each  year's  appropriation  until  all  objectionable 
features  are  removed. 

This  section  of  the  road  is  a  part  of  the  main  highway  from 
Bridgeport  to  Winsted  and  we  are  at  work  in  many  of  the  towns 
through  which  it  runs.  The  contract  price  was  $1,000.,  which 
was  taken  by  the  town. 

BERLIN. 

The  town  of  Berlin  has  accepted  five  appropriations,  only 
omitting  one  since  the  State  Law  went  into'  effect  The  sections 
of  road  now  receiving  treatment  are  the  Meriden  turnpike  and 
the  New  Britain  turnpike.  The  first  section  is  on  the  Meriden 
road  and  extends  the  macadam  system  towards  Meriden.  The 
town  of  Meriden  in  1897  laid  a  section  of  macadam  on  this  road 
and  the  purpose  is  to>  unite  the  two  towns  with  a  first-class 
macadam  road.  The  improvement  on  this  section  is  not  con- 
fined to  the  surface  of  the  road  for  some  very  heavy  grading  had 
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to  be  done  in  taking  care  of  the  water  and  considerable  under- 
drainage  laid  before  this  was  fully  accomplished.  As  this  is  a 
popular  road  and  so  near  Meriden,  when  the  road  is  improved 
the  entire  distance  it  will  no  doubt  make  a  handsome  residential 
quarter. 

The  town  is  under  contract  tG  do  the  work  The  distance 
will  be  about  3,400  feet. 

The  second  section  improved  is  on  the  New  Britain  and 
Meriden  main  highway  extending  through  West  Hartford.  The 
distance  improved  is  3,450  feet  and  calls  for  a  straightening  of 
the  road  and  a  severe  grade  reduction,  also  some  change  in 
culverts  now  existing.  This  is  the  first  improvement  in  this 
district  of  the  town  of  Berlin,  and  when  extended  in  both  direc- 
tions, unites  with  other  state  roads  in  the  system  from  New 
York  to  Springfield. 

BETHANY. 

The  town  of  Bethany  accepted  in  1900  its  first  appropriation 
and  the  contract  was  let  to  the  town.  The  improvements  under 
contract  were  for  four  sections  of  roads  and  covers  a  distance  of 
J '935  feet-  One  section  is  for  75  feet,  another  for  1,100  feet,  one 
for  650  feet  and  the  other  no  feet.  Each  section  is  the  reclaim- 
ing of  the  worst  condition  to>  be  found  on  the  road  on  that  par- 
ticular section  of  highway.  Considerable  rock  cutting  had  to  be 
done  and  hill  cutting  and  widening  of  the  road.  All  improve- 
ments are  on  the  New  Haven  and  Waterbury  roads.  Total  con- 
tract price  is  $900. 

BETHEL. 

The  town  of  Bethel  accepted  an  appropriation  for  the  first 
time  in  1897  and  it  was  used  in  grade  reduction.  This  appro- 
priation is  the  second  enjoyed  by  the  town  and  will  be  used  in 
improving  the  main  highway  from  Bethel  to  Redding. 

Water  troubles,  grade  reduction  and  widening  the  road  is 
the  sum  of  its  improvements.  A  long,  low  lying  swale,  skirted  by 
willows,  will  be  reclaimed  and  a  sandy  condition  made  firm,  and 
a  bad  congestion  at  a  turn  in  the  road  will  be  removed.     The

town  is  under  contract  to  do  the  work.  The  distance  covered  is 
1,534  feet  and  will  make  a  decided  improvement  of  the  road  when 
the  work  is  finished.     The  contract  price  is  $305.00. 

BRISTOL. 

The  town  of  Bristol  has  accepted  its  privilege  every  year 
since  the  beginning  of  State  assistance,  having  used  every  ap- 
propriation available  and  to  its  full  limit.  The  appropriation  of 
1899  and  1900  was  applied  in  the  improvement  of  three  sections 
of  highway  on  the  main  road  from  Plainville  to  Bristol.  The 
first  section  accomplished  the  drainage  of  the  main  street  in 
Forestville  and  included  a  cobble  gutter  and  a  macadam  surface. 
The  rim  edge  of  cobbles  on  the  outside  of  the  gutter  line  formed 
a  curb  and  this  removed  the  expense  of  curbing,  being  suffi- 
ciently high  to  retain  all  water  in  the  gutter  proper  where  it 
formerly  overflowed  the  sidewalk. 

A  system  of  sidewalks  has  now  been  provided  that  will  be 
free  from  water,  and  access  to  the  homes  of  abutting  owners  is 
now  pleasant. 

The  other  two  sections  were  furnished  with  proper  drainage 
and  outlets  and  a  macadam  surface  provided.  The  contract  was 
let  to  the  town  at  a  very  favorable  price  and  the  distance  covered 
is  5,344  feet,  and  the  contract  price  was  $4,542.40. 

BROOKFIELD. 

The  town  of  Brookfield  claimed  an  appropriation  for  the  first 
time  under  the  law  and  the  appropriation  will  be  used  in  part 
for  the  improvements  on  two*  sections  of  road  located  on  the 
main  highway  through  Brookfield  Center. 

The  first  section  is  a  heavy  cut  on  a  hill  that  was  in  places 
9  per  cent,  and  the  material  in  the  cut  will  be  used  in  lifting  the 
level  at  the  base  of  the  hill  and  in  surfacing  the  road  where 
needed,  also  the  enlarging  and  extension  of  culverts  and  blasting 
out  some  bad  rocks  now  on  the  surface  and  in  the  gutters. 

The  second  section  lies  between  Brookfield  Center  and  Brook- 
field and  at  present,  in  some  seasons  of  the  year,  the  road  is  a 
wallow  hole  with  deep  mud  to  travel  through.     The  treatment 
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will  be  a  lifting  up  of  the  level  by  the  putting!  in  of  a  stone  base 
and  a  top  dressing  of  good  material  and  also  a  system  of  side 
ditching  to  check  the  water  from  the  low  level  of  the  surrounding 
land  from  reaching  the  road,  also  for  the  purpose  of  sweating  out 
the  road.  Culverts  will  be  taken  carex>f,  enlarged  and  extended. 
The  town  accepted  the  contract  at  $875.  and  the  distance  covered 
is  about  2,700  feet. 

BROOKLYN. 

This  is  the  fourth  appropriation  accepted  by  the  town  of 
Brooklyn  and  has  been  used  on  the  last  link  in  the  connection 
of  the  town  of  Killingly  with  Brooklyn  Center,  completing  the 
macadam  road  between  the  two  points  named ;  also  for  a  section 
of  gravel  road  on  the  main  highway  froni  Brooklyn  Center 
towards  Hampton.  Both  improvements  cover  a  distance  of  5,400 
feet  and  cost  about  $4,500. 

CANAAN. 

The  town  of  Canaan  has  voted  for  four  appropriations.  1899 
and  1900  will  be  used  in  improving  a  continuous  section  of  the 
main  highway  from  Housatonic  river  bridge  toward  Goshen 
and  will  cover  a  distance  of  12,540  feet  of  road.  The  improve- 
ment calls  for  the  reclaiming  of  a  section  of  road  running  through 
a  heavy  water  shed  district  and  swampy  land.  Said  road  at  the 
point  named  will  be  lifted  about  three  feet  and  a  system  of  ditches 
run  along  the  road  sufficiently  back  to  stop  the  water  and  drain 
out  the  road  and  carry  the  water  to  a  proper  natural  water  course. 
A  large  part  of  the  road  has  heavy  grades  which  will  be  reduced 
and  the  material  from  cuts  will  be  used  in  filling  where  needed. 
A  six-inch  gravel  treatment  is  also  given  the  entire  road.  The 
town  has  the  contract  and  the  price  is  $4,000. 

CHAPLIN. 

The  little  town  of  Chaplin  came  in  for  her  first  appropriation 
last  year  and  the  employment  of  the  money  has  been  in  the  im- 
provement of  a  section  'of  main  highway  leading  from  Chaplin 
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Center  to  North  Windham.  A  very  bad  section  of  road  has 
been  brought  under  control  by  increasing  the  width  of  the  road, 
reducing,  grades,  blasting  out  rock  from  the  center  of  the  road 
also'  gutters,  and  treating  the  whole  section  to  eight  inches  of 
gravel.  The  distance  covered  is  about  4,100  feet  and  the  ex- 
pense is  about  $2,000.  This  improvement  is  a  beginning  of 
road  reformation  in  the  town  and  cannot  help  bringing  splendid 
results. 

.    CLINTON. 

The  town  of  Clinton  accepted  State  aid  in  1897  and  1898  for 
a  macadam  construction  and  the  appropriation  of  1899  and  1900 
was  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  road  laid  at  that  time. 
The  first  section  is  on  East  Main  Street  commencing  at  the  end 
of  macadam  laid  in  1897  and  extending  east  towards  Westbrook. 
The  town  had  formerly  taken  in  a  strip  of  land  and  widened  the 
road  so  that  a  bad  condition  of  a  too  narrow  highway  was 
avoided. 

The  second  section  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  macadam 
laid  in  1898  and  extended  down  to  the  Madison  line,  so  that  now 
the  four  appropriations  joined  in  one  continuous  splendid  sec- 
tion of  macadam  with  a  perfect  drainage,  and  a  directness  that 
has  partially  eliminated  all  sharp  curves.  Next  year's  appro- 
priation if  used  on  this  road  will  nearly  complete  the  road  to 
Westbrook.  The  distance  covered  in  these  two  sections  is  6,200 
feet  and  is  within  the  appropriation  of  $4,500. 


COLCHESTER. 

The  town  of  Colchester  accepted  the  appropriation  of  1899 
for  the  first  time.  The  money  was  used  in  the  improvement  of 
a  very  heavy  grade  and  the  bringing  up  of  a  low  level  at  the 
foot  of  the  hill  on  the  Norwich  turnpike.  While  the  distance 
was  only  1,695  feet  the  benefit  to  the  traveling  public  can  not 
be  estimated.  The  town  accepted  the  contract  at  $500.  and  the 
citizens  of  the  town  were  so  well  pleased  that  they  voted  this  year 
an  additional  appropriation  of  $500.  for  similar  work. 
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CHESHIRE. 

The  town  of  Cheshire  accepted  the  full  appropriation  this 
year  and  for  the  first  time  the  appropriation  is  being  used  on 
three  sections  of  roads. 

The  first  section  is  on  the  Waterbury  road  commencing  at 
the  town  line  and  running  a  distance  of  6,665  ^ee^-  Almost  all 
bad  road  conditions  are  to  be  found  on  this  section:  the  hill, 
rocks,  wet  places  and  poor  surface,  with  narrow,  sharp  curves ; 
these  evils  will  all  be  removed  under  the  improvement. 

The  second  section  is  on  Cheshire  hill.  The  grade  reduc- 
tion must  be  accomplished  by  filling,  as  Alain  Street  crosses  at 
the  summit  intersection.  A  rubble  drain  through  the  centre  of 
the  road  is  provided  to  redeem  the  road  from  its  heretofore  miry 
conditions.     The  drain  will  be  600  feet  in  length. 

The  third  section  is  a  t  el  ford  base  and  gravel  surface  on  Main 
Street  (New  Haven  turnpike). 

The  whole  distance  covered  by  the  three  sections  is  9,140 
lineal  feet.  The  contract  was  accepted  by  the  town.  Owing  to 
a  large  development  of  rock  on  the  Waterbury  road  section  it  will 
not  be  possible  to  do  all  three  sections  with  this  appropriation 
and  therefore  the  other  sections  will  be  finished  under  another 
appropriation. 

CHESTER. 

The  town  of  Chester  accepted  State  aid  in  1897  and  1898. 
Twenty-five  hundred  dollars  under  this  appropriation  has  been 
used  in  joining  with  Old  Say  brook  in  extending  a  splendid  sys- 
tem of  macadam,  begun  in  1898,  at  a  cost  of  twelve  thousand 
dollars. 

Inasmuch  as  a  very  heavy  grade  had  to'  be  reduced  at  the 
town  line  of  Old  Saybrook,  it  was  necessary  to  let  both  sections 
under  one  contract,  for  the  reason  that  it  was  advantageous  in 
allowing  the  cut  in  Chester  to  be  used  in  the  fill  in  Old  Saybrook. 
The  road  improved  is  the  main  highway  between  Deep  River 
and  Chester.  This  improvement  finds  its  compensation  in  re- 
moving a  bad  grade  condition  and  furnishing  a  first-class  mac- 
adam road.  The  distance  covered  is  2,1*10  feet  and  the  contract 
price  $2,468.70. 
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COLEBROOK. 

The  town  of  Colebrook  accepted  State  aid  for  the  first  time 
under  the  appropriation  of  1899  and  the  improvement  has  been 
made  on  two>  sections  of  main  highways.  The  first  section  is 
on  the  main  highway  leading  to>  Winsted,  commencing  at  the 
town  line  of  Winchester  and  running  north  by  Hemlock  ceme- 
tery, a  distance  of  360  feet.  A  very  narrow  road  is  widened  out 
and  a  bad  grade  is  reduced.  The  material  was  used  in  filling  on 
the  low  level  of  the  road  to  raise  a  plain  in  the  town  of  Win- 
chester. The  improvement,  although  short,  is  important  and 
will  greatly  assist  in  making  travel  moire  convenient  and  safe. 

The  second  section  is  on  Main  Street,  the  main  highway 
leading  through  Colebrook  Center.  The  grade  on  this  section 
was  very  difficult  and  assistance  was  required  to>  stop  and  leak 
off  the  water  that  came  down  a  long  heavy  grade,  making  wash- 
outs frequent  and  expensive.  The  bridge  across  a  high  bank 
had  to  be  raised  in  the  improvement  and  the  road  made  wider. 
All  of  these  bad  features  havq  been  removed  and  a  splendid  im- 
provement has  been  made.  The  distance  covered  in  this  section 
is  4,000  feet.  This  section  was  let  to  the  town ;  contract  price 
$1,200.     The  expense  of  both  improvements  was  about  $1,600. 


COLUMBIA. 

The  town  of  Columbia  accepted  their  first  appropriation  in 
1900.  The  work  is  practically  finished,  and  embraces  in  its 
scope  the  improvements  on  seven  sections  of  the  main  highway 
from  Hebron  to  Columbia  Center,  and  from  Columbia  Center  to 
Willimantic.  The  sections  improved  vary  in  length  from  200 
to  900  feet,  and  cover  in  the  character  of  work  done,  grade  re- 
duction, rock  blasting,  increased  width,  and  surface  hardening. 
These  improvements  changes  the  entire  character  of  the  road  as 
every  weak  future  is  removed,  covering  a  distance  of  several 
miles.  The  contract  was  let  to  the  town  for  $787.  The  benefit 
to  the  town  will  be  far  reaching  in  affording  an  easement  in 
grade  and  safety  to  all  who  have  occasion  to  use  the  road. 
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CORNWALL. 

The  town  of  Cornwall  accepted  State  aid  for  the  first  time 
in  1899,  and  accepted  the  full  limit  of  $4,500,  and  applied  it  to 
the  improvement  of  five  sections  of  main  highways. 

The  first  section  improved  is  on  the  main  highway  from  West 
Cornwall  towards  Cornwall  Plains.  The  principal  object  to  be 
attained  was  the  removal  of  a  long  excessive  grade.  This  was 
accomplished  by  abandoning  the  old  road  and  making  a  new 
layout  skirting  the  hill  and  following  a  natural  ravine  through 
the  woods  and  crossing  a  brook  by  the  building  of  a  large  stone 
culvert.  An  easy  grade  with  a  good  surface  and  more  direct- 
ness is  now  had.  The  expense  of  this  improvement  was  $1,100. 
The  distance  covered  was  3,400  feet. 

The  second  section  was  on  the  main  highway  from  Cornwall 
Plains  to  Cornwall  Bridge.  A  long  distance  of  road  was  treated 
by  the  removal  of  all  heavy  grades,  and  wherever  the  road  was 
too  narrow  an  increased  width  was  made.  All  culverts  were 
taken  care  of  and  new  culverts  built  where  necessary.  The 
distance  actually  receiving  treatment  was  6,284  feet.  The  ex- 
pense on  this  section  was  $1,571.08.  When  the  road  is  turn- 
piked  in  the  spring,  over  that  part  not  included  under  this  con- 
tract, the  town  will  enjoy  a  fine  section  of  main  highway  between 
Cornwall  Plains  and  Cornwall  Bridge. 

The  third  section  improved  is  on  the  main  highway  from 
Cornwall  Plains  towards  West  Goshen.  The  improvement  con- 
sisted of  an  elimination  of  a  very  heavy  grade  by  cutting  and 
filling  for  a  distance  of  1,000  feet,  and  the  building  of  a  large 
stone  culvert.     The  expense  incurred  was  $767.38. 

The  fourth  section  under  contract  to  the  town  is  also  on  the 
main  highway  from  Cornwall  to  Goshen  and  is  for  the  removal 
of  a  heavy  grade  on  Emmon's  hill.     The  contract  price  is  $232. 

The  fifth  section  is  for  gravel  treatment  in  reclaiming  a  low 
land.  All  of  these  improvements  have  been  wisely  chosen  and 
for  the  money  invested  ,will  perhaps  give  a  greater  return  than 
any  similar  amount  of  money  spent  in  the  town  of  Cornwall. 
The  citizens  of  the  town  are  very  much  pleased  with  the  roads, 
and  it  should  not  be  a  difficult  task  to  secure  another  appro- 
priation. 
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CROMWELL. 

The  town  of  Cromwell  was  one  of  the  first  towns  in  the  State 
to  take  advantage  of  an  appropriation  at  the  commencement  of 
State  aid,  and  has  continued  to  accept  State  aid  with  the  ex- 
ception of  1899.  In  1900  the  town  voted  an  appropriation  of 
§1,000.  to  be  used  on  the  last  piece  of  macadam  connecting 
Rocky  Hill  with  Middletown  in  a  continuous  macadam  road 
through  the  towns.  This  section  leaves  only  an  interval  of  about 
1,100  feet  unfinished  in  the  town  of  Rocky  Hill  between  Hartford 
and  Middletown,  which  practically  unites  Meriden  through 
Durham  to  Middletown,  to  Cromwell,  to  Rocky  Hill,  to  Wethers- 
field,  to  Hartford,  with  a  first-class  up-to-date  macadam  road. 


DARIEN. 

The  town  of  Darien  has  accepted  every  appropriation  since 
the  beginning  of  State  aid  with  the  exception  of  1898.  The 
appropriation  of  1899  and  1900  has  been  used  on  three  sections 
of  the  main  highway  from  Stamford  to>  Norwalk.  Two>  sections 
of  the  road  was  improved  with  a  widening  of  the  present  highway 
and  a  macadam  treatment.  A  considerable  change  was  made 
from  the  old  levels  of  the  road  so  that  the  undulated  surface  has 
been  brought  into'  a  straight  grade  line.  For  the  road  and 
gutters  considerable  filling  was  required  and  a  lifting  of  the 
railroad  tracks  at  several  points  to  meet  the  established  grade. 
The  third  section  was  for  grading  and  widening  the  road.  A 
long  distance  was  covered  as  this  section  commenced  at  the 
macadam  laid  in  1895,  and  extended  to'  the  Norwalk  town  line, 
a  distance  of  4,405  feet,  for  the  very  reasonable  sum  of  $539.61. 
Grades  were  reduced  and  a  large  amount  of  earth  moved  and  a 
good  gravel  surface  given  the  entire  section.  This  section  com- 
pares favorably  in  work  and  price  with  any  work  done  in  the 
State,  and  almost  completes  a  continuous  section  of  main  high- 
way between  Stamford  and  Norwalk. 
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EASTFORD. 

The  little  town  of  Eastford  accepted  its  first  appropriation 
in  1896,  and  did  not  again  seek  State  aid  until  1899.  This  ap- 
propriation of  $500.  was  used  on  the  main  highway  from  East- 
ford  to  Putnam  at  a  part  known  as  Summer  Hill. 

This  road  has  to  accommodate  a  large  amount  of  travel  and 
the  point  treated  was  a  source  of  trouble  and  inconvenience  with 
not  only  a  bad  hill  to  contend  with,  but  in  addition,  a  low  level, 
continually  a  mire  hole.  The  improvement  modified  the  grade 
and  removed  for  all  time  all  water  trouble.  The  distance  im- 
proved was  1,308  feet.     The  town  accepted  the  contract  for  $500. 

EAST  GRANBY. 

The  town  of  East  Granby  accepted  an  appropriation  for  the 
first  time  in  1898  and  came  in  again  in  1899  for  an  appropriation 
of  $2,000.,  to  be  used  on  the  main  highway  from  East  Granby 
to  Granby.  The  section  to  be  improved  begins  just  below  the 
crossing  of  the  P.  and  R.  Railroad  and  very  quickly  rises  from 
the  bridge  at  a  grade  of  1 1  per  cent.  The  improvement  which  is 
nearly  finished  calls  for  cutting  down  the  hill  and  lifting  the  low 
level  of  the  toe  of  the  hill  so<  as  to  reduce  the  grade.  As  the 
hill  is  principally  rock,  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting 
bids  within  the  appropriation,  and  the  plans  had  to-  be  modified 
to  fit  the  price.  No  doubt  the  original  plans  will  be  carried  out 
with  a  new  appropriation.  The  road  is  popular  for  travel  and 
this  improvement  will  make  it  more  so.  The  distance  improved 
will  be  1,700  feet  and  the  contract  is  $1,900. 

EAST  H  ADD  AM. 

The  town  of  East  Haddam  has  accepted  all  the  appropria- 
tions since  the  beginning  of  State  aid.  The  appropriation  this 
year  was  used  on  the  main  highway  from  East  Haddam  to 
Moodus,  called  the  Middletown  road,  and  is  a  continuation  of 
the  macadam  laid  in  1897.  This  highway  is  subjected  to  heavy 
team  travel  to  and  from  the  mills,  and  is  also  a  favorite  pleasure 
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drive  as  the  road   overhangs   in   many   places   the   Connecticut 
river,  thus  furnishing  a  pleasant  drive  for  miles. 

In  this  section  grades  were  reduced,  low  plains  raised, 
drainage  provided,  and  a  macadam  construction.  No  doubt  the 
road  will  be  extended  with  future  appropriations.  The  distance 
covered  under  the  improvement  was  3,492  feet  and  cost  $4,493. 


EAST  LYME. 

The  town  of  East  Lyme  accepted  an  appropriation  for  the 
first  time  in  1897,  and  requested  this  year  another  appropriation 
for  $1,000.,  which  has  been  used  on  the  main  highway  through 
Flanders,  past  the  State  Camp  ground.  The  section  improved 
was  low  and  moist  on  account  of  slow  drainage.  This  has  been 
remedied  by  raising  the  grade  and  leaking  off  the  surface  water 
through  a  sewer  into  the  Sound.  The  surface  has  been  hardened 
by  an  application  of  an  eight-inch  course  of  gravel.  The  town 
accepted  the  contract  for  the  amount  of  the  appropriation,  $1,000. 
The  distance  improved  is  2,500  feet.  The  improvement  will 
yield  an  immediate  return  for  the  money  invested  to  the 
thousands  using  the  road  next  year  attending  camp. 


EASTON. 

The  town  of  Easton  has  accepted  appropriations  in  1896  and 
1897,  refusing  it  in  1898,  and  returning  for  an  appropriation  in 
1899  and  1900.  The  appropriation  has  been  used  in  the  improve- 
ment of  a  section  of  road  covering  a  distance  of  3,016  feet  on  the 
Black  rock  road  to  Bridgeport,  one  of  the  principal  highways 
used  by  the  residents  of  Easton.  The  road  before  improvement 
was  a  swale  covering  the  entire  distance,  made  so>  by  the  sur- 
rounding land  furnishing  a  large  amount  of  water,  which 
frequently  submerged  the  road  making  it  at  times  impassable. 
The  road  has  now  been  raised  with  a  substantial  stone  filling 
and  material  furnished  and  applied.  It  is  ditched  on  both  sides, 
so  that  for  all  time  the  road  at  this  part  will  be  firm  and  dry  at 
all  seasons  of  the  year.  The  town  accepted  the  contract  at 
$1,000. 
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ENFIELD. 

The  town  of  Enfield  has  accepted  every  appropriation  with 
the  exception  of  the  appropriation  of  1897.  The  full  appropria- 
tion was  accepted  this  year  and  used  in  the  improvement  of  a 
section  of  the  main  highway  on  Enfield  Street,  leading  to  Ware- 
house Point,  commencing  at  the  town  extension  of  the  macadam 
road  constructed  in  1898.  The  improvement  provided  a  drainage 
for  not  only  the  water  from  the  road,  but  also>  by  an  under  system 
of  drainage,  removed  all  water  caused  by  water  sheds  from  the 
margins.  The  road  was  also  straightened.  The  road  was  given 
a  seven-inch  treatment  of  macadam.  The  location  of  the  road 
improved  is  all  that  can  be  desired  as  its  course  is  on  the 
top  of  a  beautiful  ridge  overlooking,  for  miles,  a  large  expanse 
of  territory  and  furnishes  a  beautiful  view  of  all  the  surrounding 
country.  The  abutting  land  is  taken  up  and  occupied  by  many 
handsome  homes  which  add  very  much  to  the  appearance  of  the 
street.  The  distance  covered  by  the  improvement  is  4,150  feet 
and  cost  the  full  appropriation  of  $4,500. 


ESSEX. 

The  town  of  Essex  is  very  fast  improving  her  system  of  high- 
ways with  a  macadam  treatment.  Essex  came  into  prominence 
after  the  appropriation  of  1895  nad  been  used  for  a  macadam 
road  by  a  vote  on  the  part  of  the  town  to  do  two  and  one-half 
miles  of  macadam  road  from  Essex  to<  Ivoryton.  The  appro- 
priation of  1896  was  used  for  the  same  purpose.  They  refused 
State  appropriations  in  1897  and  1898,  but  a  return  was  made 
with  an  appropriation  of  $4,500  in  1899.  The  appropria- 
tion was  used  on  two  sections  of  main  highways  for  grading  and 
macadam  treatment.  The  first  section  is  on  the  Saybrook  road, 
known  as  the  Middlesex  turnpike,  and  has  for  its  purpose  the 
connecting  of  the  town  of  Essex  with  a  macadam  road  with  the 
town  of  Old  Saybrook  and  Saybrook.  This  road  when  com- 
pleted to  Saybrook  is  another  link  in  the  highway  system  from 
Saybrook  Point  to  Hartford.     Some  delay  may  be  found  owing 
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to  the  elimination  of  a  grade  crossing.     The  distance  covered  in 
the  first  section  is  3,100  feet. 

The  second  section  commences  at  the  beginning  of  section 
one  and  enters  the  village  of  Essex  for  a  distance  of  2,549  feet, 
so  that  the  main  highway  will  reach  into  the  center  of  Essex, 
and  also  extend  on  the  old  highway  up  the  valley.  The  cost  of 
both  sections  is  $3,801.65. 

FAIRFIELD. 

The  town  of  Fairfield  has  accepted  five  of  the  six  appropria- 
tions since  the  offer  of  State  assistance.  The  appropriation  of 
1899  and  1900  has  been  used  on  three  sections  of  main  high- 
ways, all  popular  and  very  much  in  use.  The  first  section  is 
the  main  highway  over  Tunxis  Hill  from  Castle  Gate  to  Bridge- 
port town  line,  and  joins  the  macadam  laid  in  1896. 

The  grade  has  been  radically  reduced  on  Tunxis  Hill,  which 
lias  always  been  a  difficult  one.  The  material  in  the  cut  has 
been  used  in  averaging  grades  and  lifting  the  base  of  the  hill  to 
assist  in  the  grade  to  be  reached.  The  town  of  Bridgeport  is 
to  lift  the  bridge  at  the  boundary  line,  thus  assisting  materially 
the  bringing  of  the  highway  into  pleasant  control  for  public  use. 
The  road  has  received  a  seven-inch  treatment  of  macadam  and 
now  presents  a  splendid  testimony  to  the  enterprise  of  the  town 
of  Fairfield.  The  distance  covered  by  the  improvement  is  2,850 
feet.  The  second  section  is  on  the  Black  Rock  turnpike,  the 
main  road  from  Easton  to'  Bridgeport,  and  as  Easton  is  at  work 
on  the  same  road  it  will  not  be  very  long  before  the  road  will  be 
a  first-class  highway.  The  third  section  is  on  another  main 
highway  into  Easton  from  Fairfield  and  on  both  sections  the 
object  is  to  widen  the  road,  reduce  the  grades  and  take  care  of 
the  drainage.  These  three  sections  were  selected  by  the  towns- 
people as  needing  attention,  and  their  judgment  was  without 
question  right.  The  distance  covered  in  all  three  sections  is 
8,650  feet,  and  the  contract  was  accepted  by  the  town  for  $3,965. 

GOSHEN. 

The  town  of  Goshen  accepted  an  appropriation  in  1897  for 
the   first   time   and   again   in    1899   and    1900   for   the   full   limit 
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allowed  of  $4,500.  The  improvement  is  on  the  main  highway 
from  Torrington  town  line  to  West  Goshen.  This  highway 
begins  at  Torrington  and  extends  through  to  Cornwall  Plains, 
and  then  divides,  one  section  towards  West  Cornwall  and  the 
other  to  Cornwall  Bridge  at  widest  convergent  points ;  then  they 
both  extend  to  Sharon  and  meeting  at  Sharon  Station,'  continues 
into*  New  York  State.  The  improvement  on  this  highway  is 
principally  grade  reduction,  drainage,  and  widening  the  road. 
The  radical  change  in  grade  accomplished  and  the  distance  cov- 
ered by  the  appropriation  makes  this  improvement  perhaps  the 
best  made  under  this  appropriation  this  year.  The  distance 
covered  is  20,200  feet.  The  town  accepted  the  contract  at  $4,500., 
but  sublet  it  to  a  contractor.  As  Torrington  is  the  nearest  and 
best  market,  this  improvement  will  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
people  of  the  town  of  Goshen. 

GRANBY. 

The  town  of  Granby  received  an  appropriation  in  1895,  and 
did  not  again  apply  until  1899  and  1900.  The  section  to  be  im- 
proved is  on  the  main  highway  from  Granby  Street  to>  Granby, 
and  when  extended,  will  meet  the  main  highway  through  East 
Hartland.  The  section  improved  commences  at  the  macadam 
laid  in  1895  towards  Granby,  a  distance  of  2,050  feet.  Two  very 
heavy  grades  were  reduced  by  the  improvement  and  the  road 
widened  and  made  more  direct.  The  town  has  erected  an  ex- 
pensive bridge,  and  when  the  improvements  are  complete,  a  very 
popular  highway  will  be  made  more  pleasant  for  travel.  The 
town  accepted  the  contract  at  $1,700. 

GREENWICH. 

The  town  of  Greenwich  has  accepted  all  appropriations  since 
the  beginning  of  the  "Good  Roads'  Movement."  The  appropria- 
tions of  1899  and  1900  are  being  used  on  the  old  New  York  and 
Boston  turnpike,  commencing  at  the  Port  Chester  line  and  ex- 
tending a  distance  of  2,284  ^eet-  It  is  safe  to  say  that  no  high- 
way of  the  same  distance  under  treatment  during  the  past  two 
years  presented  such  conditions  to  overcome.     Extensive  rock 
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blasting  had  to  be)  resorted  to  in  reducing  the  grade  and  widen- 
ing the  road,  and  for  several  hundred  feet  a  bad  water  soaked 
level  had  to  be  raised.  It  was  imperative  that  the  work  should 
be  thorough  as  this  was  the  opening  of  the  door  into  the  longest, 
continuous  highway  in  our  State,  covering  a  distance  of  120  miles. 
Sharp  competition  enabled  us  to  let  the  entire  contract  which,  in 
addition  to  grading,  also  furnished  600  feet  of  macadam  road, 
all  within  the  appropriation  of  $4,500.  This  improvement  con- 
nects the  macadam  laid  in  1898. 

GRISWOLD. 

The  town  of  Griswold  has  shown  a  great  deal  of  zeal  since 
1895  and  1896,  their  first  participation  in  State  aid  in  the  im- 
provement of  town  roads  and  in  1900  a  vote  was  passed  to 
accept  $1,000.  That  part  of  the  appropriation  arranged  for  is 
being  used  on  two  sections  of  highway  on  the  Plainfield  and 
Westerly  turnpike.  This  first  section  is  the  reclaiming  of  a  low 
lying  piece  of  road  725  feet  in  length,  with  a  stone  base  and  the 
raising  of  the  road  above  water  trouble.  The  second  section  is 
the  reduction  of  a  heavy  grade  on  the  same  road  and  covers  a 
distance  of  1,650  feet.  Both  contracts  were  accepted  by  the 
town  for  the  sum  of  $750.  These  improvements  have  long  been 
troublesome  sections  for  all  who>  had  occasion  to>  use  the  road, 
and  when  finished  will  add  another  link  to  the  chain  of  State  im- 
provements on  the  same  highway  in  other  towns. 

GROTON. 

The  town  of  Groton  has  accepted  every  appropriation  since 
the  beginning  of  State  aid  for  road  improvement.  The  appro- 
priations of  1899  and  1900  have  been  used  on  the  main  highway, 
leading  from  West  Mystic  to  Noank.  The  section  of  road  to 
be  improved  commences  at  the  end  of  the  macadam  laid  in  a 
previous  year  and  extends  a  distance  of  4,910  feet.  The  im- 
provement consists  in  removing  very  many  bad  features  that 
have  too  long  remained  as  an  inconvenience  to  travel.  The 
whole  range  of  intelligent  treatment  had  to  be  resorted  to  in 
reclaiming  this  road  from  too  heavy  grades,  bad  drainage,  and 
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lack  of  width.  Considerable  rock  blasting  was  necessary  in  the 
grade  reduction  accomplished  and  several  thousand  yards  of 
earth  had  to  be  removed  in  bringing  up  the  undulated  surface 
to  the  established  grade.  Culverts  had  to  be  extended  or  built, 
and  a  general  overhauling  resorted  to  which  the  radical  changes 
made  necessary  by  the  condition  of  the  road. 

In  addition  to  the  grading  the  road  was  surfaced  with  mac- 
adam for  2,860  feet.  All  of  the  improvements  were  accom- 
plished within  the  appropriation  of  $4,500.  This  highway  begins 
at  Groton  and  finds  an  exit  in  Rhode  Island.  It  is  a  popular 
highway  and  is  now  made  more  so<  by  the  improvement.  The 
appropriation  has  been  wisely  used  and  the  improvements  are 
worth  all  they  cost. 

GUILFORD. 

The  town  of  Guilford  accepted  an  appropriation  in  1898  for 
the  first  time  which,  with  the  appropriations  of  1899  and  1900, 
have  been  applied  in  the  improvement  of  the  main  highway, 
leading  out  from  Guilford  towards  Madison,  on  the  old  Boston 
turnpike  that  commences  at  New  York  and  extends  through  the 
entire  State.  The  improvement  is  about  complete  and  covers  a 
distance  of  7,000  feet.  Extensive  rock  blasting  had  to  be  re- 
sorted to  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  reduction  of  the  heavy 
grade  existing  at  or  near  East  River  bridge.  The  old  road  bed 
was  left  in  several  places  and  a  new  center  line  established.  The 
road  was  widened  and  the  grade  reduction  accomplished  not  only 
an  easement  in  grade,  but  released  from  the  bondage  of  many 
years,  an  extended  level  at  the  top  of  the  hill,  so>  that  the  road  at 
this  point  will  be  properly  drained,  a  privilege  it  has  not  enjoyed 
since  the  road  was  first  laid  out.  The  entire  distance  has  also 
been  treated  with  an  eight-inch  course  of  gravel,  all  shoulders 
have  been  shaped,  and  gutter'  lines  made  true,  and  the  improve- 
ment for  all  time  gives  to  the  town  the  possession  of  a  first-class 
road.  The  citizens  of  the  town  are  all  pleased  with  the  improve- 
ment, which  cost  $3,975. 

HADDAM. 

The  town  of  Haddam  accepted  its  first  appropriation  in  1898 
for  the  purpose  of  removing  for  all  time  one  of  the  worst  grades 
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with   the   exception   of   Higganum    Hill,   to   be   found   between 
Hartford  and  Say  brook  Junction. 

The  town  in  1900  asked  for  an  additional  appropriation  of 
$1,000.,  which  has  been  used  oni  the  main  highway  for  a  section 
covering  a  distance  of  2,700  feet.  Two  short,  sharp  grades  ex- 
isted at  the  point  covered  within  the  improvement  and  the  road 
needed  to  be  straightened  and  a  large  stone  culvert  rebuilt  with 
side  walls.  The  culvert  had  to  be  enlarged  and  extended  for  a 
short  section  of  grading.  With  so  much  to  do  the  contract 
price  of  $1,000.  was  not  unreasonable.  This  improvement  re- 
moves two  troublesome  features  from  the  main  highway  through 
the  valley  and  will  no  doubt  be  followed  by  other  improvements 
by  the  people  of  this  town. 

HAMPTON. 

The  little  town  of  Hampton  accepted  an  appropriation  of 
$500.  for  the  first  time  in  1900.  With  SO'  many  miles  of  road 
needing  intelligent  treatment  and  a  large  outlay  of  money  to 
bring  them  under  any  reasonable  control,  it  was  a  difficult  matter 
to  select  out  of  those  offered  for  consideration,  the  sections  that 
were  to  receive  treatment.  It  was  finally  decided  to  spend  the 
money  on  two  sections  of  road.  The  first  section  is  on  the  road 
from  Hampton  to  Brooklyn,  covering  a  distance  of  825  feet. 

The  improvements  consisted  in  the  widening  of  the  dike  that 
was  dangerously  narrow,  and  the  reduction  of  a  very  heavy  grade 
from  the  bridge  to  the  summit  of, the  hill.  A  fill  at  the  toe  of  the 
hill  of  some  three  feet  with  a  cut  at  the  summit  of  the  hill  accom- 
plished radical  changes  in  the  character  of  the  road  and  removed 
a  very  bad  grade,  at  a  very  dangerous  point,  for  a  very  small  out- 
lay.    The  contract  price  for  this  section  was  $175. 

The  second  section  is  on  the  main  ^highway  from  Hampton 
Station  to  Hampton  Center,  and  the  section  improved  is  650  feet. 
A  too  narrow  road  at  the  base  of  the  hill  required  an  extension 
of  the  culvert  and  lifting  up  of,  and  extension  of  the  side  walls 
so  as  to  accommodate  the  fill  at  this  point.  A  severe  cut  into 
the  bank  was  made  necessary  to*  get  directness  for  the  road  and 
several  feet  of  cutting  was  resorted  to  in  order  to  reduce  the 
grade.     The  material  from  the  cut  was  used  in  averaging  up  the 
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grades  found  on  the  hill  and  bringing-  the  road  up  to  the  estab- 
lished line  for  the  road  when  finished.  This  is  beyond  any  ques- 
tion, a  wonderful  change  in  the  personnel  of  this  road,  and  in- 
asmuch as  all  of  the  people  at  some  time  have  occasion  to  use 
the  road  in  going  to  the  station,  there  is  perhaps  no  road  in  the 
State  whose  improvement  will  be  appreciated  more  than  this. 
The  entire  cost  of  the  work  for  both  sections  is  $500.  and  the 
contract  was  accepted  by  the  town. 


HARTFORD. 

The  town  of  Hartford  has  accepted  four  appropriations.  The 
appropriations  of  1899  anc^  T90°  have  been  used  on  the  Newing- 
ton turnpike,  commencing  at  the  town  line  of  Newington  and 
extending  a  distance  of  3,475  feet. 

A  very  narrow  road  had  to  be  widened  which  called  for  a 
very  large  amount  of  material  to  be  moved,  and  inasmuch  as  the 
city  of  Hartford  has  recently  reduced  the  grade  at  the  point  of 
intersection  with  New  Britain  Avenue,  the  improvement  has 
been  enhanced  in  its  value  and  a  new  and  popular  highway  will 
be  established  between  Hartford  and  Newington.  The  improve- 
ment cost  $4,455. 

HARTLAND. 

The  town  of  Hartland  accepted  its  first  appropriation  in  1899 
and  1900.  The  improvements  are  made  on  two  sections  of  .two 
main  highways.  The  first  section  beginning  at  the  Granby  town 
line  and  extending  towards  East  Hartland  3,155  feet.  The 
grade  descends  continually  from  the  point  of  starting  for  the  en- 
tire distance.  Very  many  of  the  grades  are  excessive  and  a 
series  of  cuts  and  fills  was  made  necessary  to  accomplish  grade 
reduction.  No  radical  change  is  made  in  the  direction  of  the 
road  as  a  precipitous  descent,  extended  on  one  side  and  the  road 
was  bordered  with  a  heavy  rock  facing  on  the  other.  The  road 
has  been  widened,  however,  and  several  culverts  built  where 
needed.  The  second  section  is  on  the  main  highway  from  East 
Hartland  towards  Riverton  and  Winsted.     Some  bridging  was 
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made  necessary  and  on  account  of  a  deep  ravine  having  to  be 
crossed  considerable  stone  wall  had  to  be  built  and  a  culvert  en- 
larged and  extended. 

The  principal  part  of  the  grading,  however,  on  this  section,, 
was  in  the  removal  of  boulders  from  out  of  the  traveled  part  of 
the  road,  the  gutters  and  the  margins.  Some  difficult  grades 
were  removed  and  a  more  easy  gradient  provided. 

The  distance  covered  in  this  section  was  3,710  feet.  The 
contract  was  accepted  by  the  town  for  the  sum  of  $2,000.  One 
section  is  finished  and,  the  other  is  in  process  of  construction. 

HARWINTON. 

The  town  of  Harwinton  accepted  an  appropriation  in  1897 
for  the  first  time  and  returned  for  an  appropriation  in  1899  °£ 
$1,200.  The  appropriation  is  being  used  to  improve  three  sec- 
tions of  roads  on  three  main  highways.  The  first  section  is  on 
the  main  highway  from  East  Litchfield  to  Campville  at  a  point 
where  the  road  has  a  sharp  bend  close  to  the  river  and  is  reached 
by  a  very  steep  grade.  The  treatment  given  the  section  is  blast- 
ing out  the  rocks  on  the  hill  and  filling  with  borrowed  material 
the  level  so  as  to  assist  in  overcoming  the  grade.  The  distance- 
to  be  improved  is  about  350  feet  and  as  most  of  the  work  was. 
in  rock  it.  was  a  difficult  task.  The  second  section  is  on  the 
main  highway  from  East  Litchfield  to  Harwinton  Center  and  the 
improvement  is  at  a  congested  point  in  the  road,  with  a  short 
curve  and  bad  lift  in  the  road  with  considerable  water  to>  take 
care  of  on  the  descent  of  the  hill.  These  have  all  been  arranged 
for  in  the  treatment  and  a  bad  section  of  road  will  be  made 
pleasant  for  travel.  The  third  section  is  on  the  main  highway 
from  Harwinton  Center  to  Torrington,  and  as  Torrington  is  the 
nearest  and|  best  market,  the  road  is  in  use  perhaps  to>  a  greater 
extent  than  any  other  road.  The  grade  at  this  point  is  very 
heavy  and  the  road  narrow,  and  the  hill  looses  itself  into  a  low 
lying  stretch  of  road.  The  improvements  will  carry  with  them 
the  redemption  of  all  these  evils.  All  three  sections  are  nearly 
completed  and  the  distance  covered  is  about  1,050  feet.  The 
contract  was  let  to  the  town  for  $1,000.  The  improvements  made 
under  the  appropriation  of  1897  was  for  similar  work  and  re- 
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suited  in  securing  the  favor  of  the  people  of  Harwinton  to  that 
extent  that  this  appropriation  was  requested  for  more  improve- 
ments of  the  same  nature. 


HUNTINGTON. 

The  town  of-  Huntington  commenced  to  accept  State  aid  in 
1896,  refusing  in  1897,  and  returning  for  an  appropriation  in 
1899  °f  $1,500.  The  section  improved  is  on  the  Bridgeport  turn- 
pike and  commences  at  the  end  of  the  improvement  made  in 
1898  and  extends  a  distance  of  4,014  feet.  Considerable  grading 
was  required  in  lifting  the  road  to  a  higher  level  on  account  of 
the  moist  condition  of  the  surrounding  land  through  which  it 
ran.  A  good  telford  base  was  given  the  road  and  a  gravel  treat- 
ment placed  on  the  bed  stone.  The  town  of  Bridgeport  is  at 
work  on  the  same  highway  which  extends  up  the  Naugatuck 
valley  to  Winsted,  a  distance  of  nearly  62  miles,  and  thence  19 
miles  to  Canaan,  making  a  main  highway  of  81  miles.  Fourteen 
towns  are  now  or  have  expended  their  appropriation  on  this  road 
and  a  considerable  distance  has  already  yielded  to  this  influence 
in  bringing  the  road  under  pleasant  control,  and  when  finished 
it  will  furnish  not  only  a  beautiful  road  for  pleasure  seekers  to 
use  in  driving,  introducing  as  it  does  some  of  the  best  scenery 
in  the  State,  but  what  is  better,  it  will  afford  safe,  convenient  and 
quick  communication  for  a  large  part  of  the  farming  communi- 
ties of  that  section  of  the  State,  to  a  near  market  for  farm 
products. 

KENT. 

The  little  town  of  Kent  accepted  for  the  first  time  its  first 
appropriation  in  1900,  and  the  appropriation  will  be  used  for  the 
improvement  of  three  sections  of  road  on  the  main  highway  from 
Kent  to  New  Milford.  The  three  sections  are  all  grade  reduc- 
tion, straightening  and  widening  the  road  and  kindred  troubles. 
The  three  sections  were  let  to  the  town  for  $450.  The  balance 
of  the  appropriation  will  be  used  next  year  for  similar  work. 
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LEBANON. 

The  town  of  Lebanon  accepted  for  the  first  time  State  aid  in 
1900.  The  appropriation  is  $1,000.  The  section  already  con- 
tracted for  to  the  town  is  on  the  main  highway  from  Lebanon 
Street  to  Lebanon  Station.  At  the  section  treated  a  long,  heavy 
grade  exists  with  a  plain  at  the  toe,  and!  the  treatment  embraces 
heavy  cutting  and  then  using  the  material  on  the  plain.  The 
road  will  be  widened  and  the  drainage  properly  taken  care  of 
when  finished.  The  weakest  part  in  the  entire  road  will  be 
removed.  The  contract  price  is  $500.,  and  the  distance  is  about 
1,150  feet. 

LISBON. 

The  town  of  Lisbon,  is  using  their  first  appropriation  since 
the  beginning  of  State  aid  in  the  improvement  of  two*  sections  of 
main  highways.  The  first  section  is  on  the  main  highway  to 
Canterbury  and  requires  in  the  improvement  a  cut  of  four  feet 
on  the  hill  and  a  fill  of  five  feet  at  the  base  and  a  raising  of  a 
bridge  two  feet  with  an  extension  of  six  feet  in  the  width.  Some 
bad  ledge  is  to  be  removed.  The  distance  covered  under  this 
improvement  is  550  feet.  The  second  section  is  on  the  main 
road  to  Norwich  and  towards  Jewett  City,  a  very  popular  high- 
way. A  reclaiming  of  a  sand  plain  is  the  principal  object  sought ; 
this  will  be  accomplished  by  providing  a  surface  to  sustain  the 
travel.  No  first-class  material  is  to  be  found  in  this  district  and 
a  combination  surface  of  sod  with  a  mixed  earth  and  sub-soil  top 
has  been  specified,  which  is  the  only  treatment  available.  Some 
grade  reduction  is  also  called  for  in  the  contract.  The  distance 
covered  on  this  section  is  1,260  feet  and  the  contract  has  been  let 
to  the  town  for  both  sections  for  $588.  The  balance  of  the  ap- 
propriation will  be  arranged  for  next  year. 

MADISON. 

The  town  of  Madison  accepted  State  aid  for  the  first  time 
in  1899  and  1900,  with  an  appropriation  of  $4,500.  The  section 
improved  is  on  the  old  Boston  turnpike,  and  goes  through  Madi- 
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son  Center  for  a  distance  of  nearly  two  miles.  Considerable 
•expense  was  made  in  widening  the  road,  but  the  principal  feature 
is  drainage  and  an  eight-inch  treatment  of  gravel.  The  contract 
was  accepted  by  the  town  at  a  very  reasonable  figure.  This  im- 
provement is  made  on  the  120  mile  system  of  Trunk  Line  High- 
way from  Port  Chester  to  Westerly,  Rhode  Island,  and  adds  a 
valuable  link  to  the  already  lengthening  chain  of  improvements 
that  have  already  been  made  on  this  highway. 

MERIDEN. 

The  town  of  Meriden  has  accepted  a  full  appropriation  from 
the  commencement  of  State  aid  down  to  the  present  time.  The 
appropriations  of  1899  and  1900  were  used  for  the  improvement 
of  three  sections  of  road  on  two  main  highways.  The  first  sec- 
tion improved  is  on  the  main  highway  from  Tracy  to  Meriden, 
and  is  a  part  of  the  system  of  trunk  line  highway  from  New 
York  to  Springfield,  or  more  properly  speaking,  a  branch  of  the 
New  York  and  Rhode  Island  Trunk  Line  across  Connecticut. 
The  section  improved  is  the  last  link  between  Tracy  and  Meriden 
City  line,  and  as  a  result  a  first-class  macadam  road  is  had  be- 
tween the  two  points  named.  Considerable  grading  and  culvert 
treatment  was  necessary  in  the  making  of  this  improvement. 
The  distance  covered  is  3,150  feet. 

The  second  and  third  sections  improved  under  this  appro- 
priation are  on  the  main  highway  from  Meriden  to  Durham  and 
Middletown.  On  the  second  section  a  gravel  treatment  was 
given  the  road  and  the  third  section  was  the  reduction  of  a  very 
heavy  grade  on  Beardsley  Hill,  one  of  the  hardest  lifts  be- 
tween Meriden  and  Middletown.  The  road  also  at  this  point 
was  very  narrow  and  congested  on  account  of  the  narrowness  of 
the  road  at  the  summit  of  the  hill.  A  long,  low  lying  plain,  very 
close  to-  a  wet  land  condition,  was  lifted  and  thus  removed  from 
future  water  trouble.  All  of  the  bad  features  of  the  road  are  now 
removed  for  all  time,  thereby  completing  a  splendid  road  from 
Meriden  to  Middletown.  Although  macadam  has  not  been  laid 
on  these  two  sections,  the  road  surface  is  good  and  will  satisfy 
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the  travel.  The  distance  covered  by  these' sections  is  2,860  feet*. 
All  three  sections  were  finished  within  the  appropriation  of 
$4,500. 

MIDDLEBURY. 

The  town  of  Middlebury  has  taken  advantage  of  every  appro- 
priation since  the  passage  of  the  law  in  1895.  The  appropria- 
tions of  1899  and  I9°°  were  used  on  two  sections  of  main  high- 
ways. The  first  section  covers  a  distance  of  4,650  feet,  3,100  feet 
of  this  distance  is  a  new  layout  to  avoid  a  very  heavy  grade.  The 
old  road  if  treated  and  brought  to>  the  per  cent,  of  grade  on  the 
new  layout  would  have  called  for  an  expenditure  of  several 
thousand  dollars  more  than  the  whole  of  the  improvement  cost 
to  build  as  shown  on  the  plans,  so  it  was  thought  best  to  leave 
the  old  road  and  follow  around  the  slope  of  the  hill.  The  old 
road  will  be  closed  eventually  as  the  new  road  will  be  the  choice 
for  travel.  To  accomplish  the  improvement,  over  12,000  cubic 
yards  of  earth  had  to  be  removed,  many  yards  of  which  was  rock. 
This  improvement  is  in  accord  with  all  former  improvements, 
that  have  been  made  in  Middlebury  since  this  town  first  accepted 
State  aid,  and  as  a  result  nearly  all  of  the  heavy  grades  on  the 
main  highways  of  the  town  of  Middlebury  have  been  reduced. 

The  second  section  improved  is  on  the  main  highway  from 
Middlebury  to  Waterbury  and  covers  a  distance  of  1,300  feet. 
A  heavy  grade  was  reduced  and  a  low  stretch  of  road  raised 
above  water  soak.  This  is  the  beginning  of  improvements  on 
this  very  much  used  and  popular  road,  as  Waterbury  is  the 
nearest  and  best  market  and  largest  business  center. 

When  the  improvements  are  made  the  townspeople  will  enjoy 
a  safe,  pleasant,  and  convenient  road  for  all  time. 

MIDDLEFIELD. 

The  town  of  Middlefield  has  accepted  every  appropriation 
with  the  exception  of  1898.  The  appropriations  of  1899  and 
1900  have  been  used  for  the  purpose  of  improving  two  sections 
of  main  highways  leading  to>  Middletown  and  Meriden. 

The  first  section  improved  is  on  the  main  highway  from  Mid-

<dlefield  Center  to  Rockfall.  Considerable  grading  was  neces- 
sary to  bring  up  the  road  bed  and  give  additional  width  to 
the  road.  This  road  has  also  had  a  macadam  surface  laid.  The 
distance  covered  is  5,900  feet. 

The  second  section  is  on  the  Baileyville  main  road  and  begins 
■at  the  macadam  road  from  Meriden  to  Middletown,  and  extends 
a  distance  of  3,800  feet.  Grading  down  a  long  steep  hill  and 
filling  a  low  level  was  required  to  accomplish  the  removal  of  a 
bad  condition  that  had  already  existed  too  long.  This  road  in- 
troduces the  people  residing  in  the  district  through  which  it  runs 
to  Meriden,  their  largest  market.  This  improvement  is  the  fore- 
runner of  others  to  follow. 

The  entire  work  on  both  sections  is  within  the  appropriation 
•of  $4,500. 

MIDDLETOWN. 

The  town  of  Middletown  has  used  every  appropriation  since 
the  commencement  of  State  aid  and  always  for  macadam.  From 
the  first  appropriation  to  the  last,  a  discrimination  has  always 
been  made  in  favor  of  popular  highways  and  a  section  badly  in 
need  of  repair.  The  appropriations  of  1899  and  1900  was  used 
for  one  continuous  section  of  road  on  the  main  highway  from 
Middletown  to  Durham.  In  addition  to  a  macadam  surface  con- 
siderable difficulty  and  expense  was  experienced  in  the  grading 
and  widening  of  the  road  also  for  a  section  1,360  feet  in  extent 
from  a  clayey  condition,  which  required  a  telford  base.  The 
distance  improved  is  5,594  feet.  The  contract  price  was 
$5,722.25.  All  expense  in  excess  of  the  $4,500.  appropriation 
was  met  by  the  town. 

MILFORD. 

The  town  of  Milford  has  used  every  appropriation  with  the 
•exception  of  1896,  and  has  divided  the  appropriations  to  be  used 
on  the  different  main  highways.  The  distribution  has  been  for 
macadam  and  gravel  roads.  Exceptionly  low  prices  have  been 
had  for  all  work  so  that  these  appropriations  have  accomplished 
the  improvement  of  a  long  distance  of  highway.     The  appro- 
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priations  of  1899  and  1900  were  used  for  the  improvement  of  three 
sections  of  road. 

Section  one  is  on  the  main  highway  leading  from  Milford 
Center  to  Derby.  The  section  of  road  improved  being  wet,  was- 
difficult  and  unpleasant  to  use  during  the  late  fall  and  spring. 
The  road  was  raised  and  a  good  gravel  surface  applied.  Section 
two  was  the  extension  of  section  one  with  principally  the  same 
treatment.  Section  three  is  on  the  main  highway  from  New 
York  to  Boston,  and  will  add  another  link  to<  our  longest  trunk 
line.  This  section  improved  covered  a  distance  of  3,936  feet 
on  2,200  feet  of  which  it  was  necessary  to  lay  a  telford  base.  The 
entire  section  improved  was  low  and  wet  and  in  some  places  a 
fill  of  several  feet  was  necessary  to  remove  the  possibility  of  future 
water  troubles.  The  filling  was  made  in  the  main  with  field  or 
fence  stone.  The  road  was  made  uniformly  wider,  gutter  lines 
established  and  culverts  furnished,  enlarged  or  extended  where 
needed.  The  road  as  improved  will  give  to>  the  people  of  Milford 
pleasant  access  to  Bridgeport  through  Stratford. 

The  entire  distance  covered  by  the  three  sections  is  9,362  feet„ 
and  the  expense  is  within  the  appropriation  of  $4,500. 


MONROE. 

The  town  of  Monroe  accepted  a  State  appropriation  for  the 
first  time  in  1897,  refused  to  apply  in  1898,  and  returned  for  an 
appropriation  in  1899.  The  appropriation  has  been  used  in  im- 
proving two  sections  of  road  on  two  main  highways.  The  sec- 
tion improved  is  on  the  Newtown  turnpike,  covering  a  distance 
of  800  feet.  The  second  section  improved  is  on  the  Bridgeport 
turnpike  and  covered  a  distance  of  960  feet.  On  both  sections, 
grade  reduction  and  drainage  was  ihe  chief  feature  of  the  work. 
The  contract  was  let  to  the  town  for  $500.  The  improvements 
are  without  doubt  the  best  improvements  made  in  the  town,  and 
the  benefit  to  the  traveling  public  is  immediate  and  permanent. 
No  doubt  the  town  will  continue  this  method  of  road  improve- 
ment and  other  appropriations  will  follow. 
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MONTVILLE. 

The  town  of  Montville  accepted  an  appropriation  for  the  first 
time  in  1896,  but  has  refrained  from  an  additional  appropriation 
until  1899  ancl  1900-  The  appropriations  will  be  used  on  the 
Norwich  and  New  London  main  highway  in  the  improvement 
of  the  grade  of  the  road  from  the  New  London  town  line  to'  the 
Norwich  town  line.  Norwich  has  macadamized  the  road  down 
to  their  line.  The  appropriation  will  hardly  be  sufficient  to*  do. 
the  wTork  and  other  appropriations  will  be  necessary.  The  high- 
way is  used  very  generally,  and  is  very  direct  in  its  course,  and 
when  improved  will  furnish  a  popular  road  for  the  farmers  of  the 
three  towns,  and  a  beautiful  drive  for  visitors  as  the  road  com- 
mands a  fine  view  of  the  Thames  river  almost  its  entire  length. 
The  plans  and  specifications  have  been  approved  and  the  con- 
tract will  be  let  in  the  spring.  ' 

NEW  BRITAIN. 

The  town  of  New  Britain  has  accepted  every  appropriation 
with  the  single  exception  of  1898.  All  of  the  appropriations 
have  been  for  macadam  treatment.  The  appropriation  of  1899 
and  1900  has  been  used  for  the  improvement  of  a  section  of  road 
on  the  main  highway  from  New  Britain  to  Farmington.  The 
distance  improved  is  5,455  feet.  The  contract  was  accepted  by 
the  town.  The  chief  feature  of  the  improvement  was  a  grade 
reduction  at  the  New  Britain  end  of  the  section  improved.  A 
very  severe  cut  was  necessary  to  accomplish  any  result  and  a 
large  fill  at  the  toe  of  the  grade  was  a  great  assistance  in  further 
reduction.  The  improvement  was  made  at  a  very  reasonable 
figure  and  the  people  are  very  much  pleased  with  the  road. 

NEW  CANAAN. 

The  town  of  New  Canaan  has  accepted  all  of  its  privileges, 
since  the  commencement  of  the  "Good  Roads'  Movement."  The 
section  of  road  improved  is  on  the  main  highway  from  New 
Canaan  to  Darien,  a  delightful  drive  in  summer  and  a  direct 
road  to  Darien.     Located  as  it  is  on  one  of  the  beautiful  ridges. 
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of  New  Canaan  it  is  valuable  for  building  purposes  and  will  no 
doubt  be  quickly  taken  up  by  home  builders.  The  section  im- 
proved commences  at  the  macadam  road  built  in  1895  and  ex- 
tends a  distance  of  3,284  feet.  This  section  received  a  macadam 
treatment,  but  inasmuch  as  a  very  slow  drainage  was  found  it 
required  a  raising  of  the  entire  road  out  of  danger  from  surface 
water.  A  good  gravel  filling  was  put  under  the  macadam  so 
that  this  section  can  safely  be  said  to  be  permanently  improved. 
The  work  was  done  within  the  appropriation. 

NEW  FAIRFIELD. 

The  town  of  New  Fairfield  accepted  an  appropriation  for  the 
first  time  since  the  commencement  of  State  aid  in  1900.  While 
the  entire  appropriation  has  not  been  arranged  for,  seven  sec- 
tions of  road  on  the  principal  main  highways  of  the  town  have 
been  let  to  the  town.  Of  these,  four  sections  are  on  the  main 
highway  from  Danbury  to  Sherman,  two*  sections  from  New 
Fairfield  to  Sherman,  and  one  in  New  Fairfield  Center.  These 
sections  in  their  improvement  call  for  grade  reduction,  increased 
width  of  road,  under  and  over  drainage,  rock  removed  and 
change  in  direction.  Without  doubt  included  in  these  sections 
to  be  improved  is  as  bad  a  condition  as  can  be  found  on  any  of 
the  main  highways  in  the  town  of  New  Fairfield.  The  contract 
price  is  $802.  $198.  remains  of  the  $1,000.  voted  by  the  town 
for  other  improvements  next  year. 

NORTH  CANAAN. 

The  town  of  North  Canaan  first  accepted  State  aid  in  1897 
and  1898,  and  used  both  appropriations  in  the  improvement 
of  a  difficult  grade  and  the  removal  of  a  dangerous  railroad  cross- 
ing, also  in  making  a  layout  away  from  the  railroad  tracks  on 
the  main  highway  leading  to  East  Canaan.  In  1899  and  1900, 
both  appropriations  have  been  accepted  for  the  improvement  of 
a  section  of  road  on  the  same  highway,  commencing  where  the 
improvement  of  1898  stopped  and  extending  a  distance  of  5,750 
feet.     The  course  of  the  road  has  been  improved,  heavy  grades 
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have  been  eliminated  and  the  road  widened.  Several  thousand 
yards  of  earth  have  been  moved,  culverts  built  and  extended, 
and  a  general  overhauling  has  been  done.  With  the  elimination 
of  the  grade  crossing  and  the  other  improvements  made  since 
1897,  the  road  has  assumed  an  entirely  new  aspect  and  the  im- 
provement is  marked.  The  road  is  popular  not  only  for  towns- 
people, but  as  a  through  road.  Other  improvements  will  follow 
naturally  and  road  improvement  has  been  given  an  impetus  that 
will  find  expression  in  a  betterment  of  all  roads  in  town.  The 
town  accepted  the  contract.  The  work  is  not  quite  finished, 
but  will  be  in  early  spring. 

NORTH  HAVEN. 

The  town  of  North  Haven  has  accepted  every  appropriation 
since  the  beginning  of  State  aid,  and  has  used  every  appropria- 
tion for  macadam  construction  This  town  has  a  splendid  system 
of  improved  highways  and  before  many  years  the  main  high- 
ways of  this  town  will  all  be  macadamized.  The  appropriations 
of  1899  and  1900  were  used  for  the  purpose  of  improving  two 
sections  of  the  main  highway  from  New  Haven  to  Wallingford, 
both  sections  on  the  same  road,  2,300  feet  running  towards  New 
Haven,  from  macadam  laid  in  1898,  and  2,200  feet  commencing 
at  the  macadam  road  at  Montowese  and  running  toward  North 
Haven.  It  was  the  desire  of  the  selectmen  to1  divide  the  appro- 
priation in  this  way  and  as  no  injury  could  be  seen  in  the  ar- 
rangement, it  was  allowed.  The  interval  will  be  improved  next 
year  and  then  a  first-class  macadam  road  will  be  had  on  both 
sides  of  the  river  from  New  Haven  to>  North  Haven.  The  im- 
provement was  made  for  $4,500. 


NORTH  STONINGTON. 

The  town  of  North  Stonington  accepted  State  aid  in  1898, 
and  again  applied  in  1899  and  1900.  The  section  to  be  improved 
is  on  the  main  highway  from  Milltown  to  Stonington  and 
Westerly,  a  distance  of  13,025  feet,  commencing  at  the  Stoning- 
ton line  and  ending  at  Milltown  at  the  section  improved  in  1898. 

10 
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A  great  deal  of  difficulty  was  encountered  in  securing  a  bid  for 
the  work  within  the  appropriation  of  $4,000.  After  advertising 
five  times  the  work  was  finally  let  for  $3,907.  The  im- 
provements contemplate  and  arrange  for  the  entire  change  of 
the  conditions  of  the  present  road.  For  several  thousand  feet 
the  road  is  very  narrow  and  two  wide  loads  cannot  pass.  In  the 
bringing  of  the  road  to  the  width  required,  over  one  thousand 
yards  of  rock  cutting  will  be  necessary.  An  undulated  surface 
will  have  to  be  brought  up  to  grade,  low  wet  places  will  have  to- 
be  raised,  new  culverts  built,  and  old  ones  rebuilt  and  extended,, 
several  bad  hills  will  have  to  be  reduced  in  grade  and  water 
courses  taken  care  of.  When  this  road  is  finished  it  will  be  one 
of  the  best  roads  in  the  town.  This  road  is  very  generally  used 
throughout  the  year  as  it  is  the  open  door  to  Westerly  for  farm 
products. 

NORWALK. 

The  town  of  Norwalk  has  accepted  every  appropriation  since 
the  beginning  of  the  "Good  Roads'  Movement"  in  1895.  The 
appropriations  of  1899  and  1900  have  been  used  for  the  im- 
provement of  two  sections  of  roads  on  two  very  popular  main 
highways. 

The  first  section  is  on  the  Wilton  turnpike  from  Winnipauk 
to  the  Wilton  line,  a  distance  of  6,800  feet,  and  the  improvement 
consisted  of  general  grade  treatment.  The  condition  of  the 
road  when  the  work  was  commenced  was  rough  and  narrow, 
and  at  several  points  rock  was  found  crossing  the  road.  A  gen- 
eral reform  in  grade  was  made  and  an  eight-inch  treatment  of 
gravel  was  given  the  whole  road.  Several  culverts  were  built, 
and  old  ones  extended  and  enlarged.  This  improvement  joins 
with  the  improvement  that  was  started  by  the  town  of  Wilton  in 
1895.  This  highway  is  the  entrance  into  Norwalk  for  through 
travel  from  Danbury  and  beyond,  and  the  links  of  this  trunk 
line  are  being  put  in  by  many  towns  through  which  it  runs. 
The  town  of  Wilton  is  extending  from  this  road  the  main  high- 
way to  New  Canaan.     This  section  will  co-st  $3,400. 

The    second    section    is    on   the    Connecticut   turnpike    near 
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Armory  hill  and  covers  a  distance  of  1,950  feet.  The  contract 
called  for  a  macadam  treatment.  The  work  is  being  done  by 
the  town. 

NORWICH. 

The  town  of  Norwich  has  accepted  every  appropriation  since 
the  beginning  of  State  aid,  and  always  for  macadam  construction. 
The  appropriations  of  1898  and  1899  were  use^  m  the  grading 
and  macadamizing  of  a  section  of  the  main  highway  from  Nor- 
wich to  New  London.  The  section  improved  covers  a  distance 
of  2,850  feet,  and  commences  at  the  end  of  the  macadam  laid 
this  year  by  the  town,  and  ends  at  the  Montville  town  line. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  had  in  widening  the  road  on  ac- 
count of  rock  ledge  projections.  This  road  is  now  a  splendid 
highway  from  Montville  town  line  into>  Norwich,  and  its  worth 
will  be  appreciated  more  and  more  as  the  people  use  it.  The 
contract  was  let  to  the  town. 


ORANGE. 

The  town  of  Orange  has  accepted  every  appropriation  since 
the  commencement  of  State  aid,  and  has  used  every  appropria- 
tion with  the  exception  of  the  appropriations  of  1899  and  1900 
for  macadam  construction. 

The  appropriations  of  1899  and  1900  have  been  used  on  the 
main  highway  from  West  Haven  to  Milford  (Shore  Road).  The 
section  improved  begins  at  the  end  of  the  macadam  road  built 
in  1898,  and  extends  a  distance  of  6,457  ^eet-  The  improvements 
accomplished  increased  width  of  road  and  more  directness,  and 
a  lifting  up  of  the  old  level  out  of  a  low  plain  on  a  long  dyke 
across  the  meadows.  A  heavy  fill  for  over  a  thousand  feet  was 
necessary  and  stone  ballast  put  in  to  remove  the  possibility  of 
the  tide,  which  runs  very  high  at  this  point,  washing  away  the 
road.  , 

The  entire  road  was  given  an  eight-inch  treatment  of  gravel. 
This  is  a  splendid  improvement  and  all  who  have  had  occasion 
to  use  the  road  are  very  much  pleased  with  the  improvements 
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made.      The   contract  was  let  at  a  very  reasonable  price   and 
within  the  appropriation  of  $4,500. 

SIMSBURY. 

The  town  of  Simsbury  first  accepted  an  appropriation  in  1897 
and  1898.  The  town  has  always  accepted  the  contract,  and  at 
exceptionally  low  prices  and  the  character  of  the  work  done  has 
been  first-class  in  every  particular. 

The  appropriations  of  1899  and  1900  were  used  on  several 

sections  of  main  highways  located  in  different  parts  of  the  town. 

The  distance  covered  in  the  improvement  of  all  these  sections 

> 

was  9,750  lineal  feet. 

The  sections  improved  have  called  for  a  straightening  and 
widening  of  the  road,  grade  reduction,  and  a  lifting  up  of  a 
large  portion  of  the  road  away  from  the  danger  of  all  water 
trouble  in  the  future.  A  good  foundation  has  been  provided  and 
a  substantial  macadam  construction  laid.  Culverts  have  been 
built,  extended,  and  put  in  order.  The  main  width  of  the  road 
improved  from  gutter  to  gutter  is  26  feet. 

The  contract1  price  for  surfacing  the  road,  including  shoulder 
work  and  gutters,  was  forty  cents  per  lineal  foot.  Five  thousand 
yards  of  earth  was  moved  at  twelve  cents  per  cubic  yard.  The 
entire  work  was  done  within  the  appropriation  of  $4,500.  The 
work  was  done  by  the  town. 

The  distribution  of  the  work  into  different  parts  of  the  town, 
selecting,  as  was  done,  the  worst  piece  of  road  in  each  district, 
is  very  satisfactory  to  the  people  of  the  town  in  general,  and  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  a  full  appropriation  will  be  continued  by  this 
town  to  be  used  along  similar  lines. 

A  noticeable  improvement  in  the  town  is  the  building  of 
several  substantial  stone  culverts  with  side  and  wing  walls  of 
brown  stone,  and  where  bridges  were  necessary  iron  beams  have 
been  provided.  While  the  work  was  done  by  the  town  the  ex- 
pense was  born  by  one  of  the  public  spirited  citizens  of  the  town, 
whose  modesty  forbids  the  use  of  his  name.  Simsbury  is  fast 
becoming  noted  for  the  splendid  improvements  being  made  on 
their  systems  of  highways.  Nearly  all  of  the  central  roads  are 
in  first-class  condition  at  the  present  time. 
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STERLING. 

The  town  of  Sterling  first  accepted  an  appropriation  in  1899. 
The  amount  of  the  appropriation  was  $500.  The  contract  was 
enteied  into  with  the  State  by  the  town  in  improving'  four  sec- 
tions of  road  upon  the  main  highway  towards  Sterling  and 
Plainfield.  The  improvement  made  was  for  graveling,  grading, 
and  straightening  the  road.  The  distance  covered  is  1,570  feet. 
The  improvement  made  will  materially  assist  in  making  the  road 
more  convenient  for  travel  and  also  increase  its  popularity  by 
the  removal  of  the  bad  features  of  the  road  for  the  distance 
covered  by  the  contract.  As  these  sections  were  not  united, 
but  located  at  different  intervals,  the  benefit  to  the  road  in  the 
removal  of  weak  places  for  a  distance  of  nearly  two  miles,  prac- 
tically makes  a  first-class  road  of  about  two  miles  for  $400. 

The  town  was  so  well  pleased  with  the  improvement  made 
that  an  additional  appropriation  was  voted  in  1900  for  similar 
work.  The  roads  to  be  improved  have  not  been  determined  yet, 
but  will  be  sometime  during  the  winter  or  early  spring. 

STRATFORD. 

The  town  of  Stratford  has  accepted  every  appropriation  since 
the  commencement  of  State  aid.  The  appropriation  of  1899  and 
1900  of  $4,500.,  has  been  used  on  a  section  of  highway  extending 
froni  Barnum  Avenue  towards  Nichols'  farms.  The  distance 
covered  by  the  improvement  is  4,337  feet.  A  series  of  sharp, 
quick  grades  had  to  be  removed,  and  the  road  thrown  over  into 
the  center  of  the  highway  so  as  to  give  more  directness  to  the 
road  and  to  properly  care  for  the  drainage.  In  the  straightening 
of  the  road  it  was  necessary  to  purchase  a  piece  of  land  at  a  cost 
of  only  $100.,  and  thereby  an  expense  of  some  two  thousand  dol- 
lars was  avoided  in  rock  cutting.  A  large  amount  of  material 
had  to  be  removed  and  a  general  overhauling  of  rocks  and 
boulders  made  before  the  road  was  brought  to  its  finished  condi- 
tion as  it  is  to-day.  The  foundation  is  now  laid,  upon  which  to 
put  a  construction  either  of  gravel  or  macadam  as  may  be  deter- 
mined upon  in  the  future.  The  improvement  was  made  within 
the  appropriation. 
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SUFFIELD. 

The  town  of  Suffield  has  accepted  every  appropriation  since 
the  beginning  of  the  "Good  Roads'  Movement,"  and  the  character 
of  the  work  done  is  in  the  improvement  of  town  roads  by  a  mac- 
adam construction.  The  appropriations  of  1899  and  1900  were 
used  upon  two  sections  of  main  highways  and  covered  a  distance 
of  6,525  feet.  The  first  section  was  located  on  Crooked  Lane, 
from  the  end  of  the  macadam  laid,  for  a  distance  of  2,545  feet. 
The  second  section  was  laid  from  the  end  of  the  present  macadam 
on  Town  Street,  southerly,  a  distance  of  2,000  feet.  The  ma- 
terial for  road  building  in  this  town  is  crushed  stone,  the  town 
having  a  first-class  crushing  plant.  Very  little  good  gravel  can 
be  found  in  the  town,  and  as  their  roads  overlie  a  clay  forma- 
tion, macadam  is  the  only  construction  that  will  give  satisfactory 
results.  The  crusher  plant  is  quite  advantageous  for  one  section 
of  the  town,  but  the  increased  distance  from  the  crusher  to>  other 
districts  in  the  town  makes  the  hauling  of  crushed  stone  quite 
expensive,  and  no  doubt  that  in  other  contracts,  outside  stone 
brought  on  the  cars,  will  be  used.  The  contract  was  accepted 
by  the  town  and  was  within  the  appropriation. 


THOMASTON. 

The  town  of  Thomaston  has  accepted  every  appropriation 
since  the  commencement  of  the  "Good  Roads'  Movement."  The 
appropriations  of  1899  and  1900  have  been  for  the  improvement 
of  three  sections  of  roads  on  main  highways  leading  out  from  the 
town. 

The  first  section  improved  has  been  a  change  of  layout  and 
a  widening  and  straightening  of  the  road  on  the  Torrington  and 
Waterbury  turnpike.  The  improvement  of  this  section  is  a 
radical  change  in  the  grade  by  cutting  and  filling.  Considerable 
rock  had  to  be  cut  and  moved.  The  distance  covered  in  this 
permanent  improvement  is  about  1,600  feet.  The  road  coming 
into  Waterbury  through  Waterville  as  it  does,  introduces  the 
trade  of  the  valley  through  which  it  runs,  to  Waterbury.     Water- 
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bury  is  improving  a  section  of  this  main  highway  with  a  macadam 
treatment. 

The  second  section  commences  at  the  end  of  the  old  macadam 
on  Main  Street  and  extends  up  North  Main  Street  about  1,550 
feet,  and  was  entirely  a  change  of  grade  and  a  widening  of  the 
road  proper  with  attention  to  surface  water. 

The  third  section  begins  at  the  end  of  the  work  done  in  1898, 
•on  the  middle  section  turnpike,  and  extends  a  distance  of  2,950 
feet.  Considering  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done  the  contract 
price  was  very  reasonable  indeed,  and  the  reform  made  in  the 
•distance  covered  will  yield  a  very  large  return  for  the  investment. 
No  doubt  these  improvements  will  be  followed  by  others  on  the 
same  highways. 

THOMPSON. 

The  town  of  Thompson  has  accepted  every  appropriation 
■since  the  beginning  of  the  "Good  Roads'  Movement,"  with  the 
exception  of  1898.  While  many  good  improvements  have  been 
made  by  this  town  heretofore  with  former  appropriations,  I  think 
it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  section  improved  with  the  appropriations 
oi  1899  and  1900,  is  without  any  question,  the  best  improvement 
that  has  been  made  in  the  town  with  State  aid.  The  section  im- 
proved under  these  appropriations  has  been  on  the  main  high- 
way, called  the  old  Boston  and  Hartford  turnpike,  and  covers  a 
distance  of  4,396  feet.  The  lessening  of  a  very  sharp  grade  be- 
ginning at  the  tracks  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.,  and  ex- 
tending for  about  one  thousand  feet,  was  the  first  and  most 
■essential  requirement  in  the  treatment  of  this  road.  Heavy  cuts 
were  necessary  on  the  hill  as  a  lifting  of  the  level  at  the  tracks 
was  impossible.  The  material  found  in  the  cuts  was  used  in  the 
filling  of  the  proposed  road  bed  for  an  overhead  grade  crossing 
to  be  made  at  some  time  in  the  near  future.  It  would  be  safe 
to  say  that  500  feet  more  could  be  added  to  the  length  of  the 
road  covered  by  this  improvement  with  the  filling  which  has  been 
taken  from  the  road  and  side  banks  in  the  cuts.  Inasmuch  as 
no  leakouts  were  possible  to  intercept  and  take  away  the  surface 
water  from  coming  down  through  the  gutters  where  they  would 
be  a  destructive  force  to  the  road,  it  was  necessarv  to  lav  several 
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hundred  feet  of  twelve-inch  pipe,  with  manholes  and  gratingSj, 
so  as  to  carry  the  water  under  the  road  by  a  system  of  sewage. 
A  gravel  treatment  of  eight  inches  was  provided  with  a  telford 
base  for  several  hundred  feet.  The  whole  improvement  was. 
made  within  the  appropriation,  and  a  great  change  has  taken 
place  in  the  character  of  the  road.  When  the  grade  crossing 
has  been  eliminated  this  road  will  be  very  much  in  use. 

TOLLAND. 

The  town  of  Tolland  accepted  its  first  appropriation  in  1899.. 
The  appropriation  was  $2,000.  The  section  of  highway  im- 
proved is  on  the  main  road  from  Rockville  to  Tolland.  The 
section  improved  commences  at  the  city  line  and  extends  a  dis- 
tance of  6,650  feet.  The  contract  calls  for  grading  the  entire- 
distance  and  an  eight-inch  gravel  treatment  of  3,357  feet.  One 
of  the  difficulties  to  be  overcome  is  the  cutting  down  of  the  heavy 
grade  at  Sand  hill,  and  the  lifting  up  of  a  long,  low  lying  level, 
commencing  at  the  city  line  and  extending  to  the  base  of  Sandy- 
hill.  The  material  from  the  cut  was  used  in  lifting  up  and  es- 
tablishing the  road  bed  from  future  water  trouble. 

Some  of  the  bends  which  formerly  existed  on  this  road  have- 
been  improved.  The  small  amount  of  money  appropriated  did 
not  allow  of  a  radical  change  in  the  curves,  but  the  improvement 
will  be  of  very  great  assistance  to'  all  who  have  occasion  to  use- 
the  road,  and  as  Rockville  is  the  nearest  and  best  market  for 
the  citizens  of  Tolland,  the  improvement  of  this  road  will  be  a 
great  help  to  the  town.  The  improvement  stops  at  Chapman, 
hill,  which  is  a  very  heavy  grade,  and  some  agitation  has  been 
started  leading  up  to  a  new  layout  being  established  around  this, 
hill.  If  this  is  accomplished  a  splendid  road  will  be  the  result 
and  the  town  materially  assisted  in  its  growth. 

TORRINGTON. 

Torrington  has  accepted  every  appropriation  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  "Good  Roads'  Movement,"  with  the  exception  of 
1897.     The  section  of  road  improved  with  that  portion  of  the 
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appropriation  covered  by  the  plans,  is  on  the  main  highway  from. 
Torrington  to  Winsted,  and  covers  a  distance  of  10,722  feet.  The 
contract  price  which  was  accepted  by  the  town  was  very  reasona- 
ble, the  entire  distance  being  improved  for  $3,002.16.  The  im- 
provement represented  a  widening  of  the  road  at  very  many 
congested  points  and  the  straightening  of  the  road  for  a  con- 
siderable distance.  The  railroad  runs  too  near  this  road 
to  ever  make  it  a  very  popular  highway  for  recreation 
seekers,  but  it  will  always  be  a  popular  highway  as  it  is  the  only 
direct  highway  from  Torrington  to  Winsted  for  people  who  have 
business  between  the  two  places.  It  is  quite  possible  that  the 
town  of  Winsted  may  continue  the  improvement  by  an  under 
grade  crossing  in  the  near  future  as  plans  are  already  perfected 
for  such  an  arrangement.  Plans  and  specifications  have  been 
approved  for  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  to  be  used  on  the 
same  highway  extending  towards  Torrington. 


TRUMBULL. 

The  town  of  Trumbull  accepted  the  appropriations  of  1895 
and  1896,  omitting  to  vote  an  appropriation  in  1897,  1898  and 
1899,  but  accepted  an  appropriation  in  1900  of  $1,000. 

The  sections  improved  are  on  the  Newtown  and  Bridgeport 
turnpike  and  on  the  Trumbull  and  Bridgeport  turnpike.  The 
contract  was  let  to  the  town  for  both  sections  for  $725.  The 
improvements  consist  in  reduction  of  grade,  the  widening  of  the 
road,  the  graveling  of  the  Newtown  and  Bridgeport  turnpike, 
and  the  building  and  extension  of  culverts.  These  two  sections 
have  been  of  great  inconvenience  to  all  of  the  townspeople  hav- 
ing occasion  to  use  the  roads  and  their  improvement  will  be 
greatly  appreciated. 

The  balance  of  the  appropriation  will  be  used  for  similar  work. 
This  feature  of  the  work  will  assist  in  the  reclaiming  of  many 
weak  spots,  not  only  on  the  highway  in  the  town  of  Trumbull, 
but  also  all  over  the  State.  With  so  many  miles  of  roads  to  take 
care  of  with  the  money  annually  appropriated  by  the  little  towns,, 
it  is  impossible  to  take  these  sections  of  bad  roads  and  improve 
them  without  adding  considerable  to  the  rate  of  taxation  or  in- 
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crease  the  indebtedness  of  the  town.  Both  of  these  are  avoided 
as  far  as  possible  by  the  taxpayers  of  our  little  towns.  The 
■contract  was  let  to  the  town. 


UNION. 

The  town  of  Union  has  never  taken  advantage  of  her  privi- 
lege of  a  State  appropriation  for  the  improvement  of  her  roads 
until  1899  and  1900.  The  grand  list  of  the  town  of  Union  is 
very  small  and  with  very  little  prospect  of  an  increase,  so  that  it 
is  quite  creditable  to  the  town  of  Union  to  have  asked  for  an 
appropriation  of  $1,000.  The  town  is  very  remote  from  any 
large  market  place  in  Connecticut,  and  their  nearest  and  best 
market  is  in  Southbridge,  Massachusetts.  The  roads  are  badly 
in  need  of  attention,  and  the  character  of  the  country  over  which 
the  roads  are  laid  out  is  hilly  in  the  extreme.  The  greatest  good 
that  could  be  done  in  towns  that  are  situated  as  the  town  of 
Union,  would  be  in  grade  reduction.  A  macadam  system  is  en- 
tirely out  of  the  question  and  gravel  is  not  to  be  found  in  any 
large  quantities,  so  that  a  system  for  the  town  of  Union  would 
consist  in  grade  reduction,  with  stone  foundations  where  needed 
and  natural  earth  surfacing. 

The  two  sections  improved  are  on  the  two*  main  highways, 
from  Union  to  Stafford,  and  from  Union  to  Mashapaug.  The 
improvement  on  the  first  section  from  Union  toi  Stafford  con- 
sisted in  the  removal  of  two  sharp  grades  and  the  lifting  up  of  a 
very  low  lying  road,  bordering  on  a  very  low  meadow  formation, 
with  a  predisposition  to  being  mired  in  the  spring  and  fall.  A 
six-inch  treatment  of  gravel,  found  in  the  vicinity,  is  to>  be  applied 
after  the  road  has  been  lifted.  This  section  is  2,250  feet  long, 
and  the  contract  price  was  $500. 

The  second  section  is  on  the  main  highway  from  Union  to 
Mashapaug  and  consists  chiefly  in  eliminating  almost  entirely 
one  very  bad  grade  ,and  a  distribution  of  grades,  SO'  as  to  make 
a  better  average  grade  on  a  very  long  and  steep  ascent,  together 
with  the  lifting  up  of  the  base  of  the  hill  and  with  proper  atten- 
tion to  culvert  treatment.  The  roads  in  both  sections  will  be 
widened,  and  when  the  improvements  are  made,  will  add  very 
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much  to  the  convenience  of  the  traveling  public.  The  contract 
for  the  second  piece  was  let  to  the  town  for  $275.  The  balance 
of  the  appropriation  will  be  used  for  similar  treatment  on  other 
roads. 

VOLUNTOWN. 

The  town  of  Voluntown  accepted  the  appropriations  of  1895 
and  1896,  but  did  not  accept  the  appropriations  of  1897  and  1898, 
but  came  in  again  for  the  appropriations  of  1899  and  1900. 

The  section  of  road  improved  was  on  the  main  highway,  from 
Voluntown  to  Sterling.  The  section  improved  covers  a  distance 
of  700  feet.  The  contract  was  accepted  by  the  town  and  the 
price  paid  was  $400.  The  improvement  on  this  section  consisted 
of  a  ledge  of  rocks  being  blasted  out  that  crossed  the  road,  and 
a  cut  made  at  the  summit  of  several  feet.  The  road  was  widened 
and  lifted  up  at  the  base  of  the  hill  and  straightened  in  its  direc- 
tion. The  work  was  very  well  done  by  the  town,  and  makes  a 
permanent  improvement  on  the  road  so  far  as  covered  by  the 
contract.  The  additional  appropriation  of  $500.  will  be  joined 
with  the  balance  left  over  from  the  appropriation  of  1899,  and 
used  on  other  main  highways  in  a  similar  manner. 


WALLINGFORD. 

The  town  of  Wallingford  has  accepted  every  appropriation 
since  the  beginning  of  the  "Good  Roads'  Movement,"  and  as  a 
•consequence  the  roads  of  this  town  are  very  fast  assuming  a 
first-class  condition.  The  money  has  been  devoted  principally 
to  the  improvement  of  the  most  popular  main  highways  running 
through  the  town.  The  appropriations  of  1899  and  1900  have 
been  for  the  improvement  of  a  section  of  road  on  the  Old  Colony 
road,  from  the  borough  line  towards  Meriden.  The  chief  trouble 
to  overcome  was  the  lack  of  exit  for  a  very  heavy  water- 
shed and  a  very  slow  run  of  water  in  the  natural  brook  to*  take 
the  water-shed.     A  very  large  stone  culvert  has  been  erected  to 
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take  the  place  of  the  old  one.  A  heavy  grade  has  been  reduced,, 
and  a  good,  substantial  macadam  construction  has  been  built,, 
on  what  was  formerly  a  sand  plain.  The  improvement  on  this 
section  joins  on  to  the  improvement  made  in  1897,  and  extends 
the  macadam  system  4,180  feet.  The  links  are  fast  being  added 
to  this  popular  main  highway,  and  very  little  remains  now  to  be 
done  to  complete  the  chain  to  the  Meriden  line.  The  improve- 
ment was  made  within  the  appropriation  of  $4,500. 


WARREN. 

The  town  of  Warren  has  accepted  for  the  first  time  since  the 
commencement  of  State  aid,  the  appropriation  of  1899  and  1900. 
The  vote  of  the  town  was  for  an  appropriation  of  $1,000.  While 
the  sections  of  roads  under  contract  to  be  improved  does  not 
use  up  the  whole  appropriation,  that  part  of  the  money  which 
has  been  arranged  for  is  on  the  two  main  highways  from  East 
Kent  to  Warren,  and  from  Warren  to  New  Preston,  and  im- 
proves four  sections,  with  a  total  expenditure  of  $535.  The 
balance  of  the  money  will  be  arranged  for  in  the  spring. 

The  first  section  is  on  the  main  highway  from  Warren  Center 
to  East  Kent.  While  the  section  on  this  highway  does  not 
cover  quite  four  hundred  feet,  it  is  one  of  the  worst  pieces  to1  be 
found  in  that  section  of  the  town.  It  is  a  very  narrow  road, 
with  a  heavy  per  cent,  of  grade,  and  an  expensive  piece  of  road 
to  take  care  of  on  account  of  a  large  volume  of  water  running 
down  and  across  the  entire  road.  A  cut  at  two  places  for  one 
hundred  feet  in  extent  of  from  two  to  three  feet,  part  of  which  is 
rock  ledge,  is  to  be  made  and  a  fill  of  three  feet  for  nearly  200 
feet  at  the  base  of  the  hill  to  be  lifted  up  in  its  deepest  place. 
This  change  in  the  width  of  the  road  and  in  the  grade  will  make 
a  first-class  improvement  for  very  little  money. 

The  other  three  sections  are  for  grading,  the  principal  one 
being  a  widening  of  the  road  for  a  distance  of  several  hundred 
feet.     In  many  places  this  road  will  have  to<  be  widened  twelve 
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feet.  The  road  is  very  dangerous,  owing  to  the  narrow  width 
and  from  its  peculiar  situation.  The  direction  of  the  road  is  two 
reverse  curves  in  five  hundred  feet,  which  projects  right  over  a 
very  large  stream,  rising  quickly  some  fifteen  or  twenty  feet. 

Rock  and  mixed  earth  is  to  be  excavated  to  widen  the  road. 
Little  change  in  the  general  grade  of  the  road  will  be  made 
•except  to  true  up  the  road.  The  principal  feature  of  this  im- 
provement is  straigthening  of  the  road  and  increasing  the  width. 
As  the  road  is  used  to  considerable  extent  by  townspeople,  its 
improved  condition  will  be  very  much  appreciated. 

One  of  the  other  sections  is  the  lifting  up  of  a  swale  near 
Warren  Center,  the  cleaning -out  of  a  culvert,  the  rebuilding  and 
-extension  of  another,  and  the  building  of  a  new  one.  This  swale 
is  badly  in  need  of  being  lifted  above  water  soak  and  the  fill  of 
•some  two  feet  for  about  three  hundred  feet  will  take  care  of  this 
section  in  a  permanent  way  for  all  time. 

The  other  section  is  the  extension  of  a  culvert  and  the  in- 
creased width  of  the  plank  top  to  eighteen  feet,  with  a  good, 
•substantial  railing.  While  this  improvement  is  not  over  five 
hundred  feet  in  extent,  a  very  heavy  grade  exists  at  this  point, 
which  can  be  modified  by  a  cut  of  some  five  feet  and  a  fill  of  some 
four  feet  at  the  toe  of  the  grade,  which  will  make  a  complete 
change  in  the  character  of  the  road  bed  as  it  now  exists, 
and  remove  for  all  time  a  bad  feature  on  the  road.  All 
of  these  improvements  have  been  carefully  selected  to  be  made 
on  sections  of  roads  needing  immediate  treatment.  When  this 
appropriation  has  been  fully  expended  on  similar  work  there  is 
no  question,  but  the  beginning  of  an  extended  reformation  on 
the  roads  in  the  town  of  Warren  will  be  an  established  fact.  The 
contract  was  taken  by  the  town.  The  distance  covered  by  all  of 
these  improvements  will  be  about  2,000  feet. 

WATERTOWN. 

The  town  of  Watertown  commenced  to  accept  State  aid  in 
1896,  and  has  accepted  every  appropriation  since  that  time.  The 
town  of  Watertown  has  used  all  of  the  appropriations  up  to  the 
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present  time  entirely  for  gravel  construction,  and  some  splendid 
stretches  of  road  is  now  the  result  of  their  efforts  along  this  line. 
The  appropriations  of  1899  and  1900  was  used  on  two'  sections 
of  main  highway. 

The  first  section  is  on  the  Waterbury  road  commencing 
where  the  improvement  which  had  been  made  in  1898  ended, 
and  extended  a  distance  of  2,100  feet.  Considerable  rock  blast- 
ing had  to  be  done  and  a  general  improvement  in  the  line  of 
grade  made  throughout  the  whole  distance  covered.  Eight 
inches  of  a  telford  base  was  given  the  road  with  a  six-inch  treat- 
ment of  gravel.  This  is  certainly  a  splendid  improvement  and 
adds  very  much  to>  the  convenience  of  the  traveling  public. 

Section  two  was  on  the  main  road  from  Thomaston  to  Morris, 
called  the  branch  road.  The  entire  distance  covered  by  the  im- 
provement is  an  overhanging  road  on.  the  side  of  a  very  steep 
rock  formation,  springing  quickly  from  the  Waterbury  pipe  line. 
Considerable  of  the  distance  has  a  wall  side  and  the  wall  had 
fallen  down  in  several  places,  having  been  improperly  con- 
structed in  the  ordinary  stone  fence  style,  with  no  batter,  and 
not  a  sufficient  number  of  through  stones  laid  in  the  wall.  The 
wall  has  been  rebuilt.  A  considerable  grade  reduction  had  to 
be  made  both  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  grade  and  also  for 
removing  the  necessity  of  building  so  much  wall.  Quite  a  large 
quantity  of  rock  had  to>  be  blasted  out  of  the  gutters  to  take  care 
of  the  water  coming  down  the  mountain  side,  and  culverts  put  in 
at  frequent  intervals  to  further  assist.  A  bridge  nearly  100  feet 
long  had  to  be  lifted  several  feet.  The  road  now  at  this  point 
has  been  not  only  made  more  safe  for  travel,  but  the  annual  ex- 
pense for  repairing  will  be  removed,  and  the  people  enjoy  a  very 
nice  section  of  improved  road.  The  work  on  both  sections  was 
done  within  the  appropriation. 

WESTBROOK. 

The  town  of  Westbrook  first  accepted  State  aid  in  1897,  and 
refrained  from  asking  an  additional  appropriation  until  1899  and 
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1900.  The  section  improved  is  on  the  turnpike  line  extending 
from  Port  Chester,  N.  Y.,  to  Westerly,  Rhode  Island,  and  covers 
a  distance  when  finished  of  9,000  feet.  The  town  voted  to  have 
a  gravel  construction.  The  road  formerly  pursued  a  very 
tortuous  course  and  in  the  improvements  on  this  section  a  great 
many  of  these  unnecessary  turns  have  been  removed  and  the  di- 
rection of  the  road  made  more  certain.  In  the  accomplishment 
of  this  it  was  necessary  to  make  extensive  and  deep  cuts  into  the 
banks,  large  boulders  were  encountered  which  had  to  be  re- 
moved and  land  acquired  from  which  to  make  a  new  layout,, 
culverts  built  where  needed,  and  for  a  distance  of  9,000  feet  a 
gravel  construction  of  eight  inches  in  depth  provided.  This  will 
be  when  finished  a  very  great  improvement  on  the  character  of 
the  old  road,  and  furnish  a  safe  and  pleasant  road  to  use,  besides, 
making  a  long  reach  in  bringing  together  the  different  sections 
now  in  the  process  of  improvement,  or  those  which  have  been 
made  on  this  very  popular  trunk  line  road.  The  improvement 
is  made  within  the  appropriation  of  $4,500. 


WEST  HARTFORD. 

The  town  of  West  Hartford  has  accepted  every  appropriation 
since  the  beginning  of  the  "Good  Roads'  Movement,"  with  the 
exception  of  1898,  and  always  for  macadam  construction.  The 
appropriations  of  1899  and  1900  have  been  used  on  two>  sections 
of  main  highways. 

On  the  first  section  it  has  been  used  for  the  improvement  of 
one  of  the  worst  pieces  of  roads  remaining  in  Wes,t  Hartford. 
The  distance  covered  by  the  improvement  is  2,154  feet.  The 
improvements  on  this  section  consisted  in  the  removal  of  a  very 
bad  ledge  which  crossed  the  entire  road  for  several  hundred 
feet,  and  as  the  road  crossed  the  ledge  on  a  slant  of  the  hill,  all 
of  the  water  from  the  water-shed  side  running  across  the  road 
at  freezing  time  made  the  road  very  bad  for  travel.  The  grade 
has  been  very  much  reduced  at  this  point,  and  the  entire  section 
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lias  been  widened,  water  courses  straightened  and  soft  places  in 
the  road  have  received  a  telford  base.  This  section  of  road  lying 
at  the  extreme  outer  edge  of  the  town,  and  owing  to  the  fact  of 
three  towns  owning  a  part  of  the  highway  similarly  situated  in 
regard  to  location  and  condition,  they  had  neglected  to'  give  these 
sections  of  the  highway  that  attention  that  it  should  have  re- 
ceived years  ago,  both  from  its  condition  and  its  direct  means,  of 
communication  between  West  Hartford  and  New  Britain.  The 
matter  has  at  last  been  finally  adjusted ;  first,  by  the  improvement 
just  made  on  this  section  by  the  town  of  West  Hartford ;  and 
•second,  by  the  mutual  arrangement  entered  into  between  the 
town  of  Farmington  and  Newington  for  the  improvement  of  the 
road  within  their  town  limits.  When  all  of  these  towns  have 
finally  improved  this  road,  a  very  bad  feature  will  have  been 
eliminated  permanently  for  all  time,  and  the  road  will  afford 
direct,  pleasant,  and  profitable  access  between  the  towns.  The 
improvement  on  this  section  cost  $3,080.22. 

Section  two  is  located  on  the  main  highway  from  Bloonifield 
Center  to  Hartford,  and  extends  from  the  city  line  1,750  feet. 
At  the  point  improved  a  sharp  unnecessary  lift  occurred  over 
a  sandstone  formation.  The  road  was  congested  and  narrow, 
and  all  of  these  features  have  now  been  removed  and  pleasant 
access  is  given  to<  the  people  of  Bloonifield  Center  to  their  nearest 
and  best  market,  which  is  Hartford.  A  macadam  surface  was 
-also  provided  over  the  whole  of  the  section  improved.  The 
distance  covered  by  this  improvement  was  1,141  feet.  The  im- 
provements on  both  of  these  sections  have  added  very  much  to 
the  splendid  system  of  highways  already  existing  in  the  town  of 
West  Hartford. 

WESTON. 

The  town  of  Weston  first  accepted  an  appropriation  in  1897, 
returned  in  1898  for  another  appropriation,  and  also  accepted  the 
appropriations  of  1899  and  1900.  Weston  lying  as  it  does,  re- 
mote from  railroad  connections,  is  restricted  in  the  character  of 
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the  material  with  which  to  build  her  roads.  There  is  ample 
material,  however,  of  suitable  quality  with  which  to>  construct 
first-class  roads  in  the  town.  The  principal  immediate  necessity 
for  the  town  of  Weston  is  in  the  raising  of  some  of  the  low  lying 
roads  on  to  a  higher  level  to  avoid  water  trouble,  and  the  reduc- 
tion of  very  many  excessive  grades  to  be  found  on  her  roads. 
The  improvements  under  the  appropriation  of  1899  consists  of 
five  sections  on  main  highways,  namely,  the  Westport  and  Dan- 
bury  roads,  the  Newtown  turnpike,  and  the  Aspetuck  road. 

The  distance  covered  by  all  of  the  improvements  will  be 
about  4,000  feet.  These  sections  have  been  carefully  selected 
as  worthy  of  improvement  on  account  of  the  very  bad  condition 
that  has  prevailed  so-  long  and  on  account  of  not  having  sufficient 
means  to  make  the  improvements  they  have  been  neglected.  The 
contract  has  been  let  to  the  town  which  is  now  in  the  process  of 
performing  the  work. 

When  these  sections  have  been  improved  as  arranged  ^for 
they  will  materially  assist  the  people  of  the  town  and  also  the 
general  public  into  a  greater  convenience  in  traveling.  Some 
of  these  roads  lead  through  the  most  beautiful  and  picturesque 
scenery  in  that  portion  of  the  State  and  are  quite  popular  with 
those  seeking  recreation  throughout  the  summer.  It  is  needless 
to  say  that  the  pleasure  of  those  who  have  occasion  to  use  the 
roads  in  summer  time  will  be  materially  added  to>  with  the  im- 
provement of  these  roads. 


WETHERSFIELD. 

The  town  of  Wethersfield  accepted  an  appropriation  first  in 
1895,  then  again  in  1896,  but  did  not  return  for  an  additional 
appropriation  until  1898. 

The  appropriations  of  1899  and  1900  have  been  used  on  two 

sections  of  main  highways.     The  first  section  covered  a  distance 

of  1,900  feet  running  through  Griswoldville.     The  road  at  this 

point  was  very  narrow  and  a  very  heavy  water-shed  occurred, 

which  at  times,  owing  to  the  imperfect  drainage  overflowed  the 
11 
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road.  The  road  was  very  disagreeable  in  the  late  fall  and  early- 
spring  to  travel  over,  and  inasmuch  as  the  low  point  was  quite 
near  a  number  of  very  nice  residences  it  was  all  the  more  im- 
portant to  improve  it.  Considerable  cutting  had  to  be  done  in 
the  widening  of  the  road  and  a  heavy  telford  base  furnished  upon 
which  to  put  a  macadam  surface.  All  drainage  was  changed 
and  the  section  improved  will  be  for  all  time  a  first-class  piece 
of  road. 

The  second  section  on  Newington  Avenue  was  graded  a 
distance  of  1,692  feet,  and  macadamized  for  1,075  ^eet-  Here  oc- 
curred again  water  trouble  and  heavy  grades  and  a  large  amount 
of  cutting  and  filling  was  necessary  to<  bring  the  grade  up  to  the 
condition  required  to  remove  for  all  time  the  road  from  the 
existent  troubles.  Both  of  these  sections  are  along  the  line  of 
future  improvements  to  be  made  with  other  appropriations. 
The  people  of  the  town  appreciate  very  much  the  improvement 
of  these  sections.  The  entire  cost  was  fully  within  the  appropria- 
tion. 


WILLINGTON. 

The  town  of  "Wellington  first  accepted  an  appropriation  in 
1899  and  1900.  The  full  appropriation  is  $4,400.  The  appro- 
priation has  not  been  fully  designated  as  to  where  it  shall  be 
spent,  but  two  sections  are  now  in  the  works  to  be  improved. 

Plans  have  been  made  and  specifications  drawn.  The  first 
section  covers  a  distance  of  3,800  feet  on  the  main  highway,  from 
Willington  towards  Mansfield.  A  new  layout  has  been  estab- 
lished for  several  hundred  feet  to  remove  the  necessity  of  heavy 
cutting  and  filling  and  also*  to  establish  more  directness  for  the 
road.  This  is  the  beginning  of  an  improvement  upon  this  popu- 
lar main  highway  and  if  future  improvements  make  betterments 
for  the  distance  covered  along  the  line  followed  in  this  improve- 
ment, a  splendid  main  highway  will  be  established  between 
Willington  and  Mansfield. 

The  second  section  is  on  the  main  highway  from  Willington 
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Center  to  West  Willington  and  anticipates  in  its  improvement 
the  straightening  of  a  very  tortuous  piece  of  highway,  and  the 
reducing  of  a  long,  heavy  grade.  These  two  highways  are 
popular  highways  in  use  by  the  people  residing  in  the  two  dis- 
tricts.    The  contract  has  not  been  let  as  yet. 


WINDHAM. 

The  town  of  Windham  has  accepted  every  appropriation  with 
the  exception  of  1895.  The  appropriations  of  1899  and  1900 
will  be  used  for  the  improvement  of  two*  sections  of  the  main 
highway  from  Willimantic  to  South  Windham.  This  highway 
has  already  received  the  appropriations  of  1896,  1897,  and  1898. 

The  first  section  improved  under  the  appropriation  com- 
mences at  the  end  of  the  macadam  laid  in  1896  and  extends 
towards  Willimantic  a  distance  of  2,200  feet.  Considerable 
heavy  cutting  had  to  be  resorted  to  in  the  widening  of  the  road. 
The  material  found  in  the  cuts  was  used  in  bringing  up  a  low 
level  plain  out  of  water  trouble.  Culvert  treatment  was  also 
given  and  the  entire  section  received  a  seven-inch  macadam 
surface^     The  contract  for  this  section  was  $3,085. 

The  second  section  commences  at  the  end  of  the  macadam 
section,  laid  in  1898,  and  extends  a  distance  of  2,800  feet  up 
Hoxie  hill.  The  contract  has  not  been  let.  It  calls  for  a  cobble 
gutter  and  an  eight-inch  gravel  surface.  The  contract  will  be 
let  in  the  spring. 

WINDSOR  LOCKS. 

The  town  of  Windsor  Locks  has  received  every  appropria- 
tion since  the  commencement  of  State  aid,  and  has  used  all  of 
the  appropriations  for  macadam  construction.  The  appropria- 
tions of  1899  and  1900  have  been  used  on  North  Main  Street, 
and  also  on  South  Main  Street.  The  section  on  North  Main 
Street  covered  a  distance  of  2,318  feet ;  the  section  on  South  Main 
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Street  covered  a  distance  of  3,000  feet.  The  contract  price  was 
very  reasonable,  and  the  entire  distance  was  covered  for  the 
amount  of  the  appropriation,  $4,500. 

In  addition  to  the  macadam  construction  on  both  sections, 
a  large  amount  of  grading  was  necessary  to  properly  take  care 
of  the  width  and  the  grade  of  the  road.  Attention  was  also 
paid  to  the  question  of  drainage.  These  two  sections  have  ma- 
terially added  to  the  macadam  system  now  in  the  process  of  con- 
struction in  this  town.  Without  any  question  the  system  will  be 
extended  next  year. 


WOODBRIDGE. 

The  town  of  Woodbridge  has  received  every  appropriation 
since  the  commencement  of  the  "Good  Roads' Movement"  in  1895. 
The  two  sections  improved  under  the  1899  and  1900  appropria- 
tions are  on  the  Seymour  road  from  New  Haven. 

The  first  section  covered  a  distance  of  2,900  feet,  which  has 
been  finished.  The  work  was  contracted  for  by  the  town,  and 
afterwards  sublet.  The  principal  improvement  on  the  section 
consisted  in  the  lifting  up  of  a  very  low  lying  piece  of  road  ex- 
tending for  several  hundred  feet  through  a  naturally  low,  swampy 
place.  Considerable  difficulty  had  always  existed  at  this  place 
through  water  trouble.  The  road  was  lifted  up  and  a  good  stone 
bed  furnished  the  road  with  a  nice  treatment  of  drainage,  and  the 
entire  section  covered  with  an  eight-inch  treatment  of  gravel. 
This  is  a  splendid  improvement  and  will  result  in  permanently 
improving  this  section  of  road  from  any  future  trouble  with  water, 
besides  giving  a  good  road  at  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

The  second  section  now  under  construction  is  on  the  same 
road  and  covers  a  distance  of  1,246 'feet.  The  principal  diffi- 
culty to  be  overcome  was  a  very  heavy  grade  and  a  congested 
point.  On  account  of  the  width  of  the  road  which  required  to 
be  widened,  this  improvement  necessitated  a  large  amount  of 
earth  to  be  moved,  and  several  feet  of  filling  at  the  toe  of  the 
hill  to  bring  the  road  up  to  the  established  grade,  after  which  an 
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eight-inch  treatment  of  gravel  is  to>  be  given  the  entire  section 
improved.  This  is  one  of  the  weakest  points  on  the  road  for 
travel,  and  when  the  improvement  is  finished  will  remove  a  very 
bad  feature  on  the  Seymour  road.  The  division  of  the  appropria- 
tion in  this  way  is  very  wisely  made  and  is  very  much  appreciated 
by  the  people  of  the  town  of  Woodbridge.  The  second  contract 
was  let  to  outside  parties  and  at  a  reasonable  figure. 

The  entire  work  on  both  sections  will  be  within  the  appro- 
priation of  $4,500. 


WOODBURY. 

The  town  of  Woodbury  first  accepted  an  appropriation  in 
1898.  The  appropriation  was  used  for  grading  purposes  and  the 
appropriations  of  1899  and  1900  have  been  partially  arranged 
for  in  the  improvement  of  three  sections.  The  entire  distance 
covered  was  2,750  feet,  with  a  total  expense  of  $675.  The  entire 
improvements  are  on  the  Woodbury  and  Watertown  main  high- 
way and  consist  in  grade  reduction  and  widening  of  the  road, 
aird  straightening  it,  with  attention  being  paid  to  the  question 
of  culverts.  Every  one  of  the  improvements  are  at  points  on 
the  main  highway  that  have  needed  attention  for  several  years, 
but  owing  to  the  condition  of  the  town  treasury  it  was  impossi- 
ble to  make  them  prior  to  the  assistance  given  by  the  State. 

The  improvements  have  not  all  been  completed  as  yet,  but 
will  be  finished  in  the  early  spring,  at  which  time  the  balance  of 
the  appropriation  will  be  used  for  similar  work.  The  people  of 
the  town  of  Woodbury  appreciate  fully  the  wisdom  of  the  im- 
provements made  and  no  doubt  an  appropriation  will  be  secured 
next  vear  for  similar  work. 


WOODSTOCK. 

The  town  of  Woodstock  accepted  State  aid  in  1898,  and  con- 
tinued in  1899  and  1900,  with  a  request  for  an  appropriation  of 
$4,000.     The  sections  of  road  improved  are  on  the  main  highway 
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from  South  Woodstock  to  Putnam,  and  from  South  Woodstock 
to  West  Woodstock,  and  from  North  Woodstock  to  Quinebaug. 

All  of  the  sections  improved  have  been  carefully  selected  by 
reason  of  the  necessity  for  the  abatement  of  evils  that  have  too 
long  existed.  The  improvements  have  consisted  in  the  main  of 
grade  reduction,  under  drainage  and  surface  drainage,  rebuilding 
of  culverts,  and  the  widening  and  straightening  of  the  roads. 
The  entire  distance  covered  by  the  improvement  when  finished 
will  be  6,834  feet.  All  of  the  sections  improved  will  be  perma- 
nent  in  the  character  of  their  improvements  and  will  be  a  great 
assistance  and  convenience  to  travel. 

The  improvements  will  all  be  made  within  the  appropriation 
of  $4,000. 
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The  following  tables  give  valuable  information  in  regard  to 
the  work  that  has  been  done  or  now  in  process  of  construction, 
the  major  portion  of  which  is  complete  in  furnishing  the  informa- 
tion relative  to  the  contracts,  the  contractors  doing  the  work,  the 
character  of  the  work  done,  as  a  matter  of  reference  and  data, 
and  arranged  by  towns  alphabetically  in  the  county  in  which  said 
work  was  done.

There  is 
yet  a  balance  of  about  eleven  thousand  dollars  ($11,000)  of  the  1900  appropriation 
to  be  apportioned. 
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MAIN     HIGHWAYS     UPON     WHICH     THE 
STATE    IS    AT    WORK. 

It  is  impossible  to  form  any  intelligent  conception  of  where 
the  State  has  been  at  work  during  the  last  six  years,  from  any 
description  that  might  be  given  in  this  report,  without  a  map 
showing  the  roads  upon  which  State  aid  has  been  used. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  a  map  that  shows  all  of  the 
main  trunk  line  highways  on  which  work  has  been  and  is 
now  being  done.  While  some  of  the  towns  through  which  these 
trunk  lines  run  have  not  done  anything,  they  are  the  exception 
and  not  the  rule.  A  large  majority  of  the  towns  through  which 
these  trunk  lines  go  have  been  at  work  on  these  roads  since  the 
commencement  of  State  aid.  The  distance  covered  by  the  roads 
shown  on  the  map  is  about  1,400  miles.  There  are  nearly  5,000 
miles  of  main  highways  in  our  State  and  in  addition  10,000  miles 
of  side  or  feeder  roads. 

A  glance  at  the  map  will  disclose  the  fact  that  the  1,400 
miles  of  main  highways  shown  reach  into,  and  out  from  every 
large  and  important  business  center  of  the  State,  and  also<  that 
the  geography  of  the  State  is  fairly  well  covered  by  these  roads, 
and  a  large  area,  drained  and  furnished  a  near  market  for  the 
farming  communities  of  each  district,  besides  affording  con- 
venient access  for  all  who  for  pleasure  or  business  desire  to  travel 
by  road  through  the  State. 

This  map  is  not  intended  to  show  all  the  main  highways  upon 
which  we  have  been  at  work  during  the  past  six  years,  but  only 
the  most  important  through  trunk  lines  that  are  in  popular  use, 
crossing  the  State  from  South  to  North,  and  from  East  toi  West. 
If  the  1,400  miles  of  highways  shown  on  the  plan  SO'  fully  covers 
the  area  of  the  State,  does  it  not  suggest  very  strongly  that  the 
towns  are  roaded  to  death,  with  15,000  miles  of  roads  to  take 
care  of  at  an  annual  expense  of  certainly  not  less  than  half  a 
million  dollars  a  year  for  repairs,  a  large  part  of  which  is  prac- 
tically thrown  away  in  keeping  the  roads  in  a  temporary  passa- 
ble condition  for  ordinary  travels? 

It  is  not,  however,  to  be  understood  that  1,400  miles  of  roads 
would  be  adequate  to  take  care  of  the  business  of  the  State,  but 
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it  is  a  fact  that  with  half  the  number  of  miles  of  roads  now  in  use 
in  the  State  we  could  have  better  roads  and  accommodate  the 
travel  with  less  expense  than  we  are  under  to-day. 

MAIN  TRUNK  LINES. 

The  old  Boston  turnpike,  following  the  shore  for  a  distance 
of  nearly  120  miles,  crossing  the  towns  of  Greenwich,  Stamford, 
Darien,  Norwalk,.  Westport,  Fairfield,  Bridgeport,  Stratford, 
Milford,  Orange,  New  Haven,  East  Haven,  Branford,  Guilford, 
Madison,  Clinton,  Westbrook,  Old  Saybrook,  Old  Lyme,  East 
Lyme,  Waterford,  New  London,  Groton,  Ledyard  and  Stoning- 
ton,  is  one  of  the  longest  trunk  lines  in  the  State,  and  very  direct 
in  its  course,  and  as  it  touches  so  many  large  business  centers 
at  the  seaboard  the  travel  is  very  heavy  at  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

Almost  every  one  of  the  twenty-five  towns  it  crosses  has 
been,  or  is  now  at  work  on  this  very  popular  highway.  Each 
appropriation  is  furnishing  new  links  to  this  chain,  and  it  will 
not  be  very  long  before  the  entire  road  is  finished,  from  Port 
Chester,  New  York,  to  Westerly,  Rhode  Island. 

From  this  main  trunk  line  start  ten  trunk  lines  extending 
across-  the  State,  from  South  to  North.  These  ten  trunk  lines 
touch  about  every  large  city  in  our  State  and  are  the  chief 
arteries  through  which  flow  nearly  all  the  farm  products  of  the 
entire  farming  communities  of  the  whole  State. 

The  first  one  of  these  trunk  lines  commences  at  Stamford,  and 
extends  through  the  State  and  into  Massachusetts,  crossing  the 
towns  of  Salisbury,  Sharon,  Kent,  New  Milford,  Sherman,  New 
Fairfield, Danbury,  Ridgefield,  Wilton,  New  Canaan  and  Stamford. 

The  next  trunk  line  East  commences  at  Norwalk,  and  also 
crosses  the  entire  State  and  ends  in  Massachusetts,  taking  in 
the  towns  of  North  Canaan,  Canaan,  Cornwall,  Warren,  New  Mil- 
ford, Brookfield,  Danbury,  Bethel,  Redding,  Weston,  Wilton  and 
Norwalk. 

The  third  trunk  line,  extending  from  South  to  North,  begins 
at  Bridgeport  and  goes  through  the  towns  of  Bridgeport,  Trum- 
bull, Huntington,  Ansonia,  Seymour,  Beacon  Falls,  Naugatuck, 
Waterbury,  Watertown,  Thomaston,  Litchfield,  Harwinton,  Tor- 
rington,  Winchester  and  Colebrook,  also  ending  in  Massachusetts. 
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The  fourth  trunk  line  commences  at  New  Haven,  extending 
up  through  Hamden,  Cheshire,  Southington,  Plainville,  Farming- 
ton,  West  Hartford,  and  ending  at  Hartford. 

The  fifth  trunk  line  commences  at  New  Haven,  extending 
out  through  Hamden,  North  Haven,  Wallingford,  Meriden, 
Berlin,  New  Britain,  Newington,  Hartford,  Windsor,  Windsor 
Locks,  Suffield,  and  on  to  Springfield. 

The  sixth  trunk  line  commences  also  at  New  Haven,  goes 
out  through  East  Haven,  North  Branford,  Durham,  Middlefield, 
Middletown,  Cromwell,  Rocky  Hill,  Wethersfield,  Hartford,  East 
Hartford,  South  Windsor,  East  Windsor,  Enfield,  and  out  into 
Massachusetts. 

The  seventh  trunk  line  begins  at  Saybrook  Point  and  extends 
through  Old  Saybrook:  to  Essex,  to  Saybrook,  to  Chester,  to 
Haddam,  to  Middletown,  to  Cromwell,  to-  Rocky  Hill,  to 
Wethersfield  and  to  Hartford. 

The  eighth  trunk  line  commences  at  New  London  and  goes 
through  W'aterford,  Montville,  Salem,  Colchester,  Marlborough, 
Glastonbury,  Hartford,  Bloomfield,  Simsbury,  Granby,  Hartland 
and  Colebrook,  and  into  Massachusetts. 

The  ninth  commences  at  the  intersection  of  the  New  London 
and  Waterford  town  line  and  extends  up  through  Montville  to 
Norwich,  to  Sprague,  to  Lisbon,  to  Canterbury,  to  Plainfield, 
to  Brooklyn,  to  Killingly,  to>  Putnam,  and  through  Thompson 
out  into  Massachusetts. 

The  tenth  trunk  line  begins  at  Westerly,  Rhode  Island,  ex- 
tending through  the  town  of  Stonington,  to  Ledyard,  to  Preston, 
to  Norwich,  to  Franklin,  to  Windham,  to  Mansfield,  to  Chaplin, 
to  Eastford,  to  Woodstock,  and  finds  an  exit  into  Massachusetts. 

These  are  the  principal  trunk  lines  starting  at  the  old  Boston 
Post  road,  and  extending  from  the  Southern  to  the  Northern  part 
of  the  State.  There  are,  however,  only  a  very  few  main  trunk 
lines  running  from  East  to  West.  I  presume  the  principal  reason 
for  this  is  on  account  of  the  very  heavy  grades  and  mountainous 
conditions  found  in  the  Eastern  and  Western  parts  of  our  State. 

The  first  and  most  available  trunk  line  running  from  East 
to  West,  begins  at  the  State  line  of  Rhode  Island  and  extends 
Westerly  through  the  town  of  Putnam,  Pomfret,  Eastford,  Ash- 
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ford,  Wellington,  Wilton,  Tolland,  Vernon,  Manchester,  East 
Hartford,  Hartford,  West  Hartford,  Avon,  New  Hartford,  Win- 
chester, Norfolk,  North  Canaan,  and  finds  an  exit  at  the  Northern 
boundary  line  of  the  town  of  Salisbury  into  Massachusetts. 

The  second  trunk  line  should  be  very  popular  as  it  very  nearly 
divides  the  State,  although'  not  quite.  It  begins  at  the  State 
line,  at  the  town  of  Sterling,  extending  through  Plainfield,  Can- 
terbury, Scotland,  Windham,  Lebanon,  Columbia,  Andover, 
Bolton,  Manchester,  East  Hartford,  Hartford,  West  Hartford, 
Farmington,  Burlington,  Harwinton,  Litchfield,  Warren  and 
Kent,  and  finds  an  exit  into1  New  York  State.  This  highway 
when  completed  should  be  a  very  popular  highway  as  it  is  not 
only  a  very  direct  road,  but  it  crosses  a  part  of  the  State  that  is 
very  thickly  populated,  and  it  would  furnish  a  very  pleasant 
and  convenient  access  to  all  of  the  railroad  centers  for  the  trans- 
portation of  freight. 

The  third  trunk  line,  from  East  to  West,  begins  at  the  State 
line,  in  the  town  of  Killingly,  extending  through  the  town  to 
Brooklyn,  Hampton,  Scotland,  Windham,  Lebanon,  Columbia, 
Hebron,  Marlborough,  Chatham,  Portland,  Middletown,  Middle- 
field,  Meriden,  Cheshire,  Waterbury,  Middlebury,  Woodbury, 
Roxbury,  Washington,  to  New  Milford. 

These  fourteen  trunk  lines  are  practically  the  principal  high- 
ways of  the  State.  All  other  highways  leading  into  these  four- 
teen roads  are  branch  highways,  either  going  between  the  large 
business  centers  or  finding  outlet  into  these  main  trunk  lines. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  while  an  extension  may  be  made  into, 
and  out  from  some  of  the  towns  that  have  not  as  yet  accepted 
State  aid,  by  the  improvement  of  other  already  existing  main 
highways,  that  for  some  time  to  come  the  most  of  the  improve- 
ments made  upon  the  main  highways  of  the  State  will  be  in  the 
extension  of  the  system  as  outlined  on  this  map. 

The  direction  of  each  of  these  trunk  lines  is  fairly  accurate, 
although  not  absolutely  so,  as  the  very  small  scale  of  the  map 
will  only  allow  of  general  direction  in  the  mapping  out  of  the  lines 
taken  by  the  highways,  but  they  are  sufficiently  correct  to  furnish 
an  intelligent  idea  of  the  main  highways  upon  which  the  State 
has  been  using  State  and  town  money  during  the  last  six  years.

FOR    THE 

IMPROVEMENT  OF  PUBLIC  ROADS 


The  following  forms  of  specifications  for  macadam,  telford, 
gravel,  gravel-telford,  and  grading  construction,  are  those  in 
most  general  use  by  the  State,  in  the  conduct  of  its  work  for  the 
improvement  of  public  roads  : 

MACADAM    SPECIFICATION. 

SPECIFICATION  for  the  Construction  of  a  Macadam  Road  in 
the  Town  of in County. 

DESCRIPTION. 

This  Specification  embraces  the  Improvements  contemplated 

on  the  road  in  the  Town  of

LABOR,  MATERIAL,  ETC. 

The  Contractor  is  to  furnish  all  labor  and  materials,  together 
with  all  tools  and  implements  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provi- 
sions of  these  specifications  and  in  accordance  with  the  plans  for 
the  above  described  road,  all  work  to  be  done  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Connecticut  Highway  Commissioner.

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ENGINEER'S  WORK. 

The  Engineer  furnished)  by  the  town  shall  establish  lines  and 
grades,  at  convenient  points  along  said  road,  before  the  Con- 
tractor commences  work,  for  the  guidance  of  the  Contractor. 
The  Engineer  shall  verify  the  grades  from  time  to<  time  as  may 
be  necessary,  and  also  replace  whatever  stakes  may  be  destroyed 
by  the  Contractor  while  in  prosecution  of  the  work.  The  Con- 
tractor, however,  shall  take  all  possible  care  to  preserve  the 
stakes  set  by  the  Engineer. 

GRADING. 

The  Contractor  will  do  all  grading  that  may  be  necessary, 
either  by  cutting  or  filling  as  the  case  may  be.  If  there  is  a 
surplus  of  material  it  shall  be  placed  in  the  embankments,  or  on 
the  sides  of  the  road,  or  at  such  places  as  the  Selectmen  may 
designate.  If  there  is  not  material  enough  to  do  the  grading 
required  to  bring  the  sub-grade  to  the  height  required,  the  Con- 
tractor shall  furnish  sufficient  to  do  what  is  necessary  to  conform 
to  the  established  grade  for  the  road  and  embankments,  etc. 
The  Contractor  shall  remove  all  loam,  roots  and  vegetable  matter 
from  the  proposed  traveled  part  of  the  road,  and  also  every- 
thing of  a  spongy  nature,  or  anything  found  in  excavating  for 
said  roadway  that  will  be  liable  to  heave,  or  settle,  and  fill  in  all 
such  places  with  clean  sand  or  gravel,  free  from  loam. 

In  all  cases  where  the  earth  fill  exceeds  one  foot  in  depth, 
the  filling  shall  be  deposited  in  courses  not  to  exceed  twelve 
inches  loose  measurement.  And  each  course  shall  be  carried 
across  the  entire  fill  and  completed  before  commencing  another, 
and  this  method  shall  be  followed  with  each  succeeding  course 
until  the  established  grade  is  reached. 

If  rock  is  found  in  any  part  of  the  cut  it  can  be  placed  in  the 
fill,  providing  it  does  not  come  within  one  foot  of  the  top  of  the 
finished  road ;  also  if  rock  is  used  for  filling,  no  large  stones  will 
be  allowed  in  nests,  but  must  be  distributed  over  the  area  so  as  to 
avoid  pockets  for  the  top  course  to  sift  through.  In  all  rock 
cuts  the  rock  shall  be  removed  at  least  one  foot  below  the  finished 
grade  of  the  road. 

The  Contractor  will  not  be  allowed  to  dump  rock  overboard 
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indiscriminately.  All  rock  shall  be  placed  in  the  fill  so  far  as 
the  fill  will  allow.  Where  there  is  a  surplus  of  rock  it  shall  be 
put  on  the  outside  of  the  embankments  with  neatness,  so  as  to 
leave  the  fill  with  a  view  to  future  improvements  of  the  road.  No 
unsightly  nests  of  large  stone  will  be  allowed  on  margins  in 
the  fills. 

The  Contractor  shall  excavate  for  all  ditches,  and  properly 
shape  all  slopes  to  conform  to  the  plans  made  for  the  proposed 
work,  and  remove  all  stumps.  He  shall  make  all  shoulders  and 
shall  form  all  slopes.  All  surplus  material  shall  be  carted  off 
before  commencing  to  put  in  the  stone  for  the  road. 

ROAD-BED. 

Great  care  must  be  taken  to  follow  closely  the  above 
described  treatment  in  the  grading  for  the  earth  road-bed.  After 
all  cutting  or  filling  has  been  done  to'  bring  the  road-bed  to  the 
established  sub-grade,  the  surface  must  be  firmly  and  evenly 
rolled  so  that  it  will  sustain  the  weight  of  stone  to  be  placed  on 
it  without  settling.  All  places  that  may  shrink  while  in  the 
process  of  rolling,  must  be  filled  and  rolled  again,  until  the  whole 
sub-foundation  is  brought  up  to,  and  even  with  all  established 
lines  for  sub-grade.  The  sub-grade  must  be  identical  in  form 
with,  and  have  the  same  crown  as  the  finished  grade  of  road. 
The  edges  of  road  shall  be  cut  true  to  the  line  established  by  the 
Engineer. 

COURSES   OF   STONE. 

There  shall  be  two  courses  of  broken  stones,  under  finishing 
course ;  first  course  to  be  four  inches,  and  second  course  to  be 
two  inches  over  all  when  rolled,  no  allowance  to  be  made  for 
settling. 

COURSES,  HOW  APPLIED. 

The  stone  shall  be  dumped  on  the  side  of  the  road  where  it  is 
possible,  if  not,  they  can  be  dumped  on  the  side  of  the  road-bed 
and  scattered  with  shovels.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  the  stone 
will  have  a  uniform  pressure  in  rolling.     If  a  patent  spreading 
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wagon  is  used  by  the  Contractor,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  dump 
the  stone,  but  they  can  be  spread  by  the  wagon.  After  stone 
has  been  spread  for  the  first  course,  sufficient  to  roll  down  to 
four  inches,  a  roller  shall  be  run  over  the  stones,  a  sufficient 
number  of  times  to  make  this  course  solid  and  firm,  after  which 
the  second  course  of  two  inches  will  be  applied  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  specified  for  the  first  course,  and  also  receive  the  same 
roller  treatment  as  the  first  course.  If  in  the  putting*  on  of 
either  course  any  settling  is  found,  all  such  places  must  be 
brought  up  to  grade  level  before  any  other  course  is  commenced. 
In  the  rolling  of  these  courses  the  roller  work  must  be  continued 
until  the  broken  stone  settles  down  into  a  firm  and  solid  compact 
condition. 

FINISHING  COURSE. 

This  course  shall  be  one-inch  thick  when  finished.  Trap 
rock  screenings  including  dust  (no*  screenings  larger  than  one- 
half  inch  stone  will  be  allowed)  will  be  used  as  a  finishing  course. 
The  screenings  (after  the  rolling  has  been  done  on  the  last  course 
of  broken  stone),  shall  be  carted  on  the  sides  of  the  road  proper 
and  dumped,  at  suitable  intervals,  after  which  all  wheel  and  foot 
marks  of  horses  shall  be  carefully  filled  and  then  rolled  down 
firmly.  Then  the  screenings  shall  be  scattered  dry  over  the 
surface  so>  as  to  fill  all  interstices,  then  the  roller  shall  be  run 
over  the  surface  to  shake  in  the  dust.  Immediately  after,  a 
sprinkling  cart  shall  be  used  and  the  screenings  washed  in,  after 
which  more  screenings  must  be  added  and  sprinkled  and  rolled 
again,  and  the  screenings,  sprinkling  and  rolling  must  be  con- 
tinued until  all  the  coarse  stones  have  been  covered,  and  inter- 
stices completely  filled  and  the  road  is  firm  and  smooth  and  will 
shed  water,  and  measure  up  one-inch  of  screenings  for  wearing 
surface.  The  Contractor  will  not  be  allowed  to  put  on  the 
screenings  all  at  one  time,  but  must  put  them  on  as  described 
above  and  will  not  be  allowed  to  deviate  from  the  above  treat- 
ment in  any  way.  The  Contractor  must  not  wet  the  screenings 
before  they  have  been  scattered  on  the  broken  stone.  The 
screenings  must  be  perfectly  dry  before  they  are  put  on  the 
road. 
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DIMENSIONS  OF  BROKEN  STONE. 

The  stone  for  the  first  course  for  the  road  shall  be  from  three- 
fourths  of  an  inch  to  two  inches,  mixed  in  the  screens  (not  in  the 
bins),  the  smaller  sizes  to  predominate.  The  stone  for  the  second 
course  shall  be  from  one-inch  to  one  and  one-half  inches  longest 
diameter  (in  either  courses  no  tailings  shall  be  used).  In  the 
second  course  no  stone  smaller  than  one-inch  nor  larger  than 
one  and  one-half  inches  will  be  allowed. 

KIND   OF  STONE. 
Unless  otherwise  specified,  Trap  Rock  will  be  required. 

SHOULDERS. 

Shoulders  must  be feet  wide  on  each  side  of  the 

road,  except  in  the  fills  of  three  feet  and  over  where  the  shoulders 
shall  be  one  foot  wider.  If  the  shoulders  are  made  by  filling,  the 
material  must  be  first-class  and  thoroughly  rammed  and  rolled 
so  as  to  prevent  washing  or  breaking  down.  No  roots,  stumps, 
or  other  material  not  suitable  to  make  a  firm  and  durable  shoul- 
der, will  be  accepted.  In  no  case  must  shoulders  be  higher  than 
the  edge  of  the  finished  road. 

t                                    GUTTERS. 
Cobble  gutters  shall  be  laid  from  Station  Number 

to  Station  Number 

The  cobbles  to  be  used  must  be  good,  hard,  sound  stone  (no 
rotten  stone  allowed).  Medium  sized  stone  not  over  five-inch 
face  on  its  longest  diameter,  except  for  centers  or  sides  where 
eight-inch  cobbles  may  be  used.  All  cobbles  shall  be  laid  with 
their  longest  diameter  in  the  direction  of  the  flow  of  water.  The 
cobbles  must  be  bedded  in  not  less  than  six  inches  of  good, 
sharp  sand  or  gravel,  and  thoroughly  rammed  into  shape  and 
place.  Sand  must  be  swept  off  before  ramming.  All  stone 
broken  in  ramming  must  be  removed  and  replaced  with  perfect 
stone. 
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All  earth  gutters  shall  be  carefully  made  not  less  than  one 
foot  wide  at  the  bottom  and  be  true  to  grade,  and  have  a  true 
flow  line  made  and  carefully  pared  so  as  to  leave  no  pockets  or 
loose  earth  on  the  bottom.  If  the  natural  gutter  is  low  it  shall 
be  brought  up  to  grade  with  good,  clean  gravel. 

SLOPES. 

The  grade  of  slopes  in  the  cut  or  fill  shall  be  one  and  one- 
half  horizontal  to  one  foot  vertical,  except  in  fills  of  three  feet 
or  over  where  the  slope  shall  be  two  to  one,  and  where  rock  is 
found  in  the  cut  the  slope  shall  be  one  to  six. 

ROLLER   TO    BE   USED. 
A  steam  roller,  weighing  not  less  than  ten  tons,  must  be  used 
on  all  work  or  such  other  roller  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Con- 
necticut Highway  Commissioner.

GRADES. 

Cross  slope  grades  shall  be  five-eighths  of  one  inch  to  one 
foot  on  light  grades  and  on  quick  descents  three-quarter  of  one 
inch  to  one  foot.  The  grade  of  shoulders  will  conform  to  what- 
ever grade  is  specified  for  the  cross  slope  grade. 

SURPLUS  MATERIAL. 

The  Contractor  shall  remove  all  surplus  material,  stumps, 
roots  and  stones  from  the  side  of  the  road  and  leave  the  road  in  a 
neat  condition. 

OBLIGATION  OF  THE  CONTRACTOR. 

The  Contractor  will  be  responsible  to  the  Selectmen  of  the 
Town  of or  the  Inspector  for  the 
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faithful  performance  of  all  the  provisions  of  these  specifications, 
and  to  a  strict  conformity  with  the  Plans  made  and  submitted  for 
the  work,  also  to  the  Connecticut  Highway  Commissioner. 

CROSS  SECTION. 

The  Contractor  will  find  a  correct  drawing  of  a  Cross  Section 
of  the  proposed  road  in  this  specification,  and  the  measurement 
and  details  of  this  drawing  must  be  strictly  followed  to  the  letter. 

DISPUTES. 

In  case  of  any  dispute  arising  as  to  the  meaning  or  intention 
of  the  Specifications  or  Plans,  the  decision  of  the  Connecticut 
Highway  Commissioner  shall  be  final. 

WORK   DELAYED. 

In  case  the  work  is  unnecessarily  delayed,  and  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Selectmen  it  will  not  be  finished  in  the  prescribed  time,  the 
Selectmen  are,  with  the  approval  of  the  Highway  Commissioner 
hereby  given  the  right  to  stop  the  work  and  put  other  men  on 
the  work,  and  pay  for  the  same  out  of  any  money  that  may  be  in 
their  hands. 

FENCES   AND   SAFEGUARDS. 

If  the  Contractor  has  the  right  given  him  to>  close  the  road,  he 
shall  erect  fences  at  either  or  both  ends  of  the  road,  and  placard 
the  same,  warning  all  people  of  the  work  that  is  being  done.  He 
shall  take  such  other  means  as  are  necessary  to<  protect  the  travel- 
ing public  from  all  danger  to  themselves  or  their  property. 

DISORDERLY   PERSONS. 

If  the  Selectmen  find  any  of  the  men  employed  on  the  work 
unruly  or  disorderly  the  Contractor  shall  discharge  them  im- 
mediately on  notification  by  the  Selectmen. 

DAMAGE  TO    PROPERTY. 
The   Contractor   shall   not   break   through   or   go   upon   any 
property,  either  his  men  or  his  teams  without  the  consent  of  the 
owners,  and  any  damage  he  may  do  he  shall  be  held  responsi- 
ble for.

LIGHTING  WORK. 

The  Contractor  shall  furnish  a  sufficient  number  of  red 
lanterns,  which  are  to  be  set  up  along  the  road  at  suitable  intervals 
so  as  to  warn  the  public  against  all  danger.  These  lanterns  shall 
be  kept  lighted  all  night  and  a  man  placed  in  charge  of  them. 

LIABILITY    OF    CONTRACTOR. 

The  Contractor  shall  assume  and  be  responsible  for  all  acci- 
dents that  may  occur,  also  be  liable  for  all  damage  to  life  or 
property  by  reason  of  carelessness,  incompetent  help  or  neglect 
in  the  prosecution  of  this  work  from  the  commencement  of  the 
contract  until  its  final  completion  and  acceptance  by  the  Con- 
necticut Highway  Commissioner. 

If  the  work  is  placed  in  charge  of  an  Inspector  by  the  High- 
way Commissioner,  the  Inspector  will  be  obeyed  by  the  Con- 
tractor without  question  or  delay,  and  his  orders  shall  be  followed 
out  as  given  so  long  as  they  are  in  accord  with  the  plans  and 
specifications. 

EXTRA  SCREENINGS. 

In  addition  to  the  material  required  in  other  parts  of  this 
specification,   the    Contractor   shall   furnish   and   deliver   in   the 

Town  of at  the  place  designated 

by  the  Selectmen, carloads  of  screenings,  weigh- 
ing not  less  than  twenty  net  tons  each.  These  screenings  are 
to  be  delivered  to  the  town  before  the  final  payment  is  made  with- 
out any  expense  to  the  town.

DESCRIPTION.

as  the  sum  of Dollars  will  pay  for,  or  the 

Selectmen  and  Highway  Commissioner  may  order  to  be  done  on 
said  road  (the  Selectmen  and  Highway  Commissioner  reserving 
the  right  to  increase  or  diminish  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done), 

LABOR,  MATERIAL,  ETC. 

The  Contractor  is  to  furnish  all  labor  and  materials,  together 
with  all  tools  and  implements  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provi- 
sions of  these  specifications  and  in  accordance  with  the  plans  for 
the  above  described  road,  all  work  to<  be  done  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Connecticut  Highway  Commissioner. 

ENGINEER'S  WORK. 

The  Engineer  furnished!  by  the  town  shall  establish  lines  and 
grades,  at  convenient  points  along  said  road,  before  the  Con- 
tractor commences  work,  for  the  guidance  of  the  Contractor. 
The  Engineer  shall  verify  the  grades  from  time  to'  time  as  ma\ 
be  necessary,  and  also  replace  whatever  stakes  may  be  destroyed 
by  the  Contractor  while  in  prosecution  of  the  work.  The  Con- 
tractor, however,  shall  take  all  possible  care  to  preserve  the 
stakes  set  by  the  Engineer. 

GRADING. 

The  Contractor  will  do  all  grading  that  may  be  necessary, 
either  by  cutting  or  filling  as  the  case  may  be.  If  there  is  a 
surplus  of  material  it  shall  be  placed  in  the  embankments,  or  on 
the  sides  of  the  road,  or  at  such  places  as  the  Selectmen  may 
designate.     If  there  is  not  material  enough  to  do  the  grading 
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required  to  bring  the  sub-grade  to  the  height  required,  the  Con- 
tractor shall  furnish  sufficient  to  do  what  is  necessary  to  conform 
to  the  established  grade  for  the  road  and  embankments,  etc. 
The  Contractor  will  remove  all  loam,  roots  and  vegetable  matter 
from  the  proposed  traveled  part  of  the  road,  and  also  every- 
thing of  a  spongy  nature,  or  anything  found  in  excavating  for 
said  roadway  that  will  be  liable  to  heave,  or  settle,  and  fill  in  all 
such  places  with  clean  sand  or  gravel,  free  from  loam. 

In  all  cases  where  the  earth  fill  exceeds  one  foot  in  depth,, 
the  filling  shall  be  deposited  in  courses  not  to  exceed  twelve 
inches  loose  measurement.  And  each  course  shall  be  carried 
across  the  entire  fill  and  completed  before  commencing  another, 
and  this  method  shall  be  followed  with  each  succeeding  course 
until  the  established  grade  is  reached. 

If  rock  is  found  in  any  part  of  the  cut  it  can  be  placed  in  the 
fill,  providing  it  does  not  come  within  sixteen  inches  of  the  top  of 
the  finished  road ;  also  if  rock  is  used  for  filling,  no  large  stones 
will  be  allowed  in  nests,  but  must  be  distributed  over  the  area  so 
as  to  avoid  pockets  for  the  top  course  to  sift  through.  In  all  rock 
cuts  the  rock  shall  be  removed  at  least  one  foot  below  the  finished 
grade  of  the  road. 

The  Contractor  will  not  be  allowed  to-  dump  rock  overboard 
indiscriminately.  All  rock  shall  be  placed  in  the  fill  so1  far  as 
the  fill  will  allow.  Where  there  is  a  surplus  of  rock  it  shall  be 
put  on  the  outside  of  the  embankments  with  neatness,  SO'  as  to 
leave  the  fill  with  a  view  to  future  improvements  of  the  road.  No 
unsightly  nests  of  large  stone  will  be  allowed  on  margins  in 
the  fills. 

The  Contractor  shall  excavate  for  all  ditches,  and  properly 
shape  all  slopes  to  conform  to  the  plans  made  for  the  proposed 
work,  and  remove  all  stumps.  He  shall  make  all  shoulders  and 
shall  form  all  slopes.  All  surplus  material  shall  be  carted  off 
before  commencing  to  put  in  the  stone  for  the  road. 

ROAD-BED. 

Great  care  must  be  taken  to  follow  closely  the  above 
described  treatment  in  the  grading  for  the  earth  road_bed.  After 
all  cutting  or  filling  has  been  done  to  bring  the  road-bed  to  the 
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-established  sub-grade,  the  surface  must  be  firmly  and  evenly 
rolled  so  that  it  will  sustain  the  weight  of  stone  to  be  placed  on 
it  without  settling.  All  places  that  may  shrink  while  in  the 
process  of  rolling,  must  be  filled  and  rolled  again,  until  the  whole 
sub-foundation  is  brought  up  to,  and  even  with  all  established 
lines  for  sub-grade.  The  sub-grade  must  be  identical  in  form 
with,  and  have  the  same  crown  as  the  finished  grade  of  road. 
The  edges  of  road  shall  be  cut  true  to  the  line  established  by  the 
Engineer. 

COURSES   OF   STONE. 

There  shall  be  two  courses  of  stone  under  finishing  course. 
The  bed-stone  course  shall  be  eight  inches  deep  and  the  mac- 
adam course  of  broken  stone  four  inches,  making  twelve  inches 
for  bottom  courses  over  all  when  rolled.  No  allowances  will  be 
made  the  Contractor  for  the  settling  in  rolling  or  ramming. 

BED-STONE. 

The  bed-stone  shall  be  of  the  following  dimensions,  six  inches 
to  ten  inches  in  width,  eight  to  eighteen  inches  in  length,  and 
eight  inches  deep,  placed  by  hand,  broadest  edge  of  depth  of 
stone  down  and  laid  in  courses  across  the  road ;  all  joints  broken 
and  all  interstices  chinked  in  and  firmly  wedged  with  broken 
stone,  all  sharp  points  must  be  broken  off  with  the  hammer  to 
bring  surface  of  bed-stone  true  to  grade.  The  bed-stone  shall 
be  laid  up  full  and  strong  so  as  to  allow  for  all  settling  in  rolling. 
In  no  case  will  the  contractor  be  allowed  to  use  stone  that  is  not 
up  to  all  these  requirements.  After  bed-stone  has  been  laid, 
chinked  and  broken  off  to  grade,  the  roller  shall  be  run  over  the 
bed-stone  Until  it  is  firmly  bedded  and  will  not  kick  or  rock  under 
the  roller,  no  nests  of  small  stone  will  be  allowed,  nor  will  the 
contractor  be  allowed  to-  use  rotten  stone. 

SECOND  COURSE  OF  TELFORD. 

This  course  shall  be  four  inches  over  all  after  rolling,  and 
must  be  broken  Trap  Rock  unless  otherwise  specified.  The 
stone  used  for  this  course  shall  be  from  three-fourths  of  an  inch 
to  two  inches  in  size,  mixed  in  the  screens  (not  in  the  bins),  the 
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smaller  sizes  to  predominate ;  the  size  of  stone  for  this  course 
must  be  strictly  followed  to  the  letter,  no  tailings  will  be  allowed, 
and  any  departure  from  the  size  specified  will  be  at  the  Con- 
tractor's risk.  The  stone  must  be  dumped  on  the  side  of  the 
road  proper,  on  the  bed-stone  foundation  and  be  scattered  with 
shovels  to  the  required  depth  sufficient  to  roll  down  to>  four 
inches,  the  rolling  shall  be  continued  until  the  stones  are  thor- 
oughly united,  firm  and  solid  under  the  roller. 

FINISHING  COURSE. 

This  course  shall  be  one-inch  thick  when  finished.  Trap 
rock  screenings  including  dust  (no>  screenings  larger  than  one- 
half  inch  stone  will  be  allowed)  will  be  used  as  a  finishing  course. 
The  screenings  (after  the  rolling  has  been  done  on  the  last  course 
of  broken  stone),  shall  be  carted  on  the  sides  of  the  road  proper 
and  dumped,  at  suitable  intervals,  after  which  all  wheel  and  foot 
marks  of  horses  shall  be  carefully  filled  and  then  rolled  down 
firmly.  Then  the  screenings  shall  be  scattered  dry  over  the 
surface  so  as  to>  fill  all  interstices,  and  the  roller  shall  be  run 
over  the  surface  to  shake  in  the  dust.  Immediately  after,  a 
sprinkling  cart  shall  be  used  and  the  screenings  washed  in,  after 
which  more  screenings  must  be  added  and  sprinkled  and  rolled 
again,  and  the  screenings,  sprinkling  and  rolling  must  be  con- 
tinued until  all  the  coarse  stones  have  been  covered,  and  inter- 
stices completely  filled  and  the  road  is  firm  and  smooth  and  will 
shed  water,  and  measure  up  one-inch  of  screenings  for  wearing 
surface.  The  Contractor  will  not  be  allowed  to  put  on  the 
screenings  all  at  one  time,  but  must  put  them  on  as  described 
above  and  will  not  be  allowed  to  deviate  from  the  above  treat- 
ment in  any  way.  The  Contractor  must  not  wet  the  screenings 
before  they  have  been  scattered  on  the  broken  stone.  The 
screenings  must  be  perfectly  dry  before  they  are  put  on  the 
road.

All  earth  gutters  shall  be  carefully  made  not  less  than  one 
foot  wide  at  the  bottom*  and  be  true  to  grade,  and  have  a  true 
flow  line  made  and  carefully  pared  so  as  to  leave  no  pockets  or 
loose  earth  on  the  bottom.  If  the  natural  gutter  is  low  it  shall 
be  brought  up  to  grade  with  good,  clean  gravel. 


GRADES.

The  Contractor  is  to1  furnish  all  labor  and  materials,  together 
with  all  tools  and  implements  necessary  to<  carry  out  the  provi- 
sions of  these  specifications  and  in  accordance  with  the  plans  for 
the  above  described  road,  all  work  to  be  done  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Connecticut  Highway  Commissioner.

FINISHING  COURSE. 

After  the  Contractor  has  taken  out  all  foot  and  wheel  marks 
on  the  second  course  and  has  finished  rolling,  he  shall  then  put 
on  the  last  or  finishing  course  which  shall  consist  of  sixty  per 
cent,  of  stone  and  forty  per  cent,  of  binding  material.  No  stone 
shall  exceed  one  inch  largest  diameter.

If  necessary  this  course  shall  be 
screened  and  receive  exactly  the  same  treatment  as  described  for 
the  first  course.  This  course  shall  be  three  inches  in  depth  when 
rolled  and  finished  and  up  to  all  established  grades  given  for  the 
road  by  the  engineer,  no  allowance  will  be  made  for  the  settling 
while  in  the  process  of  rolling. 

SLOPES. 

The  grade  of  slopes  in  the  cut  or  fill  shall  be  one  and  one-half 
horizontal  to  one  foot  vertical,  except  in  fills  of  three  feet  or  over 
where  the  slope  shall  be  two  to  one,  and  where  rock  is  found  in 
the  cut  the  slope  shall  be  one  to  six.

Cross  slope  grades  shall  be  three-quarters  of  one  inch  to  one 
foot  on  light  grades  and  on  quick  descents  one  inch  to  one  foot. 
The  grade  of  shoulders  will  conform  to  whatever  grade  is  speci- 
fied for  the  cross  slope  grade. 
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SURPLUS   MATERIAL. 

The  Contractor  shall  remove  all  surplus  material,  stumps, 
roots  or  stones  from  the  side  of  the  road  and  leave  the  road  in  a 
neat  condition.

GUTTERS. 
Cobble  gutters  shall  be  laid  from  Station  Number

The  cobbles  to  be  used  must  be  good,  hard  sound  stone  (no 
rotten  stone  allowed).  Medium  sized  stone  not  over  five-inch 
face  on  its  longest  diameter  must  be  used,  except  for  centers  or 
sides  where  eight-inch  cobbles  may  be  allowed.  All  cobbles  shall 
be  laid  with  their  longest  diameter  in  the  direction  of  the  flow  of 
water.  The  cobbles  must  be  bedded  in  not  less  than  six  inches 
of  good,  sharp  sand  or  gravel,  and  thoroughly  rammed  into*  shape 
and  place.  Sand  must  be  swept  off  before  ramming.  All  stone 
broken  in  ramming  must  be  removed  and  replaced  with  perfect 
stone. 

All  earth  gutters  shall  be  carefully  made  not  less  than  one 
foot  wide  at  the  bottom,  and  be  true  to  grade,  and  have  a  true 
flow  line  made  and  carefully  pared  so  as  to*  leave  no  pockets  or 
loose  earth  on  the  bottom.  If  the  natural  gutter  is  low  it  shall 
be  brought  up  to  grade  with  good,  clean -gravel. 
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SHOULDERS. 

Shoulders  must  be feet  wide  on  each  side  of 

the  road,  except  in  fills  of  three  feet  or  over  where  the  shoulders 
shall  be  one  foot  wider.  If  the  shoulders  are  made  by  filling,  the 
material  must  be  first-class  and  thoroughly  rammed  and  rolled  so 
as  to  prevent  washing  or  breaking  down.  No  roots,  stumps,  or 
other  material  not  suitable  to  make  a  firm  and  durable  shoulder 
will  be  accepted.  In  no  case  must  shoulders  be  higher  than  the 
edge  of  the  finished  road.

LIGHTING   WORK.

If  the  Selectmen  find  any  of  the  men  employed  on  the  work 
unruly  or  disorderly  the  Contractor  shall  discharge  them  im- 
mediately on  notification  by  the  Selectmen. 

DAMAGE  TO    PROPERTY. 

The  Contractor  shall  not  break  through  or  go  upon  any 
property,  either  his  men  or  his  teams  without  the  consent  of  the 
owners,  and  any  damage  he  may  do  he  shall  be  held  responsi- 
ble for. 

LIABILITY   OF    CONTRACTOR.

The  Engineer  furnished  by  the  town  shall  establish  lines  and 
grades,  at  convenient  points  along  said  road,  before  the  Con- 
tractor commences  work,  for  the  guidance  of  the  Contractor.
